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HUNDRED  OF  HUMBLE-YARD. 


JrinMiLiART,  Humifyerd,  now  Humble-yard  hundred,  takes  its  iiame 
from  a  valley  in  the  parish  of  Swerdeston,  where  the  hundred  court 
was  anciently  kept,  which  in  evidences  still  retains  the  name  of  HvM« 
BLE-TBRD»  the  hw  yard  or  court:  it  makes  up  exactly  the  whole 
DBANBRY  called  by  the  same  name,  and  paid  to  the  ancient  task  or 
tenths  31/.  Is  clear.  It  is  bounded  on  the  east  with  the  hundred  of 
Hemtede^  on  the  north  with  the  county  of  the  city  of  Norwich;  on  the 
west  with  the  hundred  of  Forehoe,  and  on  the  sou^h  with  the  hundred 
of  Depwade:  there  is  no  town  in  it  which  holds  a  weekly  market  at 
this  time>  it  being  so  near  the  city  of  Norwich,  that  hath  totally  swal- 
lowed up  all  profits  that  could  accrue  to  any  village  in  so  small  a  dis« 
tance.  The  fee  of  this  hundred  was  in  the  Crown,  upon  Earl  Ralph^s 
forfeiture  in  the  Conqueror's  time,  before  which  it  belonged  to  the 
manor  of  Hethersete.  In  Henry  the  Third's  time  it  was  worth  12/. 
per  annumf  when  it  was  farmed  by  William  de  St,  Omer.  In  Edward 
the  First's  time  Nic.  de  Castello  or  Castle  farmed  it^  and  Edward  [[I. 
conveyj^d  it  in  exchange  to  John  de  Clavering  and  his  heirs;  but  it 
afterwards  reverted  and  continued  in  the  Crown  tilUames  I.  granted 
it  to  Sir  Charles  Cornwaleis,  Knt.  to  be  held  at  the  rent  of  71-  6s.  7d. 
ob.  a.  during  the  lives  of  Charles  Cornwaleis,  Esq.  eldest  son  of  Sir 
William  Cornwaleis,  Knt.  Tho.  Cornwaleii,  Esq.  eldest  son' of  the  said 
Charles,  and  Thomas  Cornwaleis,  son  of  the  said  Sir  fVilliam. 

HUMBLE-YARD  DEANERY

12s.  but  had  a  deduction  of  12&.  ayear,on  accountof  the eeveiHiet 
ef  the  religious  here.  The  rectory  is  valued  in  the  KingVi  Books  at 
%l.  )3s.  4i£  and  being  sworn  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  41/.  lis.  9d. 
it  is  discharged  of  first  fruits  and  tenths,  and  is  capable  of  augoienta* 
tion.  The  ^tuatioa  answers  its  name*  it  being  a  hUUkhnd.  The 
church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew  the  Apostle,  to  whose  honour  there 
was  a  GILD  held  here,  and  another  of  the  Holy  Crou;  the  ima^e  of 
which  Saint  stood  on  the  north  side  of  the  altar,  and  was  new  painted 
in  1502.  In  the  Lincoln  taxation,  the  rectojry  was  valued  at  6/.  and 
the  rector  had  a  house  and  52  acres  of  debe;  but  in  the  present  iemeTf 
there  is  a  house  and  only  36  acres.  It  paid  Is.  Sd.  synodals,  6i.  Bd, 
procurations,  Qd.  Peter-pence,  and  3d.  carvage. 

The  CHUBCH  consists  of  a  nave  only,  which  is  17  J^^  ^ong,  and 
7  broad ;  the  chancel  is  10  yards  long  and  7  broad ;  it  hath  a  round 
steeple  tiled  at  top,  in  which  are  two  bslls.  On  the  south  wall  of  the 
nave  is  a  small  memorial  for  Richard  Browne,  Gent,  who  died  OeU  20^ 
16*74,  aged  58,  with  the  arms  of 

Brown  e  of  Diss  in  Norfolk^  per  chevron  O.  and  jB«  in  chief  three 

estoils  of  the  second,  in  base  a  wyvem  arg. 

On  the  north  side  is  an  altar  tomb  of  wood,  with  Yeastrnf^eutm^  and 
this  inscription.

liie  whole  town  belonged  to  Earl  RalJ  before  his  forfeitnre,  after 
which  it  was  divided  into  two  parts  or  manors,  distmguished  by  the 
names  of  fVest-hall  and  Eaa-halL 

THE  MANOR  OF  WEST-HALL 

Was  the  capital  one,  and  to  that  the  advowson  was  many  years  ap- 
pendant; it  was  given  to  Godric  the  sewer,  of  whom  Walter  held  it  at 
the  time  of  the  Conquest,  who  purchased  and  added  to  it,  part  of  the 
other  manor,  which  then  belonged  to  Roger  Bigot;  at  the  Confessor's 
survey,  this  part  was  worth  SOs.  and  at  the  Conqueror's  40s.;  the 
Whole  town  was  then  a  mile  long,  and  as  much  broad,  and  paid  to 
the  i^eld  or  tax  Sd.  farthing/  It  after  came  to  the  lateshales,  and  in 
ISOl, 

Sir  Rob.  db  Tatesh alb  had  it  conveyed  to  him  by  Gilbert  son  of 
flervy,  together  with  Ifitton  in  Norfolk;*  and  soon  after  it  was  sold  to 
the  Alalherbes.

THE  MANOR  OF  EAST-HALL,

JBiei.  Brwmt  of  Gdnejft  whose  son,  Henry  Browne,  sold  it  to  Mr. 
Muni  oiLondon^  who  sold  it  to  Mr.  Jeremiah  Norrii,  from  which  tima 
it  hath  continued  ia  that  family.  The  Spelmans,  Dethicks,  and  tVal^ 
graves,  were  tottoemed  as  trustees  for  this  manor,  in  man^  settlements 
of  it,  made  by  the  Yaxleys. 
Jeremiah  NoBmisotNorwicAjGent.  is  the  present  lord. 

THE  MANOR  OF  MELTOJTS

Serjeant  of  the 
aame,  and  Johm  Lingwood  of  Norwich,  settled  it  on  Jolm,  son  and  heir 
of  Richard  deMehon,  who  presented  in  1418,  and  1455,  and  Rob. 
Melton  his  son  in  1481 ;  and  in  1497,  Jphn  Melton  sold  it  with  the 
manor  of  Easi'^hall  to  John  Yaxl^;  from  which  time  it  hath  been 
joined  to  that  manor^

This  town  belonged  to  EnwiN  in  the  Conqueror*s  timei  who  settled 
it  at  his  death  on  the  abbey  ot  St.  Bennct  at  Holm  in  Ludbam  in 
Norfolk;  it  was  then  worth  40s.  afterwards 6O0. and  at  the  Conqueror's 
survey  4/.  and  was  then  held  by  Godric  the  Sewer,  after  Earl  Raff's 
forfeiture.  There  was  also  another  manor  here,  and  in  Great  Melioup 
held  by  one  of  the  Confessor's  thanes,  which  Godric  also  bad ;  little^- 
Melton  was  one  mile  and  an  half  long,  and  I  mile  and  1  furlong  broad, 
and  paid  8cl.  q.  to  the  geld.^  Ingreaa,  wife  to  Edwin,  confirmed  her 
husband's  grant,  but  after  their  deaths,  Ralf  their  son  agreed  with 
Richer  the  Abbot,  Ralf  the  Prior,  and  the  monks,  thatlie  should 
hold  it  for  life,  remainder  to  LetseUne,  his  wifis,  for  life,  and  the  heirs 
ofRjalf  for  ever,  if  he  had  any,  if  not,  it  was  to  revert  to  the  convent, 
of  which  it  was  to  be  always  held,  by  a  clear  rent  of  lOt.  a  year.  It 
was  called  in  this  deed  Mboeltun  the  Less,  or  the  Middle^Towh.  King^ 
Henry  II.  sent  a  precept  to  the  sheriff  of  Norfolk,  that  the  Abbot  of 
St.  Bennet  should  hold  quietly  this  manor,  which  Hubert  de  Mont- 
chcnsy  had  disseized  him  of,  during  the  war,  and  which  he  had  ac- 
knowleged  before  the  Archbishop  o( Canterbury,  to  be  of  that.con- 
vent's  m ;  whereupon  it  was  agreed,  that  Hubert  and  his  heirs  shoald 
hold  the  town  of  the  convent,  paving  a  fee-farm  rent  to  the  Abbot,  of 
lOs.  which  is  now  paid  to  Bishop  s  manor  of  tf«g4czffi,  which  belonged 
to  that  convent.  In  1284,  William,  son  of  Sir  narine  de  Mont  chef uy, 
had  view  of  frankpledge,  assize  of  bread  and  ale,  free-warren,  Sic.

ter, 40  years  old,  ^/ic£  wife  of  Baldwin  St.  Geewl  Knt.  and  Baldwin 
their  son,  SI  years  old,  and  Maud  wife  of  Ivo  Fitz  fVarine,  Knt.  were 
heirs.  In  1446,  Will,  fVymer,  andMargaret  his  wife,  who  was  daughter 
and  heir  of  John  Toll  of  South- Elmham,  settled  it  on  John  Jlyngton, 
junior,  Esq.  and  Mary  his  wife,  remainder  to  fVilL  Alyngton,  junior, 
father  of  the  said  John  andEliz,  his  late  wife,  remainder  to  J/ine^/yitg- 
tou,  oousiB  of  EUtabeth.

10  Norwich,  A®  1525,  (see  vol.  iv.  p.  290.)  Iul557>  Tho.Marsham,  alder* 
man  €^ Norwich,  was  buried  in  St.  J ohn*sMadder market,  and  left £/iza«- 
beth  hb  wife,  wnABalpk  his  brother,  each  a  moiety  of  the  manor ;  James 
Marsham,  hb  kinsman,  was  executor,  with  Eliz.  his  mother,  Eliz.  his 
yi$\fe,  ondHamon  dlaxton,  Gent.;  hb  Sister,  Eliz*  Layer,  hndJohn^Tho' 
mas,  and  Christopher,  his  nephews.  In  1567,  Ralph  Marsham  of  Nor^ 
wich,  grocer,  was  sole  lord ;  be  married  a  daughter  ofUamon  Claxton  of 
Uvermere  in  Suffolk,  and  left  it  to  Robert  Marsham,  his  son  and  heir, 
who  married  £/iaf.  dauj^hter  of  iiaAer^'Duvnes  of  Bodney  wnd  Great 
Mvlton,Vfho  had  first  LdwardMarshamof  Little  Melton,  lord  in  1612; 
who  married  Elizabeth,  dauobter  and  coheir  of  Edmund  Grey  of  Bun- 
well  in  Norfolk;  second,  John  Marsham;  third,  Thomas  Marsham,  al* 
derman  of  London,  from  whom  descended  Sir  Robert  Marsham  of  fVin^ 
farthing,  creuXed  Lord  Romnet  in  17l6,(seePeeriigr  vol.  iv.  p.  298.) 
The  manor  was  sold  about  1620,  for  then  ii  appears  by  a  particular 
made  for  its  sale,  that  it  was  let  at  l25Lper  annum,  and  contained  above

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MELTON-HALL,  HERTFORD'S,  or  HEREFORD'S  MANOB^ 

Belonged  very  early  to  Roger  de  Melton  Parva,  ^nd  Muriel  his 
wife,  about  1180,  and  after  to  Roeer  his  son^  and  Roger  his  grandson, 
who  sold  to  Master  Vincent  de  Bete,  all  his  lay  fee  and  freehold,  which 
he  and  his  father  held  of  Will,  son  oi  Jeff ry^ of  Great  Melton^  in  order 
to  enable  him  to  go  in  pilgrimage  to  the  Holy-Land,  having  settled 
on  Emma  his  wife  the  land  late  Rob,  de  Melton's,  his  kinsman,  near 
the  land  of  ff  i/Z/am  the  parson  of  Little  Mellon.  In  1228,  fVill.  de 
Bek  held  it  at  half  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  the  heirs  of  Montchensy ,  who 
held  it  of  Sir  Robert  de  Tateskallf  who  held  it  of  the  honour  of  Perrre//; 
in  l^flO,  William  de  Hereford  (from  whom  it  took  its  name)  owned  it; 
in  1318,  F4mma  de  Bek  had  it;  and  in  1323,  Will,  de  Hertford  held  it 
at  the  8th  part  of  a  tee,  of  the  Earl  of  Pembrook,  and  John  Dames  had 
it  soon  after.  In  1338,  by  the  name  of  Burfield's  manor,  an  8th 
part  of  it  was  settled  on  John  Skilman  and  Margaret  his  wife,  and 
John  their  son;  and  in  1343,  it  was  found  that  the  heirs  of  WiiL  de 
Bek  held  it.  In  1371,  the  feoffees  of  Margaret  widow  ofRalfde 
Bocking,  released  it  to  John  Dunnyn^  and  bis  lieirs;  in  1401,  Thomas 
de  Blicklirfg,  son  of  T/iomas,  son  of  William  deBlickling^  and  Julian, 
daughter  of  William  Spynk  of  ATorapicA,  his  wife,  held  it;  but  be  being 
a  mmor,  it  was  in  the  King's  hands;  in  1408,  Rog.Blicklin^  had  it;  ia 
1418,  it  was  sold  by  John  Swan  and  Ric.  Moneste^  to  John  Br/ston, 
Esq.  Henry  Lesingham^  and  Robert  Harrington  and  Eliz,  his  wife;  in 
1459,  Robert  J  lien,  senioijof  jBrMflm,  and  Henry  Spelman,  mortgaged 
it  to  Simon  Thornham^  &c.  for  1 10  marks;  and  in  1.301,  Tko.  Batches 
croft  of  Melton  Parva  gave  it  to  Christian  his  wife,  by  will,  for  life, 
and  then  to  be  Sf>ld  ;  in  1574,  Rich.  Calle  of  Melton,  Gent,  and  Edith 
hi-  wife,  and  Tho.  Calle,  Gent,  and  Catherine  his  wife,  sold  it  lo  Ni- 
CHOALS  SoTHKRTON,junr.  ofNorwich,  Gent. and  his  heirs,  in  whose 
family  it  afterwards  became  joined  to  Melton-Parva  manorj 
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CJr  Middle-ton,  had  two  churches  standing  very  near  one  another 
in  the  same  churchyard;  that  dedicated  to  St.  Mary  the  Fitgin  is 
now  standing,  and  in  us»e;  it  belonged  to  the  manor  of  Hacon's  or 
Hakuns  in  this  town,  and  when  Isoraich  Domesday  was  made,  Ric. 
Hukun  was  patron  of  it ;  the  rector  had  a  house  and  four  acres  of  land ; 
it  was  first  valued  at  9,  and  after  at  12  marks;  it  paid  ISd.  synodals^

In  1527,  Rob.  Boleyn,  wax-chandler  otNormch,  after  the  death 
of  Alice  his  wife,  gave  a  messuage  and  8  acres  and  3  roods  of  arable 
)and,  and  apiece  of  meadow  containing  two  acres  and  an  half,  and 
two  acres  ot  arable  land  late  Robert  Barker^s,  lying  in  the  town  and 
field  of  Great' Melton,  with  the  course  of  a  faldage  of  200  sheep,  to  the 
parish  church  of  our  Lady  of  the  said  town,  to  be  in  the  hands  of  10 
or  12  persons  (feoffees)  dwelling  in  the  said  parish,  to  hold  to  them 
and  their  assignees  for  evermore.  The  church- wardens  for  their  year 
lo  receive  the  profits,  out  of  which  6s.  8d.  to  be  yearly  reserved  towards 
discharging  the  parishioners  of  the  King's  taxes.  His  own  and  wife's 
obit  to  be  kept  in  the  church  vearly  on  Whitsunday^  with  placebo,  di^* 
rige,  and  mass  of  requiem,  and  the  rest  to  repair  the  church.  (Regr. 
Palgrave,fo  17.) 

Ihe  Prior  oftt'imondham^s  temporals  were  taxed  at  9*.  and  the  Prior 
of  fValsingham's  at  Ss.

the  Conquest  7 1.  The  King  and  the  Earl  of  Norfolk,  bad  the  80c  or 
superiour  jurisdiction,  and  Uonaic  the  sewer  thenbeld  iu*  It  soon 
came  into  the  hands  of  the  Mbltons  of  GreatMelton,  and  Thomas  de  /* 
Mellon  Magna  had  it;  his  son  Jeffry  succeeded,  and  his  son  fViUiam 
was  rector  here,  patron,  and  lord,  in  \l99y9i^dThoma9FitZ' Walter, 
released  it  to  him  as  %  camcates  of  land  in  1000;  and  in  120i5 
Rob.  Hacon  had  bought  it,  and  settled  it  on  Bic.  Hacun,  it  beinff 
then  held  at  half  a  fee;  and  in  \2\9,  Hubert,  son  of  jR^.  Haeun  had  ' 
it,  and  was  then  under  age,  and  in  the  custody  of  Hubert  de  Mont* 
chensy,  of  whose  barony  it  was  always  held  ;  in  12^9,  Hubert  granted 
to  Robert  son  of  Thomas  Hacun,  lands  here,  and  to  Si$non  son  ofHer-* 
bert  de  Hetherset,  the  homage  of  Anastatia,  daughter  of  Bartholomew 
of  Melton  Magna,  and  her  free  tenement;  m  \%A/C^,  Will,  de  Mtmt^ 
ckensf,  capital  lord  of  the  fee,  and  patron,  resided  here^  in  1267,  Hu^ 
bertHakun,  then  lord,  hindered  bis  tenants  paying  to  the  Earfs  or 
sheriff's  turn,  or  hundred  court,  for  which  he  was  impleaded  by  the 
Crown ;  but  on  paying  the  King  4s.  7d.  per  annum  he  had  a  lbtb 
and  view  of  frankpledge  allowed  to  this  manor,  andfree^warren,  and 
80  became  exempt  from  the  hundred  court.

Hubert  son  of  John  Ha^ 
con  and  Katherine  his  wife,  conveyed  many  lands  here  to  Si^on  of 
Hetherset;  and  in  1302,  Hubert  son  of  Sir  Richard  Hacun,  Knt.  had 
the  MANOR  o/ify,  out  of  which  he  granted  &.  8d,  per  annum,  to  the 
said  Simon;  for  Hugh  de  Fere  and  Dionise  his  wife  had  the  letb  and 
advowwn,  and  held  it  as  part  of  the  fees  of  Rob.  de  Tateshalt,  which 
Thomas  de  Caily  then  had.

Hacun  of 
Great  Melton  married  Anne,  second  daughter  of  Aoger,  and  sister  and 
coheir  of  JBic.  Lweday  of  Great  Brisete  in  Suffolk,  and  in  1320,  Hum- 
bert bis  father  settled  this  manor  on  him  after  ius  o^q  death,  whicb 
happened  about  1323,  for  then  Hubert's  heirs  had  it.  In  1346,^  Ric^ 
Hacun  held  it  with  BriseteMagna  in  Suffolk,  which  he  had  of  his  wife's 
inheritance,  and  in  ISiiO  he  was  lord  here.

his  wife,  settled  it  on  Ambrose  Wolley,  and  in  1557,  Roger  Woodhouse, 
Knt.  settled  it  on  Henry  Drury,  as  trustees  only  to  the  Lovells,  from 
which  family  it  went  to  Edwabd  Downes  of  Melton,  Esq.  who  mar- 
ried Katherine,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Lovell  of  Herling,  Knt.  relict 
of  Sir  Tliomas  Knevet  of  Bukenham,  and  of  Edward  Spring,  Esq.  in 
which  family  it  became  joined  tu,  and  remained  wilhj 


THE  MANOR  OF  PEVERELL'S 

In  this  town,  to  which  the  advowson  of  the  church  of All'Sainfs,  with 
the  chapel  of  ofAlgar's  Thotp,  always  belonged.

In  the  north-east  corner  of  the  chancel  is  an  old  arched  monument^ 
liy  which  lies  a  stone^  but  the  inscription  was  so  covered  with  dirt^  I 
could  make  out  only  the  words,  Dum  Ludis,  transit  f'ita,  but  it  was 
laid  over  Edmund  Jnguidi,  Esq.  lord  and  patron,  who  died  Hov.  5, 
1657,.

The  RECTOR,  when  Norwich  Domesday  was  made,  had  a  house  and 
23  acres  of  land,  valued  without  the  portion,  at  12  marks,  and  the  por* 
lion  of  the  Prioress  of  Redli/ngfield,  being  a  portion  of  the  tithes  of 
the  demeans,  was  valued  at  1  mark,  afterwards  at  SOs.  the  synodals  2$. 

4e}.  carvage  2d*  Tne  present 
terrier  hath  a  house  and  25  acres  of  glebe.  There  was  a  gilo  of  St. 
John  Baptist  held  in  the  church.  The  south  porch  was  new  built  in 
1455,  and  this  parish  paid  to  the  old  taske  or  tenthS|.l/.  17s.  out  of 
vrhicb  there  was  a  deduction  of  8s.  on  account  of  the  lands  and  reve- 
nues of  the  religious  here.  It  stands  in  the  King's  Books  by  the  name 
of MeltpnFlotman.  JliSaints  rectory  is  valued  at  6/.  \S$.4d  and  pays 
ISs.  4<f.  yearly  tenths,  but  no  first  fruits.  There  is  a  good  house,  called 
Melton  HALL>  north-west  of  the  churchyard  at  a  small  distance, 
in  which  the  Rev.  Mr,  Lombe  novf  dwells,  which  is  the  site  of  this 
manor*

PEVPREL'S  MANOR 

Was  owned  by  KfiTEi,  a  Dane,  in  the  Confessor's  time,  and  con- 
tained two  pariicates;  there  was  a  wood  to  maintain  100  swiue,  two 
beehives,  a  faldage,  and  60  sheep,  and  in  the  Conqueror's  time  1 14^ 
when  it  was  held  of  R  alv  Pbvbrbl,  one  of  the  Normani  who  came 
in  with  that  prince,  by  Garinus  or  Warike,  who  had  7  freemen 
under  him  i  ttie  church  was  valued  with  the  manor,  and  had  3  acres 
of  land  worth  2s.  the  manor  and  church  was  in  King  Edward's^  time 
Valued  at  61.  and  in  King  William*s  at  7/. ;  the  whole  of  the  town  and 
both  manors,  paid  Idd.  ob.  to  the  eeld  or  tax. 

It  was  a  league  and  3  furlongs  long  and  half  a  league  broail,  and 
was  aways  held  of  the  Peverblls  ;^  for  in  1204,  Gerebert  de  Sancto 
,  C/arohefd  it  for  life,  of  the  fee  of  ff ill.  Peverell;  but  it  was  the  ma- 
nor only,  for  the  Peverells  had  the  advowson,  ktc,  and  royalties  ap 
capital  lords  all  the  while.

I.  40  marks  to'marry  her,  and  have  the 
custody  of  P^r^refj  children  and  lands  till  they  came  of  age  ;  she  af- 
ter married  Hugh  de  Risings,  and  in  \204,  William  his  son  had  seiziti 
of  this  and  Brakene,  and  paid  the  King  20  marks,  and  a  palfrey  for 
livery  thereof;  and  the  same  year,  Ctcilu  de  Sancto  Omero,  or  Sent 
Omer,  lady  of  Brundale  manor,  promised  King  John  10  marks,  if  be 
would  put  her  in  seizen  of  the  land  of  fVilL  Peverel,  as  freely  as  King 
Richard  I.  gave  the  custody  thereof  and  of  his  heir,  to  William  de  la 
More,  and  WilUam^s  widow  to  be  wife  to  the  said  William  de  la  More, 
which  was  granted ;  and  the  year  following,  Will.  Peverel  took  it  out 
of  her  hands;  in  1^18,  Mai.  Peverel  held  here,  and  in  Brakene,  Kete-- 
ringham,  Carleton,  and  Riveshall,  4  fees,  of  the  honour  of  Pbvekeii, 
ana  Jefffy  Tregox  one  in  Billin^ford.  In  IU2,  H^h  Peverel  held 
MelioH  at  tbree  fees,  and  John  his  son  and  heir  wa^2^  years  old.  .  ta 
lfi46t  JUce  widow  of  Hugh  Peverel  held  it  till  her  dower  should  be 
assimed ;  and  the  custody  of  the  heir  and  estate  of  Hugh,  was  granted 
to  Peter  Braunch.  In  1249,  cilice  his  mother  was  married  to  Alexan* 
der  de  Faux,  or  de  Faflibus;  and  Oliva,  grandmother  to  Hugh,  was 
alive,  and  married  to  Mat.  PevereL 

In  1550,  Kxn^^Henri/  III.  granted  him  a  weekly  market  and  fair 
ft)  his  manor  of  Me//(m  and  free  warren  to  it  and  his  manor  of  Bra* 
kene,  and  assise  of  bread  and  ale,  which  was  allowed  in  eire  in  1284  ;' 
with  liberty  of  a  cucking-stool,  paying  iQd.  ob.  per  annum  to  the 
King's  hundred  court,  for  the  exemption  from  its  jurisdiction.  lu 
\9!jl.  Six  Bartholomew  de  RedAam,  Knt.  gave  the  moiety  of  ^co/oar 
manor  with  bis  daughter  Joan,  in  marriage  to  John  son  and  hejr  of 
Sir  Hugh  Peverel,  and  Sir  Hugh  gave  lands  to  Sir  John  Peverel,  the 

J  arson  of  Scottow;  Sir  Thomas,  son  of  John  Peverel,  hisffrandson  and 
eir,died  in  12g5,  and  was  buried  in  Bodmyn  priory  in  Cornwall.  In

^eod  in  a  dosecailedTilfatMtfiii  close;  Norwich  Dame$day  says, that 
tben  tberectofsof  JMeAon  St  Mary  and  AU^Sainh  took  all  the  profits 
belonging  to  tbe  chapel^  for  wbicb  they  were  oUiged  at  their  charge 
to  find  a  chaplaiQ  to  serve  in  it;  it  bad  baptism,  biirial^  and  all  signs 
of  a  mother  cburcli,  and  sefen  parishioners  and  their  fanHlies ;  it  is 
still  caBed  Tnonp  hmmht.  In  I476>  it  was  perpetuallr  nntted  to

This  was  then  the  capital  manor,  and  had  B  canicales  of  land,  wood 
for  40  swine,  87  sheep,  7  hives  of  bees,  one  church  with  60  acres  of 
glebe  worth  5s.  and  one  other  dMnt^,*  with  B  acres  offflebe  worth  ddl 
and  77  socmen,  who  held  4  carucates,  one  mill,  aria  2*  freemen  that 
held  60  acres;  aad  Earl  Ralf  had  the  soc  or  snperionr  jurtsdictton^ 
viz,  the  hundred  which  he  forfeited.  The  manor  was  worth  8/.  in  the 
Confessor's  time,  and  was  risen  to  lOl.ner  annum  at  the  Conquest.

This  Sir  fVilL  Bernak  died  Jpr.  6,  1339,  and  Jitcehis  wife  died  Jpril

To  this  day ;  and  from  thence  one  moiety  of  it  passed  with  Bukenhant^ 
through  the  Cviftons  to  the  Kkevets,  till  Sir  Edm.  Knevtt,  Knt. 
^bout  1540,  mortga^d  it  to  John  Flowrbdieu,  or  Ftowerdew,  who 
presented  iointly  with  Sir  Edmund  in  1541|  and  so  it  continued  till

he  became  sole  lord  of  the  manor,  and  patron  of  the  church ;  Rob* 
l}rifry,  Esq.  his  son  and  heir,  releasing  all  his  right;  and  soon  after^ 
£e  .manumised  many  of  the  copyhold  lands,  as  sole  lord,  and  died 
Jpr,  46,  1564 ;  by  Cat.  daughter  of  fVilL  Sheres  of  Jshwelihorp,  who 
18  oiiried  in  this  chancel,  he  had  seven  sons ;  William  his  eldest  soa 
iharrii^d  Frances,  daughter  of  JRog.  Appleyard  of  Stanfield-Hall  in  Wi^ 
mondham,  and  died  before  his  father,  leaving  Anthony  his  eldest  son, 
who  married  Martha,  daughter  of  John  Scottow,  and  inherited  a  moi- 
ety q{  this  manor;  at  his  grandfather's  death ;  Thomas,  the  third  son^ 
inheriting  the  other  moiety ;  the  whole  being  intailed  on  John,  Ed" 
ward^Eamund,Christofther,  and  Mark,  younger  sons  of  the  said  JoAn  ; . 
all  which,  at  different  times,  sold  and  released  their  rights  to  Edward 
tfaeir  brother,  who  also  purchased  the  royalties:  and  so  the  whole  was 
solely  in  the  said  Edward  about  1584.  In  1571,  he  was  a  lawyer  of 
note,  for  then  the  deXn  and  chapter  of  Norwich  retained  him  their 
standing  council,  by  grant  of  an  annuity  for  life  of  20s.  out  of  their 
laanor  of  Eaton.  In  1572,  he  lived  at  Stanjield-Hall  in  Wimondham, 
and  was  retained  by  Roger  Wodehouse,  £sq.  and  had  an  annuity 
granted  him  of  40s.

The^;if  of  the  manor  of  CromwelTs  is  certain,  at  4^,  an  acre  and 
6s,  Sd.  for  every  messuage  on  alienation  or  descent;  and  2s,  an  acre, 
and  5s.  4d,  each  messuage  for  a/ine  upon  every  mortgage  title.  The 
ancient  bhnchefarm  to  Humbleyard  hundred  was  ds.  per  afuium,  and 
to  Cosseye  for  the  privilege  of  tne  lete  4s.  It  hath  the  correction  of 
the  assize  of  bread  and  ale,  wey/)  atidfree^warren. '  It  paid  40s.  per 
annum  to  the  honour'  of  Richmond;  *  tne  manor  of  Huningham'haU^^ 
and  Bamards  in  Wramplingham,''  are  held  of  this  manor. 


HACON^S  MANOR

WOODHALL  AND  CANTELOSE, 

Anciently  called  Hbthsbsbt's  manor,  belonged  to  Godbic  tbe 
uwer  at  the  Uonqaest;  one  part  of  its  toe  belonged  to  Bari  Alan's^ 
capital  manor,  and  the  other  to  the  Kino,  and  £arl  of  Noefo^lk^  of 
whose  descendants  it  was  ^Iwa^  sheld  at  a  quarter  of  a  fee.  ^^  John  de 
Hethcnet  apd  Margery  hi^  wife  were  sacceeded  by  Sir  Simon  and 
Cecily  bis.  wi^e,  who  witl^  consent  of  Remigius  his  brother,  Dai;soh  of 
Hingham,^  settled  it  on  Margaret  their  sister,  and  Sir  Robert  ae  Vfford, 
her  fansband,  who  was  lord  here ;  this  Sir  Simon  was  a  man  o^  oote^ 
being  one,  of  the  King's  justices  itinerant,  was  alive  in  1339;  ^Q^  was 
succeeded  by  bis  eldest  son,  Sir  John,  whose  widow E/uafteMrepsarr 
ried  in  1357,  to  John  son  of  John  dc  Reppes,  and  then  coqVeyed  the 
third  part  of  this  manor  to  tVilL  de  Hethersete,  her  eldet^t  .spn,  and 
Eye  his  wife,  who  lefi  twodanghters,  their,  heiresses;  tilizabeth^  secona 
wife  to  John  Winter  of  Town-Bemingham,  Esq.  whose  daughter  £/ie. 
dyine  without  i^sue,  the  whole  of  this  manor  canie  to  Sibill,  their  other 
daughter,  married  to  John  Palgbave,  Esq.  of  fiorthwood  Beming* 
ham,  who  kept  court  here  in  .1481.  In  1517,  Henfy.wm  of  Margaret 
Palgrave  died,  and  lef(  it  XpJohn  his  son,  at  bis  mfemat^aret'e  death ; 
1545,  Clement  Palgrave,  Esq.  owned  it:  and  in  \57Q,  John  Palgrave, 
flsq.  and  from  that  time  it  went  as  Palgbavb's  manor  in  Wimnamp 
(for  which  see  vol.  iL  p.  505,)  till  it  was  purchased  and  joined  to  the 
other  manor, by  Mr.  John  Aidb. 

Th^  CUSTOMS  of  this  manor  are  as  the  former,  except  tbe^ner^ 
which,  are  arbitrary;  the  quitrents  of  all  the  manors  in  money  and 
corn  are  above  50/.  per  annum.  The  manors  extend  into  Barford, 
fVramplingham,  I)unston,  Taverfiam,  Belagh,  and  Hunningham,  and 
have  all  royalties  belonging  to  them.  There  remains  only  one  small 
tenement  in  demeaq,  wi(h  liberty  of  digging  white  and  red  brick  earth 
on  the  commons,  and  right  of  comi7ioiiage  thereon. 

The  CHUBCH  is  dedicated  to  St.  Remigius,  and  had  formerly  two 
inedieties,  each  having  a  bectob  instituted  thereto;  the  one  from 
Sir  Robert  de  Tateshale,  patron  thereof,  was  called  Tateshal^s  mediety; 
as  the  other  from  Sir  Ralf  Fitz-Ralf,  was  palled  Fitz-Ralfs  mediety; 
find  th^  rector  of  Tateshaie's  mediety  bad  a  house  and  an  hundred  acres 
of  land,*  and  was  valued  at  15  marks  and  an  half.

Ihe  whole  living  was  valued  first  at20«  after  at  26,  and  after  thatp 
at  SI  markft,  and  the  portion  of  tithes  belonging  to  Coverham  abbey 
was  valued  at  20s.  and  let  to  the  rector  by  perpetual  composition,  who 
always  paid  2i.  to  each  tenth  for  it.  It  lies  at  8/.  in  the  King^s 
Books,  pays  first-fruits,  and  16$.  yearly  tenths;  synodals  5s.  proco- 
rations  5s.  Peter-pence  45.  and  carvage  Sd.  ob.  and  the  whole  town 
paid  to  every  tenth  5/.  Qs.  and  had  13s.  4d.  deducted  on  account  of 
the  lands  in  it  belonging  to  the  religious^  for  which  they  were  taxed. 
The  masttr  of  St.  JoAti  of  Jerusalem's  Commandry  aiKarbrook  in 
Jiorfofk  had  small  rents  here  paid  by  the  lord  of  the  manor,  of  the 
gift  of  the  ancient  lords. 

There  were  the  gilds  of  St.  Remigius ;  and  of  our  Ladt,  held  at 
her  altar  in  our  Ladjfs  chapel ;  and  another  of  St.  Thomas,  held  at 
his  altar  in  St.  Thomas's  chapel. 

In  the  7th  of  Eliz,  a  messuage,  20  acres,  and  3  roods,  belonged  to 
the  inhabitants,  of  which  one  rood  and  an  half  formerly  belonged  to 
St.  John  at  Carbrook,  and  4  acres  and  3  roods  to  the  gilds  here,  and 
one  acre  and  two  roods  tp  find  a  lamp  in  the  chturch,  on  which  ac- 
count they  seized  all  the  town  lands,  as  concealed  from  the  Queen 
upon  the  statute. 

In  EduHird  the  First's  time,  John  and  Roger  Bygod  were  owners, 
but  I  do  not  (ind  thera  <ever  concerned  in  the  manors;  they  and  their 
family  settled  and  continued  a  long  time  here ;  apd  were  descended 
ifrpn)  the  Bygods  Earls  of  Norfolff.

THICKTH6RN,  or  THICKHAM, 

Is  a  hamlet  to  this  town,  which  takes  its  name  from  Alan  db  Thtkb« 
THORN,  its  owner,  who  had  li  of  ^Uph.  leNoreys;  in  li40>  the  said 
jilan,  and  Clarice  his  wife,  settled  it  on  Roger  son  of  Robert  de  Thike^ 
thorn,  Tikethorpt  oxTykeham,  who  obtained  of  Henry  III.  A"".  41 
reg.  liberty  of  trying  pleas  in  his  court  at  Tuikbthorn;  and  the 
same  year  he  settled  a  messuage  and  100  acres,  on  fVi/l.  de  Hack'* 
ford  and  Margaret  his  wife,  and  Tho.  Rosceline.  In  1275,  Daniel  de 
Thickthorn  lived  here,  and  held  his  court;  and  soon  after,  Rnlfat  the 
Thick'-ihorm.  In  Queen  Elizabeth*s  time,  Robert  Balte  of  Ijondon, 
Esq.  conveyed  it  to  Roger  Ramsey,  Esq.  of  NorwicJi,  who  died  16 
June,  17th  Car.  I.  seized  of  the  capital  messuage  called  Thickthorne^ 
and  300  acres  of  land  in  Thickthorne  in  Helhersete,  held  of  the  honour  ' 
o{  Richmond,  at  three  quarters  of  a  fee^  and  John  his  son  and  heir  was 
45  years  old.

CRINGLE FORD 

jTakes  its  name  from  the  shingle,  or  gravelly ybrcf,  over  which  there 
is  built  a  noble  bridge  of  stone^  dividing  the  county  of  the  ci^  of 
Koftwica  from  that  of  Norfolk.  At  the  Confessor's  survey  the 
whole  town  belonged  to  Aldred  the  prie$i,  a  freeman  of  Bishop 
Siigand;  but  at  the  Conqueror'sj  Rookr  Bioot  held  one  part  of  it, 
being  the  chief  manor,  of  the  Bishop  of  Bfoieux,  which  had  one  caru- 
cate  in  demean»  three  parts  of  a  walermill  wordi  209.  at  the  first  sur- 
irey>  and  40s.  at  the  second ;  the  town  was  a  mile  and'  two  furlongs 
long,  and  mx  furlongs  broad,  and  paid  \ld.  gelt,  and  there  then 
VOL.

With  the  advowson,  was  given  by  Rooeb  Bigot,  along  with  Shimp*^ 
ling,*  to  Rob.  de  Fallibus  or  Faux,  in  which  family  it  continoed  » 
good  while.  Sir  John  de  Faux,  Knt.  WilL  de  Faux,  then  Robert  de 
Faux,  and  about  1«40,  Sir  Alexander  de  Faux,  Knts.  were  lords ;  Sir 
Alexander  sold  an  acre  of  land  and  the  advowson,  to  BishopScFPf  £Ln,f 
who  in  1249,  settled  it  on  St.  Giles's  hospital,  which  he  then  founded. 
In  1«87,  Sir  JoAii  de  Faux,  Knt.  his  son,  was  lord;  and  sold  the  ma- 
nor, with  the  fishery  called  Cringford  Ee,  and  his  pool,  and  right  of 
fishing  in  the  stream  from  Erlham  to  Cringlefoid^ridge,  to  Henry  de 
Htylesden,  whose  son  Henry  was  lord  in  1303 ;  and  then  sealed  with 
a  lion  rampant,  as  this  fam^ily  always  did;  and  held  it  of  William  de 
Bukenham,  he  of  the  heirs  oiUulton,  tbev  of  the  EtLKh-Marshal,  and 
he  of  the  King,  at  3  quartersof  a  fee ;  and  in  1315,  John  de  Heutesdon, 
after  him  Hennf  de  Heylesdon,  who  in  1345,  held  it  of  Wilt.  Leigh, 
Knt.  as  of  his  manor  of  Mutton's  in  Surlingham.  In  \3Bl,Emma,

This  judge  was  descended  from  Jltexander  de 
Jteiherut  and  Miud  his  wife,  who  were  both  alive  in  1M9»  and  waa 
eon  of  John  deHetherset,  and  brother  toRemigiiis,  parson  of  Hingham;^ 
he  had  three  sisters;  Margfirtt,  married  to  Sir  Soft.

the  6th  part  of  a  fee  of  the  s^d  John,  ftnd  Tho.  dt  TyviU  of  Westtmi  snd 
others,  held  a  fifth  part  of  a  fee  of  him.  In  1305,  the  said  John 
granted  to  Simon  dt  Hethersnu,  liberty  of  commomige  for  100  sheep, 
and  all  other  cattle,  in  Intwood;  this  John  sold  the  advowson  and 
lands  here,  to  Nic.  dt  Castello.

In  \S56f  Bartk,  jipple* 
ftird  Hwd  John  de  Erpinghemp  oMzetis  of  Norwich,  owned  it;  Apple* 
yard  having  obtained  a  release  from  fVillia/n  de  Bakemhanf  and  Joan 
bis  wife,  settling  it  on  him  and  his  heirs;  and  in  1367 ,jt  was  held  of 
Rob.  son  and  heir  of  John  de  hauia^  or  L'iile,  Knt,  WilL  Avpleifard 
his  son  held  it  till  1401,  and  then  Bartholomew  ElljfS  was  round  to 
hold  it  at  two  fees,  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancaster,  of  which  Sir  John  Usk 
held  it,  but  it  was  in  trust  only,  for  Nicholas  scm  of  Ifiltiam,  and 
^andson  to  Bartholomew  Appleyerd,  sold  it  to  Tho.  Wetherbtf,  the 
rich<alderman  of  Norwich,  who  died  in  144^,  and  left  it  to  Margarei 
his  wife  for  life,  and  then  to  John  Jenn^,  Esq«  and  Eli%.  his  wife> 
daughter  and  heiress  of  the  said  Thomas :  this  John  Jenney  was  third 
son  of  Sir  John  Jenney,  Knl.;  he  died  in  1497,  when  fViil.  Jenney,  son 
of  his  son  JoAn  ./rifii^y*  inherited ;  he  died  2X  Intwood  in  1518,  and 
was  buried  under  a  large  stone  in  the  chancel,  now  robbed  of  its  brasses ; 
Catherine  his  wife  survived  him.  In  1537,  Sir  JoAn  Heydon,  Knt.  and 
others,  conveyed  the  advowson  and  manor  to  Ric.

Bolidatea  by  consent  of  Will.  Greiham,  Esq.  patron  of  them  all;  and 
this  church  was  immediately  pulled  down.  The  steeple  isround,  and 
is  still  standing,  being  very  small,  as  was  the  church,  whichiiada 
Aave^  chancel,  and  south  porch ;  the  churchyard  is  ploughed  up  to  the 
waHs;  it  stands  on  a  bill  between  Hertford-bridges  ana  Intwood,  on 
the  south  side  of  the  river,  and  the  ruins  are  seen  at  some  distance. 
There  are  a  very  few  houses  besides  the  hall ;  the  whole  village  belong* 
ing  with /ntoood,  to  John  Lord  Hob  art  of  BUckling. 

More  east,  on  the  same  aide  of  the  river,  on  a  promontory,  bounded 
on  the  south-east  by  the  river  Tails,  are  seen  the  ruins  of  anoUiec 
•hurcb,  properly  enough  called 


MERKESHALL, 

It  being  at  that  time,  the  mark  out  of  the  great  lake  at  the  division 
pf  the  riv,era»  though  by  corruption  it  is  now  called  Mattbshall  ;  tbe 
whole  yillage,  as  well  as  the  churchy  is  dilapidated,  there  being  only 
one  form-house  in  jts  precinct,  which  was  lately  built  by  the  Pbttus 
lieuxiily,  called  Mattahall^Uall,  where  the  farmer  lives  that  occupies 
the  whole. 

This  village  belonged  in  the  Confessor's  days  to  Godwin,  a  free- 
man  of  Bishop  Stigand,  who  held  jt  at  two  carucates  in  demean ;  the 
whole  was  then  51.  per  a/nifUR,  besides  the  church,  which  had  6  acres 
of  glebe,  worth  ltd,  per  annum.  M  the  Conouest  it  belonged  to 
Kaif 'Beau FOB,  was  worth  11/.  a  year,  had  a  treeman  that  held  6 
acres  in  Dunston,  which  belonged  to  this  manor,  of  which  the  Kino 
and  Earl  had  the  soc  or  lete,  and  the  town  was  then  6  furlongs  long 
and  5  broad,  and  paid  6d.  ob,  geld  or  tax.'' 

Afterwards  it  belonged  to  Hubert  be  Kia,  orRnYE,  being  settled 
on  him  by  the  Beatifoe  famij v>  when  Henry  son  of  Hubert  married 
jignes  de  Beaufoe  9  ihk  Hubert  ^ave  the  tithes  of  his  demeans  in 
Merkt&hull,  to  the  monks  of  Norwich^  and  Henry  de  Sia  and  Jgnes  his 
wife,  confirmed  them.  On  the  division  of  the  barony  of  Rhye»  this 
went  to  Isabel,  who  married,  for  her  2d  husbandt  Roger  son  oi  Hmh 
de  Cresst,  who  bad  a  daughter  named  Isabel,  married  to  ^/ex.  de  Po^ 
ringland,  and  before  that,  to  Will,  de  Merkeshall,  whose  son»

Mirkishal!',  KnUhM  son,  whose  vfidomMargay,  daoghlerof  SirJbA«iif : 
Faux,  was  abenefactrix  to  Norwich  pnory ;  Aliya,  the  other  heureM». 
to  Rhik  barony,  married  JaAn  k  marshaly, aad  had  in  this  town  and 
Castre  a^oining,  rents^  of  11/.  per  annum  which  she  conveyed  to  iZo- 
hert  demauthy  t^nd  Alice  his  wife,*  who  in  1267#  sold  part  of  them  to 
RoGBB  son  of  Hugh  lb  Bioot;  and  in  1274,  this  pari  was  esteemed 
as  a  manor,  for  the  Ea^tUMarshal  held  a  manor  in  MerkeskaU,  and  bad 
free-warren  to  it;  and  Stephen  de  Brokedish  was  his  bailifF  there.    In 
1382,  Sir  IViU.  de  Merkeshall  granted  this  advowson  and  7  acres  of  ' 
land,  to  Norwich  monks;  but  a  law-suit  ensued,  and  it  was  proved  that « 
Peter  de  MerkeihaU,  his  fathejr,  bad  granted  it  to  Bager,  son  and  heir 
of  Roger  de  Thirkelb^,  and  he^  to  Waiter  de  Thirkdby,  his  brother,  who 
sold  it.toJZoger  JSigo/;  and  in  1284,  the  said  ^ger  agreed  for  the 
whole  of  the  manor  witii  Sir  William ; '  aad  it  was  settled  oa  him  and 
his  heirs,  and  he  bad  yiew  of  frankpledge,  assise  of  bread  and  ale>  aod 
all  royalties  allowed  him  to  his  village  of  JIferikesftii//,  pavii^  Ifirf*  a; 
jrear  to  the  Kin^,  to  his  hundred  of  Humbleyard ;  from  tbejarisdic- 
tion  of  which,  this  village  was  exempt  by  the  said  payment,    la  I9QIS, 
the  manor  and  advowson  was  settled  on  Gilbs  ob  Munpynsbouk^; 
and  Lady  Christian  his  wife,  who  presented  in  1310.    In  lS43,^ic«4 
Dbvbros  had  it  too,  and  inl349,  it  was  settled  on  Tho.  Moynb,  who 
died  seized  in  1862,  leaving  it  to  Edm.  his  son  and  heir.    In  1384»it 
belonged  to  Simon  and  Koobr  Blicklino  of  Norwich;  and  it  wati

Ham  their  son,  of  London ;  and  in  1395^  to  Henry  Luminor,  senior,  of 
Norwich;  in  1408,  he,  Afargare^  his  wife,  SLadThomasMoigneoiMonkfi 
of  MerkeshaU,  settled  it  on  Edmund  Warner  of  Norwich,  in  trust  for 
William  Morlby,  Esq.  whose  daughter  ilf(a?;gery  had  it  in  1441,

The  CHUBcli  was  dedicated  to  St.  Edmund  the  King  and  Martyr,, 
and  stands  on  a  point  or  promontory,  like  the  chapel  of  that  Martyr,: 
which  stood  at  the  very  north-west  extremity  of  the  county,  fconxthenlce 
called  St.  Edmund's  Point;  it  never  had  a  steeple,,  but  only  a  nave^:  ^ 
and  chancel,  the  first  about  10  yards- long  and  8  broad*,  ihe  latter;

'  1  nis  village,  at  the  time  of  the  Conqueror's  survey,  was  in  many 
parts,  being  then  six  furlongs  lone  and  5  broad,  and  paid  \Sd.  gela* 
And  Thobp,  or  Gowthorp,  then  belonged  to  it,  and  M akoj^een  also, 
as  they  do  at  this  day;  the  two  last,  and  onepsai  of  Swerde^ton,  beionged 
to  RoGBR  Bigot/  but  the  manor  of  Swerdetton,  called  afierwardii. 

SWERDESTON,  or  COLBY'S  MANOR, 

Which  was  the  principal  one,  belonged  to  Ordinc,  a  Dane^  one  of  the 
Coi^fessor's  thafiet  or  noblemen,  and  was  then  worth  Qt^s  and  the 
church,  which  had  15  acres  of  glebe,  was  appendant  to  it.^  It  was 
given  by  the  Conqueror  to  Ralf  db  Bbaufoe,  being  thcik  worth 
IQ^.per  annum.  Richard  held  the  whole  of  Ralp,  wl.cn  the  Con- 
queror's survey  was  made;  Pagan  or  Pain,  the  son  of  Richard, 
succeeded,  and  Ralf  his  son  a^ler  him,  who,  by  the  name  of  Kalf 
Fitz-Pain,  gave  lands  here  to  the  monks  of  NonvtcA,  for  the  almoner's

In  1247>  William  Fitz-Rafyh,  lord 
here,  sold  the  advowson  to  the  nons  atCAHHOE;  aitd  the  year  fol- 
lowing, fTa/t^r  Bishop  of  NbrirtcA  appropriated  the  church  to  them, 
reserving  a  vicarage  to  be  presented  to  by  that  convent;  Bartholomew 
son  of  frs7/.'who  assumed  the  name  oSSwerdtston^  was  lord  in  1256, 
yj  and  in  1315,  it  belonged  to  Tho.  de  St,  Omer  of  Brundale,  who  died 
seized  about  1364,  leaving  it  to  his  two  daughters  and  heiresses,  ^/ice, 
after  married  to  Sir  William  de  Hoc,  Knt.  and  Eliz,  to  Tho.  Waryjie. 
In  1392,  it  belongipl  to  John  de  Cokby,^  in  which  family  it  continued 
so  long,  that  it  sml  bears  that  name.  In  1440,  Tho.  Wctherby,  lord  of 
BrundalCfhad  an  interest  here.  In  1510,  Will,  Jenney.  Esq.  held  it, 
who  died  in  1512,  and  was  buried  atlntwood:  and  from  that  time  it 
pawed  mitik  ihat-maBer,  aad  Josn  Lord  Hobabt  is  now  lord,  and  pa- 
tMm  ^of  the  vioarage.  (See  p.  40, 41.)  It  was  held  of  the  jiitio,  sa 
pwoel  'jof  the  dutcby  of  Lancaater. 


THORP,  GOWTHORP,  or  GALTHORP-HALL  MANOR^ 

Belonged  to  RooBfR  Bigot  at  the  Conquest,  and  continued  in  that 
family  some  time;  it  came  afterwards  to  the  family  sirnamed  IcMoi^ne, 
or  mofik,  and  in  14286,  William  le  Moigne  lived  here,  and  daimed  view 
ef  fraakpledge,  assise  of  bread  and  aie,  fcc.  of  all  his  lenants  here.  It 
seemsj  trie  chapel  of  St.  Jmmes^  which  belonged  to  this  manor,  wea 
founded  by  some  of  this  'fti^iiiy,  and  endowed  with  the  great  tithes  of 
the  manor.  It  was  consolidated  to  Intwoob  duuch  in  1401,  (see  p. 
42,0  bot  was  m  use  till  about  1590;  it  is  now  totally  denolisbed,  but 
stood  in  die  Mrick-kih  Close  south-east  of  the  halL  Tiiis  was  always 
teokoBod  as  a  kamkt  lo  Sw&rdbston«  and  is  now  included  in  %ne 
parish,  though  the  lands  belonging  lo  it  are  often,  on  account  of  the 
consolidtttioB,  said  to  be  in  Galthobp  in  Intwbiid,  in  the  parish  of 
Swerde^ton.  In  1306,  Peter  son  of  Will,  le  Moigne,  or  M<mk,  was  lord» 
In  13S0,  Will,  son  of  John  le  Monk  of  Gowthorp,  and  Isabel  bis  wife^ 
sold  it  to  RicCoie  of  Norwich,  who  released  it  again  to  Peter  le  Monk 
in  1M8 ;  and  in  1851,  Jehu  de  Gowthorp  seems  to  have  had  an  interest 
in  it;  but  In  1355,  Nic.  Blakeney  and  Emma  his  wife  sold  it  lo  Bar- 
tholomew Appletfard,  when  it  contained  1 1  messuages^  4/.  quitrents,  ficc. 
and  Will,  de  sickling  and  Marigna  his  wife^  released  all  tlieir  ri^t 
in  1967.  In  1405,  nob.  Stolon  of  Norwich,  and  Margaret  his  wife, 
conveyed  ft  to  Ric.  Purdamore  iifNormoh,  and  other  trustees.  In 
1486i  Margaret  widow  of  William  Skipzrith  of  Norwich,  £s^.  gave  this 
manor  to  William  her  son,  with  remainder  to  Edmund  his  orother/ 
and  ovdeced  JoknRaidiffe  LofdFitz^Waiter,  and  her  .other  feoffees,  to 
settle  it  accordingly,  and  in  1494,  Will.  Skipwith  and  his  wife  settled 
it  on  'Ric.  Haleys,  John  Jollys,  Simon  Damme,  and  Bob,  WalA^  their

Ia  1560,  it  belonoed  to  fVilL  Steward,  or  S^/Murd,  wbo 
settled  ia  the  maoor-house  called  GoUhorp^hall ;  his  second  wife  was 
Grisseld,  daughter  of  Tkomoi  Eden  of  Smbury,  and  his  first  was  EUt^ 
daughter  of  Sir  CAns,  Jenuef,,  Km.  of  Oreal  CaBSiKGBAH^*  and 
in  lo08|  he  and  Grisetd  his  wife  settled  it  afler  their  deaths  on  their 
son  Thomas  and  Mary  his  wife,  daughter  otHenn/  Lord  Grejf  of 
Croby,  both  which  are  buried  io  St.  StepAcnUsdburch  in  AbnvicA^  with 
many  of  their  finmily.'  By  theoi  this  laaoor  was  sold  to  TaaiiAS 
Bernbt,  3d  son  oTSir  Thamm  Bemejf  oiParMyM  in  Rkdham,  bjr 
JuUan  his  wife,  daughter  to  Sir  Thomas  Qawfy^  who  died  io  1673,  and 
18  buried  hereji  by  Vorothy  bis  wife^  who  was  daughter  and  coheir  of 
John  Smith  of  Jmetin^hall ;  they  left  two  daughters ;  Julian,  married 
to  Will.  Branthwail  ot  Hethill,  Cisq*  and  Frances,  io  Sir  Edward  Bark^ 
ham  o( Westacre,Ban.  and  two  sons;  WiYfitf»i,ttie youngest,  married 
Bridget,  daoighter  to  the  Lovd  Chief  Justice  Cohi*  Joiii>  the  eldest 
son,  settled  here,  and  died  in  1678,  and  by  EUz.  his  wife,  daughter  of 
Sir  Arthur  Onslow  of  West  Clandon  in  Surrey,  BarL  he  had  SRzabeth, 
buried  here  in  1678 ;  Jnne,  married  to  John  Suckling  of  Wotton^  Esq. 
and  Thomas  Barney,  £s().  his  son  and  heir,  who  by  uinne,  youngest 
daughter  of  Rob,  suckling  of  Wotton  in  Noffo^  Esq.  who  are  both 
buried  here,  had  John  Berney  of  Swerdeston,  Esq.  the  present  lord^ 
who  now  dwells  in  Galthorp-hall,  which  stands  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  eastward  of  the  chiTrch. 


MANEGRENE  MANOI^ 

Was  a  hamkt  to  SwERDE'siroN,  and  at  the  survey  belonged  to  Roger 
Bigot,  from  whose  ancestors  it  was  conveyed  to  Osberi  ofMasmegrene 
and  after  that.  Will,  de  Haverhill  had  it  conveyed  to  Will.  dfiMan- 
negrene,  his  kinsman.  In  1315^  Emma  de  la  Penne  and  Peier  Plum^ 
stede  owned  it,  and  it  belonged  about  1334,  to  John  le  Neve  ofManne^ 
grene,  and  in  J  340,  was  settled  on  John  his  son,  and  Margaret  his 
sister,  who  married  Will.  Dene;  and  in  1395,  they  released  to  John  le 
Necc  all  their  right;  aud  from  thence  till  1559, 1  have  met  with  no 
account  of  it,  when  Tho.Aldrich  of  Mangrene,  Esq.*  was  buried  bv  the 
font  in  Swerdeston  church,  and  left  Mangrene-^hall  manot  to  Cecitu  bis 
wife;  about  1570,  it  was  owned  b^  Thomas  Aldrich,  Gent,  by  wnom 
the  most  part  of  the  lands  held  of  the  manor  (if  not  all)  were  purcha- 
sed in,  and  with  an  heiress  of  that  family,  it  went  to  the  Davia;  Mr. 
Henry  Davy,  married  a  daughter  of  Israel  Long,  Gent,  whose  daugh- 
ter atid  heiress  Anne,  married  to  William  Chtjbcuman,  Esq. 
who  now  owns  it,  and  dwells  zlMangren^-hall^  which  b  about  half  i| 
mile  north-east  of 

The  CHUBCH,  which  was  originally  dedicated  io  Si.  Andrew;  and 
about  1400,  rededicated  to  St.  JIfary  the  Virgin.    It  is  a  vicarage

In  l690« 
on  til?  cession  oi Anthony  Button,  Daniel  Scargyll  was  presented  by 
Dnd/t\'  ''^rargyll,  Gent,  and  held  it  united  to  mulbarton;  and  on  the. 
vesignution  o( Samuel  Canning  in 

17  J6,  the  Hev.  Mr.  John  Swift,  the  present  vicar,  who  holds  it 
united  to  the  reclory  of  Swaimt/iorp,  was  presented  by  Sir  John  Ho- 
BART,  Bart.and  Knight  of  the  Bath,  (now  JLord  Hobabt,)  the  present 
patron.

had  ever  yet  been  presented  to,  hot  that  the  parsons  held  it,  from  par- 
flon  to  parson,  aa  irom  father  to  son,  till  the  death  of  the  last  iacitm- 
hent,  and  that  tfiongh  the  said  Alice  had  no  manor  nor. demean  ia 
HmKhn,  yet,  itibeing  fonnded  in  the  fee  of  the  said  Herbert,  her  grant 
was  gi»od,  and  she  had  the  advowson  confirmed  to  her,  and  her  par^ 
«0Q  was  institated,  ^  and  so  the  advowson  was  separated  from  the 
flHtaor. 

lo  1905,  King  John  confirmed  the  manor  to  William  son  of 
Walkeline  de  Dunston,  when  Walkeline  his  father  took  upon 
him  a  religious  habit^  and  entered  a  monastery.  This  WitRam  was 
fahmer  to  King  John,  who  settled  this  town  00  William  de  Dmston, 
«m  and  heir  of  William  h\s  falconer,^  and  Alice  his  sister,  and  their' 
heirs ;  he  was  succeeded  by  Bartliolomew  his  son  and  lieir,  who  in 
1^6,  pleaded  an  exenrption*  for  his  manor,  from  suit  of  the  sherifs 
turn,  in  1280,  Rob.  de  Dunston,  John  de  Dunston,  and  Jefryde  la 
Penne,  were  lords  here ;  and  the  same  year,  William  son  of  Mich,  de 
Pumtvn  was  sued,  for  pretending  to  appropriate  to  himself  the  *fishfn|^ 
in  the  river  between  Shotesham  and  Dimston,  when  it  appeared,  t^Hit 
the  fishery  on  Dunston  side,  was  common  to  oil  the  tenants  of  Dunoon 
manor.^  In  1285,  Emma,  widow  of  John  de  la  Penne,  had  ooe  part 
of  the  manor,  and  in  1286,  William  son  of  Richard,  and  fVittiam  Boa 
iiicholas  de  Dunston,  were  lords ;  in  1345,  Robert  and  John  de  Dun^- 
Uon  had  it ;  in  1385,  Hugh  de  Dunston ;  and  in  1^95,  John  de  Dmaton 
and  Maud  his  wife  settled  it  by  fine  on  Sir  Edmmid  de  Thorp  and  his 
trustees.  I  /ind  about  this  time,  Robert  de  Hohesion  had  an  interest 
in  the  manor,'  which  soon  after  belonged  io  John  Howes  ofDumtim, ' 
ybo  sold  it  to  John  de  Bonyngion  and  Christian  his  wife,  who  all 
joined  abodt  13g9i  and  convejred  the  whole  to  Bartholomew^  Applet 
yerd,  citizen  of  Norwich,  for  life ;  and  after  bis  deceaseto  Ricbard  de

In  1401,  Henry  Luminour  held  it  at  the  8th  part  of  a 
fee,  of  frill,  de  Kerdeston,  and  he  of  the  heirs  of  Montchensy,  who 
held  it  of  Maud  de  Cromwell  Lady  Tateshall,  and  she  of  the  Kirio  in 
chief;  and  Roger  de  Blickiing  then  held  here  the  5th  part  of  a  tee  of 
John  de  Visle,  and  he  of  the  King,  as  of  the  honoui:  pf  Lancaster.  In 
14]9j  it  was. settled  in  trust  on  Sir  John  de  Heveningham,  Knt.  WilL 
Pa$ton,  and  others,  to  the  sole  use  of  the  Appl£yerd  familv ;  and 
in  1481,  Will.  Jppleyerd  of  East-Carleton,  Gent,  bequeathed  bis  ma- 
nor ofDumton  to  Thomas  his  eldest  son,  and  his  heirs  male,  paying 
annuities  to  his  brother  John,  and  Elizabeth  his  mother;  and  for  want 
of  male  issue,  it  was  to  remain  to  Thomas  his  brother,  then  to  John 
his  brother,  and  to  Henry  son  of  John,  then  to  Henry  his  brother,  then 
to  Bartholomew,  and  then  to  John  Appleyerd;  it  went  after  to  Bar-' 
tholomew,  who  died  in  1492,  and  Margaret  his  widow,  and  Sir  Rob. 
Jermyn,  administered.  In  1634,  Thomas  Appleyer^  settled  it  on  John 
Taseburgh  his  trustee;  and  in  1548,  he  was  found  to  hold  it  of  Edmund 
Knevet,  Knt.  as  of  his  manor  of  Hethersete,^y  knight's  service,  and 
Robert  Appleyerd,  was  his  son  and  heir;  in  1572,  John  Apj^leuerd, 
Gent,  bad  it.  In  l632,  John  Hamond  of  Ellingham  by  Bungeye,  Gent, 
owned  it,  and  dying  this  year,  left  it  to  John  Hammond  his  son  and 
heir.  It  afterwards  came  to  the  Longs,  and  is  now  owned  by  Israel 
LoNO,  Esq.  who  is  sole  lord,  impropriator  and  donor  of  the  donative 
m  perpetual  curacy  of 

The  CHURCH,  which  is  dedicated  to  St.  Remains;  its  advowsoo 
was  separated  from  the  manor,  as  is  above  related;  and  in  1233,  it 
belonged  to  Bartholomew  de  Creke,  as  part  of  the  ancient  inheritance 
of 'his  family,  for  then  be  granted  \l  to  Richeld,  widow  of  Rob.  de 
Creke,  his  father's  second  wite ;  and  in  1264,  it  was  given  by  Margery, 
relici  of  Bartholomew  deCreke,  foundress  of  the  nuns  at  Flixton,  to 
that  house,  to  which  it  appropriated  by  Simon  de  Walton  Bishop  of 
Norwich,^  on  condition  the  nuns  should  have  the  whole  of  the  rectory, 
finding  a  priest  to  perform  the  duty,  and  paying  him  for  so  doing ; 
and  in  1288,  a  fine  was  levied,  by  which  Roeer  FitzPeter  Fitz  Osbert, 
and  Sarah  de  Creke,  his  wife,  the  heiress  of  the  Creke  family,  settled 
the  advowspn  on  the  Prioress  of  Flixton,  in  pure  alms  :  at  the  time  of 
the  appropriation,  the  rector  had  a  house  and  30  acres  of  land.  The 
living  was  first  valued  ^t  five,  afterwards  at  7  marks  and  an  half,  and 
paid  2s.  synodals,  &.  8d.  procurations,  12d^.  Peter-pence,  and  2d.  ob. 
carvage.  in  1549,  when  the  general  plague  bad  depopulated  great 
part  of  the  realm,  it  was  returned,  that  most  of  the  parishioners  here 
were  dead,  the  land  left  untilled,  so  that  the  Prioress  could  not  pay 
the  King's  taxes  for  it,  nor  the  10/.  per  annum  to  the  Bishop,  then 
usually  paid.  It  was  granted  by  Edward  VI.  in  1639,  to  William  and 
Tho.  fVoodhouse,  *  and  the  whole  belonged  to  Anthony  Stiles,  whose 
son  Anthony  had  livery  of  this  rectory,  v/iih  Swerdeston,  &c.  to  which 
he  got  it  annexed,  as  at  p.  52.  In  1559,  Ric.  Nichollst  Esq.  had  it  ^ 
and  in  l603,  Simon  Lusher,  curate  here^  returned  apswer,  that  there

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were  40  commanicants  in  the  parisfa,  that  it  was  an  impropriation, 
without  a  vicarage  endowed^  served  by  9l perpetual  curate,  appointed 
and  paid  by  the  impropriator ;  that  the  town  paid  clear  to  every  tenth 
IBs.*  The  dean  of  the  chapel  in  the  Fields  in  Norwich  had  lands 
here,  settled  on-  that  college  in  1391,  by  Henry  Lumnor  and  others. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  fVilliam  Bemey,  rector  of  Newton  Flotman  and  Freten^ 
hamy  is  the  present  curate. 

The  church  is  about  19  yards  long  and  5  broad,  hath  no  isles  nor 
porch;  the  nave  and  chancel  hath  one  continued  roof,  covered  with 
tiles,  as  is  the  top  of  the  tower,  which  is  square,  and  bath  in  it  only 
one  bell. 

On  a  stone  in  the  chancel  there  are  three  effigies  in  brass,  with  a  brass 
plate  under  them,  but  no  inscription;  and  lower  down  on  the  same 
stone,  are  cut  three  shields;  on  the  first,  a  lion  with  its  tail  turned  over 
his  head:  ^  2d,  Talbqt,  ar^gf  a  chevron  guL  between  three  talbols 
passant  taV.  Sd,  Haubornis,  guL  a  lion  passant  or,  between  three 
bezants,  a  crescent  for  difference. 

Here  lyeth  interred  the  Body  of  the  late  virtuous  and  pious 
Wife  of  Clere  Talbot,, Doctor  of  the  Law,  the  eldest  Daugh- 
ter of  William  Harbome  of  Mundham,  Esq;  who  died  18th  Day 
of  Decern.  1649,  leaving  three  Daughters  and  Coheiresses  by 
William  Sidnor  of  Blundeston,  Esq;  her  former  Husband. 

On  the  other  stone  are  the  arms  of

At  the  Confessor's  survey,  was  known  by  the  xi»ne  oiThorf  only, 
and  before  the  Conquest  began  to  be  called  SiMUM^Thorf^  from  the 
iZL'aim  or  country  men,  that  inhabited  there.  RalfStalra,  Bishop  Sti-' 
gand,  and  the  antecessor  of. Godrie  the  nwer,  had  it  at  the  first  survey, 
and  it  belonged  to  Tovi  at  the  second,  all  but  Godric*s  port,  which 
was  then  of  &.

And  ioofi  after,  £o6er/  son  of  Reginald  de  Sweynesthorp,  and  Bartio^ 
imew  son  viJeffrif  de  Sweymthorp,  were  lords  here;  and  in  1^25, 
Ric.  de  Sweyaesthorp,  who  tbat  year  obtained  a  market  to  the  town  of 
Laj[fitld  in  Suffolk^  *  In  J  £49,  it  appears,  that  there  had  formerly 
bean  a  serjeantry  belonging  to  this  manor,  the  owner  of  which  was 
obliged  to  find  a  eros6*bow  and  archer  in  time  of  war^,  to  guard  tior^ 
«icA castle  for  30  days^  «t  his  own  coat;  but  the  lords  here,  granted 
divers  lands  to  the  then  value  of  ^Lper  annum  to  the  Erlham  family, 
icbai]geable  with  the  whde  serjeantry,  (see  vol.  iv.  p.  510,)  which  after 
came  to  Robert  de  Worthsted,  who  parcelled  it  out  to  the  Earl-Mar- 
ahal  aod  others;  and  in  lS6A,JoJm  Berney  had  a  part  with  his  manor 
^tUhke,  and  after  Joku  de  Hales  had  it ;  and  in  1S45,  Rob.  de  Hoi- 
v^on.  In  1286,  I$aacy  chaplain  to  the  Jews  at  Norwich^  and  many 
othere,  both  Jews  and  Chriatiam,  were  tried  for  breaking  the  churches 
•of  Swwisthorp  and  Nemton.  It  after  came  to  John  de  Sweynsthorp, 
and  then  to  IValter  de  Bradenham ;  and  in  1315,  Ric.  de  Bradenham 
was  lord,  who  in  135€,  settled  the  manor  and  advowson  of  St.  Peter's 
cbufch  here,  which  belonged  toit ;  <k.

Paston,  Knt.  and  Bridget  his  wife,  and  Jeffry  Paston,  Esq.  and 
Mary  bis  wife,  sold  the  manors  and  advowsons,  to  Sir  Ric.  Gresham, 
Knt.  who  left  it  in  1548,  to  Sir  John  Gresham,  Knt.  his  son  and  heir, 
who  had  the  whole,  and  held  Fulboume-Hall  of  Fomcet  at  half  a  fee, 
Curson*s  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancaster,  and  the  serjeantry  of  the  King  in 
chief.  In  1570,  Sir  Tho.  Gresham,  Knt.  owned  them,  and  his  Lady 
'  after  him ;  and  then  Sir  Will.  Gresham  his  nephew  had  them,  when 
the  customs  of  the  united  manors  (now  called  Swainstkorp-Hall)  were 
found  to  be,  that  the^nes  are  at  the  will  of  the  lord,  the  copyhold 
descends  to  the  eldest  son,  and  the  widow's  dower  is  a  third  part.

Stew^ 
ard  and  John  Pickerell,  and  their  heirs;  and  in  l622,  they  conveyed 
it  to  John  Myngay,  alderman  of  Norwich,  who  had  a  grant  of  the  lete, 
during  the  lives  of  Sir  Charles  Comwaleis,  8cc.  (see  p.  1,)  it  belonging 
to  tiie  hundred.  In  l640,  Mary,  relict  of  Thomas  Steward,  Bsq.  and 
Henry  her  son,  released  all  right  to  Jo^n  JVitng^ry  afor.esaid ;  and  in 
1650,  Rob.  liich,  Esq.  administrator  to  Sir  Edwyn  Rich,  released  all 
his  right  (which  was  a  mortgage  only)  to  John,  son  and  heir  of  John 
Myngay,  who  settled  it  in  trust  on  Roger  Myngay,  Gent,  his  brother. 
In  1663,  Mary,  relict  of  Alderman  Roger  Mingay,  had  it;  and  John, 
Anthony,  and  Roger,  her  three  sons,  released  it  to  her;  and  the  next 
year,  she,  and  John  and  Roger,  conveyed  the  manors,  advowson,  and 
whole  estate  io  Jnt/ionyMingay,  her  second  son,  who  in  1666,  married 
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jinne,  daughter  and  coheiress  of  Charles  Cornwaku  otMileham,  Esq. ; 
he  died  28Dec.  1713>  and  is  buried  in  St.  Stephen*8  church  in  Norwich, 
and  left  Franeet  his  only  daughter  apd  heiress,  who  first  married  Mr, 
liUne  of  Bristol,  by  whom  she  had  no  issue,  after  to 

fVilliam  Brooke,  Esq.  recorder  of  Norwich^  who  is  the  present  lord 
and  patron.  She  diecl  ^ti^.  23,  1729>  and  is  buried  in  St.  Stephen's^ 
having  no  issue  now  surviving. 

Thfe  CHURCH  of  St.  Mart  was  demolished  at  the  Reformation,  it 
being  in  a  decaying  way  ever  since  its  consolidation  to  the  present 
church  of  St.  Pe^er;  for  m  1503,  it  was  called  the  old  chmch,  and  the 
principal  imaffe  of  the  Virgin,  was  almost  decayed.  William  Curson 
was  patron  of  it  at  Domesday  making,  when  the  rector  had  a  hoose 
and  20  acres ;  it  was  valued  at  five  marks,  but  not  taxed  in  the  last 
valuation;  'it  paid  2</.  synodals,  I2d»  procurations,  2d.  carva^e,  and 
id,  Peter-pence;  and  in  145^,  an  image  of  St.  Anthony  was  given  to 
thfe  chnrcn.

1322.  In  1316,  Sir  Ral/Malherbe  had  another  4th  part,  and  pre* 
sen  ted  here;  and  in  iS\9t  (Godfrey  de  la  Rokeh  presented  in  right  of 
another  4ih  part,*  which  in  1331,  was  conveyed  by  Sir  Robert  son  of 
Robert  de  la  Rokele,  Knt.  and  Reginald.de  Nefford  and  Margaret  his 
wife,  to  Jeffry  de  la  Salle  of  Normch ;  and  in  1346,  Barth.  de  Salle^ 
oonveved  it  to  Rich,  de  Bitering  of  Norwich,  Nic.  Kemp  of  fVestwyk, 
and  l^illiam  Od!e  junior  of  Saxthorp;  and  in  1361,  this  part,  of  the 
manor  and  advowsori,  was.  conveyed  by  Tho.  Cole,  fVilL  Afiger^  Nic. 
Whitefoot,  and  John  Tilney,  citizens  of  Norwich,  to  Barth.  Jppleyard, 
citizen  of  Norwich,  and  Lmma  his  wife,  and  their  heirs,  they  being 
feoffees  to  Barth.  de  Salle.  Sir  RalfMalherbes  part  was  joined  to  the 
other  4th  part,  which  in  1306  was  held  by  JouN  de  RsyNstboep, 
who  dwelt  here,  and  took  his  name  from  this  place,  and  held  it  at  half 
a  fee  of  Forncet  manor ;  but  he  parted  with  bb  right  in  the  two  4th 
turns  of  the  advowson  of  the  mediety  of  the  church  ;  Ric.  de  Boy*- 
land  had  it  after  him,  and  Will,  de  Rees  after  him.  in  1383,  Jdani 
Humfry  of  Salle  had  it,  and  died  in  1385,  leaving  Margaret  his 
daugiiter  and  heiress,  who  was  a  ward  of  Barth.  AppleyardCi,  who 
paid  10  marks  to  the  manor  of  Forncet  for  her  marriage;  and  tiie 
said  Bartholomew,  the  same  year,  purchased  the  right  of  Thomas  de 
Bumpstede  in  the '  advowson,  and  had  it  settled  in  trust  on  TAomos 
Spynk,  Will.

and  Loveney  after  him.  in  1444,  Tho.  Bumpstede,  senior,  of  Tase- 
burght  Esq.  Master  Will.  Lud/iam,  chaplain,  and  Henry  RafU,  chap- 
Iain,  his  trustees,  conveyed  his  part  of  it  then  called  Milys's  manor, 
to  Nicholas  Appleyard,  Esq.  and  Margaret  his  wife.  Sir  John  Clifton, 
Knt.  Edm.  IVichingham,  Esq.  and  Thomas  Trate,  clerk,  their  feoffees, 
which  was  conveyed  to  Bumpstede,  &c.  by  John  Hare,  parson  of  Sax^ 
lingham ;  and  in  1466,  Margaret^  relict  of  Nic.  Applcyard,  Esq.  con- 
veyed MiL£s*s  manor  to  John  Appteyard,  Esq.  in  tail,  remainder  to 
fVill.  his  brother,'  remainder  Xo  Henry,  another  brother,  remainder  to 
Barth.  another  brother,  with  an  over  remainder  to  Etiz.  and  Anne, 
their  sisters,  and  their  heirs;  John  Appleyard,  Esq.  inherited,  and  in 
1498,  settled  it  on  Sir  Rob.  Clere,*  Sir  FhiL  Calthorp,  Sir  lien.  Heydon, 
Sir  John  Windham,  Knts.  and  John  Grice,  Gent,  his  trustees,  to  the 
use  of  Nicolas  his  son,  who  succeeded,  and  left  it  to  John  his- son  and 
heir;  and  in  1515,  Thomas  Blomtvyle,  Esq.  had  purchased  three  parts 
of  it,  and  joined  them  to  Blomevyle*s  manor,  so  that  be  had  alt 
but  the  4th  part,  with  the  4th  part  of  the  advowson  of  Matherbe*s 
mediety,  whicli  was  sold  by  NichoiasAppleyerd  before  1557,  to  Edward 
Blomvyle,  Esq.  who  then  became  sole  patron.

it^  which  be  forfeited,  and  GoDRic  the  sewer  had  it.  *  Th^  anteces* 
sor  of  Roger  de  Ram  is  had  2^  freeman  also;  but  all  centeredat  last 
in  Roger  Bigot,  and  Olf  was  the  lord  under  him*  ^  It  was* a  Qiile 
long^  and  five  furlongs  broad^  and  paid  ^d,  Sq^  to  theg^iclor  King^s 
tax.  And  from  that,  to  the  present  time,  the  manor  was  always  held 
of  the  Norfolk  family^  and  lately  of  their  honour  of  Fpmcet,  at  one 
fee. 

This  manor  came  to  theBuTTEvsLYNs  very  early,  and  passed  with 
Giuij^,  as  you  may  see  in  vol.  i.  p.  177.  In  1  \Si9,  Rob.  de  BuiteoiU 
lane  wstf  pardoned  by  King  Stephen,  for  13s.  due  for Danegeld.  Wil^ 
Uam  son  of  Robert,  succeeded,  who  founded  Pipeweu  abbey  in 
Northamptonshire  in  1143^  ^  and  married  Joan,  daughter  of  Sir  Jia^ 
Camois^  Knt. ;  and  when  Henry  II.  went  into  Normandy,  be  had  a 
writ  directed  to  the  Bishops  of  Lincoln  and  Norwich,  and-  to  all  his 
liege  people,  English  and  Normans,  of  Northamptonshire,  Norfolk,  anci 
Sijffolk,  granting  to  William  Buttevilan,  the  lands  of  his  father  Robert, 
in  Cottsoroke  and  Pipewell  in  Northamptonshire,  in  Ftorenduna  in 
Norfolk,  and  Flichestoua  or  Flixlon  in  Stfffolk;  with  soc  and  sac,  thol 
Budtheam,  and  infangenethef,  and  all  other  liberties  which  bis  father 
honourably  enjoyed^  both  in  woods  and  plains,  waters.  Sec.  In  1  \5A, 
Robert  bis  son  was  lord,  and  in  1216^  had  a  pardon  from  Henry  III. 
for  being  one  of  those  Barons  that  had  levied  war  against  K\xigJohn, 
9Xkd  notwithstanding  such  a  favour^  he  was  afterwards  one  of  tbem  that 
opposed  Henry  HI.  and  was  proved  in  1255,  to  have  been  one  of  the 
rebellious  Barons,  and  to  have  been  agdinst  the  Kin^  in  the  battles  of 
Lewes  and  Evesham,  for  which  he  was  fined,  and  his  estate  restored. 
In  1292>  Sir  William  Butteveleun,  Knt.  had  it;  his  wife  Marmret  was 
daughter  and  only  beir^  ofSirxAomosihToje,  first  husband  of  Christian, 
daughter  of  Sir  William  Latimer,  Knt. ;  (see  vol.  i.  p*  77;)  he  released 
to  Sir  Robert  son  of  John  de  Thorp,  divers  of  his  villeins,  which  lived 
in  Thorp,  but  belonged  to  this  manor,  and  consented  that  Sir  Peter 
RoHceline,  Knt.  should  convey  to  the  said  Sir  John  Thorp,  Knt.  a 
meadow  held  of  him  in  Flordon:  in  1305,  he  held  this  nhdJFlirton  at

In  13 14|  Lady  Nicoka  was  a  widow,  and  had  her  dower  assigned,  and 
Sir  William  her  son  and  heir  inherited ;  and  in  ldl6,  had  a  charter 
for  free'^warren  here,  and  in  his  manor  of  Cotesbroke  in  Northampton-' 
Mre,  and  Hynwtfcke  in  Bedfordshire ;  in  136d>  Lady  Nicolea  was 
married  to  Sir  Gi/es  de  Jrdern,  Knt.  -  In  1337,  Sir  William  was  mar- 
ried to  the  Lady  Julian^  and  in  1345,  they  held  this  and  Flixton,  of 
the  Eavl*Mar$hall,  at  two  fees.  In  1344»  Thomas  son  of  William 
Botevelyn,  Knt.  sold  the  manor  and  advowson  of  Newton,  and  JBran- 
don  anoits  advowson,  in  Essex  and  Suffolk,  to  William  de  Bohun  Earl 
of  Northampton,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife.  In  1348,  Sir  William  settled 
on  Nicholas  de  Poininses,  Knt«  his  manor  of  Cotesbroke  in  reversion, 
after  Lady  Nicolea's  cfeath;  and  in  1354,  he  settled  this  on  Edmund 
de  Caston  in  trust.  In  1383,  it  belonged  to  Robert  Buievelyn  of 
Flordon,  Esq.  In  1369>  Thomas  Gardener  of  Gissing,  Esq.  (see  vol.  i. 
p.  170,)  granted  to  Robert  son  of  William  Botevelyn,  Knt.  an  annuity 
of  20  marks,  on  his  marrying  KatheriHe  his  daughter.  Their  son 
Robert  Butevelyn  inberitea,  ^  whose  son  William  But^elyn,  was  an 
ideot,  and  was  seized  in  1447 ;'  and  at  his  death,  his  estate  tveot  to 
John  Kemp  of  Weston,  Esq.  &c.  as  at  vol.  i.  p.  177 — 9.  and  hath 
continued  in  that  family  with  the  manor  of  Gissing,  to  this  day. 

The  CHURCH  is  dedicated  to  St.  Michael;  the  rector  bad  a  honse 
and  60  acres  of  glebe,  now  reduced  to  24 ;  it  was  valued  without  the 
portion  at  17  marks,  and  the  portion  of  the  monks  at  Thetford  at 
\3s.  4d^f  it  paid  2s.  4d.  synodals^  }2d.  Peter-pence,  and  5d.  carvage, 
and  stands  in  the  King's  Books  at  6/.  13s.  4a.  and  is  discharged  of 
first  fruits  and  tenths^  and  l)eing  sworn  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
42/.  19s.  6d.  oA.  it  is  capable  of  augmentation. 

The  Abbot  of  Creke  had  temporals  here  taxed  at  Qd.  and  t)>e  Prior 
of  Norvfich  bad  rents  taxed  at  18s.  l^.  issuing  out  of  lands  in  this  town, 
which  belonged  to  Hapton  manor,  and  were  given  them  by  Will.  Pti^ 
leis  and  Margaret  his  wife,  and  J2og€r  de  Puleis  his  son,  and  Jgnes  his 
wife,  Roger  son  of  Gosceline  de  Flordon,  Walter  sou  of  Alveric  de 
Flordon  andWido  deFerdon,  principal  lord  of  Puleis's  fee  in  Hafton, 
confirmed  them.    This  village  paia  clear  to  each  tenth  2/. 

The  steeple  is  round  and  nath  three  bells,  the  church  is  24  yards 
long  and  6  broad,  and  hath  no  isles ;  the  nave  and  chancel  are  tiled. 
There  is  no  memorial  of  any  kind,  in  the  church ;  but  there  lies  an  old 
stone  in  the  porch,  broad  at  one  end  and  narrow  at  the  other,  whicti 
shows  it  to  have  been  laid  over  some  priest  by  its  shape,  and  accord- 
ingly, I  find  that  Roger  Northwold,  rector  here,  who  died  in  1371,  is 
buried  under  it.  There  is  a  very  large  stone  in  the  churchyard,  for 
Mary  daughter  of  William  and  Mary  Dade,  Jan.  3, 17 18>  16.  Martha> 
another  daughter,  23  March  1718,  4.  And  Mary  their  mother,  died 
at  Great'Melton  June  5,  1721,  45.  There  are  stones  for  John  Hake-' 
con  1722,  .2*    And  Anne  wife  of  Thomas  Baxter,  1694.

Wa  s  in  the  hands  of  Ancholf,  and  others,  in  the  Confessor's  daysn 
and  of  Tovi^  andGoDBic  the  Sewer, in  the  Conqueror;*  when  it  wa» 
half  a  mile  long,  and  five  furlongs  broad,  and  paid  xi.d.  geld.  It  came 
immedialelj  to  the  Norfolk  family,  and  attended  it  eonstautlv  till 
Queen  Elizabeih's  time,  and  then  the  manor  was  sold  by  Thomas  Duke 
of  Norfolk,  to  Sir  Thomas  Gresham,  and  became  joined  to  Mulbarim, 
though  the  demeans  were  sold  again  by  Sir  Thomas  in  1570,  to  Mr. 
Turner,  in  which  family  they  still  continue. 

THE  RECTORS  OF  KENINGHAM 

Had  a  house  and  5o  acres  of  land ;  the  rectory  was  valued  first  at  sir, 
and  after  at  nine  marks  ;  it  paid  20rf.  synodaU,  65.  Sd  procurations, 
I2d.  Peter-pence,  and  3d.  carvage.  The  church  was  demolished 
totally  long  before  the  Reformation,  and  the  churchyard  became  glebe 
to  Mulbarton,  and  hath  been  since  exchanged,  and  is  now  owned  by 
Mr.  Tvrner  of  Kenningham ;  it  stood  south-east  of  JMu/Aartoa-green 
about  half  a  mile.

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In  131  j^i  the  Prior  of  Thetford  had  divers  small  rents  taxed  at 
5i.  \d.  And  there  was  a  free'tenement  owned  by  a  family  sirnamed 
from  that  places  burchased  first  from  the  manor  by  Will,  de  Shotesham, 
who  gave  it  to  ica^his  son,  who  assumed  the  name  of  Kyuing/iamp 
on  his  settling  here  in  Hmry  the  Third's  time.  In  1299,  rVilliam  de 
Kininghdm  and  Alice  his  'wife  lived  here,  and  he  was  returned  as  - 
having  a  manor  or  free-tenement,  in  1315;  and  in  1393,  brother 
John ICiNiNQUAM  was  the  9,l%l  provincial oixhe  Carmelites  or  fV/die^ 
friars  in  England.^  He  is  mentioned  in  Fox*s  Martyrology,  fo.  437* 
39>  as  one  of  those  that  sat  at  the  trials  or  examinations  of  Nic.  Her^ 
ford,  Phil,  Repyndon^  and  JohnAmhlon,  bachelors  in  divinity ;  Bale^ 
(p.  158,)  indeed  mistakes,  and  calls  him  a  Suffolk  man,  which  came 
from  his  first  bei§g  educated  among  the  Carmelites  9X  Ipswich ;  he 
was  after  that  D.  D.  of  Oxford,  a  modest,  temperate,  prudent,  and 
learned  divine,  s6  much  beloved  by  John  jDuke  of  Lancaster,  that  be 
tnade  him  his  c^heplaio,  and  confessor  to  himself  and  lady;  he  was 
buthor  of  many  books,  ah  account  of  which  may  be  seen  in  Pitts^s 
English  Writers,  at  page  565 :  he  died  at  York  and  was  buried  there 
in  1399^  in  th^  6th  year  oihisprovincialship.

OmerOfOr  St.  Onurl  was  the  first  lord  of  that  name,*  and  lived  ia 
the  thne  of  Henry  III.  and  was  succeeded  by  Thomas  his  son,  who 
married  Petronilia,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Tho.  Malmain^^  widow  of 
Ralfde  ToTty ;  and  in  1267>  he  held  the  hundred  of  Grimeshoe  and 
Saham  manor,  during  her  life; '  in  1275  he  was  justice  itinerant  in 
Cambridgeshire,  and  had  a  charter  of  free-warren  and  a  fair  here^ 
confirmed,  which  was  first  granted  to  IVilliam  hit  father,  with/ree- 
watren  and  sfair  at  Brundak,  by  King  HenryJlL  in  the  S8th  year 
of  his  reign,  1253.*  In  1285,  upon  the  quo-warranto  brought  for  every 
manor  in  the  county,  to  set  forth  and  prove  their  several  liberties,  this 
Thomas  claimed  view  of  frankpledge,  assize  of  bread  and  ale,  and  all 
things  belonging  to  a  lete,  and  bad  it  allowed  ;^  he  also  claimed 
liberty  of  infaugenthef,  and  accordingly  erected  a  gallows  here:  and 
this  year,  one  Walter  Godwync  of  Carlelon^  taken  in  this  manor,  and 
convicted  of  felony  by  Ntc.  de  Monuer  of  Carleton,  in  this  court  suf- 
ficiently proved,  was  condemned  and  hanged ;  but  it  appearing  that 
this  Thomas  de  St.  Omer  was  the  first  that  erected  a  gallows  here,  and 
that  without  the  King's  grant,  or  the  manor  having  the  liberty ;  it  was 
ordered  that  he  should  l)e  disseized  of  such  liberty,  and  the  gallows 
pulled  down.  This  Thomas,  at  his  death,  settled  suflficient  revenues 
out  of  his  lands  here,  on  ihepittancer  of  Narmch  cathedral,  to  keep 
his  anniversary  for  ever,  and  to  treat  the  convent  on  that  day.^  He 
left  two  daughters  his  heiresses ;  Elizabeth,^  married  Thomas  fVaryn, 
and  they  levied  a  fine,  and  thereby  released  all  right  in  the  manors  df 

.  Mutbarton,  Keteringham,  and  Brundale,  in  Norfolk,  to  Sir  Will,  ns 
Hoo,  Knt*  and  Alicb  his  wile,  half  sister  tp  the  said  Elizabeth;  but 
the  advowson  of  the  town  continued  in  Sir  fVilliam  de  St,  Omcr,  Knt. 
till  his  death,  and  after  in  Elizabeth  his  relict,  till  her  death,  and  theu 
the  whole  centered  in  the  Hoo  family,  and  Sir  fVilliam  d^Jloo  first 
presented  here  in  1367.  He  it  was  that  built  the  pre^nt  church  and 
tower,  in  tiie  chancel  of  which  he  and  his  lady  were  interred  ;*  he 
adorned  tlje  windows  with  the  portraits  of  himself  and  lady,  and  her 
family  and  thei^  arms  ;  and  till  lately,  one  of  the  north  windows  had 
in  it,  the  pictures  of  Sir  Thomas  dt  St,  Omer  on  his  knees  in  armour^

This  Sir  Wi  ti»lAM  was  a  great  warrioar  arsd  n  Biaa  of  6gare  in  his 
time,  serving  in  the  Frtnth  wars  many  years,  being  one  of  the 
favoarites!  fj^Jokn  Earl  of  Spmertei,  govjeraoar  of  tlie  giarrisoa  at 
.  Ca/iee,  Under  wbcmi  be  served  v  be  died  in  the  year  1410,^  aged  76^ 
and  was  succeeded  by  Thomas,  bis  son  and  heir,  who  in  1417  levied  a 
fine  to  settle  tbe  manor  and  adwwson  oo  himself  and  heirs ;  in  14d4» 
he  presented  by  the  name  of  Thomas  Hoo,  £sq.  but  he  was  soon  adfter 
knifffated ;  in  1436,  he  was  sent  to  suppress  the  rebellion  about  Caux 
in  mrmamAff  where  he  conquered  the  rebels  and  wasted  their  country; 
in  1445,  be, was  elected  knight  of  the  garter ;  employed  again  in  the 
French  wars,  where  he  merited  so  welT,  that  he  was  created  a  baron 
of  the  realm  by  the  title  of  Lord  Hoe  and  HASTiKGs;y.and  was  som* 
moned  lo  parliament  accordingly;  he  was  also  keeper  of  the  seals  in 
France,  and  afterwards  chancellor  there ;  he  had  Chre6  wives,  ElvM" 
beth,  daughter  and  heir  to  Thomaz  Felton,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  one 
son,  ThonUis,  vfho  died  before  him;*  the  second  was  Elizabeth, 
daughter  and  heir  to  Nic»  ffiekirigham,  by  whom  he  had  only  one 
daughter,  Anne,  the  third  was  Eleanor,  daughter  to  Leo  Lord  ffells, 
sister  and  coheir  to  Richard  Lofd  fVells,  her  brother;  by  whom  he 
had  three  daughters ;  but  upon  this  last  match,  this  manor  was  settled 
on  Tho.  de  Hoo,  Esq.^  his  brokher  and  heir.  This  Lord's  will  is  dated 
Feb.  12,  1454,  by  which  he  settled  20  marks  per  annum  on  Battle 
abbey,  for  two  monks  to  sing  perpetually  for  him  and  his  ancestors,  at 
StBennel's  altar  in  their  church :  Thomas  de  Hoo,  £sq.^  settled  this 
manor  and  advowson  on  ^nne,  only  daughter  of  the  Lord  Hoo^  by 
EHz.Wichingham,  on  her  marriage  to  Sir  Jbffery  Boleyn,  Knt.

Robert  Rich,  his  eldest  son,*  died  in  the  year  1651,  and.  was  buried  in 
the  church  of  Stterdeston,  but  Jiis  bones  were  since  removed  hither  by 
Edwin  Rich,  his  brother,  who  erected  this  monument  for  him,  and

This  Sir  Edwin,  gave  200/.  to  repair  the  roads  between  fVimond' 
ham  and  Atkburgh^  and  100/.  towards  building  a  bridge,  and  to  th« 
poor  of  Thetford,  where  he  was  born.*

Suckling,  Knt*  comptroller  of  the  household  to  James  !•  and  Car.  L 
and  left  no  issue,  upon  which,  this  manor,  with  that  of  Rosehall  ia

Chaklks  Rich,  Esq.  his  brother,  who  was  advanced  to  the  dig- 
nity of  a  baronet  27  Car^  II.  with  remainder,  for  want  of  issue  male,  to 
Rob.  Rich  of  Siondon  in  Essex,  Esq.  2d  son  of  Colonel  Nathaniel 
Rich  of  Stondon,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Edmund 
Hampden,  Knt. ;  Sir  Charles  married  Eliz.  Cholmondley,  who  survived 
him,  and  after  remarried  to  Mr.  Berners  of  St.  Marjfs ;  he  died  in 
1677,  and  is  buried  2X  Enfield  in  Middlesex,  leaving  only  two 
daughters,  Eliz.  married  to  Petbb  Cbvill,  tl  French  gentleman, 
irho  had  this  manor;  and  Mary  to  Sir  Robert  Rich,  who  had  Aose* 
hall  in  Beccles.*  Petbb  Cevill,  Esq.  had  issue  by  the  said  Eliz. 
Cevill  Rich,  alias  Rich  Cbvill,  Charles  RichCbvil,  8cc.  by 
whom  the  manor  and  advowson  was  sold  to 

Mr.  Jambs  Balls  of  Norwich,  who  is  the  present  lord  and  patron. 

The  church  is  a  rectory,  and  stands  thus  in  the  King's  Books, 
Milbarton,  alias  Mulbarton  cum  Kenningham,  14/.  It  paysfirstfruits, 
and  1/.  85.  yearly  tenths.  The  synodals  iov  Mulbarton  were  Ss.  4d,^ 
for  Kenningham  2s.  4d.  and  the  procurations  ds.  6d.  at  each  primary 
visitation,  and  6s.  Sd.  SirchAesLCon's procurations;  originally,  the  rector 
had  a  house  and  40  acres,  but  now,  there  is  a  good  house,  and  86  acres 
and  two  roods  of  land,  thereto  belonging,  in  right  of  this  and  Kerdng^ 
ham;  the  first  valuation  yyf  Mulbarton  was  10  marks,  and  the  2d  14;. 
it  paid  Is.  Peter-pence,  and  3d.  ob.  carvage,  and  2/.  to  every  te^h. 
The  temporals  oi  the  Prior  of  Jlvesborne,  were  taxed  at  6s.  Sd.  ob^ 
and  the  Prior  of  St.  Faith  had  two  pieces  of  land  here,  containing 
eight  acres,  called  Little  Freeland  Wood,  which  he  settled  on  the  rector 
for  ever,  for  an  annual  pension  of  2s.  and  the  convent  confirmed  it 
in  1441,  and  in  1581,  this  pension  of  2s.  was  granted  by  Queea 
Elizabeth  to  Edm.  Frost  and  John  Walker.

-the  tower  is  square  and  hath  five  bells. 
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Braccas,  BRACCLfis^  BRAKBNi,  commonly  called  BaA^oNAsk^ 
signifies  the  Broad-leas,  and  was  part  of  the  possessions  of  RoGtia 
BioOT  at  the  Conquest;*  one  part  he  gave  toOtF  the  Danf,  who 
joined  it  to  Flordon  manor,  and  that  contained  98  acres ;  all  the  rest 
either  belonged  to,  or  else  was  infeofied  b^  him,  in  the  PbvbrbllS, 
in  which  family  it  continued,  and  passed  with  PevereFs  manor  in  Great 
Melton^  as  may  be  seen  at  large  at  p.  18,  and  was  held  of  the  honour 
ofPeverel,  as  that  was,  at  one  fee ;  and  in  1250,  Hugh  Peverel  had  A 
charter  tor  free-warren  here ;  and  in  1285,  the  assize  of  bread  and  ale 
of  all  his'tenants  in  Brakene,  allowed  him  in  Eire,  and  kie  also,  payitig 
Od.per  annum  to  the  hundred  court;  and  Robert  de  Tateshall  and' the 
Prior  of  fVimondham, '  owned  lands  here,  and  had  the  sanie  libei'tv' 
«dlowed  their  tenants,  and  the  manor  was  then  valued  at  6/.  25. 11a. 
rents.  He  claimed  intercommonage  on  the  green  and  commons  of 
Midbarton  (which  contained  63  acres)  for  all  his  tenants  of  Brakene; 
but  in  129 1>  was  cast  in  his  action,  and  the  common  allotted  to  JIf  ti/- 
barton  tenants  only.  In  1362,  it  was  severed  from  Melton,  for  then 
Sir  Robert  de  Baykouse,  Knt.  and  Maud  his  wife,  sold  it  to  BaIitho- 
LOMBw  Applbybrd,  and  settled  it  on  William  Asger  and  JohnPage, 
ienior,  for  the  ose  of  the  said  Bartholomew  and  his  heirs ;  he  was  de- 
scended from  Ric.  son  of  fVilL  de  Amlegart  of  Dunham  in  Norfolk, 
who  lived  in  King  Stephen^s  time;  this  Bartholomew  was  a  citizen  of 
Sorwich,  who  raised  a  good  estate,  and  one  of  the  bailiffs  of  the  city 
in  1372,  and  one  of  their  burgesses  in  parliament  in  1374,  and  1412, 
He  was  a  benefactor  to  St.  Amrew*s  church  in  Norwich,*  where  he  was 
buried,  and  was  succeeded  by  William  his  eldest  son,  who  was  a  man 
of  princii>al  figure  and  fortune  in  the  city,  lon^  before  his  father's 
death,  being  nine  times  burgess'in  parliament;'  bailiff  oi  the  city  in 
1386  and  1395;  first  mayor  thereof  in  1403,  which  office  he  served 
five  times  more,  in  the  years  1404, 5, 11, 12,  and  18.    In  1402,  he  was

Applet  ABD  <A  Brakene,  Esq.  his  son  and  heir»  who  married  Agnei, 
daughter  and  heiress  of  William  Rookwood  of  fVarJumif  and  jllice  his 
wife,  with  whom  he  had  the  manors  otHales-HaU  in  Warham,  Hales 
manor  in  Holt  and  Testerton,  and  Netlestede  in  Suffolk,  with  a  good 
estate  in  lands  and  money:  the  year  after  his  father's  deaths  he  was 
summoned  to  take  upon  him  the  order  of  knighthood,  and  upon  his 
refusal,  was  convened  before  the  privy  council^  and  upon  his  petition 
to  be  dismissed,  he  sets  forth, ''  that  be  was  not  possessed  of  lands  and 
'*  tenements  to  the  yearly  value  of  40/.  by  the  space  of  three  years, 
^*  before  the  King's  warrant  with  proclamation,  was  awarded  against 
•'  him,*'  upon  which  he  was  excused  till  the  three  years  expired,  and 
then  he  was  knighted;  he  died  Ju/^ll,  1511 :  his  son  Jo/m  died  with- 
out issue,  and  Ro^er  Jppkyard  ofJSrakene,  Esq.  inherited,  as  son  and 
heir;  he  meimed  Elizabeth,  dsLUghtev  of  John  Scott  of  Camberwell  m 
Surrey^  relict  of  Sir  John  Robesart  of  Sidisterne  in  Norfolk,  Knt.  and 
died  July  8, 1528,  leaving  John  Jppkyard  his  son  and  heir,  not  then 
two,  years  old  ;  and  by  his  will,  ordered  to  be  buried  in  the  Grfly-/ri- 
urs  church  in  Norwich;  he  gave  to  this  church,  his  vestment  ot  nine 
sarcenet,  and  his  gilt  image  that  belonged  to  his  chapel,  and  a  legacy 
to  build  a  church  porch;  and  to£//z.kis  wife  for  life,  his  manors  of 
Staniield  in  Windham,  Newion-Fhtman,  Hethill  and  Keterin^Ham;  and 
200L  to  each  of  his  daughters.  Franca  and  Brigit,  to  be  raised  out  of 
bis  manors  of  Hales  in  Warham,  Holt-Hales,  and  Testerton-Hales ; 
£ygra,ve  manor  and  advowson  in  Hertfordshire,  to  raise  money  for 
marriage  of  his  sister  .Mary ;  and  Flast-Carleton  manor  was  settled  for 
other  uses.  John  ApptEYERD  of  Brakene,  fisq.  his  son,  succeeded ; 
he  was  high-sheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  in  1558,  and  married  £&- 
zabeth,  daughter  of  Robert  Hogan  of  East-Bradenham  in  Norfolk, 
Gent,  who,  jointly  with  Thomas  Hogan,iieT  brother  and  trustee,  levied 
a  fine  in  156g,  in  order  to  sell  part  of  the  estate;  and  soon  after,  sold 
this  manor  and  advowsop,  to  Tub.  Townesend,  senior,  Esq.  son  of 
Hairy  Townesend,  the  youngest  son  of  Sir  Robert  Totxmesend  of  JBeyii* 
ham,  Knt  and  in  1599,  it  was  purchased  by  Sir  Eowyn  Rich^  Kn^ 
by  whom  it  was  sold  in  1622,  to  Robert  Woode  of  Brakene,  £sq. 
and  his  heirs;  he  was  son  of  Robert  Wood,  mayor  of  Norwich,  who 
was  knighted  by  Queen  Eliz.  in  1578;  by  Anne  bis  wife,  3d  daughter 
of  Augustine  Steward,  Esq.  and  married  Eliz,  daugl^ter  and  coheir  of 
JohnWoolmer  of  Tharston^  Es6.  on  whom  this  manor  was  settled; 
RoBE.<T  Wood,  their  son  and  neir,  inherited,  who  lies  buried  by  his 
wife  in  the  chancel  here,  uuder  a  stone  having  the  arms  of  Woqd  aod 
Richardson  impaled,  and  this  inscription.

Wovtb^  of  a  longer  life^  more  worthy  of  ekecoal;  so  adorned 
with  brignt  Endowjnents  of  Nature,  so  graced  with  Vertues,  that  it 
may  be  a  Question,  whither  those  more  embellished  the  Woman,  or 
these  the  Chri$tim^  prudent  b^ond  her  Age^  of  so  early  and  con* 
atant  Pietv,  that  it  grew  up  with  Reason^  and  survived  it;  so

There  was  a  good  estate  here  purchased  by  John  Weld  in  1618,  and 
much  add^d  to  it  in  1620,  by  Mat.

stands  at  6/.  in  the  King's  Books,  pays  no  first-fruits,  and  being 
sworn  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  27/*  12i.  4<f.  it  is  discharged  of 
tenths,  and  is  capable  of  augmentation.  It  paid  3s,  synodals,  fo.  8^. 
procurations,  7a-  Peter-penoe,  and  3^.  o6.  carvage;  and  the  portioa 
of  tithes  belonging  to  the  monks  of  Thetford  was  4$.  per  annum,  eivea 
them  by  Robert  oe  Fauxf  and  it  paid  Si.  6s.  clear  to  every  tenth*

Six  John  de  Argenteyn,  Knt.  his  son,  was  lord,  and  held  in  1345,  of 
the  Earl  of  Oxford  at  one  fee ;  he  was  succeeded  by  Sir  John  his  son; 
ivho  in  1381.  settled  it  on  Sir  Will,  his  son,  and  Isabel  daughter  of  Sir 
Will,  de  Kerdeston,  Knt.  his  wife,  after  the  death  of  himself  and  Mar^ 
^ar^^ his  wife,  who  held  it  in  1383;  and  in  \S90,  it  appears  that  their 
three  daughters  and  their  issue,  were  heirs;  namely  Maud,  wife  of 
Jvo  FitZ'JVarine,  Alice,  wife  o(  Baldwin  St.  George,  and  Baldicin  their 
son,  then  121  years  of  age;  and  Joan/ wife  of  Barth.  de  "Nauntoii,  and 
Margaret  their  daughter,  40  years  old,  which  Margaret  had  this 
manor,  and  married  to  a  Bakenkam,  of  whose  trustees  the  manor  was 
purchased  by  Sir  Will.  Appleyard  of  Keteringham,  Knt,  and  with 
jEmma  his  widow^  passed  to  her  husband  Sir  Henry  Grey,  Knt.  Who 
lived  Bi  Keteringham,  and  lies  buried  in  the  chancel  there,  with  this

bis  life  saved;  and  the  year  following,  Mary,  daughter  of  JoAii  Earl 
of  Dover,  his  second  wife,  obtained  a  patent  from  KingCAnr/es  H.  for 
most,  if  not  all,  her  husband's  estate,  particularly  that  of  Heveningham 
and  this  manor,  which  she  enjoyed  during  her  life.

Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  who  is  the  present  brd  and  patron, 
^nd  resides  at  Keieringham^kall,  which  is  a  good  seat  in  •  a  pleasant 
coanUry,  about  four  miles  distant  from  the  city  of  Norwich, 

There  are  monuments  in  the  church  for,  Barbara  the  youngest

CASTELYN'S  MANOR 

Belonged  to  Ketel  theDflne,  after  to  Warifie,  of  whom  it  was  held 
at  the  Conqueror's  survey,  by  RalfPeverel,  (see  p.  91,)  and  passed 
wilh  Peverets  manor  in  Great  Melton,  as  at  p.  18;  and  in  1237,  Oliver 
de  Faux,  lord  of  Keterinskam,  granted  a  third  part  of  this  town  to 
Richard  de  Rupelfa,  or  Kokele,  which  was  added  to  this  manor.  In 
1385,  Nicholas  de  Castello,  or  Castelyn,  (from  whom  it  took  its  name,) 
was  lord  of  it,  and  had  view  of  frankpledge,  assise  of  bread  and  ale, 
and  lete  in  his  manor,  allowed  by  the  justices  in  Eire,  on  condition  be 
piiid  yearly  to  the  King*8  hundred  of  Humbleyard  14</*  ofr.  q.  In 
?d06  It  was  held  by  Will,  de  Ros,  Maud  his  wife,  and  Petronelde  Faux, 
of  Roger  Bigot  Earl  of  Norfolk.  In  1345,  Will  de  Bokenham  held  it 
at  a  fourth  part  and  half  a  quarter  of  a  fee,  of  Nic.  de  Castello^  who 
held  it  of  Will,  de  Rokele,  he  of  the  heirs  of  Roos^  they  of  the  Earl-^Mar- 
shal,  and  he  of  the  King.  In  1364,  Sir  Thomas  de  St  Omer  of  Brundale 
had  it,  and  ^/ice,  daughter  of  Pe/rone/ his  wife,  after  married  to  Sir 
Will,  de  Hoo,  Knt.  andEliz.  their  daughter  then  12  years  old,  and  after 
married  to  Tho.  de  Warine,  were  coheirs,  and  in  the  King's  custody; 
and  in  1372*  Warine  and  his  wife  released  all  his  right  to  Sir  Thomas 
and  his  wife;  see  p.  76.  In  1402,  he  released  all  his  right  in  'this 
manor  caile  Casteli/n\  and  all  his  lands  thereto  belooging,  in  Kete- 
ringham,  Stanfield\.\  Windham,  Carleton,  Curson,  Intwood,  Cantelose, 
and  Hethersete,  to  William  Parker  and  Stephen  Spelman,  citizens  and 
mercers  of  Lon/Zon;  and  in  1404,  Sir  Thomas  Hoe  his  son  confirmed 
it.  In  1495,  Sir //enryGr^  joined  it  to  Keteringham^Hall  manor, 
with  which  it  now  continues. 

KANGHAM'S  MANOR 

Very  anciently  belonged  to  William  de  Keteringham,  dXiet  to  Sibil  de 
Keteringham,  and  then  to  Peter  their  son,  who  granted  part  of  it,  by 
deed  without  date,  XoWilL  deCurzon  of  Stanfcla,  and  Robert  his  son, 
in  ^he  presence  of  Sir  Richard  de  Curzon  *  of  Stanfield  in  Windham,

tetefNie.  de  Casiello,  Will.  Carpenter,  &c.  with  consent  of  William 
her  son»  and  CVeme/ice  her  daughter i  another  part  she  granted  to 
Andrew  her  son,  who  conveyed  it  io  Bichard^w  of  Ric.  It  Curton, 
who  had  all  the  part  that  remained  unconveyed^  by  deed  from  the 
said  Alice  de  Kanfham;  and  in  \t5fi,  this  Richard  held  it  with  Stan^^ 
Jteld'Uafl  manor  m  Windham,8A  at  p.  502,  vol.  il.;  it  was  then  valued 
at  4/.  13s  2^.  rents,  and  had  :27  acres  in  demeftn,  and  it  continued 
with  Statjfield,  till  Henry  Hevtningham  of  Keteringham  purchased  a 
part  of  it,  which  was  after  joined  to  Keteringham  manor^  and  the  other 
part  still  remains  with  StM^eld. 

The  Prior  of  Pentnbyb  had  a  manor  here  composed  of  divers 
tercels,  given  by  the  lords  of  the  other  manors,  viz.  Robert  de  Fnux, 
Richard  de  la  Rokele,  and  Alice  de  Kangham,  Who  in  1249,  granted 
to  Simon  Prior  of  Pentney,  28  acres  of  land,  8  acres  of  wood,  and  5s^ 
rent,  and  the  whole  was  neld  at  half  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  the  honour 
of  Fomcet,  and  was  taxed  at  d8s.  lOd.  and  at  the  Dissolution  it  was 
granted  from  the  Crown  with  the  impropriate  rectory,  and  with  that 
Became  united  lo  the  other  manors. 

William  Curbon  (see  voU  ii.  p.  617)  and  others^  gave  lands  here 
\o  Windham  monastery,  which  at  the  Dissolution  were  granted  to  Sir 
Edward Clere:  the  Prior  of  St. Faith's  had  6$.  rent  here;  and  in 
1314,  the  Prior  of  Hauley  was  found  to  hold  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee 
in  Keierinsham,  of  John  PevereU,  which  was  after  released  from  that 
priory,  and  joined  to  CaUeleyn'n  manor.

Churles  Town,  which  is  the  reason  we  meet  with  so  man?  places  of 
that  name ;  for  distinction  it  is  sometimes  called  Norwich  Carleton, 
or  Carleton  by  'Norwich,  and  ?ery  often  East-CarUton :  as  there  are 
two  manors^  so  there  were  also  two  parochial  churches^  standing 
within  about  ^0  yards  of  one  another^  with  a  highway  only  between 
their  churchyards;  that  now  standing,  is  dedicated  to  St.  MART^and 
was  appropnated  to  the  nuns  of  Marham  from  their  foundation; 
and  before  1394,  the  Priory  of  Jhesbourne  held  it  apprc^riated  to 
them,  and  served  it  by  a  stipendiary  chaplain,  and  tfake  prior  had  a 
house  and  two  carucales  of  land ;  it  was  nrst  valued  at  five,  and  after 
at  six  marks,^  paid  4s.  procurations,  7<2.synodaIs,6cf.  Peter-pence,  and 
4d.  carva^ ;  and  there  was  a  gild  of  St.  John  Baptist  held  here.  Ahes^ 
bourne joxiot  and  his  convent  conveyed  it  to  the  master  and  bretlirea 
of  St.  Gileses  hospital  in  Norwich,^  who  were  obliged  by  the  Bishop,  id 
the  year  1498>  to  present  a  rector,  it  appearing  that  the  appropriation, 
though  it  had  continued  so  long,  was  never  legally  made  ;*  and  ac- 
cordingly it  hath  been  a  rectory  ever  since,  in  the  gift  of  the  hoqnialj, 
till  the  Dissolution,  and  now  is  in  the  mayor  and  commodity  of 
Norwich,  as  guardians  to  the  hospital.

and  heir  of  ffiliiam,  agreed  before  Sir  fVill.  de  Carleton  and  others, 
to  settle  divers  lands  liere  and  in  Slanfield,  on  Katherine,  widow  of 
the  said  William.    In  1315,  Will.  Cur$on  was  lord,  and  died  in  1320, 
and  John  his  son  and  heir  succeeded,  who  in  1.325,  held  it  jointlv  witb 
Margaret  his  wife,  of  Tho.  de  Brotherton  Earl  of  Horfolk^  and  WilL^ 
his  son  and  heir  was  then  three  years  old.   In  137 1,  Hugh  Cur$on  had 
it,  who  in  1387f  had  it  settled  on  himself  and  Beatrix  his  wife ;  Rob. 
de  Bernq  and  others  being  trustees ;  and  in  1392>  they  sold  it  to  Sir. 
JSLobert  Bemey,  Knt.  }iickolas  de  Blakney,  Thomas  de  Btiekling,  Hugh 
atte  Fenn,  and  Tho,  Hert,  and  their  heirs;  and  the  same  year,  they 
sold  it  to  Will.  Jppleyard  and  Margaret  his  2d  wife,  and  tAeir  heirs ; 
ai^  in  1406,  it  extended  into  Hethill,  and  the  rents  and  profits  were 
about  15/.  per  annum.  It  had  a  lete^  and  paid  to  the  bailiff' of  HumblC' 
yard  hundred  for  letefee  3d.  and  for  hundred  scot  15d.  and  for  a  rent 
pf  honey  due  to  the  hundred,  15d.  and  was  obliged  to  find  a  wax 
taper  yearly  to  burn  before  the  image  of  St«  Catherine  in  one  of  the 
churches.   And  from  this  time  it  continued  in  the  Applbyabda  of 
Brakenes  along  with  that  manor^  as  you  may  see  at  p.  83,4.  In  1551, 
John  Jppleyerd,  Esq.  had  mortgaged  it  to  Simon  Morse  of  Great 
Yarmouth^  merchant,  and  he  entered  upon  it,  and  jippleyard  held  i^ 
b?  lease  from  him  at  40/./>er  annum,  and  after  sold  the  whole  to  TAo.^

Belon.fired  to  Kbtel  the  Dane,  afterwards  to  Godric  the  ieaer,  then  to 
Ma//  Piverely  of  whom  Warine  heM  it  at  theXonqaeror's  survey,  and 
tlie  Kino  had  then  a  freeman  here,  and  32  acres  o^'  land,  half  a  dartK* 
cale  and  one  acre  of  meadow,  valued  at  ds.  a  year,*  all  which,  he 
l^ave  to  be  added  to  this  manor  for  ever,  on  condition  that  the  lords 
or  the  time  bein^  shoak)  yearly  carry  to  the  King's  hotfse,  wherever 
he  is,  so  he  be  in  Bnolano,  24  herring  piei  or' pasties,  being  tbe 
ancient/<f^;/itrm  rent  of  the  city  of  tiormeh,  and  place  them  on  hitf 
Majesty's  table,  for  which  serjeanty  and  service,  the  person  so  carry- 
ing them  shall  always^  receive  therei  wherever  the^  are  delivered,  Hjt 
white  loaTcs,  six  dishes  of  meat  out  of  the  King's  kitchen ;  one  Aftggoik 
of  win^,one  flnggon  of  beer,  one  trass  of  bay,  one  bushel  of  oats,  one 
pricket  of  wax,  and  six  tallow  candles  f  which  service  is  now  an«» 
nvalljr  performed  by  the  sheriffs  of  the  city  of  Norwivh,  or  their 
depaties,  the  eity  being  now  lords  of  this  manor  b^  purchase. 

William,  son  of  Ralf  de  Carletijn,  son  of  Wanne  atbresaid, 
and  fVilliatn  son  of  John  de  Carieton^  brother  of  Raff,  held  it  by  the 
tiergennty  aforesaid,  and  the  manor  was  then  valued  <'^t  two  marks.* 
In  1235,  William  son  of  Ratfde  Carleton,  and  tVilL  Curhon,  had  it  s 
and  in  1247;  Eustace  son  of  William  de  Curson;  and  in  1274,  he,  aiKE 
WiJL  de  Brokedish,*  Robert  de  Welhofn^  ^gMe»  daughter  of  William  dm 
Carleton,  and  John  de  Hethersete,  had  the  serjeanty ;  the  manor  beiiw 
then  found  to  be  held  of  Hugh  Peverel,  as  of  the  honour  of  PevereT^ 
at  a  quarter  of  a  fee ;  and  in  1277^  the  citizens  of  Norwich  paid  4</.  to 
the  hailiflf  of  the  manor,  as  a  customary  payment  for  carrying  tb^ 
King's  jMrshei.  In  1286,  Tho.  de  Brokedish  and  the  others  owned  it, 
after  that  J^ry  de  Brokedish,  and  after  him,  William  son  of  Jefftrtf^ 
|md  the  others,  bad  it ;  and  after  him,  Higel  de  Brokedish  and  bia 
parceners;  and  Will,  de  Cnrsen,  who  died  seized  in  IS19,  when  John 
de  Curson,  his  son  and  heir,  was  25  years  old,  and  Rjobert  de  Wet/iobn 
had  then  the  fourth  part.  In  1515,  John  Curson  died  seized  of  the 
iMber  .three  parts,  and  Margaret  his  widow  had  one  of  the  three 
parts  assigned  by  John  de  Bhmevile,  escheator,  as  her  dower,  and 
fViUiam  his  son  and  heir  was  then  three  years  old.  In  1327,  on  /2o6« 
de  Welholme's  death,  his  fourth  part  went  to  Robert  his  son  and  heir»

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Jotcf  his  wife,  conveyed  divers  of  the  demeans  by  fine^  to  John  Rolf 
of  Norwich^  and  Alice  his  wife,  and'JoAn  Jshewell,  free  from  any 
part  of  the  urgeanty.  In  1345,  the  heir  of  William  de  Colviky  Hugk 
Cunon.  and  John  m  fVelholm,  owned  it ;  and  in  1330,  he,  and  Edwk 
de  fVelhoime^  bis  brother,  had  a  King's  pardon  for  purchasing  lands 
held  in  capites  and  adding  them  to  Uiis  manor,  without  license.  In 
1300,  Ric.de  Colneye  had  the  4th  part  of  it.  In  136g,  Nicholas  de 
WelhQbm  settkd  it  (if  be  had  qo  issue)  pn  Richard  de  IVdholme,  his 
nephew,  and  Jgne^  his  wife;  and  for  want  of  ibeir  heirs,  on  Alict 
da«](ghter  of  Thomas  d^  Wdholme;  and  in  default  of  heirs  from  hep, 
on  Robert 9  son  of  Ric*  de  Nethfrgat^^  In  IS99$  WHl*  Curson  held  it. 
In  1401  •  the  whole  became  vested  in  IVilL  Appl^erd  of  Brakency  the 
3d  part  in  right  of  JU^rgare^  his  wife,  who  was  widow  of  fVilL  Canon, 
and  the  4th  part  by  purchase  from  }iichola$  at  Laundcy  who  held  it 
at  9  quarter  of  a  fee,  oiFomcet  manor ;  the  other  parts  being  held  of 
JoinPcvfiTfl,  by  a  quarter  of  e  feej  as  of  the  boftour  of  Hatfield 
Peperel;  m^  from  tbis  time  it  fiUiejided  the  JppUyerds  along  with 
Brakene,  as  may  be  seen  at  p.  6S,  4.  In  1530,  it  appeared  that  both 
Sif  Nic,  Jppleyerd  and  Rog.  his  aon  held  the  lands  called  Trenches, 
now  joined  to  tbi|9  manor,  by  the  service  of  sammoning  and  distraio* 
ing  all  the  suitors  to  the  court  of  Fobncst.  It  was  sold  by  John 
4ppleyerd  with  Brakeiie,  to  Thomas  Tomnescnd,  Esq.  who  in  1576, 
acknowledged  the  receipt  oi  the  herring  pies  of  the  sheriffs  of  Nor* 
wich,  bv  indenture  dated  on  Saturday  Sept.  4,  at  the  gild'-hall,  where 
the  lord  of  this  manor  was  obliged  to  come,  or  send  a  deputy  for  them^ 
once  in  a  year  only;  about  l600,  it  was  purchased  oy  Sir  Edwyn 
Rich,  Knt.;  it  after  b^eipnged  to  iheHobarts,  then  to  the  Kichardsons,* 
and  in  1643,  Sir  Thomas  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Richar^dson,  Knt.  Lord 
Chief  Justice,  held  the  manor  by  knight's  service  of  the  Earl  of 
ArundftCs  manpr  of  Forncjst,  and  a  messuage  and  M  acres  of  land  in 
gra^d  setEcanty*  In  1673,  Thomas  Lord  Richar^on  Baron  of  Cra^ 
moud,  bad  it;  and  in  1680,  Peter  Qlayto^,  dent*  held  the  manor  and 
sergeaaty ;  after  which  the  whole  was  purchased  by  the  city  of 
Npitw;[C.H,  vbp  f^^  the  present  lords,  and  alternate  patrons  of  the 
rectory. 

The  qi4  r^enoes  of  tbe  city  in  this  town  and  Hetheld,  or  Hethill, 
are  rtied  fpx  an  annpity  of  10/.  to  the  master  and  fellows  of  Bennei 
collie  in  C^m^ridgc,  for  exhibitions  and  sermons,  as  appears*at  large 
vol.  ui.  p.311. 

The  ancient  revenues  here  that  belonged  to  St  Gileses  hospital^ 
were  given  by  the  founder  thereof,  as  niay  be  seen  at  p.  383,  vol.  iv.

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Is  the  Dezt  viHage  southward  of  Carleian,  and  belonged  toOLF^  one 
of  the  Confessor's  thanes,  who  had  two  canicates  in  demean.  *  The 
church  had  then  .SO  acres  of  gtebe^  and  belonged  to  the  manor ;  there 
was  wood  suiBcient  to  keep  m  swine,  and  three  breeding  mares  ran  in 
it ;  there  were  8  socmen,  and  the  manor  extended  into  Aeteringbarn,  ' 
Hewtonf  and  Kesewic  was  a  berewic  to  it;  it  was  then  worth  d/.  6s.  Gd. 
a  year,  after  that,  was  raised  to  6/.  and  at  the  Conqaest  to  6/. ;  it  was 
a  league  long,  and  6  forlongs  broad,  and  paid  6d.  Sq,  to  the  geld  or 
tax.  but  thoagb  the  manor  was  now  in  one,  it  was  after  divided  into 
the  several  manors  called  Hethill,  Jemingham's,  Fennels Xioldingham's, 
Wards,  Twaifs,  and  NevUe*^;  the  five  first  of  which  now  belong  to 
Miles  Branthwait,  Esq.  and  the  two  last  to  the  city  of  Norwich; 
and  all  of  them  have  been  always  held  of  the  Norfolk  femily,  and  now 
are,<as  of  the  manor  of  Fomcet. 

.The  whole  continued  in  the  Bigods  UH  Hugh  Biood,  the  third 
Earl  of  Norfolk  of  that  family,  divided  it  into  many  parts,  and  gave 
the  capital  manor^  called 

HETHILL,  AND  AFTERWARDS  CURSON'S  MANOR, 

To  William  db  Curson  of  Carleton,  and  it  continually  attended 
the  manor  of  Carleton  Cursons,  as  may  be  seen  at  p.  101,  beine  held  of 
the  manor  offbmcer  at  one  fee ;  and  inlS06,it  extended  inioCarleton, 
Mulbartont  and  Swerdeston^  and  had  a  lete  belonging  to  it;  firom  the 
Curtons  it  passed  to  the  Aprleyards  of Brakene,  and  continued  with 
that  manor,  as  you  may  see  at  p.  83,4,  and  was  sold  with  itandCar/e/cMt 
Cursom,  to  Tho.  Townesend,  Esq.  who  in  1569  had  license  to  alien  it 
to  Rowland  Heyward,  John  Langky,  ^nd  Francis  Bouyer,  and  their 
heirs,  as  tmstees;  and  abont  1(J01,  Tho.  Townesend  ot  Brakene,  Esq, 
sold  it  to  MUes  Branthwait,  Esq.  who  came  and  settled  here.

Was  sold  jn  I297>  by  Balf  ie  Wedon  and  Alice  his  wife,  to  Will,  de 
Hahom  Ralfde  Crepin^  held  it  of  Roobr  Bigot  Earl  o(  Norfolk, 
at  the  foQith  part  ot  a  tee.  It  after  belonged  to  Sir  Hugh  Jemegan^ 
who  settled  it  on  John  Leiston,  who  married  Joan  his  daughter  and 
heiress.  In  ISAb,  Henry  Jemegan  had  it,  and  in  1355,  JoAn  Jemegan; 
and  it  had  a  lete  belonging  to  it.  It  was  porchased  by  the  Applb- 
TAHOa,  and  so  became  united  to  Hethil  manor  aforesaid,  with  which 
it  now  remains.  In  ]609f  Miles  Bkanthwait,  Esq.  held  itof  fam^ 
ui  manor  at  the  8th  part  of  a  fee. 


PENNE'S  MANOR, 

Was  granted  by  Hugh  Biood  aforesaid,  to  EuaxACB  Curson  of 
parleton,'  commonly  called  Eustace  de  Garleton,  whose  son  William 
Was  knighted,  and  w^s  commonly  known  by  the  name  of  Sir  William 
Di  Hbthil,  whose  son.  Sir  Bartholomew  de  Hethil,  left  two  daughters, 
Alice,  the  eldest,  married  to  William  de  la  Penne,  and  Emma  the 
youngest  to  John  de  la  Penne,  the  sons  ofJife^y  de  la  Penne ^  who 
had  his  life  in  this  manor  by  their  gift;  in  1274,  they  were  found  lords 
here,  and  had  a  lete  belongioe  to  it,  and  the  assize  of  bread  and  ale  of* 
all  their  tenants.  In  1285,  £mma  widow  of  John  de  la  Penne,  and 
Alice  her  sister,  then  wife  otRalfle  Clerk  of  Aymondesham,  held  it  at 
3  quarters  of  a  fee  of  the  Earl  of  Norfolk,  and  it  was  then  found  to  have 
liberty  of  free  sparr^n  belonging  to  it;  it  coottiuned  a  capital  messuage, 
(now  called  Hethill-hall,)  and  237  acres  of  lana  adjoining,  10 
acres  of  meadow,  20  acres  of  wood,  3  Is.  Id.  ob.  quitrents,  and  4  capons; 
and  extended  into  Swerdesion,  Dunston,  MulbartonCarleton,Brakenep 
Wrenninghmn,  Nelonde,  and  Swainsihorp.  In  13i06,  Jeffery  dei  la  Penne, 
bad  it,  and  John  de  Penne  released  to  him  that  moiety  which  Emma 
wife  of  Bartholomem,  son  of  William,  held  in  dower ;  Peter  de  la 
Penne  bad  it  after  him ;  and  in  1338,  Adam  de  la  Penne  conveyed  a 
quarter  of  a  fee  of  it  to  Richard  de  Biteritig  and  Rick,  de  Bumpntede 
of  Norwich.  In  1379,  Thomas  dfi  la  Penne  sold  his  3d  part  to  Barth. 
AppLEt^AED,  citisen  of  JVora^tcA,  and  William  his  brother;  and 
Aen  Adam  de  la  Penne,  and  Peter  de  la  Penne,  and  Christian  his  wife,' 
sold  all  their  parts  in  this  town  only,  to  Applbyard,  in  whose  family 
It  continued  till  Philip  Appleyard,  Esq.*  sold  it  to  James  AUhamf  who 
kepthis  6r8t  court  inJ563,  and  the  next  year  sold  it  ioThomas  Townes- 
end  of  Brakene,  Esq.  who  sold  it  to  Miles  Branthwait,  Esq.  who 
ih  1609,  held  it  of  iomcet  manor  at  one  fee*

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GOLDINGHAM^S  MANOR 

Was  granted  by  Hugh  Bigod  to  Alan  bb  Goldinoham,  with 
view  of  frankpledge,  and  assize  of  bread  and  ale  of  all  the  tenants; 
and  in  1285,  Jlan  de  Goldingham  (his  son,  I  suppose,)  brought  an 
action  aeainst  Edmund  de  fvtmundhale  and  Maua  his  wife,  {AkttCt 
mother,  iimamne,)  for  waste  committed  in  that  part  of  this  manor, 
which  the  sz\S Maud  held  in  dower,  of  his  inheritance;  and  in  1315, 
John  de  Goldingham  owned  it,  and  held  part  of  it  of  the  honour  ofEve, 
and  the  other  part  of  the  Earl  of  Norfolk.  In  1400,  Richard  de  Goid- 
ingham  had  it,  who  sold  it  to  the  Appleyards,  and  so  it  became  ioioed 
to  their  other  manors;  in  I609,  Miles  Brant hwait,  Esq.  held  it  at 
one  fee  of  Forncet  manor. 


WARD'S  MANOR, 

Or  free  tenement,  anciently  belonged  to  the  Raymonds;  and  in  1306, 
the  heirs  of  Thomas  Raymond  had  it;  and  in  1390,  John  (e  Ward,  who 
in  1401,  conveyed  it  to  Walter  Orlage,  who  was  lord  in  1432,  and  in 
1461,  John  Meke  had  it,  whose  son  JoAn  owned  it  in  1509i  and  in 
1514,  his  son  John  paid  his  relief  for  it,  beinff  \%d.;  he  sold  it  to  Wil- 
liam Browne,  whose  son  Robert  sold  it  to  Miies  Branthwait,  Esq.  who 
in  1609,  held  it  of  Forncet  manor  by  thelOOth  part  of  a  fee. 


TWArrS  MANOR  ; 

Was  granted  by  Hugh  Bygod  to  Will:  de  Thweyt,  and  after  belonged 
to  John  de  Tweyt  and  Eglantine  his  wife,  who  owned  it  in  1315 ;  in 
1318,  John  de  Tweyt  settled  it  on  Andrew  le  Curson  and  John  de  Bra^ 
kene,  who  reconveyed  it  to  the  said  John  for  life,  and  John  his  son, 
lawfully  begotten  awKatherine  deBukenham;  and  for  want  of  his 
issue,  to  William  his  brother,  remaindar  to  Emald  brother  of  Wil- 
iiamy  and  to  Jerom  brother  of  Emald;  it  then  contained  4  messua^, 
1 1 1  acqes  of  land,  and  I69.  yearly  rents ;  and  extended  into  Wrenmng- 
ham,Brakene,  Mulbarton,Smrde!iton,Keteringham,  and  East-CarteUm; 
and  in  1321,  he  purchased  of  Bertram  le  Moneye  of  Gouthorp,  many 
lands  and  tenements  in  Hethill  and  added  them  to  his  manor.  In 
1345,  John  son  of  John  de  Tweyt  was  lord.  In  1461,  it  belonged  to 
Thomas  Tweyt,  from  whom  it  came  to  the  Pains,  and  in  151  i,John 
Chauntrell  farmed  it  of  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  during  the  minority  of 
John  Pain ;  in  1526,  Sir  Will.  Pennington,  Knl.  had  it,  and  afterwards 
Robert  Andrews;  and  in  1556,  it  belonged  to  Thomas  March  and  EliZm 
his  wife,  and  Johi.  l.larch  and  Frances  ms  wife,  daughters  and  coheirs 
of  Robert  Andrewes;  and  after  this,,it  came  among  their  children,  and 
Tho,  Norton  of  Brakene,  Rob.  Bisliop,  and  Rdc,  Sewal,  sold  one  moiety, 
and  Ric.  Catlyn  and  John  Worsley  of  Norwich,  butcher,  the  other,  to 
John  Applet/ard,  of  whom  it  was  purchased  by  the  mayor  and  com^ 
tnonaltif  of  Norwich,  who  in  I609  held  it  of  Forncet  manor  at  the  4th 
part  of  a  fee. 
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NEVILE'S  MANOR. 

Hugh  Bjfgot  infeoffed  Albert  de  Novilla,  or  Nevile  in  it,  who  seems 
to  have  been  concerned  in  the  foundation  of  Alveshoum  priory  in 
Wodebridge  in  Suffolk,  to  which  he  gave  this  manor^  with  the  advow* 
son  of  Carleton  St.  Mary,  as  at  p.  98;  and  in  1315,  that  prior  was 
returned  lord  of  it,  and  let  it  at  six  marks  a  year.  In  isgi,  Robert 
Brethaihanij  prior  of  Alvesbourne,  held  it  of  Fomcet  manor  at  half  a 
fee,  and  paid  51.  for  a  relief,  as  bis  predecessors  had  done,  and  was 
taxed  at  SL  5s.  5d.  for  his  temporalities ;  and  this  remained  with 
Carleton  in  Alvesbournt  priory  till  1424,  and  then  John  Duke  of  Nor^^ 
folkf  Walter  Bishop  of  Nora^ch,  Ralf  Shelton,  Esq.  and  John 
Htydon,  counsellor  at  law,  purchased  them  of  John  Tumour,  prior  of 
St.  Mary  at  Altesbourne,  and  the  convent  there,  for  the  use  of  John 
Selot,  master  of  the  hospital  of  St.  Giles  in  Norwich,  and  his  success- 
sours,  there  being  then  one  messuage,  133  acres  and  one  rood  of  land, 
one  acre  and  an  half  of  meadow,  10  acres  of  pasture,  30  acres  of 
wood,  and  7s.  6d.  quitrents  in  Hethill,  and  two  messuages,  1 19  acres 
of  land,  4  acres  of  meadow,  and  4/.  quitrents  in  Carleton,*  belonging 
to  this  manor  of  Nevile\  which  was  oy  this  means  joined  to  the 

MANOR  OF  BRITON'S, 

AFTEKWARDS  CALLED 

THE  HOSPITAL  MANOR  IN  HETHILL, 

Which  John  le  Bretun,  or  Britow,  held  of  Roger  Bigod  Earl 
of  Norfolk,  at  whose  death  the  said  Roger,  in  the  presence  of  his 
brothers  Sir  Hugh  and  Sir  Ralf  Bigod,  Knts.  about  the  year  1250, 
conveyed  to  Walter  de  Suthfield  Bishop  of  Norwich,  the  whole 
tenure  late  John  le  Bretnris  in  the  towns  €f  Hail,  (or  Hethil,)  Carle^ 
ton,  and  Nehnde;  all  which^  the  Bishop,  in  1253,  settled  on  St.  Gileses 
hospital,  which  he  founded  :*  and  at  this  time  also,  Ric.  de  Hethill, 
ancf  Ralf  son  of  Roger  de  Hethill,  and  Ralf  son  of  Reginald  de  Hethil, 
gave  and  confirmed  to  the  hospital,  a  messuage  and  47  acres,  and 
three  roods,  which  formerly  belonged  io  John  le  liriton ;'  and  in  1330, 
other  lands  here  were  added  by  purchase.^  This  manor  was  held  of 
the  manor  of  ibrNCf^,  by  the  4th  part  of  one  fee,  and  the  20th  part 
of  another. 

These  manors,  with  all  the  revenues  of  the  city  in  Carleton,  were 
tied  by  the  mayor,  sheriffs,  &c.  (who  received  200/.  as  a  consideration 
for  so  doing,  of  Archbishop  Parker)  to  pay  annually  for  ever,  a  dear 
rent  of  10/.  85.  whereof,  for  three  exhibitions  to  three  scholars  of  Ben- 
net  college,  to  be  named  by  the  mayor  and  majority  of  aldermen,  out 
of  the  schools  in  Norwich  or  Aylesham,  and  the  other  40j.  to  be 
retained  yearly  by  the  mayor,  to  pay  to  a  preacher,  yearly  to  be  se^t 
by  the  college,  6s.  8rf.  for  a  sermon  at  Thetford^  6$.  Sd.  for  another  at 
Wimoudham,  6s.  Sd.  for  another  at  the  cathedral,  and  IO5.  for  a  ser- 
mon in  Sl..Clement*s  church  in  Norwich,  and  the  other  10s.  to  be

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distributed  there,  as  may  be  seen  at  p.  31d>  vol.  iii.  where  there  is  an

In  1577 »  I  find  an  agreement  between  the  city  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Towmend,  lord  of  the  other  manors,  ''  for  the  appoccionyng  owt 
^  Hetheld  Grenk,  betwene  the  cittie  and  VLt.Tovcne&md^  to  be 
"  done  by  Sir  Thomas  Cornwalcu,  Knt.  and  Mr,  Thomas  SotAerton, 
^  alderman /'• 

These  manors  belong  now  to  the  mayor,  sheriffs,  &c.  as  guardians 
of  St.  GiVes'f  hospital ;  and  in  that  hospital  accounts  in  1728,  among 
the  revenues,  1  find  it  entered  thus,  Manor  of  E^st-Cahletois  cum 
Ubthill  qL  10s.  d(2.  ob.  per  arm.  From  East-Cari«bton  cum 
Hethill  and  Wren's  Close  there,  QOLper  ann,  out  of  which  paid 
Archbishop  Parker's  yearly  annuity  to  Bennet  College  in  L^am- 
BRiDGE  8/.  his  sermon  at  iS/.Clement'9  in  Ascension  week,  &c.  9XJ 

The  CHURCH  otHayele  or  Hethill,  is  dedicated  to  all  the  Saints, 
and  had  an  image  of  all  the  suints^  and  a  gild  Icept  before  it,  of  the 
same  dedication.  The  rector  had  a  house  and  50  acres  of  j^lebe, 
when  Norwich  Domesday  was  made.  The  whole  without  the  portion 
stood  at  18  marks,  in  the  most  ancient  Valor,  but  was  then  raised  to 
€0  marks,  and  it  stands  in  the  King's  Books  thus :  10/.  HtETHELt, 
a/uz5  Hethwold  rectory,  iZ.  yearly  tenths ;  so  that  it  p^ys  first  fruits, 
and  is  not  capable  of  augmention.  It  paid  l6i.  Peter-pence,  4d.  ob. 
carvage,  ISd.  synodab,  &.  %d.  procurations ;  the  monks  of  Thetford 
had  a  portion  of  tithes  here,  valued  at  13s.  4rf.  given  them  by  Roger 
Bigod,  their  founder,'  out  of  his  demeans  ;  fVinmam  abbey  had  lands 
here  of  the  gift  of  fVilliam  de  Albani?  valued  at  40s. per  annum;  in 
1528,  Richard  Amore  of  Norwich,  priest,  gave  three  acres  of  grove  by 
the  parsonage  in  Hethill,  to  be  sold  to  find  a  light  before  the  image 
of  A ll^Saints  in  HetJdU  Rnd  our  Lady  at  Brakene,  and  one  acre  in 
Forthbrigge,  to  the  maintenance  of  the  perke  '  light  for  ever.  It  paid 
clear  to  every  tenth,  2/.  4s. 

The  advowson  was  never  aliened  from  the  Norfolk  famUy>  but 
attended  the  inheritance  of  it,  belonging  to  their  manor  of  i^r»««f, 
,  till  the  Earl  of  Arundel  sold  it  to  Thomas  lownund,  Esq.  who  joined 
it  to  his  manors,  with  which  it  still  continues. 

Hugh  Bigod  Earl  of  Norfolk,  granted  to  Hbrvy  the  land  which 
Roger  de  Constantine  held  of  the  lay-fee,  and  the  land  which  Helios 
bis  mace^bearer  held  in  Hethill,  by  the  service  of  being  iiis  wheei- 
Wright  ^  witnesses  were  Henry  Bigot  his  brother,  Roger  his  bastard 
son,  and  Hugh  his  son,  William  ae  Nevile  bis  constable,  Sulim  his 
sewer,  8cc. 

In  1277  it  appears  that  the  manor  of  Cursons  was  obliged  to  find  a 
certain  quantity  of  oil  for  the  lamps  in  the  church,  and  chapel  of  the 
manors-house,  and  a  certain  number  of  loaves  jto.  distribute  to  the  poor

1737,  John  ReddlngtOTiy  rector  of  Rackhj/the,  and  master  of  JVbr- 
wich  srdmaiQx  school,  was  instituted  here,  and  held  it  by  union  with 
Rackh^the;  he  is  buried  under  a  black  marble  near  the  font,  on 
which  is  this. 

In  hope  of  a  joy  full  Resurrection,  here  lielh  the  Body  of  John 
Redoington  A.m.  late  Rector  of  this  Parish,  &  Mary  his 
Wife;  he  died  24  Sept.  17S9,  aged  57«  and  she  18  Feb.  174^, 
aged  63. 

and  was  succeeded  by 

John  Lombe,  clerk,  late  rector  and  vicar  of  Seaming,  on 
whose  resignation  in 

1743,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Metyer  Reynolds,^  the  present  rector,  was  pre* 
sented  by  Miles  Branthwait,  Esq.  the  present  patron. 

Who  hath  a  handsome  seat  called  Hethill^hall,  about  two  fur- 
longs south  of  the  church ;  and  the  parsonage,  which  is  very  conve- 
nient, and  was  much  beautified  by  Mr.  Redoington,  stands  about  one 
furloug  norlh-east  of  the  church,  which  is  very  neat,  as  the  chancel 
was  also  made,  by  Mr.  ReddingUm.  It  is  leaded,  and  hath  a  hand- 
some Venetian  window  at  its  east  end,  the  windows  in  both  ehancel 
and  church  being  sashes ;  the  church  is  33  feet  long,  and  22  broad ;

who  lies  buried  by  them,  with  this  on  a  brass  plate :

Arthur  Branthwayte,  Esq.  of  HethiU^  second  son  and  beirof 
William  and  Julian  was  of  Greys  Inn,  barrister  at  law,  an  eminent 
councellor,  chosen  steward  of  the  city  of  Norwich  in  1691,'  which 
he  resigned  in  1703,  died  at  his  house  at  NortPtcA,  on  Sunday  2gth 
Sept.  1717,  and  was  buried  at  Hethill  in  the  chancel ;  there  is  a  stone, 
with  his  own  and  wife's  arms  impaled,  and  in  a  very  handsome  north 
chancel  isle,  lately  built  over  a  vault,  designed  for  the  burial-place  of 
this  family,  which  is  entered  by  a  door  on  the  north  side  out  of  the 
churchyard,  as  the  isle  is  by  two  Sash  doors  at  the  east,  are  the  follow- 
ing achievements,  hanging  against  the*  wall,  viz.

Aotfie-hall  stood  in  this  parish,  and  there  were  74  acres  and  an  half  of 
laud  in  demean  adjoining  to  it;  two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  which,  be« 
longed  lo  £y£  priory,  for  which  that  house  was  taxed  at  lOs.  The 
temporals  of  the  Prior  of  St.  Faith  were  taxed  at  2s.  Id.  The  church 
was  demolished  at  the  Reformation ;  it  lies  between  Wreningham  and 
Ashweilthorp,  and  is  called  the  Old  Churchyard. 

Reginald  son  of  Hugh  db  Nelonde,  and  in  1259,  Bartholomew 
son  of  H^ill.  de  Nehnde,  had  ^fret-tenement  here,  with  divers  servicea 
and  rents  belonging  to  it;  but  it  long  since  was  purchased  by  the 
Thorps,  and  added  to  Belhouse  manor.

it  by  21  freemen,  two.of  which^  with  the  two  churches/  and  SO  acre» 
of  glebe  belonging  to  tbenijr  he  eave  to  Oslac  ;  the  rest  attended 
Forncet  manor  to  thid  day ;  in  right  of  which^  his  Grace  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk  is  lord  paramount  over  all  his  own  tenants,  and  still  holds 
court  LBTE  here. 

The  sepbnd  part  belonged  to  Tibenham  manor,  which  Albic  ethane 
of  (he  Confessor's  held,  and  waii  given  to  Eudo  son  of  ^piruwin,  who 
held  it  at  the  Conqueror's  survey,  and  Hainfrid  under  him7  Carle- 
ton  was  then  two  miles  and  an  half  long,  and  one  mile  and  a  quarter 
and  four  perches  broad,  and  paid  22i/.  to  the  gelp  or  tax.  This 
part  was  after  aliened  from  Tibenham  manor,  and  joined  to  CarUton; 
and  accordingly  in  1550,  Thomas,  son  and  heir  of  Edmund  Knevet, 
held  a  parcel  of  the  manor  of  TibenJmm  lying  in  Carleton'Rpde, 
And  hence  it  is,  that  as  all  the  manors  are  united,  and  joined  to  'Buv- 
WBLL  and  Cabletok^  with  their  members^  that  Tibenham  is 
always  mentioned.  This  part  was  Very  early  joined  to  Bokenham 
castle,  which  it  always  attended  till  sold  from  it  by  the  Knevets;^  and 
accordingly  in  Henry  the  Third's  time,  1257,  that  Kin^  panted  to 
Robert  de  Tateshale,  Lord  of  Bukenham  Castle,  liberty  otjree^tvarren 
in  his  demean  lands  in  this  town,'  and  King  Rich.  II.  in  1394,  con- 
firmed it  to  Constantine de  Clifton  his  heir;  and  in  1£75,  King  Edw,  I. 
granted  view  oifranhpledge  or  a  lete,  jxni.  assize  of  bread  and  ale  of 
all  his  tenants  m  Tibenham  and  CarUton,  for  which  he  paid  3s.  per 
anmtni  to  Depewadb  hundred.       ' 

The  third  part  belonged  to  William  de  Warren,  who  had  it  of  the 
Icing's  gift,  and  Almar  a  freetaan  held  it  in  the  Confessor's  time 
under  bishop  Siigand;*  this  aftewards  became  the  manor  called 
Bukenham's. 

The  fourth  part  belonged  to  Alan  E^tI  o(  Richmottd,^  as  appen- 
dant to  his  manor  of  Cosset,^  and  made  part  of  the  manor  of 
CarUton.

Jkei,  about  1216;  and  he^  by  Maud  his  wife*  lefk  Osbert  his  son, 
who  gave  40  acres  in  Tibenhim,  to  the  church  of  St.  Olave,  with  hia 
body  to  be  buried  there,  leaving  Peter  Fitz-Osbert  his  son  and 
heir,  who  gave  the  advowson  oi  Witlimham  to  the  church  of  Saint 
O/ove,  .and  dying  in  1275,  was  buried  there,  as  was  Beatrix  bis  wife 
in  1278,  leaving*  uis  manor  and  others,  to  their  son  iZ«ger,  who  passed 
sometimea  by  the  name  otFiizrOAert,  sometimes  Lt  Fitz-OAert,  or 
(hibem,  and  is  often  called  Roger  son  o(  Peter,  son  of  Osbert/  be 
died  in  1305;  Catherine  bis  widow  survived  him,  and  held  it  for 
life;  she  presented  twice  to  this  rectory.  At  her  death  it  was  to  des« 
cead  to  toe  he'urs  of  the  two  sisters  and  heiresses  of  Roger  aforesaid, 
viz.  Sir  Peter  Jeenboan,*  son  of  Sir  fVilLJemegan,  hy  Isabel^ 
sister  of  the  said  Roger,  and  to  John  Noin,  ox  Noion,  (now  Nuk^ 
o{  Salle  in  Nai/ott,  son  and  heir  of  Alice  the  other  sister  of  the  said 
Roger,  and  they  about  1320,  by  fine,  settled  the  manor  and  advow^ 
SOD  on 

Sir  Walter  be  Norwich,  and  Catherine  bis  wife,*  and  Roger 
their  son  and  his  heirs,  together  with  the  manor  and  advowson  of 
BuNWELL  Perse-Aa//,  all  wiiich,  have  passed  together  to  this  day. 


RODE-HALL  MANOR 

In  Carleton-Rode^  took  its  name  from  the  owners,  who  were  simamed 
from  the  rode  or  cross  they  dwelt  by.  In  1237  Walter  oe  Rons 
held  it  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  Roger  Fitz-Osbert,  he  of  the  Earl- 
Marshal,  and  he  of  the  Kine.  In  1271,  Ralf,  father  of  Walter,  xe* 
leased  all  righ^  to  Walter :  It  after  belonged  to  William  de  Rode, 
called  also  de  Carleton ;  and  in  1338,  to  Benedict  de  Uvedale  and  Johr 
de  CarletonrRode,  and  then  to  Robert  de  Rode;^  and  in  1402,  Will.

Which  took  its  name  also  from  its  owners ;  in  1279>  Robbht  be 
BuKENHAM  died  seized^  leaving  it  to  Isolda  bis  wife^  who  claimed 
the  guardianship  of  their  son^  against  John  de  Hastyngs,  Ro^er  Bigot, 
Wiffiam  Ross,  and  Maud  his  wife,  William  de  titrford  and  Petrond 
his  wife,  and  Robert  de  Caston,  all  claiming  the  same,  on  account  of 
lands  held  of  them  by  the  heir.  It  appears  that  this  manor  had  then 
two  acres  of  meadow  in  demean,  100  acres  of  wood,  four  hens  paid 
for  rent,  64  days  work  in  harvest,  done  by  the  tenants,  pannage  fbr  84 
hoes,  and  liberty  for  80  men,  and  two  servants  appointed  by  the  lord 
to  Took  after  them,  to  gather  nuts  for  six  days  together  in  the  woods 
belonging  to  the  manor  otLopham.  In  l404,Agnesmfe  of  Tho.  de  Lye, 
had  a  third  part  of  it,  and  conveyed  it  to  John  de  Colby ;  and  after- 
wards all  the  parts  were  bought  in  by  John  Hofdon,  Esq.  and  in  1479, 
Henry  Heydon  his  son,  held  these  manors  joined  as  aforesaid  at  the 
death  of  John,  together  with  Bosevile*s  manor  in  Bunwell,  to  which  I 
refer  you. 

In  1544, 1  find  a  fine  levied  of  the  third  part  of  the  manor  of 
JBeauchamf's  or  Beachabt's,  which  was  settled  by  Rob,  Newport, 
Esq.  and  Margaret  his  wife  (in  whose  right  he  had  it)  on  Sir  John 
Clebe,  Knt.  This  belongs  to  Beacham's  manor  in  fVimondham, 
which  extended  hither,    (bee  vol.  ii.  p.  506.)  * 

Th^  lords  of  the  honour  of  Claue,  had  lands  here  held  of  them. 
In  1438;  John  Duke  o(  Bedford  died  seized  jo(  two  courts  called 
Turns,  and  one  coubt  called  Lete,  to  be  heM  yearly  in  the  village  of 
Carleton-Rode.  {Esch.  No.  36, 14  H.  VI.)  and  the  whole  lands  held 
of  that  hpnour  were  extended  or  valued  at  half  a  fee. 

In  1570,  return  was  made  that  Thomas  Knyvei,  \un\oT,  James  Hub' 
hard,  Gent.  Anthony  Deimy,  Gent.  Robert  Grey,  Kob.Jexe,  and  John 
Randolf^exe  lords  nere,  and  that  the  honour  of  Richmond  and  the 
Earl  of  Abundel  were  chief  lords  of  the  commons. 

In  l6gg^  the  manor  of  Jfticheniond's,  formerly  the  Talbofs,  is  men* 
tioned,  and  said  to  belong  to  Mr.  William  Jubbs,  and  then  to  Mr. 
Martin ;  but  finding  this  never  named  elsewhere,  am  apt  to  think^ 
that  they  only  hired  the  property  of  Richmond  honour. 

The  religious  concerned  here  were,  the  prior  of  Norwich,  whose 
temporals  were  taxed  at  4s.  those  of  the  Prior  of  Bukinham  at  Zs.  Qdn, 
and  those  of  the  Prior  of  Wangford,  at  Qd.  ob.  y.

B  U  N  W  E  L  L. 

Th  I  s  town  is  not  so  much  as  once  called  by  t^iis  name  in  Domesday 
Book«  but  that  of  Habef-tan,  or  the  Holi/  Stone,  from  some  remark- 
able $ione  ctvss  erected  there ;  but  it  soon  after  became  to  be  called 
bjthe  name  o{ BunuDieU,  which  was  a  hamlet  belonging  to  it ;  Bun- 
WSLL  signifies  Fons  Rivuli,  or  the  Rivulet's  Head,  and  accordingly 
the  situation  of  the  place  answers  it^  for  that  part  of  the  town  whicn 
is  distinguished^  by  tnis  name«  from  the  other  manors^  hath  the  foun-- 
tainotKead  of  a  small  rivulet  arising  in  it^  which  passing  southwards^ 
is  called  Bunwell-Beck,  running  at%the  entrance  into  Tacolneston 
common,  and  thence  by  Stanhowe  bridge/  to  Jslacton  and  Forncet. 
This  town  comprehends  several  villas,  berewicks,  or  lesser  hamlets, 
mentioned  in  the  stvJe  of  the  court  baron,  and  whicb-now  are  the 
several  manors, m.  Bunwell  Haddeston,  BoseviFs,  Perishall,  'and  JSan- 
yardh;  all  which  are  in  the  bounds  of  this  parish,  and  besides  these, 
the  style  of  the  court  runs,  Carleton,  Tibenham,  cum  Membris;  all 
which  lie  in  the  parishes  of  Tibenham  and  Carleton,  which  see 

The  CHV&CB  is  dedicated  to  St«  Michael  the  archangel,  and  had 
SO  acres  of  glebe  belonging  to  it  at  the  Conquest,  when  there  were 
three  manors,  to  each  of  which,  a  part  of  the  advowson  belonged, 
bat  Roger  Fitz^Peter  Fitt-Osbert  bought  a  part  of  fValkeUne  de  Bose- 
vik;  so  that  he  had  one  moiety,  and  Sir  Robert  Banyard  the  other. 

When  "Norwich  Domesday  was  .made,  Rob.  Fitz-Osborn  was  patron, 
and  the  rector  had  a  house  and  40  acres  of  glebe ;  it  was  first  valued 
at  20  marks,  after  at  30  without  the  portion  ;  and  the  portion  of  the 
prior  of  Lewes  was  first  laid  at  six,  after  at  ten  marks,  and  consisted 
of  two  third  parts  of  the  great  tithes,  of  all  the  demeans  o(  Bosevile's 
manor,  which  were  siven  to  the  monks  of  Castleacre,  (a  cell  to  Lewes 
in  Sussex,  by  Walkenne  de  Bosevile,  and  Lady  Agatha  de  Bosevile,  and 
Pandulf  BishoD  of  Norwich  confirmed  the  agreement,  made  by  the 
jadges  assienea  by  the  Pope  for  this  purpose,  on  a  suit  between  the 
monks  of  ^cre,  and  Alan  de  Beccles,  rector  here,^  that  the  rector  and 
his  Buccessours,  should  for  ever  rec^eive  all  the  tithes  of  all  the 
demeans  and  tenants  of  Bosevile's  manor,  paying  to  Castleacre  con- 
sent sod.  every  Easter,  and  SOd.  every  Michaelmas;  which  is  paid  at 
this  day  by  the  rector,  to  the  Duke  otlSorfolk,  in  right  of  the  dis- 
solved monastery  of  Castleacre,  which  was  granted  to  his  family  at  the 
Dissolution.  The  portion  of  Sees  monastery  was  first  taxed  at  IQj, 
after,  atlSs.  4d.  then  by  composition  between  the  monastery  and  rector, 
reduced  to  6$.  Sd,  pension,  which  is  also  paid  by  the  rector  at  this 
time,  to  the  aforesaid  Duke.  The  procurations  were  6s.  Sd.  synodah 
2i,  2d.  Peter*pence  lOrf.  carvage  6a.  and  the  town  paid  clear  to  each 
tenth  5L  6$.  Sd.    It  stands  thus  in  the  King's  Books,

HADEStON,  BAINARD'S,  or  BANURD'S-HALL 

Was  the  principal  manor  in  this  towdj  and  belonged  to  Torn  a  Dane 
in  the  Confessor's  time>  and  at  the  Conqueroi's  survey^  Gaoserid  or 
GoDEFRiDE  held  it  under  Ralf  Bainabd  ;  there  belonged  to  it  two 
yilieins^  two  bordars  or  copyhbiders>  4  servants  to  manage  the  de- 
means^ which  then  contained  two  carucates^  besides  15  acres  of  mea- 
dow, and  wood  that  would  maintain  20  swine,  190  sheep,  and  one 
hive  of  bees;  at  the  first  survey  it  was  worth  5l.  a  year,  and  at  the 
second  10/.  12$.  There  w^re  at  the  first  survey,  18  freemen,  reduced 
to  12  at  the  second,  and  they  were  worth  28s:  in  yearly  rents  paid  to 
the  manor;  the  whole  town  was  four  miles  and  one  furlong  long,  and 
two  miles  and  15  perches  broad,  and  paid  9^.  to  the  geldJ 

As  this  manor,  for  the  most  part,  passed  with  the  manor  of  Merton, 
till  Tho.  db  Grey,  Esq.  the  present  lord  of  Merton,  sold  it  with  the 
moiety  of  the  advowson,  to  the  Buxtons,  who  joined  it  to  their  other 
manors  here,  I  ne^d  only  refer  you  to  the  account  of  Merton  at  vol.  ii. 
p-298. 

Robert  Baynard  gave  two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  this  manor,  to 
the  monks  of  Lewes ;  Fulk  Bainard  held  it  at  one  fee  of  Robert  FitZ' 
Walter,  dik  of  his  manor  of  Heme'nhale,  and  confirmed  his  father's 
grant  to  the  monks  of  Lewes.  John  Prior  of  Lewes^  released  60 
acres  in  Merton,  and  one  messuage  to  Fulk,  and  he  released  to  the 
prior,  and  confirmed  the  advowsons  of  Merton  and  East-Riston,  and 
the  two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  Hadeston  demeans ;  he  paid  28i.  every  20 
weeks,  for  castle^-^uard  to  Baj/nard  casile,  for  Merton^  and  this  manor, 
and  bad  assise  of  bread  and  ale  and  weyf  belonging  to  it. 

In  1371,  Sir  Rogru  Grey  of  Merton,  Knt.  ordered  his  feoffees  (see 
ToK  ii«  p.  ^02)  to^ll  this  manor  to  raise  portions  for  his  two  daugh- 
ters; and  accordingly,  they,  jointly  with  the  consent  of  Sir  TAomas 
Grey,  parson  of  IVethersfiela,  in  1389,  sold  it  for  200  marks,  to  Tito. 
Duke  of  Gloucester  and  bis  heirs,  Thomas  Archbishop  of  York,  Robert 
Bishop  of  London,  Rdc.  Earl  of  Arundel,  Thomas  Earl  of  Warwick, 
and  others,  his' feoffees;  and  in  1303,  the  said  DuUe  of  GlOuctiter 
obtained  a  roval  license,  to  settle  an  annuity  of  10  marks  a  year,  on 
the  abbey  of  fValden*  but  the  settlement  was  never  completed.  In 
1598,  JZfc.  II.  granted  it  to  Edmund  de  Langley  Duke  of  York,^  as 
part  of  the  possessions  of  the  Duke  of  Gloucester,  attainted ;  it  after- 
wards belonged  to  John  Stuhley  in  right  of  his  wife  FAiV/ifipa,  daughter 
and  heiress  of  John  Mohun  Lord  of  Dunster,  widow  of  Edmund

In  1596»  the  manor  of  WlutwtlUHaU  in  Skeyton,  was  held  by 
Thomas  Sterne,  oi  Grace  Catesbye,  as  of  her  manor  of  Bainard^s  Hall 
in  Bunwellf  which  she  held  in  jointQre.  In  1543>  Faufce^s  manor  in 
Easion/  was  held  by  Gilbert  Talbot,  of  Edmund  Grey,  as  of  his 
manor  of  BiiiiKircfs  Hall. 

In  1566,  Robert  Grey  held  this  manor  of  the  Earl  of  Sussex,  as 
of  his  manor  of  Alleburgh,  by  one  fee.  In  1611^  Robert  Kemp,  Esq. 
of  Giswig,  held  his  manor  of  Burnetts  of  this  manor;  and  in  174t, 
the  quitrents  of  the  manor  of  BainarJts^Hall  in  Hadeston,  were  22/. 
i45.  Ad,  q,  a  year. 

The  ancient  Baynards  upon  losing  their  barony  of  Baynar^s 
^astlcj  for  rebellion  against  Henry  I.  had  it  given  from  them  to  the 
ancestors  of  the  FUz-iValters,  as  at  vol.  ii.  p.  sgg.  But  this  manor 
bein^  granted  to  a  younger  branch  before  the  forfeiture,  it  was  never 
forfeited,  though  these  Baynards  bare  their  arms  differing  only  in 
colour  from  the  Fitz-lKalters,  their  chief  lords  ;  as  the  Fitz-fValters 
did  from  the  Clare  family,  whence  they  descended,  from  whose  arms 
they  only  varied  by  a  fess  between  two  chevrons,  instead  of  three 
chevrons  born  by  the  Earls  of  Clare,  and  in  like  manner  the  Com^ 
herds  or  Conurths,  in  imitation  of  the  Baynards,  their  capital  and

aside  the  paternal  coat  of  Grry^  and  he  and  all  his  descendants  alw.aya 
Qaed  Comherd^s  as  their  own«  except  Tho.  de  Grey,  clerk,  who  always 
bare  the  ancient  fiimily  arms  otGrey,  with  a  mullet ;  and*  when  their 
son  Tho.  de  Grey,  ^nt.  married  Jmi&?/>  daughter  and  coheiress  of  fb2ft 
Barnard  of  Merton,  the  Greys  ever  sioce  bare  Bainard  quartered 
trith  Comerf^,  as  follows:

Sir  W:SLTEB  db  Norwich  being  seized,  left  it  to  Sin  JbAn  his  sov, 
who  confirmed  it  fdr  life  toCATRBBi«9  \ki»  ngratdier,  and  after  her 
decease,  to  the  masW  ^n^.  db.^plains  of  Ih^.  coMege  of  St.  Mary  at 
Raveningham,  of  his  Wn  foandation,  to  whom  he  gave  his  castle  at 
Metyngham  in  Suffblhi^io  which  be^oid)^red*dieiii  to  translate  their 
college  or  chantry,  and  his  own  andf  ancestors  bon^s;  he  gave  them 
part  of  bis  estate  to  increase  the  number  of  theiryetfpa^s  from  8  to  13; 
ne  first  founded  Ihem  ^tRavemngham  in  1342,  translated  them  in 
1350  to  Norton  Supecprs^  and  in  ]394»  they  remoiied  and  fixed  their 
college  at  Metyngham;  Sir  John  Plays^  Sir  Bafieri  Howard,  Sir  John 
Boys,Kuis.  John  JVolterton  and  EliasBlnire,  clerks,  having  obtained 
license  for  that  purpose  in  1382,  though  they  ooqid  not  settle  it  be- 
fore :  they  were  executors  to  Sir  John  son  of'Sir  fFalier  de  Norwich,^ 
and  grandson  to  Sii*  John  the  founder  of  Ravm^ham.  But  not- 
withstanding this,  it  being  settled  at  the  purchase-  on  Sir  Walter  de 
Norwich  and  Catherirte  bis  wife,  and  Roger  their  son,  for  life ;  the 
said  John  had  it  and  presented  in  1349aiNi  1357^  apd  held  it  in  1371 
at  one  fee,  by  the  name  of  Hadiston  manor,,  alits  Pbbtshall  iu 
Bunwell,  Carleton,  and  Tlbenham ;  with  the  advowson  of  CarUton, 
and  the  mediety  of  the  advowson.of  JBtfiitve//;  and  John  de  Norwich, 
son  of  Walter,  was  his  heir;  and  in  1374,  Katherine  de  Breouse,  or 
Brewse^  cousin  and  heil*  of  Sir  John  de  Norwich^  kiiribr,  Knt.  viz. 
daughter- and-  heiress  ofTh&masy  brother  to- Sir- Jwrti  father  of  Sir 
Walteri  son  of  Sir  John  Norwich,  junior,  sjettled  it  with  ling^  Mtting- 
ham  castle,  and  others,  on  Sir  John  Plajff,  fittr.  koA  Miles  Stapleton, 
executors  of  Sir  JoAit  Norwich,  junior,  and  feoffees  to  her;  aod  in 
1394^  they  settled  on  the  cHantry  of  Ndrlati-St/6croS5,  Sloliessoages, 
86  acres  of  land,  5  acres  of  qiarsh,  6  acres  of  aldercarr,  12  acres  of 
reed-harth^  and  4s.  rent^iaJBin^eiiiiigAain^  Nwton^Subcrosst^BXjA'Met'- 
irtghamji  and  the  moiety  of  the  advowson,.and  the  manor  of  Pertshall 
in  Bunwett:  and  thus

HADfe^O!*,  BOSEI^ILfi^  MANOR, 

Belonged  to  Osbei^n  at  tbe  Confessot's  snrtey,  and  lo  Roobr  Fit2-> 
RsiVAtcD  at  (be  Conqueror's ;  in  Osbem^s  time  it  was  worth  205.  and 
in  Boeer^g  40i^  FUz-ntnarfi  issue  assumed  the  name  of  HadbstoKj, 
and  wiLtitAte  na  Haheston,  lord  here,  held  it  of  the  £arl  Warren^ 
as  did  Wiltiam  bis  son,  who  died^ung  and  without  issue,  feaving  his 
sisters  his  heirs,  viz.  Alice,  mikrrited  to  tfilUam  Muleton,  and  Cathb- 
EiNE  to  Roger  Talbot,  who  all  released  their  rights  in  1]98,  to 
Agatra  be liABBSTON,  their  sistcr,  who  the  year  following,  mar- 
ried to  WALKEXtNE  DE  BosBviLB ;  and  Sic.  Turburn  and  Marga- 
ret his  wife,  released  aliso  their  part  to  their  sister  ^gaMa,  by  which 
means  WalkeUne  became  possessed  of  tbe  whole  manor.  He  was 
succeeded  by  bis  son  fVilHam,  and  he  in  1£18,  by  Robert  bis  brother, 
who  held  it  at  one  fee  of  the  Earl  Warren;  be  confinned  to  the 
monks  of  Castkacre,  two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  bis  demean  landls  here, 
and  of  his  lands  in  libenham  and  Wathache,  which  his  ancestors 
^Te  to  that  monastery^  In  \9Qrj,  Will,  de  Bosevile  had  it^  and  held 
Jt  of  William  de  Mortimer,  who  held  it  of  the  Earl  Warren.  In  1314, 
Margery,  widow  of  William,  settled  it  on  Robert  de  Bosevile  and  Joan 
his  wife,  who  seems  io  have  been  a  Boys  ;  JoKn  de  JBqys^  junior,  and 
Ralfde  St.  Omer,  parson  olBrundale,  being  concerned  in  the  settle^ 
ment.  In  1345,  Robert  Bosevile  held  it  of  Constantine  Mortimer ;  it 
was  afker  ^at  Jdam  Bomk's  in  1363.    In  1403,  Sir  Robert  Noon

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had  it,^  and  in  1417^  Sir  Henry  Noon,  Knt.  and  after  him  Sir  John 
Heydont  who  died  seized  in  1479»wben  he  held  jt  of  Mortimer^ 
manor  of  A  fleburgh;  he  was  succeeded  by  Henry  Heydon,  Esq.  his 
son^  who  held  it  with  the  mmors  of  BukenhianCs  and  Rodehall  in 
Carleton-Rode,  In  1570,  they  belonged  to  Sir  Christopher  Heydon, 
and  were  left  bv  him  to  Jambs  Hubbert,  Sir  Christopher  bein^ 
bound  thereto,  by  the  grandfaUier  of  the  said  Jamef.  In  1588,  it 
appears  by  a  survey  then  made,  that  Jame%  Hubbert,\nnior,  Esq.  was 
lord  of  the  several  manors  of  Hadest on,  BosemeWs,  Kodehall,  Buken* 
ham*s,  WhitwelPs,  and  LaunJCs ;  all  which  were  Joined,  their  conrt 
being  kept  at  JBe/mv^//,  and  the  stjrle  of  the  court  was,  Bunwbll, 
Carlbtok,  and  Tibbnham  cum  membris;  the  two  first  being  in 
!Bunwell,  the  two  second  in  Carleton,  and  the  two  last  in  Tibenham ; 
the  whole  rents  were  about  44/,  per  annum.  In  1597,  Henry  Ho- 
bart,  Esq.  conveyed  them  to  John  Hobart,  Gent.;  they  belonged 
to  John  Buxton,  Esq.  of  Chanqns  in  Tibenham  in  I6i3,  and  after 
him  to  Robert  Boxton,  whose  widow  Hannah  owned  them  in 
1678,  and  her  son  Robert  Buxton,  Esq.  had  them,  who  was  succeeded 
by  John  Buxton,  Esq.  father  of  Robert  Buxton,  Esq.  the  present 
lird  of  all  the  manors  in  this  town,  and  sole  |ia/ro»  of  this  churqh, 

THOBFS  MANOR  IN  BUNWELL 

Was  originally  part  of  Fitz-OAerVs  manor,  which  was  separated  by 
Roger  FitZ'Peter  Fitz-Osbert,  who  settled  half  a  fee  here,  on  Sarah 
his  first. wife,  and  her  heirs;  she  was  heiress  of  Sir  Bartholomew  de 
Crekp,  Knt.  son  of  SW  Robert  de  Creke,  lord  of  North^Creke  in  Nor* 
folk,  and  died  in  1285,  and  Sir  John  de  Thorp  of  Ashwellthorp, 
Knt.  was  one  of  her  cousins  and  heirs,  and  had  this  allotted  to  his 
share,  and  obtained  liberty  of  free-warren  to  it  oiFAw.  I.  akid  in  1314 
he  settled  it  on  himself  and  Alice  his  wife,  in  tail ;  and  in  1324,  they 
held  it  of  Barnard's  manor  by  the  service  of  5s.  a  year,  and  the  rents 
were  then  3/.  10s,  per  annum,  and  Robert  de  Thorp,  his  son  and  heir, 
was  30  years  old,  and  lady  Beatrix,  widow  of  the  said  Robert^  held 
tlie  third  part  in  dower,  and  from  this  time  it  constantTy  attended 
Ashwellthorp. 

It  was  settled  by  Sir  Edmund  de  Thorp,  senior,  on  Thomas  de 
Thorp,  his  second  son,  with  remainder  to, Sir  Edmund  Thorp,  Knt. 
his  eldest  son.  In  1406,  Sir  Thomas  Jemegan  had  it,  and'  bad  si 
charter  of  confirmation  of  free-warren  ;^  in  1414,  Sir  Thomas  de 
Thorp  ordered  it  to  be  sold  or  to  go  with  £//z.  his  daughter.  In  1550, 
James  Downes  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  had  it,  when  Roger  Woodhouse^ 
Robert  Richers,  Thomas  Jsteley,  and  Mary  his  wife,  conveyed  divers 
parts  of  it  to  him  ;  in  \219.,  Robert  Dowties  was  lord,  who  joined  U  to  ^ 
nis  manor  of.BKApHAM's  or  Bbauchamp's  in  fVifnomham,  with 
which  it  still  remains. 

There  was  an  ancient  family  sirnfimed  De  Bonewell,  for  in

19SS,  William,  son  otJeffery,  son  of  Sicker  de  Banemtt,  gave  to 
M1X.BS,  prior  ofLewet,  a  rent  of  2s.  6d.  out  of  bis  lands  in  Bonewell, 
hy  deed  dated  at  Bukenham  castle,  in  the  presence  of  Richard  dc 
rurl,  constable  of  tbat  castle,  and  others.  They  continued  a  long 
time  in  the  neighbourhood,  for  in  1482,  William,  son  and  heir  of 
Sichard  Bonewal  o{  CarUton-Rode,  conveyed  to  Thomas  Chamber'" 
kin,  Genu  and  others,  divers  lands  in  Carleton-Rode, 


ASHWELL-THORP 

Was  anciently  called  Thorp  only,  and  Asrewbll  was  a  hamlet 
in  Thorp,  bat  there  being  so  many  Thorps  in  the  ooanty  about  King 
Stephett*s  time,  it  began,  for  distinction  sake,  to  be  called  Ashwell- 
Troep;  tfae  name  of  Ash  well  '  does  not  once  occur  in  Domesday 
Book,  though  it  seems  to  have  been  a  well  inhabited  plape;  for  in 
1131,  Sir  John  de  Tuosp  Knt.  founded 

The  free-chapel  of  St.  Mart  the  Virgin  at  Ashwbll, 

and  built  a  house  for  the  residence  of  a  chaplain  or  chantry  priest^  to 
perform  daily  service  in  it  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  hamlet,  and  to  pray 
for  his  own  and  wife's  souls,  and  those  of  his  ancestors  and  succes- 
Boars  for  ever.  Having  obtained  a  roysX  license  of  mortmain,  he 
settled  the  house  and  five  marks  a  year,  for  the  cAon/aiVs  maintenance; 
but  in  1315,  thinking  he  bad  not  fully  endowed  it,  he  confirmed  to 
God,  Sx.Marjf,  and  all  the  Saints,  the  messuage  and  five  marks 
annual  rent,  and  another  close  of  land,  which  he  now  added  to  the 
chautry  aforesaid,  with  the  consent  of  Sir  Gregory  dc  Thorp,  Knt.  his 
brother,  the  King,  and  Sir  John  de  Clavering,  Knt  his  chief  lord,  con* 
firmine  it ;  the  revenues  of  this  chapel  were  valued  at  SL  and  paid  &• 
annual  tenths;  but  at  the  dissolution  of  chantries  in  the  time  of  Ethp^ 
VI.  the  whole  was  seized,  and  granted  away  bv  that  King ;  and  in 
1598,  Sir  Thomas  Knevet  purchased  the  chapd-house,  ana  all  that 
belonged  to  the  dissolved  chapel  of  Askwell:  and  ever  since  they  have 
continued  with  the  manor. 

1315,  Thomas  de  CantiA,  or  Kent,  was  presented  to  the  chapel  by  the 
founder,  all  rights  of  the  mother-church  at  Thorp  being  reserved. 

1327,  JoAnHsA  of  Therston.  Sir  Robert  de  Thorp,  Knt.;  b6 
held  this  united  to  the  medietv  of  Fressingfield  in  Suffolk,  which  he 
changed  in  1334,  with  JoAn  dcPagrcve,  for  Thorp  rectory^  and  ia 
1335  rechanged  s^ain,  but  held  this  till 

1344^  when  Jeffery  Kemp  of  Little  Massingham  was  presented  by 
Beatrix,  relict  of  Sir  Rob.  de  Thorp,  who  gave  him  Thorp  rectory 
in  1349;  be  resigned  in  1352,  and  she  gave  it  to

One  fee  in 
Hof^ngton,  as  of  the  Earl-Jfar«&<rf8  manor  o(  Chesterford,  bjr  Jftmes 
de  Creyk;  one  fee  in  Kenton,  by  N^e/  de  Ken^m ;  two  fees  in  /fes- 
f Aor;^  and  Finingham  by  u^c/ain  Conyers ;  halt  a  fee  in  Flixton,  held  by 
Flixton  prioress ;  a  fee  and  an  half  in  Middleton  and  Yoxford,  held 
by  Rob.  de  Creyk;  all  which  fees  in  1305>  were  divided^  and  were 
the  fees  of  Rog.  Fitz-Peter  Fitz^Osbert,  who  had  them  of  the  inheri- 
tance of  Sarah  his  wife>  and  were  delivered  to  Sir  John  de  Thorp,  as 
coasin  and  heir  to  Margaret,  one  of  the  aunts  and  heirs  of  the  said 
Sarah ;  besides  which^  the  family  of  the  Thorps  inherited  from  her^ 
the  following  estates  and  fees.

Norfolk  ;   Killin^holm,  Alyseby,  Boston,  Toft,  Skyrbeck,  Pynchbeck, 
Thorp-hall,  Kwi  Bacons,\n  Quaplode  in  Lincolnshire;  Ryngburgh  ia 
Yorkshire,^  Fisherwick,  Bacre,  liromwych,  and  She/eld  in  Stafford" 
Aire,  and  Stouham  Aspal  in  Suffolk,  8lc.  oF  all  which,  except  the  six^ 
last  manors,  the  said  Edmund  iCfffvr^,  Esq.  and  Jane  his  wife,  had 
livery,  5th  J-uly,  25  Henry  VIII.  together  with  IValpole  manor  id' 
Lincolnskire.     He  was  constituted  receiver  of  the  revenues  of  the*

Sir  Thomas  Knevbt  of  J$hwellihorp  and  Thornage,  Knt.  eldest 

son  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  K^ievet  the  elder,  and  Muriel  Parry 

his  ^ife,  died  in  Sept.  Iti0.>»  in  the  liietiine  of  his  father,  and  was 

buried  in  St.  Mary*s  church  at  FeitwcU,  Sept.  20;  he  was  knighted 

at  the  Charter-house,  Mai/  11,  160.5,  hy  King  Jamei  I.    In  J 592,  he 

married  Elizabeth  second  daughter  ^nd  coheir  of  Sir  Nathaniel  Bacon 

of  Stivek^  or  Stucatf  in  Norfolk,  Knight  of  the  Bath,  who  survived  him, 

Thomas  Knevet  of  Anhwelithorp,  Esq.  their  son,  was  baptized 

June  10,  \5y6,  and  inherited  at  the  death  of  his  grandfather ;  in  1625, 

he  was  summoned  to  receive  the  honour  of  Knight  of  the  J3aM,at  th6 

coronation  of  King  Charles  I. ;  he  died  at  Henlmm^haU  in  Suffolk,  the 

seat  of  his  spn-in-law.  Sir  John  Rous,  Knight  and  Baronet,  and  was 

buried  at  JshwelUhop,  July  2, 1658,  with  this  on  a  black  marble 

gravestone  in  Thorp's  chapel :

'Hit;  and  the  other^on  the  vigil,  dajr,  and  morrow,  of  All^Saints :  and 
'also  liberty  of  free^warren  in  the  said  manor.  In  1401,  the  said  John 
held  one  feeof  itof  jrAomc£j  Mowbray,  as  of  the  manorof  Fomcef ;  one 
fee  of  Robert  Mounteney,  who  helditofilfoiz^Aray;  he  presented  in 
1410,  and  it  appears  that  he  married  Mar^are^  Re^,  and  died  about 
143.4,  for  in  that  year,  Robert  Clere,  Esq.  ofOrmesby,  held  his  first  coart 
for  the  manor  of  Tacolneston,  D'Ovedale*s,  jointly  with  Eliz.  his  wife, 
only  daughter  and  heiress  of  Tho.  Uvedale,  &q. ;  she  outlived  him, 
and  died  in  1492,  and  was  buried  by  her  husband  in  Norwich  cathedral, 
-(see  vol.  iv.  p.  35,)  and  settled  a  rent  charge  out  of  her  manors  of 
-Cleydon  and  Threston  or  TAars/on,  for  one  of  the  monks  to  pray  for 
their  souls,  and  founded  two  priests  to  sine  before  Rees*s  altar  in  the 
coUegif^  church  of  St.  Mary  in  the  FieUis  in  Norwich,  for  her  own 
and  husband's  soul,  and  those  of  Will.  Rees,  Esq,  and  Margenf  his 
•wife,  her  father  and  mother,  who  were  buried  there,  (see  voC  iv.  p. 
176,)  she  gave  4  bushels. of  malt  to  every  teuaat  and  householder  id 
Ormesby;  and  legacies  to  Robert  Clere  her  son;  and  to  Judry  and 
Dorothy  his  daugnters,  200/.  each,  their  sister  Jnne  being  a  non  at 
Detiney;  she  gave  legacies  also  to  John  and  Ralph  sons  of  Sir  Ralf 
'Shelton;  and  to  her  (laughter  dame  Margaret  Shelton,  a  pair  of  gold 
beads  for  life,  and  then  to  Alice  Heveningham,  daughter  of  Sir  Ralf 
Shelton;  to  Eliz.  BeJ^ng field,  daughter  to  her  son  Robert,  her  god- 
•datighter,  600  marks,  of  such  money  as  she  and  her  son  Robert  ought 
to  have  of  Sir  Edmund  Bedingfield,  Knt.  for  the  marriase  of  JoAn  his 
jon  and  heir,  to  her  ^od-daoghter.     In  1493,  Philip  Calthorp,  Esq. 
and  others,  held  their  first  court  to  the  use  of  Robert  Clere,  Elsq.  and

WILLIAM'S  MANOR 

Was  granted  to  William  sirnamed  of  Tacolneston,  tbe.place  of  his 
birtfi  and  habitationy  from  whose  chmtian  name  the  manor  took  its 
name;  be  was  succeeded  hy  EuUatt,  add  he  by  HicgA  bis : son,  Who 
owned  itio  i  19d ;  and  in  1249,  it  was  founds  that  he  held  it  at  a  whole 
knighfs  feci  but  was  not  yet  knighted.    In  1256j  Adam  de  Tacolnestam 
had  it;  and  in  1284,  JViiiiam  de  Tacolueston  was  returned  of  full  age^ 
and  fit  to  be  knighted;  and  in  1285,  by  the  name  of  Sir  William  de 
Tacolneston  (though  het  is  often  called  Sir  William  FilZrEmtace)  he 
bad  view  of  frankpledge  of  all  his  tenants,  and  assize  of  bread  and 
ale;  the  King's  btiiliff  of  the  hundred  attending  at  the  lete/  and 
receiving  \%d*  per  annum;  he  was  lord  in  1297.    In  1 305 j  Richard dc 
Tacolneston  had  it;  in  ld08>  R.  de  Tacolneston  settled  on  Anastaia^ 
daughter  of  Robert  de  la  More  of  Brakene,  divers  lands,  Sec.  heref  and 
in  fomcf^y  for  life,  remainder  to  himself;  and  in  15 16,  the  said  12icAar^ 
^as  lord.     In  1381,  John  de  Tacolneston  was  lord;  the  famous  John 
Tac£8p»ali7s  (I  believe)  who  was  born  here,  and  was  elected  priob^ 
of  the  Carmelites  or  White-frian  in  Norwich  in  1404,  of  whom  Pits 
speaks,  p.  607*    He  was  I).  D.  a  man  of  great  learning,  remarkable 
piety,  and  a  good  orator;  a  great  preacher,  against  the  disciples  of 
Wickliff,  Hus,  and  the  Lollards ;  he  published  two  books  by  way  of 
comment  on  the  Revelations  ;,sl  collection  of  sermons  for  the^atWs 
days,  and  many  others;  and  to  make  them  of  the  greater  authority 
and  esteem,  he  went  to  Pope  Martin  V.  to  Rome,  to  obtain  his  appro- 
bation and  publick  recommendation;  which  he  had  just  obtained  when 
he  died,  and  was  buried  there;  and  it  is  probable,  the  manor  fell  by 
escheat,  to  the  lord  of  Forncet  manor,  of  which  it  was  held,  and  con- 
tinued with  it  till  about  J570,  when  the  Earl  of  Arundel  was  returned 
lord  of  William's  manor  in  Tacolneston,  and  chief  lord  of  the  commons 
ther^,  in  right  of  the  £arl's  manor,  which  belonged  io  Forncet 
inanor ;  but  it  was  sold  by  the  Earl  to  the  Cleres,  and  hy  them  to  the 
Brownes;  and  in  1 623,  Edm.  and  Rob,  Brovne,  son  and  heir  apparent 
of  Edm.  artided  with  Tho.  Kntvet,  Esq.  and  for  I9OO/.  sold  him  Ta- 
c6///f5^07i.  manor,  and  the  manor  of  William's,  with  theadvowson 
and  the  rents  of  assise  there  above  1 1/,  per  annum,  6  capons,'  2  hens, 
and  5  eggs;  but  it  did  not  take  place,  for  William's  manor  des- 
cended to  John  Browne^  who  joined  and  sold  Tacolneston  manor  as  * 
aforesaid,  to  Jambs  Brockden,  but  kept  this  to  himself^  in  1657,

The  advowson  was  sold  from  the  manor  by  Sir- H^wryCfere,  and 
was  after  purchased  by  Sir  Robert  Baldock,  who  descended  from 
an  ancient  family  of  that  name  in  this  county,  for  Richard  Bal- 
dock ofNeketon  owned  a  cood  estate  there  in  1263;  in  168S,  the 
said  Robert  was  appointed  King's  serjeant  by  patent,  and  being  an 
active  man  in  King  James  the  Second's  time,  he  was  one  of  the  King*ij 
council  at  the  trial  of  the  seven  Bishops  in  1688,*  in  which  cause, 
showing  much  zeal,  he  was  the  same  year  made  one  of  the  justices 
of  the  King's  Bench,  in  the  room  of  Sir  John  Powell,  Knt.  who  was 
turned-out  for  maintaining,  that  the  JBtsAom  petition  to  the  King 
could  not  be  a  libel;  because  it  was  founded  upon  the  Kin^^s  inca- 
pacity to  dispense  laws ;  which  was  very  true :  he  had  two  wives;  first 
Mary  Bacon;  2d,  the  relict  of  Sir  William  Hewet  oi Breed es  ;  by  the 
first  he  had  two  children,  Henry  his  only  son,  who  died  without  issue/ 
soon  after  his  father,  and  le*^t  his  only  sister  Mary,  then  wife  of 
George  Towneshend  \)f  Litt/e-Wrotham,  Esq.  his  sole  heiress,  whose 
only  surviving  son  is  the  present  rector.  Sir  Rob.  Baldock  afore- 
said built  a  house  opposite  to  the  south  part  of  the  churchyard,  which

At  the  Confessor's  survey,  belonged  to  one  of  his  tlianes  named  Bur- 
KART,  who  owned  the  chief  part,  and  was  patron  of  the  church,  which 
had  then  24  acres  of  glebe  ;^  Aluric,  a  treeman  of  Bishop  Stisand, 
had  another  part;  and  there  was  a  berewic  in  Nelondei^),  which  be-^' 
longed  to  it:  Walter  or  Dol,  lord  of  Habetuna  or  Hapton, 
became  lord  here,  and  made  these  two  villages  one  manor ;  he  had 
them  both  of  Roger  Bigot,  who  held  them  of  Earl  Hugh,  except 
two  parcels,  which  the  said  Roger  kept  as  belonging  to  his  manor  of 
jPorncc/0,with  which  they  always  passed  to  this  time.  This  town  was 
a  league  in  length,  and  half  a  league  in  breadth,  and  paid  13^.  ob.  to 
the  tax.  9 

The  MANOR  was  very  early  in  a  fami^,  which  took  their  name 
from  the  town  of  North'Creke,  where  they  were  lords,  and  always 
resided.  Sir  Robert  be  Creke  much  augmented  his  estate,  by 
marrying  one  of  the  heiresses  of  the  Glanviffcs  family ;  after  whose 
death,  he  married  a^ain;  for  in  1233,  Bichemeia  his  widow,  was 
lady  of  the  manor,  which  she  then  resigned  to  Sit  Bartholomew  de  ^ 
Crcke,  her  son,  who  married  Margery  daughter  of  Jefferj/  Uarnes,

The  CHUBCH  is  dedicated  to  St.  Nicholas,  and  was  a  rectory  ap* 
pendant  to  the  manor,  till  Margery,  widow  of  Sir  B,arth,  de  Creke^ 
j^oundress  of  Flixton  nunnery  in  Suffolk,  gave  it  with  a  messuage  and 
)2  acres  of  land,'  aiid  many  ^rents  ana  services  here,*  to  Beatrix9 
prioress  of  Flixton,  and  her  successours  for  ever;'  and  that  convent 
presented  till  it  was  impropriated  to.  their  house,  by  William  Bateman 
j]lishop  of  Nortcich  in  1347,^  an  annual  pension  of  two  marks'  being 
reserved  to  the  Bi^Aop,  in  lieu  of  first-fruits ;  and  2i.  a  year  to  the 
iacrist,  as  to  the  high-iltar  at  the  cathedral,  and  the  Prioress  was  to 
nominate  and  Jind,  a  stipendiary  chaplain,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Bishop,  and  pay  hiiii  for  serving  the  cure ;  and  from  tbat  time  it  hath

Stephens  and  George  Buck,  ''all  th^  rector]/ 
and  church  of  Fun  hall  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  the  advowson 
of  the  vicarage  of  the  parish  church  of  Funhall>  to  be  held  by  the 
r^t  of  &.  8a.  per  annum,  and  the  yearly  stipend  of  pne  chapla^v 
performing  divine  offices,  and  taking  the  cure  of  the  souls  of  the  nail 
parish ;"  and  in  \o47,  Stephetis  had  license  to  sell  it  to  Sir  John  CUre, 
Knt.  and  his  heirs.  Auerwards,  Thomas  Knevet  of  JskweU'4horp, 
Esq.  lord  here,  and  the  inhabitants,  petitioned  the  House  of  Com* 
mons,  that  the  Lady  Clere  of  Cotton^  late  wife  of  Sir  Franci$  JCIere, 
and  John  Smith,  Esq.  who  purchased  the  reversion  of  the  impropri* 
ation  of  Sn  Edward  Clere,  brother  to  the  said  Sir  Frameb,  who  di^ 
vithout  issue,  might  be  called  to  show,  why  they  should  not  pay  % 
eompeteni  stipend  out  of  the  profits,  suflScient  to  find  a  serving  nii« 
nister,  that  might  serve  it  regularly^  and  continue  with  them,  instead 
of  such  poor  stipends  as  19  or  l6  pounds  a  year  at  most,  by  leasoift 
of  which,  no  minister  would  stay  any  time  on  the  cure,  there  havin|; 
been, 40  returns  of  curates  in  the  memory  of  one  man ;  but  it  appcsEur« 
ing  that  one  Mr.  Symonds,  who  obtained  a  presentation  from  the  King 
in  1608,  could  not  enjo^  it,  as  not  being  preaentative ;  but  that  the 
impropriator  was  to  nominate  a  chaplain  or  curate,  and  pay  him  oat 
of  the  profits,  a  competent  stipend,  they  were  dismissed.  However, 
Mr.  Eaward  Voice,  the  then  curate,  being  relumed  to  the  bouse  as  a 
"  godly,  conscionabie,  and  painful  preacher  of  God*8  word/  was 
appointed  minister,  and  had  a  competent  sttpend' assigned  him  out  of 
the  profits,  by  virtue  of  the  order  of  the  House,  made  Dec.  19,  l64p« 
The  impropriation  now  belongs  to  John  Bebkkt^  Esq*  otSm^ 
i$Hon.

1341,  Henry  Becke  of  Beccles,  the  last  rector.  In 
l603j  Mr.  John  Peay,  curate,  returned  answer;  that  he  was  pcrpc' 
tual  curate,  it  being  a  donative,  and  there  were  93  communicants  in 
the  parish,  which  paid  46s.  to  each  tenth,  and  rn  1627,  Richard  Pun- 
der,A.  B.  perpetual  curate  here,  returned  much  the  same  account.

I),  a  friar-minor,  was  to  pray  for  him  in  his  con- 
vent at  Norwich;  he  was  a  benefactor,  as  was  John  Daniel,'  who 
Was  buried  in  1418  in  Magdalen^hapcl  in  St.  Stephen*s  church  in 
Norwich,  and  gave  20  marks  to  repair  this  steeple,  and  ordered  a 
priest  to  celebrate  a  whole  year  in  the  church,  for  the  souls  o{ Roger 
and  Christian  his  father  and  mother,  8ic.

Next' is  a  j^.  with  the  cross  keys,  for  St.  Peter,  and  the  arms  of 
Tlixton  nunnery,  ^oi.  a  Catherine  wheel,  with  a  cross  arg.  that  house 
being  founded  in  honour  of  St.  Catlierine ;  next  is  a  crown  and  mitre, 
and  ;&•  j^*  ^^^  St. Nicholas,  the  patron  of  the  church;  there  are  two 
Of  three  stones  disrobed  of  their  brass  plates,  under  one  of  which,  lies 
Ijiuried  Jphfi  Kemp  q{ Fundenhate,  by  his  mother;  Margaret  his  wife, 
apd  John  his  son  survived  him,  and  inherited  his  estate  here. 

There  was  anciently  a  manor  or  free  tenement  called  StTNnAYS, 
which  was  joined  to  the  other  manor  early,  and  now  continues 
with  it.

jHapeton,  Habbton,  or  Hahpton  advowson, '  was  riven  by  Sir 
Robert  (ie  Nerford,  founder  of  LtJij^erescro/'^  hospital  by  North-Creke, 
afterwards  called  the  monastery  of  St.  Mary  de  Pratis,  or  Creks 
abbey,  to  that  house,  to  which  it  was  appropriated^  and  was  to  be 
served  by  a  chaplain  or  parish  curate,  to  be  nominated  by  the  convent, 
and  paid  a  competent  annual  stipend  for  theservicejontof  the  profits; 
and  utf/ice  daugnter  of  John  Pounchard,  formerly  wife  of  Sit  Robert 
itNerford',  confirmed  it,  with  the  moiety  of  the  church  of  fVrenning- 
ham  (as  at  p.  119,)  as  did  King  Edward  L  in  1273.^ 

The  CHUBCH  is  dedicated  to  St,Margaret,  was  first  valued  at  7» 
and  after  at  8  jnarks,  and  had  £3  acres  of  glebe;  it  paid  5s,  procura- 
tions, 22d.  synodals,  Sd,  Peter-pence;  and  4df^  carvage;  and  the 
Abbot  paid  for  his  spirituals,  10s.  Sd.  to  each  tenth,  and  for  his  tem- 
porals S5s.  Id.  Iq\\S\^,  John  Ashwell,  hy  royal  liceuse,  aliened  to 
the  Abbot  of  Creke,  three  roods  of  land  in  Hapton,  to  enlar&^e  the  site 
of  the  rectory-house  there.  In  H26,  Brother  Robert  Felbrtggey  abbot 
of  Creke,  sold  to  John  Flete  and  his  heirs,  a  messuage  called' i>a/^o^5 
in  Hapton,  and  4  acres  of  land,  paying  %s.  and  an  hen  yearly  to  that 
house.  In  1461,  John  Sheltofi,  Esq.  lessee  to  JoAn,  abbot  of  Creke, 
sealed  to  John  Wode,  then  parish  chaplain  of  Hapton,  all  the  lands, 
bouses,  great  and  small  tithes,  for  10  years.  About  1506,  this  monas- 
tery was  looked  upon  as  dissolved,  because' the  abbot  died  without  a 
convent,  to  elect  another;  whereupon,  all  the  lands  and  revenues,  by 
the  procurement  of  the  Lady  Margaret  .Countess  of  Richmond,  mother 
to  King  Henry  VII.  were  settled  on  her  college  in  Cambridge  called 
Christ's  college;  and  ever  since,  the  impropriation  hath  remained 
in  the  master  and  fellows  there,  who  nominate  a  perpetual  curate  to 
serve  the  parish,  and  pay  him  out  of  the  profits,  it  naving  been  es- 
teenied  a  donatix>e  in  their  gift,  ever  since  the  foundation,  and  as  such 
it  now  remains. 

In  1(>03,  Mr.  Thomas  Hutchinson,  perpetual  curate,  retui*ned  answer, 
that  there  were  43  communicants,  tiiat  the  whole  parish  paid  50s.  tq 
^acb    tenth,  and  that  CAris^'s  college  had  23  acres  of  glebe.    The

The  cHtTROH  bath  no  steeple,  the  nave  is  leaded;  and  the  chancd 
thatched ;  in  the  east  window  are  the  arms  of  Thorp ^  Clifton,  and 
'  Caify,  and  az.  three  croslets  arg.  but  there  are  no  other  memoriah. 
Tbeie  is  a  bell  hanging  in  a  wooden  frame  in  the  churchyard. 

On  the  stocks : 

Those  that  fear  God,  and  keep  an  honest  Name, 
Shall  not  come  here,  to  undergoe  the  Shame, 
Then  you  that  sufierydon't  true  Justice  blame. 

There  was  an  ancient  family  sirnamed  from  the  town ;  in  a  deed 
without  dale,  Stephen  son  of  Eustace  de  Hdbeton,  was  an  owDer 
here,  and  in  1348,  WUL  de  Habetun,  and  in  1412,  John  Hapton  €it 
^   tVimondham. 

By  a  Jeed  without  d9Xe,WiUutm  Aputiensis  gave  to  God  and  the 
church  of  St  Michael  at  Florendona  or  Flordon,  S  acres  in  Habbetona 
or  Hapton,  between  the  land  of  Roger  son  of  WilUam  the  priestj  and 
the  glebe  of  St.  Margaret^s  church  at  Hapeton,  for  the  benefit  of  bis 
own  soul,  and  those  of  his  father  and  mother,  of  Margaret  bis  wife> 
and  of  Roger  GlancUe,  and  all  his  ancestors;  Safrid,  the  priest  of 
Habbeton,  and  Michael  the  parish  chaplain  of  Fiordim,  and  many 
others,  being  witnesses. 

The  MANOR  was  joined  to  that  of  Fundenhale  at  the  Conquest,  by 
Walter  deDol;  the  church  had  then  15  acres  of  glebe.  The  town 
was  a  mile  long,  and  a  mile  and  a  quarter  broad,  and  paid  Gd>  3q.  to 
ihe  geld.*  It  wa»  always  held  of  the  Noi/a/ft  family,  as  of  fontce^ 
nia'nor,  at  one  quarter  of  a  fee,  and  always  attended  the  manor  of 
JshwcU'thorp,  as  at  p.  142,  to  p.  162,  to  which  I  refer  you.  The 
manor-house  is  called  J^cio^oit-Airi/,  and  was  always  the  jointure-house 
'  of  the  Knevet  family.  Tne  i^'le  of  the  manors  now  rans^  AshwcU^ 
thorp  with  Wreninskam,  and  Fimdenhale  with  Hapton. 

The  manor  ofiomctt  extended  into  this  town,  and  hath  done  so 

'  ever  since  the  Conquest,  for  then  Hbrbkrt,  chamberlain  to  Rx^ger 

Bigot,^  bad  a  freeman  and  15  acres;  and  another  freeman  late  of 

Bishop  Stigand,  ^  held  30  acres,  8cc.  and  there  were  4  freemen  *  that 

always  belonged  to  Fonicet,  that  held  36  acres,  &c. 

There  was  another  part  in  this  villaee  of  about  90  acres,  and  some 
small  rents  held  by  knightV service  of  nilliam  deVallibus,  or  Va$n,  and 
in  1S£1,  was  settled  by  fVilliam  de  Langham,  on  Roberk  de  Herford, 
and  was  held  in  1341,  by  Robert  son  of  William  Dun,  of  Roger  le 
Strange,  lord  of  Knokyn,  and  Dame  Joan  his  wife.    In  14^1,  Sir

\Jr  Oslac's  town,  and  Estington,  commonly  called  AsUngton,  was  a 
ierewic  to  the  manor  oiFornett,  and  was  a  league  long,  and  half  aa 
inucb  broad,  aqd  paid  9^.  to  the  gcld.^  Here  was  a  socman  who  held 
6  acres,  belonging  to  Alan  Earl  of  Richmond^  and  passed  afterwards 
ivith  the  manor,  which  was  granted  from  Forntct,  when  Roger  Bygot 
Jofeoffed  William  de  Ferdon  m  fVilUam  Rufus*s  iime,  as  miay  be  seea 
In  my  account  of  Brisineham,  vol.  i.  p.  49  ;  and  it  remained  in  the 
Vbrdons,  till  fVido  de  Verdun  gave  it  in  marriage  with  his  eldest 
daughter  ilf /ice,  to  'Sic.  de  Bruncsie,  who  was  to  hold  it  of  Ferdon  at 
one  fee,  and  Nicholas  gave  it  with  Oriel  or  Mubibl,  his  daughter, 
in  marriage  to  Walter  Malet  and  their  heirs,  together  with  Saxlingham» 
In  1^63,  John  son  of  Alexander  pe  Vaux,  had  a  grant  for  a 
.weekly  market  and  yearly  fair  here, '  and  fox  frte-warren  in  Cruchc' 
stoke,  Boston,  and  Aslacton^  by  patent  from  Henry  IIL  In  1288, 
Walter  de  Kerdeston  held  two  fees,  one  here,  and  the  other  in  Buhamp 
in  Suffolk,  which  were  assigned  to  Will,  de  Roos  of  Hdmlak,  and 
Maud  his  wife,  on  the  partition,  then  made  of  the  estate  of  her  father 
^ohn  de  Faux  of  Holt  and  Cley.  In  1^96,  it  belonged  to  William  dc 
id  Chambre,  and  was  settled  on  Thomas  de  la  Chambre.  In  1306,  i^ 
was  settled  by  Reginald  le  Gros,  on  Oliver  dc  Red^iam  and  Joan  his 
wife,  and  was  then  held  of  TAo.  de  Ferdon,  who  held  it  of  Forncet.  la 
1309^  WilL.dclPark  of  Ilketishale  in  Stffolkf  (from  whom  the  manor 
took  the  name  of  Parks,)  and  his  partners,  held  the  manor  late  ThO'^ 
mas  del  Chambre%  and  the  tenements  late  Ric.  de  Sething's,  of  Sir

manor^  and  in  fVackton  and  Hedenham  Parkas  manor,  to  be  released 
by  his  executors,  to  Tho.  Duke  and  his  heirs,  he  being  the  son  of  his 
first  wife  Joan,  if  he  would  grant  £/iz.  his  second  wife  and  widow,  an 
annuity  for  life,  of  ten  marks  a  year,  which  being  done,  it  was  vested 
absolutely  in  the  said  Tho.  Duke  and  his  heirs ;  he  married  Margaret, 
daughter.and  heir  of  Henry  Banyard  of  Specttshatl,  and  they  had  this 
manor  with  Park's  manor  in  Wacton  and  Hedenham,  and  Brampton 
manor  in  Suffolk,  which  they  left  to  William  Duke  of  Brampton,  who 
XnMneA  Thomasine,  daughter  of  Sir  £Ap.  Jenny,  Knt.  and  were  suc- 
ceeded by  their  son  George  Duke  of  Brampton,  Esq.  who  married 
Anne,  daaghler  of  Sir  Tho.  Bleverhasset  of  Frenze''  in  Norfolk,  their 
Bon,  Edward  Duke  of  Shadingfieid  in  Suffolk,  succeeded,  wno  married 
Dorothy,  daughter  of  Sir  Ambrose  J ermyn  of  Rushbrook  in  the  said 
county,  and  left  it  to  their  son  Ambrose  Duke  of  Brampton  in  lo97> 
who  died  in  lf)09,  seized  of  the  aforesaid  manors,  leaving  them  to  hia 
son  Edward,  then  six  years  old,  who  after  he  had  attained  to  man- 
faood^  married  CaMerine  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Holland  of  fVortweil^ 
hall,  Knt,  who  in  l631,by  the  nsixne  of  Edward  Duke  of  Benhak,  Esq. 
sold  the  manor  to  Sir  William  Platers  of  Prileston  or  Billingford, 
Francis  le  Neve  of  Wichinsham,  and  Tho.  Jacob,  alias  Bradlehaugh  of 
haxfield,  in  trust,  for  Sir  William  lb  Neve,  Knt  This  branch  of 
the  le  Neves  descended  from  Jeffry  le  Neve  of  Tivetshall,*  and  Alice  his 
wife,  whose  son  Laurence  settled  2X  Aslacton,  where. he  was  buried 
May  17,  1587,  and  by'Aveline  Martin  his  wife,  left  two  sons,  William

man  of  London^  is  now  la(hr  and  patroness ;  this  manor  having  been 
.  IP^ually  the  jointpre  of  the  ladies  of  ail  its  owners.

This  manor  had  liberty  oifr^er^warren,  view  of  lete  wdfroMlqJedge 
in  the  presence  pf  the  &ai/{^of  the  Kti^'^  hundred  of  «i)epii9(i^?  a 
V^eekly  market  on  Mondaif^  grafted  by  Henry  III.  in  1296,^  and  a 
fair  pq  the  vieilyd^yj  and  ii^orroWfOfSuMargifret,^  granted  by  King 
E(fm,  I.  &  pillory,  duckiHg-slool,  gallomsp  and  assize  of  bread  and  ate, 
aljowed  in  1286.  In  1327,  the  manor-house  had  a  park  of  230  acres, 
and  579  acres  in  depiean,  96  acres  of  underwood,  and  10/.  2$.  5i.  q* 
rents  ot^  assize,  he^  and  in  Pullwm,  Hardwick,  and  Sheltou ;  aira 
there  was  6/.  IQs.  paid  yearly  to  the  manor  for  castle-wiird,  from 
Whetacre,  Chatgrave,  L(inglfy,  Uales,  Kirldfy,  Brom,  Boketon,  dr 
Bowton,  BeriQn,  Stradset,  Tittefikall,  Halehoim,  and  Wicle^od;  tiz. 
for  every  fee,  eyery  24  weeks  3s.  4d.  the  whol^  value  of  the  manor 
being  estimated  at  4Sl:  per  annum.  In  1315,  the  Lord  Fitz-Waker 
was  returned  entire  lord  of  the  town.  In  i579,  John  Fitz-Walier  pro- 
cured a  charter  of  King  Richard  III.  to  hold  their  market  every 
Friday,  and  so  the  Monday  market  was  laid  aside;  and  now' the iri- 
day  niarket  is  disused  ;  and  to  hold  anolheryb/r  on  St.  Jadrew's  dsy, 
Vrbich  is  $111  annually  kept  on  that  day  ;  and  the  ancient  chapel  of 
St.  Andrew,  which  at  tlie  Conquest  was />a;'oc/iia/ though  depen-

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other  manorsj  were  obliged  to  do  suit  and  Mirice,  as  well  as  to  the 
ihree  several  letes  belonging  to  the  three  capital  manoxs;  of  tbe 
three  different  parishes.  And  very  ancientlv  there  was  a  weekly 
market  held  here,  belonging  to  Richmokd  honour,  but  upon  some 
disputes  between  tbe  lord  of  Stratton^Hall, .  and  the  lessee  of  the 
honour,  just  before  the  Reformation,  the  market,  as  having  no  pe- 
culiar justification  for  holding  it,  wto  totally  disused,  and  hath  been 
so  to  this  day.  In  1435,  John  Duke  oiBtdfard,  lord  of  Swtsfham 
and  of  the  honour  of  Richmoni>,  died  seized  of  the  superiour  court 
here,  called  the  Honour's  turn,  and  tbe  style  of  it  was  thus,  the 
Turn  aiul  general  Court  of  the  King's  Honour  of  Richmond, 
held  at  Stratton  30  of  Jpril  l644i  when  a  church-warden  and 
four  men  out  uf  each  parish,  appeared  to  do  the  suit  and  service  for 
the  several  parishes  of  Stration,  Moringihorp,  Carletom,  JSbenham, 
Jdoultony  Waketon,  Tasebur^h,  Freton,  Keckleton  in  Forncet,  and  £|ifi- 
well;  in  all  which  places  it  appears,  that  tbe  bpnourhad  letes  and 
royalties  over  the  commons,  and  superiour  jurisdiction  ov^r  the  several 
lords. 

SiGBB^RT  King  of  the  Eaai^ Angles,  on  his  erection  of  the  Ushop' 
rick,  gave  the  southern  part  of  the  town  to  Felix,  the  first  Bishop  of 
tbe  East'Jffgles,  and  so  it. became  part  of  the  bishoprick;  ^^4  ip  the 
Confessor's  time,  Bishop  AilmeiC  neld  it  as  such,'  when  thece  were 
dcarucates  in  demean,  7  villeins,  6  borders jsnd. an  half,  (thcit  is,  half 
.the  services  of  one  bordar,)  96  socmen,  and  12  freemen,  whose  repts 
and.  services  were  valued  at  l20s.  per  annum  ;  and  at  the  Conquest, 
Walter  the  Deacon,. knd  one  Ralf,  held  it  of  tbe  bishoprick,  in 
right  of  which  they  had  a  lets,  the  half  of  which  belonged  to  them, 
and  the  other  half,  to  the  King  and  the  Earl ;  and  the  whole  of  th^ 
profits  of  this  n^nor,  was  then  worth  6/.  per  annum.  Tbe  mother- 
church  of  St.  Mary  ihe  Virgin,  always  belonged  to  it,,  which  was  pn>- 
hably  founded  by  one  of  tbe  Bishops  that  owned  it,  and  that  before 
Ailmar's  time ;  and  the  successours  of  this  Ralf  owned  tbe  part 
which  afterwards  was  called  Strat ton-Hall  manor,  and  was  hela  of 
tbebaronyof  tbe  AisAo/wicft  of  NoitwicH,  till  that  was  taken  from  the 
see  by  Hettry  Vlll.  and  annexed  to  the  Crown,  and  since  it  is  held  of 
the  Crmvn  in  right  of  that  ancient  ftarofty/ 

That  part  called  Strattoi^  ^.  Miles,  or  St.  Mi^hnets,  was  held  by 
the  Confessor  till  h^  gave  it  one  of  his  thane$  or  noblemen,  who  had  2

ancestor  of  the  family  afiterwards  sirnained  DbStraton,  lords  of  the 
manors  here  afterwards  called  Rbe's  and  Welholme's>  which  last 
was  a  part  of  the  former,  granted  off  by  the  Str  atton  s  ;  and  though 
tfaey  extended  into,  the  other  parts,  laid  chiefly  in  Stratton  St, 
MiekaeCt ;  the  church,  of  which,  in  ail  probabjiitVj  was  first  founded 
by  HuMFRiD  aforesaid,  and  the  advowson  attended  the  manor. 

The.  third  part  belonged  to  the  Crown,  till  the  Conoueror  gave  it 
to  Roger  Biaoi,  who  added  one  small  part  of  it  to  nis  manor  of 
Fomctt,  to  wliicl)  the  advowson  of  Stratton  St.  P^fer  always  belonged; 
so  that  it  is  likely,  this  £arl  was  founder  of  that  church :  but  the  chief 
part  he  granted  off*  and  that  had  the  Ute  of  all  its  tenants,  and  waa 
afterwards  called  Hays's,  or  the  manor  of  Stratton  St.  Peter. 

There  was  a  small  part  that  belonged  to  the  AbbotofBiivVs  manor  of 
MoringthntpS  and  another  to  St.  EtheldretPs  manor  of  Puiham,^  which 
belonged  to  Ely  monastery  and  see. 

.  The  manors  called  Sturm  yi^'s  and  Snafeh  all,  were  first  severed 
from  Stratton-HaUf  in'o  which  they  fell  agaip,  and  there  continue. 

And  thus  having  fixed  the  origin  of  the  several  manors  and  parishes, 
I  shall  treat  of  theo^  in  their  order;  and  first  of 


.  STRATTON-HALL,  or  STRATTON  ST.  MARY'S  MANOR, 

Belonged  to  Philip  Malherbe,  who  was  succeeded  hj  Battho- 
tomew  his  son,  one  of  the  lords  of  I'acolneston  ;*  and  in  Richard  th# 
First's. time,  was  held  by  Richard  Malherbe  atone  knight'svfce,  of  the 
Bishop  of  INorwichySiB  of  the  barony  of  the  see.  Rog.  Malherbe,  who 
lived  at  Tacolnesion,^  and  was  a  benefactor  to  fVinMam  abbey ,^  died 
aeized  of  it,  and  it  went  with  one  of  his  daughters  and  heiresses,  to 

Gilbert  db  Bourne,  who  occurs  lord  and  patron  about*197S, 
and  came  and  settled  here;  and  in  1285,  was  relumed  as  a  gentleman 
of  estate,  that  was  much  above  age,  and  oueht  to  have  been  knighted, 
but  had  not  yet  taken  up  that  honour,  for  which  be  was  fined ;  in  1286, 
this  Gilbert  had  free-warren  allowed  him,  wqf,  and  view  of  frank* 
pledge,^  over  all  his  tenants,  with  the  asme  of  bread  tLud  ale,  on  condi* 
.  tion,  that  the  King's  bailiff  was  always  present  at  the  lete^  to  see  that 
none  but  the  tenants  of  the  manor  did  suit  there ;  he  had  also  a  fair 
allowed  him  to  be  kept  once  a  year  on  the  day  of  the  Assun^tion  of 
the  blessed  Virgin  Mary,  viz.  Aug.  15.  This  yiitr  was  first  granted 
by  Kmg  John^  in  the  year  1207,  to  Roger  de  Stratton,  who  gave  that

SrURMYN'S,  OE  STURMElt'S  MANOR, 

Was  so  called  from  Robbbt  lb  STUB^iv  of  Straiton,  who  had  a 
gmnt  of  ill  from  the  MaUferbes;  and  William  leSturmy^  Knt.  his  ^n,^ 
was  lord  of  it  in  l!26fi»  and  held  it  at  one  fee  of  the  Bishop  of  AV- 
wich;  and  in  1285^  he  had  a  /e/e,  and  assize  of  bread  and  ale  of  all 
tenants,  allowed  in  eire.  In  1291,  WilL  le  Sturmy  had  it ;  and  after 
him  Sir  John  dt  Sturmynf  who  in  1327,  obtained  of  King  Edw.  II.  a 
charter  fot  free^warrtn^  for  all  his  lands  here»  and  in  Moringthorp, 
rreton,  SLodTharstan.  Lady  Mary  Stourmyn^  his  niother,  held  it  some 
time.  lb  1542,  John  Sturmy  heldit  by  6d,  ft,  year  paid  to  the  Bishop ; 
and  in  1345,  Robert  his  son  had  it,  by  whom  it  was  sold  to  the  lord  of 
Stratt<m>JuiU  manor,  and  hath  passed  with  it  ever  since ;  the  manor^ 
house  is  down,  the  site  is  enclosed  with  a  moatj  and  is  now  called 
Stumdn^t  Yards, 


SNAPE-HALL  MANOR 

Was  another  part  of  the  capital  manor,  granted  to  the  family  of  the 
SKApHSy"^  and  was  in  1907^  m  the  hands  of  Stephen  de  Brockiiish ;  it 
bad  then  a  house  and  60  acres  of  deaiean  land,  qiiitients  to  (he  value 
of  3/.

his  wife»  and  their  beira ;  and  so  it  was  joined  to  Sturmefs  manor^ 
and  with  that  fell  into  Stratton^U  maoor^  and  there  continues. 

The  town  is  a  small,  but  compact  village,  and  bath  a  good  pnblick- 
house  or  t^o,  for  the  reception  of  travellers ;  its  standing  on  the  road 
from  Ipswich  to  Norwich  makes  it  pretty  much  frequented;  the  iWices 
of  the  peace  for  this  division  generally  meet  here,  and  have  done  so 
very  anciently,  for  in  1380,  the  justices  and  country  gentlemen,  in 
the  time  of  the  insurrection,  met  here  to  consult  what  was  best  to  be 
done  for  the  King's  service  and  country's  safety^  as  at  p.  10B>  vol.  iii. 

St.  Mary's  church,  hath  a  round  steeple  54  feet  high,  with  a 
small  spire  on  its  top^  against  which  the  clock-bell  hangs,  on  the  out- 
side ;  tnere  are  now  five  bells,  on  one  of  which  I  read  tnis^ 

Bo^  jftodet  Aanctt^  slempet  l^icolau^  in  atifi. 

The  steeple  is  a  much  older  building  than  the  church,  the  present 
fabrick  ^  of  which,  was  built  chief  by  Sir  Ro^.  de  Bourne,  Knt.  lord  and 
patron,  about  1330,  and  the  chancel  by  Rich^  de  Bourne  his  brother, 
then  rector  here ;  and  it  seems  as  if  one  John  or  James  de  Bourne, 
glazed  the  clerestories  or  lights  in  the  nave,  for  J.  B.  in  old  capitals, 
remains  still  in  several  windows  there^  as  do  the  arms  of  Bourne 
in  the  east  chancel  window,  viz»

And  in  the  north  window  of  the  Baptises  chapel,  at  the  upper  end  of 
the  north  iale,  which  Sir  Roger  built  for  his  own  burial-place,  is  this

His  stone  is  robbed  of  its  inscription,  circumscription,  arms,  and 
effigies,  and  nothing  remains  thereon,  save  two  brass  effigies  of  corses 
looking  out  of  their  winding  sheets ;  at  the  altar  here,  the  gild^haplain 
of  St.  John  celebrated  mass  for  his  soul,  and  the  souls  of  his  family ; 
many  of  whom  are  interred  in  this  chapel  and  chancel. 

The  south  porch,  two  isles,  nave,  and  north  vestry,  which  is  now 
used  as  a  school-house,  lire  all  leaded,  as  is  the  east  part  of  the  chan- 
cel, the  western  part  of  which  is  thatched.

alias  Winchbstbb  college  in  Oxford,  should  present  two  turns,  and 
the  Duke  of  Norfolk  every  third  tarn,  and  thaiSt.  Peter's  should  exist 
as  a  separate  parish  still,  and  the  rector  should  serve  in  each  church 
every  Sunday ;  and  it  continued  so  till  the  Dissolution,  when  being 
returned  as  a  chapel  only,  it  was  totally  demolished,  and  was  laid  to 
St.  MichaeFs  parish,  and  hath  continued  as  part  of  it  ever  since ;  and 
iiothinr  is  to  oe  seen  of  the  church,  but  the  foundations  level  with  the 
ground,  which  show  that  it  was  a  small  building.  The  site  is  stiA 
called  St.  Peter's  Clnirchyard. 


SAYE'S  MANOR 

^loneed  to,  and  laid  chiefly  in,  this  parish,  and  was  granted  fi*om 
the  other  pert  of  the  parish,  and  the  advowson,  by  tne  By  gods, 
lords  of  Fomcet,  to'WiLLiAH  de  Say,  whose  second  son  Jefferv 
had  it,  and  held  it  at  a  quarter  of  a  fee;  he  died  in  1214,  and  leit 
it  to  Jeffery  de  Say,  called  the  younger,  who  married  Alice  daughter 
and  coheiress  of  John  de  Cheyney,  one  of  the  founders  of  Coxford 
monastery ;  and  by  her  had  William  de  Say  the  elder,  who  died  seized 
in  127J,  and  it  went  to  Sibill  his  widow,  who  married  Robert  de  Ufford, 
who  in  1274,  was  in  her  right  lord  here;  William  de  S^ry, junior,  was 
the  son  and  heir,  but  the  younger  son  John  de  Say,  had  this  manor; 
and  in  1285,  had  a  lete,  view  of  frankpledge,  and  (he  assise  of  bread 
and  ale  overall  his  tenants  in  Stratton,  and  was  returned  to  hold  it  at  a 
quarter  of  a  fee  of  the  lord  of Forncet,vfho  held  it  of  the  Earl  of  G/ou- 
eester  as  of  C/are honour ;  I  find  him  lord  in  1291^  but  inl296,  Jrff^^ 
son  and  heir  of  Will,  de  Soy,  Junior,  owned  it,  and  was  a  minor  in  the 
custody  QfH^nry  dc  Leybourhe,  who  married  him  to  Idfinea,  daughter 
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of  IfiUiam  dt  Jjcyhowmt^  his  brother.  The  rents  of  this  manor  were 
4&.  6d.  per  annum,  BXii  Mary  de  Say,  xAxci  of  his  uncle  JoAn,  who 
died  without  issue,  had  her  dower  in  it.  Ji^erydied  in  1321,  bat 
before  his  death  in  1317^  he  confirmed  an  agreement  made  by  Jofin 
dt  Say,  his  uncle,  as  to  this  manor,  and  conveyed  it  by  fine  to 

JoH^  DB  HoLVBSTON  and  Joan  his  wife,  who  afterwards  held  it 
of  the  Lord  Say,  &c.  In  134£,  Jo  ah  widow  of  John  dt  Hoheston 
settled  it  on  James  dc  Holvesion  and  Alice  his  wife,  remainder  to 
Gilbert  de  Fraunsham  and  Agnes  daughter  of  James  de  Holvesion  ; 
and  in  1401,  Geffry  de  FraunsZam  held  it  of  the  Lord  Say,  be  of  the 
Earl  o( March,  &c.  In  1414,  William  son  of  Balderic  of  Taverham, 
conveyed  to 

RiCHABD  Pyoot  and  his  feoffees,  all  his  purpartjrof  &ry£*s  manor 
in  Long-Stratton,  and  it  continued  in  thePygots  till  it  passed  with 
Anne  daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  Pygot  oiStirsion,,  to 

RoBEBT  Barnabd  of  Norwich,  Esq.  ner  husband  ;  she  settled  it 
by  will,  on  Sir  Robert  Southwell,  and  other  feoffees,  to  find  a  priest 
to  sing  for  their  souls  in  the  Black-friars  church  in  Normeh,  where 
they  are  buried,  at  their  tomb,  which  is  now  standing,  and  was  lately 
used  for  St.  George's  company  to  meet  at ;  see  vol.  iv,  p.  339.  They 
left  two  daughters  coheirs;  Ekanpr,  married  to  Christopher  Calthorp 
of  Cockthorp,  Esq.  and  Elizabeth,  to  John  Legge,  and  this  was  as- 
signed to  Legge  in  1511,  and  Calthorp  had  Stirston  manor,  and  a  rent 
charjge  of  1/.  fis.  out  of  this,  which  Sir  JaiTies  Calthorp  and  his  son 
Christopher  sold  \o  Will,  Machtt  of  Moulton,  clerk,  who  had  pur- 
chased this  manor  of  JaAn  Legge  and  EHz.  his  wife;  and  in  ]539>Sir 
John  Shelton,  Knt.  was  lord,  and  settled  it  on  Anne  his  wife  for  life, 
and  then  to  John  Shelton,  Esq*  his  son,  for  60  years,  and  after  that 
on  Half  Shelton  his  cousin,  who  was  lord  in  1570 ;  he  it  was  that  ma« 
nnmised  the  whole,  sold  the  rents  to  the  several  tenants,  and  the  de- 
means to  Hicholas  Porter;  and  so  the  manor  and  lete  also,  extinguished 
for  want  of  tenants.  The  site  came  after  to  the  Cullyers,  and  Abigail 
l^orris,  widow  of  Berton  Tuft,  sold  it  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tho.

STRATTON  ST.  MICHAEL. 

This  rectory  was  given  by  Walteb  Giffabb  to  the  priory  of Lo;^e- 
vile  in  "Normandy,  with  Weston  and  Wichingham  in  Eynsford  hun-- 
dred  ;  the  rector  had  then  a  house  and  10  acres  of  slebe,  andnow 
there  are  £8  acres  and  an  half  in  31  pieces,  lying  about  the  town. 
The  parsonage-house  Joins  to  the  south-east  part  of  the  churchyard^ 
and  the  east  part  of  it  (as  I  am  informed)  is  copyhold  of  Ree's  manor^ 
and  belongs  to  a  farm  adjoining  to  the  east  part  of  the  parsonage^ 
house,  now  owned  by  Thomas  nozves,  clerk.  It  was  valued  without 
the  portion,  at  8  marks,  and  paid  10s.  Sd.  tenth,  and  the  rector  paid 
a  portion  of  135.  4d.  per  annum  to  the  prior  of  L)ngaville,  which  is 
now  paid  to  New  College  in  Oxford,  v^ho  had  the  patronage  from 
William  of  Wickham,  their  founder,  by  grant  from  the  King,  it  beibg

The  CBXJRCir  is  25  yards  long  and  7  broad,  it  bsith  a  square  tower 
and  two  bells^*  the  south  porch  is  tiled,  the  nave  and  chancel 
thatched,  the  last  of  which  was  boitt  by  John  Cowall,  rector  here 
in  1487  >  he  lies  buried  in  die  middle  of  the  chancel,  wUh  this  on  a 
lirass  plate  now  loose,

Xhis 
house,  with  about  12  acres  of  land,  part  copy  and  part  free,  is  now  in 
Teoffees  hands ;  and  is  worth  about  10/.  per  annum,  and  the  church- 
wardens receive  the  rent,  and  apply  it  as  it  ought  to  be,  to  repair  the 
church,  since  the  taxes  of  tethths  and  tallages  are  ceased.  He  was 
also  a  benefactor  to  the  gild  of  St.  Atuie,  which  was  kept  in  this 
chirrcb. 

The  nave  was  finished  in  1440,  for  then  Ric.  HavelPs  legacy  towards 
finishing  the  new  church  roof,  was  paid. 

Therp  was  another  brass  plate  in  the  cliancel,  now  lost  for  Ric. 
Y'iUst,  Jan.  26,  l62(j>  aged  76.  I  find  that  Mr.  Layer  Fyrme  was 
curate  here  some  time* 

There  is  an  altar  tomb  in  the  churchyard  on  the  south  side,  for 
WilL  Jfeddall^  Gent.  1730,  and  Mary  his  wife,  who  was  daughter  of 
Tho.

6s.  a  <Stritday  allowed  him  by  the  sequestrators,  out  of  the  tithes,  aod 
Mrs.  Merettether  had  a  fifu  part  of  the  profits  to  maintain  herself 
and  six  children ;  he  being  also  deprived  of  his  temporal  estate  of  50L 
per  annum,  the  rest  was  ordered  to  go  towards  maintaining  the  par- 
liament forces,  &c.  but  it  seems  Cooke  was  not  *'  godly*'  enough  for 
those  rebels,  for  in  1654,  they  put  in  one 

Ric.  Laurenu,^  who  neld  it  by  intrusion  till  Mereweiher's 
death,  which  happened  before  the  Restoration,  when  JVifc.  Woodward^ 
S.  T.  P.  custos,  occ.  in  166O,  presented 

James  Oldfitld,  at  whose  death  in 
168 1,  Charles  Reve  was  presented  by  Hbnbt  Revb,  Esq.  who  bad 
the  turn  by  gralit  from  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  at  whose  death   ' 

John  Cox  was  instituted  at  the  presentation  of  the  Co/bge, 
and  resigned-it  in  about  a  year's  time,  ana  the  college  presented 
The  Rev,  Mr.  Rice  Price,  who  is  fellow  of  the  college,  and  the 
,    present  rector. 


WELHOLMFS,  ob  WELHAM'S  MANOR. 

Was  granted  by  the  Stbattons,  from  their  manor  to  the  WelholmeSf 
and  it  belonged  in  1274  to  Robert  de  Welholme,  and  in  1285,  to  Jks. 
de  Welholme,  who  had  a  lete  or  view  offrankpledge,  and  assiu  of  bread 
and  ale,  allowed  him  in  eire ;  on  condition  he  paid  8c{.  a  year  to  the 
King's  bailiff  of  Depwade  hundred,  for  that  libert^r.  In  1315,  JoJhi 
audJUchardde  Welholm  had  it ;  in  1345,  Rob.  de  Wclholm  and  Stephen, 
his  son,  held  it  at  half  a  fee,  and  half  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  ^xfJohn 
Inglose,  he  of  Isabel  Queen  of  England^  and  she  of  the  King,  as  heir 
toldontealt,  lord  of  Rising-Castle.  In  1401,  John  Brusyard  had  it» 
a  nd  it  was  purchased  bv  Sir  John  Herling,  Knt  and  ever  since  hath 
passed  as  Stratton-Hall  manor,  the  customs  being  the  s^me^  aod  the 
court  is  always  held  at  the  same  time.

REES'S  MANOR 

Here^aevered  anciently  from  that  manor,  which  is  now  (and  for  a  long 
time  hath  been)  joined  to  fVelholme^  the  UyU  being,  fVelholmc's  or 
nelham's  and  Reese's  in  Stratton. 

Tbia  manor  wis  infeofled  by  FiTz^ConsuN,  as  is  already  observed, 
in  oneHuNPBiB  or  Hitmfby,  whose  descendants  assameo  the  name 
of  Stratton  ;  and  it  was  in  Robert  de  Stratton  ^  and  in  1 195  fVil* 
liam  de  Stratton  had  it*  In  1207,  Roger  de  Stratton,^  in  1239>  Henry 
de  Stratton. 

In  1M9,  Ralfde  Stratton,  called  also  de  Bosco  or  Bois,  held  it  at 
one  fee,'  «id  was  fined  for  not  beins  a  knight.  In  1285,  John.de 
Stratton  was  killed  by  fViUiam  son  oxNie.  de  Dunston;  but  it  being 
found,  that  he  did  it  in  his  own  defence,  and  not  felonionsly  or  maU« 
cioasly,  he  had  the  Kin^*a  pardon,'  which  he  pleiuled*  before  the 
itinerant  jostices  at  Normck. 

In  1^0,  Robert  son  of  Nicolas  de  Stratton,  sold  part  of  Jthe  de* 
means  to  Richard  de  Boyland,  who  joined  them  to  his  manor  of  Boy" 
land'Hail  in  Moringthorp.  In  1274,  Roger  de  Stratton  was  lord*  In 
1315,  TJiomas  de  Staunton  owned  it ;  about  1318,  Thomas  Picot ;  and 
iQ  132S,  Nicolas  and  Jeff'ry  de  Stratton  released  it  to  Nicholas  Pycot ; 
ID  1341,  Sir  John  Wahoeyn,  Knt.  infeoffed  it  in  fee  in  John  Dengayne; 
and  in  1S58,  Tho.  son  6t  JRo&.  de  Buntpstede  of  Norwich,  and  Alice  his 
wife,  conveyed  it  to  Roeer  de  Herdegrey  of  Noro/ich,  and  his  heirs,  and 
be  infeO'ffed  WUliam  de  Wreningham,  John  de  Berney,  John  de  Bo^ 
nmghanB,  and  others.  In  1362,  Margaret  daughter  of  Tho.  Pygot  of 
umg^Stratton,  reJeaaed  all  her  right  to  Edmuna  son  of  Isabel  Berry. 

In  14(94,  it  belonged  to  John  Rbes  and  Mabqaret  bis  wife, 
WiLLiA  M  Rebs,'  £sa.  and  Margery  his  wife,  who  sold  the  manor 
in  1407,  to  John  Kirttvif,  clerk,  and  Rob.  Park,  and  the  heirs  of 
John,  but  reserved  the  site  and  denie&ns ;  the  manor  was  soon  after 
conveyed  to  Sir  Robert  Herling,  and  ever  since  halh  attended 
the  manor  6f  StRatton-Hall. 

The  site  and  demeans  called  Rbj^'s  messuage  in  1449,  were  con- 
wyed  by  2Uc*.

In  1285,  it  was  returned  hefore  the  justices  m  eire,  that  the  Kinv 
was  defrauded  of  the  service  of  a  seiyeanty,  due  for  lands  here;  and 
on  the  inquisition  it  was  found,  that  in  the  time  of  King  John,  ffs/- 
liam  Roscelyne  held  one  serjeanty  in  CarUtonf  Tibennamj  Fomcei, 
Waketott,  ^tratton.  Melton,  and  Taseburgh,  worth  d/.  peravnUmt  by 
the  serjeanty  of  finding  one  horsenmn  in  the  King's  war,  whenever 
there  happens  to  be  war  in  England,  and  that  Roger  Bigot  Earl  of 
Norfolk,  then  held  it  substractec  from  the  King;  to  which  the  Ear/ 
by  his  attorney,  answered,  that  he  held  it  of  Kichmond  honoob  in 
capite,  and  that  it  was  in  King  Henry  the  Third's  hands,  who  gave 
'that  honour,  with  all  belonging  to  it,  except  Cossiy  manor,  to  Peter  de 
SubaudiOf  or  of  Savoy;  and  after  that  Roger  Byeot,  ancestor  ot  the 
present  Earl,  purchased  it  of  Ric.  de  Hadesco,  as  held  of  the  said  ho- 
nobr,  and  that  it  was  now  held  of  John  de  Britain,  lordof  the  honour, 
by  the  service  aforesaid,  but  not  by  any  serjeanty ;  upon  which  be 
was  dismissed ;  and  it  hath  ever  since  parsed  with  Fomeei  manor, 
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Ma  NOB  was  held  of  Kogbr  Bioop^,  as  of  his  manor  offomcet,  by. 
Alger,'  at  the  time  of  Conqciestj,  and  another  part  of  it  belonged  td 
Alan  Earl  of  Richmond*  and  was  valued  with  his  manor  of  Cosuyn 
Little  MoupTON  belonged  j^Isq  to  the  said  Roger,  and  Alger  held

TASEBURGH. 

Th  £  name  of  this  town  shows  its  original  to  have  been  the  iu^h 
or  fortification  on  the  river  Tatis  orlVes;^  and  according  to  iJr. 
Gale  in  his  .Commentary  on  Antoninm  bis  Itinerary f  tells  us«  .this 
river  was  called  Tau,  and  that  the  station  ad  Taum,  mentioned  in  the 
Pentingerian  Tables,  was  here ;  and  indeed  the  parish  church  stands 
in  the  fortification,  the  dimensions  of  which  are  still  very  visible ; 
and  an  advantageous  situation  it  was,  to  guard  ihe  pass  of  the  river, 
leading  to  Castre :  being  on  the  very  summit  of  a  high  hill,  which 
surveys  the  adjacent  country,  and  hangs  over  the  river,  which  turned 
eastward  by  it,  and  made  a  commodious  sinus  or  bay  for  such  vessels 
as  came  up  hither ;  and  though  for  many  years  this  stream  hath 
declined  through  neglect,  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  make  it 
navigable  for  lighters  and  such  sort  of  vessels,  up  to  this  village,  which 
would  be  an  advantageous  thing  to  all  the  neighbouring  country ;  this 
good  project  hath  been  twice  attempted,  and  as  ouen  miscarried^ 
rather  through  want  of  conduct  and  a  proper  application,  than  ability 
of  the  undertakers. 

The  entrenchment  or  burgh  here  is  square,  and  contains  about  24 
acres ;  it  seems  to  be  that  encampment  of  the  Romans,  which  by  the 
Chorograpkical  Table  published  by  Mark  Felser,  is  called  Ai>Taum, 
This  place  hath  given  name  to  the  ancient  family  of  the  TAsb- 
BUHGHS,  who  being  lords  of  the  town,  had  anciently  their  seat  there; 
but  after  their  removal  hence,  had  their  chief  seat  (and  that  a  very 
pleasant  one)  just  out  of  the  county,  on  liie  bank  of  the  river  Waveney, 
which  parts  this  county  from  Suffolk,  not  far  from  the  abbe;^  df -Eefix- 
town,  commonly  called  FUxton,  in  Suffolk :  The  house  is  a  grand 
ancient  building,  and  fronts  the  road  from  Bungeye  or  Harleston.

wards assumed  the  name  of  Taseburgh  aboQt  l£d9- 

In  \M7,Ralf  son  of  Jitf(^de  Taseburgh,  was  lord,  and  had  tn- 
fimgenthef,  or  liberty  to  try  all  theft  committed  by  his  tenants,  in  bis 
own  court  baron  and  kte  here,  and  to  execute  tnem  and  take  their 
forfeited  goods.

HARD  WICK, 

Or  Herdewic,  Bignifies  the  place  at  the  tcicg  or  winding  of  the  rivet, 
where  the  herde  was  usually  fed ;  it  was  in  many  parts  at  the  Con- 
quest, the  whole  beiog  two  miles  long  and  one  broaa«  and  paid  Qd,  to 
the  geld.  The  honour  of  Eye  extended  hither,'  and  there  was  one 
part  which  belonged  to  the  abbey  of  Ely/  as  to  the  manor  of  Ptt/- 
nam ;  and  another  to  Bainard  Castle,  as  belonging  to  the  manor  of 
Hemenhale,^  which  was  held  of  that  honour.

FoRNCET,  called  sometkkies  to  dtstiagoish  it  fkom  the  several 
berewiclm  or  endi,  Mid^owUf^  or  the  ndddle  watt  Of  tbe  town,  in  the 
tiart  of  tba  C^nfeMcAr  belonwd  to  Bishop  Stigmd,  of  whotti  CMemau 
held  it;  it  had  then  only  dL  ilfai^'<  church ^and  15  acres  of  giebe 
beien^g  to  it,  bat  tbe  a()^eDdaiit  hirewicks  or  matwri  held  of  it, 
ibade  it  a  traiid  isAlroa,  for  besides  KeheUngtmj  Tuamaofih  Grotgrymtf

Thte  whote  Without  ihkfrtemtn,  was  worth  4?.  per  annum  at  the  first 
survey;  and  5/.  lOd.  at  the  last,  and  the  KiHg  and  the  Earl  had  the 
soe,  cfr  6bi^f  jurisdiction.'  The  fieemen  at  the  finrt  survey  ,0  were  worth 
10/.  per  ithnUHi  to  the  manor,  and  at  the  last,  9AL  2s.  9^. ;  a  part  of  it 
wa*  hefti  of  Coli^rcIn  by  Olf  a  bane,  in  the  Confessoi^'s  time,  and 
T&natM  was  then  in  iwo  parts;  Oslac  held  one,  as  also  at  the  Con- 
qtrest;^  alM  HakdkkInc  the  other,  and  reclaimed  it  as  given  him  by 
the  Krtf^;  btit  yet  Waltek  held  it  of  Roger  Bigot. 

Thefe  ^as  a  part  of  it  Which  belonged  to  Toitbutgh*  manor;*  one 
ftamdh  named  Stula '  thalt  belonrged  to  the  Kin^ ;  and  three  parts^ 
one  of  which  laid  in  three  seVeral  ends  or  dF^isions  Of  the  town, 
belonging  to  AlaH  Earl  of  Richmond^ s  m^not  ci{Costeseye,vh.ia 
Kekeitngton  three  freemen,  8tc.  in  Tuanatan  two  socmen,  8tc.  and  in 
tiidelttLn,  one  freeman  and  half  the  services?  of  another;*  and  this 
wa?  the  sttfte  of  the  to#n  at  the  Confquerbr's  sutvey,  when 
Roasie  Bioot  was  lord  of  it,  by  that  f'rinee's  gift,  being  one  of  those 
gteat  ihtn  that  attended  him  when  he  first 
came  into  England,  and  for  his  signal  ser- 
vices, was  well  rewarded.  This  Was  that 
Bjoger  who  founded  Thetford  priory,  to  which 
be  gave  this  advow^on.'    He  left  it  to 

William  Bygod,  bis  son  and  heir,  steward 
of  the  household  to  King  Hen.  I.  who  was 
drowfled  with  the  King's  children  as  they  came 
from  Normandy;^  and  was  succeeded  by 

HoGH  BiGoD  bis  brother,  steward  also  of 
the  household  to  the  same  King;^  but  at  his 
death,  which  happiened  to  be  in  Normandy,  this  Hugh,  became  the 
principal  instrument,  for  advancing  Stephen  Earl  of  Boloign  to  the 
crown  of  England;  for  being  stettard  as  aforesaid,  (an  office  in  those 
times  of  the  highest  reputation,)  he  hasted  to  England,  and  in  the

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presence  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  averred  upon  bath,  that 
King  Henry  upon  his  death-bed  disinherited  bis  daughter  MiiiMi  the 
Empress,  and  appointed  Stephen  his  heir;  for  which  services  (as 
some  say)  he  was  advanced  by  him  to  the  earldom  of  thei^a^^-^fl^irs^ 
for  in  the  6th  of  King  Stephen,  he  was  so  styled ;  and  in  the  l2th  year 
of  King  Henry  II.  he  advanced  him  anew  to  the  dignity  and  title  of 
/Earl  of  Norfolk,  and  to  the  office  o(  steward,  to  hold  it  as  amply  as 
Roger  his  father  did  in  the  time  of  Henry  I.  notwithstanding  all  which 
honours  and  great  favours^  conferred  on  nim,  he  took  part  with  Robert 
Earl  of  Leicester,  adhering  to  young  King  Henry  in  his  rebeHious 
insurrection ;  for  which  disloyal  practices^  he  was  forced  to  make  his 
peace  with  a  fine  of  1000  marks',  a^ prodigious  sum  in  those  days !  and 
^oing  soon  after  with  the  Earl  of  Flanders  ib  the  Holy  Land,  he  died 
m  1177^  and  the  King  seized  on  his  treasure;  but  it  was  afleprards 
restored,  or  at  least  ^reat  part  of  it,  to 

Roger  Bigud  his  son  and  beir,  who  upon  payment  of  1000  marks 
more  to  King  Richard  I.  in  the  first  year  of  his  reign,  viz*\\9Q,  was 
restored  by  special  grant,  both  to  the  earldom  and  stewardship,  and 

'  the  whole  inheritance  of  his  father,  to  hold  them  as  freely  and  honour- 
ably as  his  father  and  grandfather  did ;  and  was  not  only  a  favourite 
of  the  King's,  but  was  entrusted  by  him,  and  much  employed  in  pub- 
lick  affnirs;  for  in  lipO,  be  was  ambassadour  to  Philip  Kin^  of 
France,  to  solicit  an  aid  towards  the  recovery  of  the  Hofy^Land;  he 
attended  William  de  Longcamp  Bishop  of  jE/y,  when  he  went  to  King 
Richard,  then  made  captiye  \n  Almaigne;  he  was  one  of  the  four 
knights  which  carried  the  canopy  of  state  over  that  King's  head  at 
his  second  coronation.  He  was  sent  to  requireifiV/tam  King  of  &of- 
land  to  come  to  Lincoln  and  do  his  homage  to  King  John,  whom  he 
attended  into  Poictou  in  l£i3 ;  but  iti  1215,  he  deserted  that  Prince, 
being  one  of  those  rebellious  barons  that  met  in  a  hostile  manner  at 

;  Stamford;  and  afterwards  at  Brackley,  and  by  their  power  exacted 
from  the  King  those  strict  covenants,  whereby  he  insolently  wrested 
the  government  out  of  his  hands,  and  put  it.  into  the  management  of 
himself  and  bis  accomplices;  for  which  violent  proceedings,  he  and 
bis  twenty-four  comrades,  who  had  thus  obtained  the  real  government, 
were  excommunicated  by  Pope  Innocent  111.  He  died  in  1220| 
leaving 

!  Hugh  Bigot  his  son  and  heir,  who  married  Maud,  eldest  datigh- 
itr  oi  Will.  Marshal  Earl  of  Pembrook  and  Marshal  of  England, 

^  who  outlived  him ;  in  1222,  he  was  wjlh  the  King's  army  in  if  ales, 
but  dying  in  1224,  this  manor  and  all  his  inheritance  descended  to 

Roger  Bigod  their  son  and  heir,  wbo  was  knighted  in  1232;  and 
at  a  tournament  between  the  southern  and  northern  lords  in  l^S6, 
was  taken  much  notice  of  for  his  singular  skill  in  those  warlike  exer- 
cises. Upon  levying  the  aid  to  marry  the  King's  eldest  df^ughter,  he 
paid  162/.  1 U.  for  125  knights  fees  of  the  old  feofment,  and  37  and  an 
naif  of  the  new.  In  1241,  be  was  with  the  King  in  France,  and  be- 
haved gallantly  at  the  famous  skirmish  betwixt  tbe  French  and  Eng-' 
lish  near  Xantoigne.  In  t246,  he  was  one  of  those  that  were  sent  to 
the  council  of  L^o/15,  to  complain  of  the  burthen  the  kingdom  laid 
under  from  the  see  of  Rome,  and  finding  no  redress,  was  one  of  those 
lords  who  subscribed  a  letter  to  the  Pope,  requiring  a  remedy  from 
such  future  exactions^  and  unjust  oppressions;  and  the  same  year 
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obtained  the  office  and  lionour  of  Mabshal,  in  right  oFhis  mother, 
which  that  King  tbns  conferred  on  him ;  the  Kine  gave  the  ManhaCs 
rod  or  staff  into  Maud^t  hands^  and  she  having  delivered  it  to  her  son 
and  heir  Roger,  the.Kiii^  accepted  his  homage  for  it,  and  ordered  the 
Treasurer  and  Barons  ofthe  Excheqner,  to  let  him  enjoy  ail  the  privi- 
leges of  that  office,  and  admit  his  sufficient  deputy  (if  occasion  requi- 
red) to  sit  in  that  courL  In  ]247>  he  seized  the  £arl  of  Ghisnes,  on 
his  arrival  in  Etiglandj  and  excused  that  fact  to  the  King,  by  ac(]uain&- 
iog  himj  it  was  only  a  retaliation  of  former  indignities ;  the  said  Barl 
having  served  him  so,  when  he  went  ambassadour  into  France,  having 
detained  him  prisoner  till  he  had  satisfied  him  for  his  passage  througa 
his  lands.  In  1252,  he  was  present  when  the  King  confirmed  the  two 
ckarten  called,  Tkt  Great  Charter  or  Magna  Carta,  and  Carta  de  Fo^ 
testa ;  and  the  next  year  he  attended  his  Majesty  into  Gascoigne.  In 
12549  Robert  de  Ross,  one  of  the  Barons,  being  charged  with  some 
crime  committed  t^ainst  the  King,  this  Earl  apologized  for  him,  till 
the  King  gave  him  harsh  language,  and  called  him  traitour;  upon 
nrhich,  with  a  stern  aspect,  he  told  him,  he  lied,  and  that  he  never 
was,  nor  would  be  so;  adding,  If  you  do  nothing  but  what  the  law 
warranteth,  you  can  do  no  harm :  Yes,  quoth  the  King,  I  can  thrash 
jour  corn  and  sell  it,  and  so  humble  you :  to  which  he  replied,  if  yoa 
do  it,  I  will  send  you  the  heads  ofthe  thrashers.  But  this  breach  was 
soon  made  up,  for  in  1259^  he  was  sent  ambassadour  to  the  King  of 
France.  In  1263,  he  was  one  of  those  who  undertook,  that  the  King 
should  submit  to  the  determination  of  Lems  the  French  King,  concern- 
ing the  or^^ioits  of  Oi/brd;  afid  the  King  being  made  prisoner  at 
the  battle  of  Lewes,  he  was  constituted  by  the  Barons,  eovernour  of 
Orford  castle  in  Suffolk.  In  1269,  he  was  found  Co  hold  this  manor 
and  advovson,  (the  Prior  of  Thetford  having  released  all  right  in  the 
latter)  as  bead  and'  chief  parcel  ofthe  barony  of  Byood,  and  dying 
soon  after^  he  was  buried  at  Thetford,  leaving  his  honours  and  estate 
to  his  nephew, 

RooBE  BiGOD,  SOD  of  his  brother  Hugh,  who  was  under  age  when 
he  inherited ;  for  in  1272;^  John  de  Thorp,  as  guardian,*had  the  custody 
of  the  manors  of  Fomcet  eind  Hanwbrth.  In  1281,  he  was  in  the 
Welsh  expedition.  In  1288,  he  had  a  charier  offree^warren  to  this 
manor.  In  1293,  he  was  licensed  to  embattle  his  castle  or  mansion- 
house  BiBungeye  in  Suffolk;  and  it  is  plain  he  did  not  degenerate 
from  his  ancestors,  for  he  stood  up  for  the  people's  liberty,  bein^  the 
chief  of  those  lords,  who  openly  opposed  Edward  I.  in  his  arbitrary 
impositions  upon  lands  ana  wool;  and  not  only  opposed  the  levy  de- 
manded by  the  Kine  for  his  expedition  into  Flanders,  but  actually 
refused  his  personal  attendance  thither ;  and  he  and  the  Earl  of 
Bereford,  with  others,  inhibited  the  payment  of  the  assessment,  and 
incited  the  Londoners  so,  that  he  obtained  a  confirmation  ofthe  two 
great  charters,  and  the  Artkuti  super  Chartas,  which  explain  them^ 
together  with  a  pardon  for  all  offences ;  thus  all  discontents  being 
settled,  in  1299  he  went  in  the  expedition  into  Scotland,  and  having 
no  issue,  he  constituted^King  Edward  his  heir,  delivering  to  him  his 
Marshals  rod,  on  condition  it  should  be^  returned  to  his  children  if  he 
had  an^,  he  to  have  1000/.  down,  and  1000/.  per  annum  during  life.. 
Histonans  aver  all  this  to  be  done  out  of  fear,  because  the  Lurl  of 
Bcreford,  his  old  friend  and  ally,  beidg  dead,  be  thought  the  King 
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would  now  wake  bim  suAFcf  for  oQnspiriog  agMQBl  bia.    Biit  «ooa 

a^er,  he  had  a  re-grant  of  the  earldom,  mar$Mkkip,  an^  constable^ 

ship  of  Nq?WIPH  castle,  and  all  bis  estate  in  tail  9p«cial^  to  himself 

for  life,  and  to  bis  heirs,  if  h^  had  any,  by  Jlic$  his  s^oad  wife,  with 

ren^ainder  to  the  King,  who  iohprited  the  whole  at  his  death  in  1305 ; 

JpHN  Bigot,  his  brother  and  heir,  inheriting  only  the  raanor^  of^^pci- 

tqn  in  Norfolk,  and  Seteringtou  in  Yorhhire,  and  a  few  owe  eatalei^ 

npt  contained  in  the  settleoieqt.

T^keftodary  book  of  this  honour,  was  last  of  all  renewed  in  1609, 
when  the  noble  Hbnry  £arl  o(  Northampton,  Baron  of  Siarnehill, . 
lord  euardian  of  the  Cvique^Portt,  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Privy  Seal, . 
Knight  of  the  Grarter,  was  lord.    It  had  then  above^/f/Jy  fees  held  of  it 
in  the  county  of  Norfolk  only,  as  may  be  seen  under  tbie  several  towns 
and  manors,  to  which  I  refer  yon. 

At  the  death  of  Elizabeth  Dutchess  of  Norfolk  in.U24, 

John  Mowbrat,  her  ^cond  son,  and  heir,  by  the  death  of  his 
ddest  brother,  succeeded  to  the  honour  and  manor :  he  was  one  of 
those  valiant  noblemen  that  served  Kin^  Hen,  V.  and  Kiuff  Hen,  VL 
in  their  wars  with  France;  in  which, havmg  behaved  with  the  greatest 
coarage  and  fidelity,  he  was  by  parliament  restored  to  the  title  and 
dignitv  of  Dukb  of  Norfolk,  (being  before  stvled  Earl^Marehal 
and  Earl  of  Nodngham  only,)  in  14£4.  In  1414,  he  was  at  the  siege 
ofHarjfteu  with  King  Henry  \,  where  he  gat  the  flux  by  eating  too 
mach  fruit,  and  so  was  forced  to  return  before  the  famous  batue  of 
Agincourt;  in  1416,  he  was  at  the  siege  of  Caen  in  Normandy,  and

HOWARDS, 

Being  nok  only  the  first  of  this  county,  but  of  all  England,  next  to 
the  ROYAL  FAMILY  (1),  I  sball  treat  of  them  at  large  in  this  place ;  this 
towtt  being  the  chief  or  head  of  the  honour  ;  hejginning  as  far  back  as 
I  can  trace  them,  from  the  many  ancient  pedigrees,  rolls,  evidences, 
printed  accounts,  and  other  memorials,  that  I  have  met  with  concern- 
ing them;  chiefly  following  that  pedigree  which  is  in  Caius  col- 
lege library  in  Cambridge  ;  (2)  the  greatest  part  of  it  being  proved 
by  eztracU  out  of  authentick  evidences  and  deeds,  which  are  entered 
upon  it.

11,  Sir  JOHN  HOWARD,  Knt.  who  began  very  early  to  distin-r 
Buish  himself  in  the  wars.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  reign  of  Henf^^ 
VI.  he  accompanied  JoA/i  Viscount  JLiVe  to  Bfey  with  22000  men, 
and  soon  after  o^arched  to  the  relief  of  CAatiV/on,  with  Jolw  Earl  of 
Shrewsbury,  where  that  valiant  Eari  was  slain.  In  1442,  he  was  sent 
by  King  Henry  VI.  to  appease  the  great  riot  at  Norwich.  (46>  In

Vp  by  Mr.  Collins,  in  the  Peerage  published  at  London  1741,  vol.  i. 
p.  8,  so  that  I  shall  transcribe  it  here,  inserting  such  addilioi^s  as  I  have 
met  with.

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in  consideration  of  his  ^eat  services,  obtained  a  grant  of  several  ma* 
Dors,  which  were  then  in  the  Crown^  bv  the  attainder  of  John  Earl  of 
WiiuHrt.  In  the  second  of  Edward  iV.  he  had  the  joint  command 
(with  the  Lords  Falconberg  and  Clinton)  of  the  Kmg*s  fleet,  and 
did  considerable  service  against  France;  being  also  at  that  timeTrea-- 
surer  of  the  King^s  household.  In  1467»  he  was  sheriff  of  Odfordahire 
and  Berkdiire.  (48)  In  I46i^,  bearing  the  title  of  Lord  Howard,  (49) 
(by  which  title  in  147 If  be  was  summoned  to  parliament  as  a  baroa 
of  the  realm)  he  was  made  captain  general  of  the  King's  forces  at  sea, 
for  baffling  the  attempts  of  tne  Lancastrians,  then  making  a  powerful 
head  under  the  stout  Earl  of  Warwick.  In  1470,  was  made  deputy 
govemour  of  Calais  and  the  Marches,  with  the  hord  Hastyngs ;  and 
having  behaved  with  singular  prudence  and  fidelity,  he  obtained  a 
grant  in  tail  special,  of  divers  lands  and  manors.  In  1473,  he  ob- 
tained uf  the  King,  (oO)  the  wardship  and  marriage  of  Jolm  Bourg^ 
chiery  Knt.  Lord  Berners,  then  a  minor,  whom  he  afterwards  married 
to  Catherine  Howard,  his  only  issue  by  his  second  wife.  In  I477>  he 
had  a  grant  of  the  office  of  constable  of  the  Tower  of  London:  and 
the  nextyear  was  again  made  captain  gencralotthe  Kin^s fleet  against 
the  Scoti,  and  was  also  installed  Kni^t  of  the  Garter  m  Edward  the 
Fourth's  reign,  to  whom  he  adhered  faithfully  during  the  whole  course 
of  it ;  (51)  as  be  did  to  King  Richard  III.  afcer  he  had  got  the  Crowa^ 
(though  without  having  any  evil  hand  in  the  barbarous  actions  which 
were  exercised  thereto,)  so  that  to  oblige  him  the  more,  he. was  upon 
Jane  28,  in  the  first  year  of  that  King's  reign,  made  EarUAlarshal  of 
England,  (52)  and  adva*nced  to  the  dignity  of  Duke  of  Norfoi«k, 
(Thomas  his  son  being  then  also  created  Earl  of  Surrcj/)  and  the  day 
preceding  the  King's  coronation,  was  consliiuied  High  Admiral  of 
England  tor  that  day,  also  Lord  Admiral  of  England,  Ireland,  and 
Acquitain  for  life;  and  at  the  same  time  obtained  a  special  grant. of 
divers  manors  and  lordships,(5S)  and  confirmation  of  bis  mother's  inhe*

1€.  THOMAS  HOWARD,  hia  son  and  heir,  bein^  es^iv  of  the 
body  to  King  Edward  IV^  waa  retained  to  serve  him  in  his  wars.  In 
15  Edward  IV.  1474,  he  wasjfori^of  Norfolk  md  Sufolk,  and  in  the 
first  of  King  JRJcAonl  III.  1483,  waa  created  £crrJofSiniBET;  nni

MfUime^  broifaef  offFttteei  Marqats  ofB€rkky,  the  lands  which 
came  to  them  by  iaheritaaoe,  by  reason  of  bis  descent  from  the  ooheirt 
^  ix>]itawbraif  Duke  ol  Norfolk.    In  1490^  he  attended  the  King  and 
Queen,  to  Calais;  and  the  next  year^  was  advi^nced  to  the  high  pificq 
of  Lord  Treasurer  o£  England,  and  so  mach  was  he  io  hia  mastei^s  fa- 
vQor  thai  he  consutated  him  one  of  bis  executors;  and  immediately 
after  Hmry  the  Eighth's  accessioQ,  that  Prince  nominated  him  oae  of 
his  privy  coancilj  renewed  his  patent  of  Lord  Treawrer,  and  the  yeaf 
following  made  him  EarUMar§hai  otEwghi^d  for  life.  In  1^13^  heinff 
sent  general  of  the  English  forces  against  the  S^ots,  he  slew  James  IV. 
King  of  Scotland,  and  routed  their  army  at  Pioddkn^Field ;  for  which 
ereat  service  a  special  grant  passed  by  the  King's  order,  that  he  and  the 
neirs  male  of  his  body^  shoulo  for  ever  bear,  as  an  honourable  auff  menta* 
lion  to  hie  arms,  on  the  bend  of  the  How  Ann's  arms,thenpBer  naif  ofa 
red  lion  (depicted  as  the  armsof&o</Mi2  are)  pierced  through  the  mouth 
with  an  arrow.    And  in  l5iS,  Feb.  I,  the  King  advanced  him  to  the 
dignity  of  Duke  of  Nokpolk,  which  title,  J6hn  his  father  (deriving 
his  descent  through  the  heirs  ieniale  of  Mowbrajf-  and  Segrave,  fcom 
Tkamoi  of  Bratlmion^  son  to  King  Edward  I.)  did  emoy .  At  the  sama 
time,  he  had  a  new  pateai  for  the  office  of  Lord  Truigureri  and  a 
grant  of  divers  lordships  and  manors  from  the  Crown,  and  confirmA^ 
tion  of  oumy  others ;  among  which^  the  honovb  and  manor  of  JPorjsr 
c^i  then  valued  at44/«  per  ammm,oJod  ito  appenda^  QfSwanioUp 
Sugate,  and  Galgrime,  were  included ;  and  in  15 1^,  he  issued  his  lettera 
to  Sir  Nicholas  2ppleyard,  Knt*  chief  siemard  of  bis  HONoen,  and  to 
other  the  learned  council  of  the  law,  who  were  constantly  retained  by 
him,  and  to  John  Crane,  his  high  bailiff,  to  renew  the  extents,  rentals, 
and  evidences  of  ^e  honour  and  manors  belonging  thereto,  which  was 
done  very  exactly.    In  15^1,  he  performed  the  office  of  Lord  High 
Steward,  at  the  trial  of  Edward  Duke  of  Buckingham,  and  gave  seo^ 
tence  of  death  upon  him,  but  not  without  tears ;  and  in  ]  52^  obtained, 
a  grant  to  his  son  Tliomas  Earl  of  Surrey  of  part  of  ilie  said  Dnke'a 
lands;  and  resigning  to  him  bis  office  of  Lord  Treasurer  of  J$f^land, 
he  retired  with  the  King's  leave,  to  his  castle  at  PramUnaham  in  St^ 
folk,  where  be  kept  an  honourable  house  to  his  death,  and  being  above 
80  years  of  age,  died  tliere  on  the  Istof  A£iiy,1524 ;  {60)  and  when  be  * 
was  carried  out  of  that  castle,  towards  his  burial  in  the  abbey  church  aft 
I^etford,  **  he  cude  nat  be  asked  one  grote  for  hisdebte,"  ae  appears  from 
an  exact  account  of  his  life,  which  was  fixed  on  a  table  by  his  monumenl, 
and  is  punted  at  large  vol.  ii.  p.  1£0,  8cc.  to  which  I  refer  yon.

I,  Thomas,  his  eldest  son,  was  created  Earl  of  Surrey  in  his  father's 
lifetime. 

^f  Sir  Edw.  HowAiiD,  Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  Lord  AJbmral^ 
was  a  man  of  as  great  account  as  any  of  his  cotemporaries.  In  1491, 
he  was  in  an  expedition  then  made  into  Flanders^  in  favour  of  the 
Emperor  Maximilian.  In  1509>  he  was  made  standard-bearer  to  jHejt. 
VIII.  who  in  1512  constituted  him  Lord  High  Admiral  of  England, 
when  he  convoyed  the  Marquis  oF  Dorset  into  Spain,  to  aid  Ferdinand 
the  Emperor  against  the  French ;  and  having  scoured  the  seaa,  he 
landed  in  Britannif,  did  great  execution  in  that  country,  and  returned 
home  laden  with  honour  and  spoils.  This  pu(  the  French  to  reiofbrce 
their  navy,  and  that  encouraged  the  King  to.do  the  same ;  upon  which, 
to  the  honour  of  this  Lord  Admiral,  he  searched  for  the  French,  and 
met  them  coming  out  of  Brest,  and  after  a  sharp  encounter,  obtained 
a  signal  victory.  He  was  also  sent  after  Sir  Andrew  Barton,  the  fa* 
mous  Scotch  pirate,  whom  he  fought  and  took.  Afterwards  the  French 
could  never  dare  to  look  out  of  Brest,  so  that  resolving  to  attempt 
them  in  their  harbour,  he  entered  a  galley,  and  boarding  the  admiral 
of  the  French  ^allies,  the  grapplin^s  givmg  way,  the  gallies  parted, 
and  he  was  lett  in  his  enemies  hands,  where  fighting  courageously,  in 
the  heat  of  the  action,  he  was  born  over  board,  and  lost  his  life.'  He 
married  Alice,  sister  and  heiress  to  Hen,  Lovel  Lord  Morhy,  and 
widow  of  Sir  William  Parker,  Knt.;  she  died  Apr.  1513.  His

13.  THOMAS  Earl  of  Sukrby/  eldest  soil  to  the  im  m^ntidnect 
Duke,  succeeded  him  in  his  honours;  in  his  father's  lifetime^  he  com-* 
manded  a  ship  under  his  brother  Edward,  who  was  then  lord  adoiiral, 
when  the  famous  pirate  Sir  Andrew  Barton  was  taken  in  1512**^  H< 
accompanied  the  Marquis  otDonet  into  Spain,  in  aid  of  King  Ferdi^ 
nand,  against  the  French;  and  the  said  Marquis  falling  sick,  he  had 
the  command  of  the  English  army.  In  1513,  upon  the  death  of  the 
Lord  Edward  his  brother,  being  then  Knight  of  the  Garter>  he  was 
constituted  lord  admiral  in  his  stead,  and  so  scoured  the  seas,  that  nol 
a  French  fisher-boat  durst  be  seen ;  and  landing  in  fVhitsand  bay,  he

m  Scoiland,  he  landed  $000  veteram,  m4  joi^^  bU  fiitb^r  the  EfM4 
pf  Surrey,  then  ^en^ral  of  the  £fig/^  army,  <MiQ4iqg  %  iii^9«n  to 
that  King  to  justify  Sir  Jnirew  BartotCt  death ;  at  the  battle  ofWM^ 
donfield  he  behaved  gallantly,  when  he  commanded  the  vangoard  with 
BU  yoiifiger  brother  Edmund,  who  beiog  \n  gr^t  dntfelMi  was  ««q- 
txnnd  by  him  and  Sif  JBdm.  Stanley;  aod  in-  yeGompelMe  of  Aese 
signal  services,  he  was  soon  after  created  Earl  of  Surrey^  the  same 
day  that  his  father  wan  made  Dutf  b  of  tforfolkf  5  Hen.  y  liL  And  on 
a  dfeput^  in  parliament  concerning  his  place  there,  it  was  deetared, 
that  he  shonld  sit  according  to  his  creation,  and  not  iw  a  dnh^e  eMest 
fon.  In  16W>  beioff  appointed  lord  deputy  of  Irjdgnd,  be  s^ppreaped 
the  O'Nedb  and  O-Carok,  and  goveraiai^  sp  age^Pfl|bly#  that  \m 
gaiqed  the  love  of  that  country.  Afterwards,  having  peffbrmed 
many  lignal  services  in  !FMffM,he  was  eoHstitoled  lord  treasurer,  and 
made  general  of  the^  King's  whole  army,  designed  to  march  affainst 
ihe  SetHti  and  all  tbis  in^is  father's  lifetime;  after  whose  deafli,  he 
was  again  made  general  of  the  army,  al  that  lime  raised  to  advance 
into  Scotiand^  to  set  the  voang  King  fret,  whom  M^  Diib^  of  uf^ai^ 
kept  then  in  custody  at  Sterling  castle.  H^  aflerwiMrd^.i^ttende^  tM 
King  into  France,  and  was  sent  chief  ambassadour  to  the  Fttnek 
Itf ng,  io  atteoil  hiin  to  Nice,  and  commune  with  the  Pope,  as  to  his 
delaying  King  Henrys  divorce.  In  153d,  he  ni^rched  to  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Earl  of  SAremsbury,  when  be  suppressed  the  insnrrection 
in  Yorks/ure,  called  the  Pilgrimage  of  Grace,  raised  on  account  of  the 
diss6lutioQ  of  the  lesser  qbohasteries^  and  was  soon  after  made  lieate- 
nant-general  of  all  the  King's  foi'ces  beyond  the  Trent.  But  after  aH 
these  signal  services,  (so  little  gratitude  r^i^ns  ag^ong  ^^n^t,)by 
the  insinuating  persuasions  of  some  of  the  nobility,  (because  on  spm^ 
V  ^  .  occasion  he  had  called  them  the  new  raised  men,  which  they  counted 
j^^  s(^T  a  dishononr  to  them,)  the  King  was  so  far  misled  and  incensed  against 
^V  him,  that  he  not  only  sent  him  prisoner  to  the  Tower,  bui  gave 
order  for  seizing  his  ^[oods,  and  gave  notice  tq  hi^  ambassa^rs 
abroad,  that  be  and  his  son  had  conspired  to  tak^  upon  them  the 
government  durine  his  life;  and  after  his  death,  to  §et  th^  prince 
into  his  bands.  All  which  jealousies  (the  King  bejne  m  a  decaying; 
and  weak  condition)  so  far  prevailed,  that  the  Duke,  and  his  sod 
Henky'  Earl  of  Surrey,'mete  both  attainted  in  parliament ;  the  Earl 
lost  bis  head.l  and  the  Duke  had  fared  no  better>  had  not  th^  de^h 
of  that  inexorable  prince  hasteqed  him  to  give  an  accoupt  pf  his  own 
actions  at  that  bar  to  which  he  had  so  lately  sent  the  spn,  and  de* 
signed  to  have  hurried  the  father  also :  however,  though  his  life  was 
9^'^^«  Jf^  ^13  eoemies  so  far  prevailed  over  him  in  Edmard  the 
Dixth^s  reign,  that  though  a  pardon  was  given  by  prodiunatipn  to  all 
jbersoos  for  what  crimes  soever^  vet  was  he  with  five  others,  excepted 
by  name;  as  to  the  par^culftrs  laid  to  his  chai^^,  though  tbe  act  e^ 
attainder  itself  he  not  on  record,  the  u6t  of  rapeal  in  the  1st  of  Queen 
Jffirjr  reciteth,  that  there  was  qo  special  patter  in  th^  act  of  at- 
•  fdidder,  but  only  gjznerfi)  words  of  tr^soh  and  cpuspiracy,  apd  thai 
piU.pf  their  care  Tor  the  prejier nation  of  the  King  and  the  prince, 
they  passed  iu  And  this  act  of  repeal  ftirther  sbis  fertb,  That  the 
M^  thing  with  which  he  stood  charged|  w^s  for  bearing  of  a^o^s,

to  it,  and  fliiU;  n6t  kt  the  npp^  t>Att^  but.to  the  tfetlier  part  of  it,  con- 
trary td  the  Kilters  custom.  At  the  attainder,  all  the  isianors  and' 
eitatei  of  the  ddke  urere  sd^ed,  and  adiong  others,  the  ttanor  tind 
bonon^r  of  pMicei,  of  wbidi  a  cdrioud  survey  was  then  tnade.  He 
afiterwards  retrent^  b  his  palace  «t  Kenmnghull  in  Norfolk,  Where 
be  died  in  1554,*  and  was  buried  at  PranUingham  in  Suffotk.

Sas  installed  Knight  of  the  Garter  1  Eliz.  and  in  the  Sd  year  of  that 
loeen,  was  constituted  lientenant-general  for  the  northern  parts  of 
the  realm.  In  1565,  he^  with  Robert  Earl  of  LeiceiUr,  was  aolemnly 
invested  with  the  habit  and  ensigns  of  the  order  of  St.  Michael,  in  the 
chapel  of  the  Queen's  palace  at  fVatminster,  by  an  embassy  sent 
from  the  FrenchKwg :  but  in  the  1 1th  of  Queen  Eliz.  being  suspected 
to  be  not  onl^  a  favourer,  but  great  admirer  of  Mary  Queen  otScot9, 
he  was  cast  into  prison,  accused  of  designing  to  marry  her,  tried^ 
condemned,  and  beheaded  June  2,  1572,  15  Eliz.  on  Tower  Hillj  to 
the  grief  of  many^  for  he  was  a  |;ood  man,  and  much  beloved  bv  bia 
country.*  He  married  three  wives;  first,  Mary,  daughter  and  co- 
heir to  Henry  Fitz-Jlan  Earl  of  Arundel;^  by  whom  he  had  Philip 
Earl  of  Arundel,  his  son  and  heir ;  she  died  at  Arundel  House  in  tbe 
Strand,  Aug.  25, 1551,  and  was  bqried  in  St.  Cknunt*$  church  near 
Temple  B(ir>. 

His  second  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter  and  sole  heiress  to  ThomoM 
Lord  Awdley*  of  Walden,  Chancellor  of  England,  widow  of  Hcniy 
Dudley,  a  younger  son  to  John  Duke  of  Northumberland,  who  was 
slain  at  St.  Quintin's  in  Picardy  A"  1557,  by  whom  he  had  Thomas,, 
afterwards  Lord  Howard  of  Walden,  and  Duke  of  Sifffblk,  (of  whose 
descent  more  hereafter;)  2dly,  William  Lord  Howard  of  Naworth 
castle,  bom  Dec.  19,  15o3,  and  two  daughters,  EKzabeth,  who  died 
an  infant,  and  is  buried  at  Framtingham  in  Suffolk,  and  Margarei, 
born  Aug.  1,  1568,  afterwards  iparried  to  Robert  Sackvile  Earl  of 
Dorset.  '  This  dutchess  died  at  Norwich  in  156d,  and  is  buried  in  the 
ohnrch  of  St.  John  Maddermarket,  as  at  vol.  iv.  p.  WQ*  His  third 
yrife  was  Elizabeth  daughter  of  Sir  Francis  Leiboum,  Knt.*  widow  of 
Thomas  Lord  Dacres  of  Giflesland,  by  whom  he  had  no  i^e;  she 
died  in  1567,  and  wa^  buried  at  Ken^in^h^ll,  e^  in  yol.  \.  p.  226. 

15.  PHILIP  HOWARD,  son  and  heir  to  the  last  mentioned 
Duke,  was  £ar/ of  Surrey,  Lord  Howard,  Mowbray,  Sbgravb, 
and  Brusb  o/*Gow£r,  and  Eatl-Marshal  of  England;  also,  in 
right  of  his  mother,  he  assumed  the  title  and  honour  of  Earl  of  the 
earldom  of  Arundel,  with  the  appurtenances  thereof,  it  having  an- 
ciently been  adjudged  in  parliament,  to  be  a  local  dignity,  so  that  the 
possessors  thereof  should  enjoy  that  title  of  honour;  wnereupon,  he 
sat  in  parliament  by  the  title  of  Philip  Earl  of  Arundel,  23d  Efiza^ 
ieth,  in  which  parliament  He  Y^a9  restored  in  blood  frpm  the  attainder 
pf  his  father,  Thoinas  l)uke  of  Norfolk,  beheaded  A"*  1572.  This. 
i^oble  peer  being  a  ipost  zealous  papist,  was  much  maligned,  and  being; 
accused  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  by  some  of  his  potent  adversaries,  fur 
holding  cforrespondence  with  Cardinal  Allen,  Parsons  the  Jesuit,  and

the  strict  laws  made  against  the  jNipts^s,  he  endeavoured  to  go  beyond 
the  seas  without  leave,  but  being  discovered,  was  appreheiidea  and 
committed  to  the  Tower^  A^  1584,  and  bis  estates  seized ;  and  amons 
others,  this  honour  and  manor  of  Fomeet,  of  which  the  Queen  took 
immediate  possession,  and  demised  part  of  it  to  William  Pennant  foir 
SI  yearsi  namely,  all  that  part,  which,  after  the  attainder  of  Thomas 
late  Duke  of  Norfotk  had  been  granted  to  the  Lady  Mary,  the  thea 
King's  sister,  and  by  her,  had  teen  leased  to  the  said  frilHam.  la 
1586,  he  was  fined  10,000  pounds  in  the  Star  Chamber  for  bis  misde- 
meanors, and  attempt  to  go  beyond  the  seas;  and  three  yeai*s  after^ 
was  arraigned  and'  condemned  by  bis  peers  in  Westminster-haW,  for 
divers  practices  in  relation  to  bis  religion,  and  fav6orin^  of  tbe  Spa* 
niards:  nevertheless,  by  the  Queen's  grace,  he  obtained  her  pardoa 
for  his  life,  but  continued  prisoner  in  the  Tower;  and  at  length  died 
in  custody  there,  Nov.  19,  1595,  being  not  full  40  years  of  age;  .hav^ 
ing,  during  his  imprisonment,  lived  in  the  severity  of  his  religion,  a 
most  strict  and  austere  life.  He  married  Anne,  daughter  of  ThomaM^ 
aod  sister  and  coheir  to  George  Lord  Dacres^  of  Giluslandj  by  whom 
he  had  his  only  son^ 

16.  THOMAS  Earl  of  ^runi2e7,  who  was  born  during  bis  father^s 
imprisonment,  and  was  restored  in  blood  by  James  L  A^  1600,  in  the 
parliament  met  at  fVestmimter  in  the  1st  year  of  his  reign,  and  had 
livery  of  all  estates  from  that  Prince,  and  among  others,  of  his  honour 
and  manor  of  Forncet.  He  was  JEar /  of  Arundel  and  Surrey,  Earl- 
Marshdt,  and  premier  Eabl  of  all  England,  Knight  of  the  roost  noble 
prder  of  tb^  Garter,,  and  one  of  his  M^eslVs  most  honourable  privy 
council,  and  lord  steward  of  the  household ;  and  by  King  Charles  U 
was  constituted  chief  justice  of  the  forests  north  of  Trent,  and  general 
of  the  army,  in  the  first  expedition  to  Scotland,  A*  1638.  He  sat  as 
lord  AurA  steward  of  England  in  WestminsterAxtAX,  at  the  remarkable 
trial  of  Thomas  Wentworth  Earl  of  Strafford;  shortly  after  which, 
foreseeing  the  civil  wars  then  beginning  in  England,  he  willingly 
resigned  his  staff  of  lord  steward  of  the  household,  resolving  to  travel : 
his  lady  also  took  the  same  resolution,  and  a  Tair  and  honourable  op* 
portunity  presently  offered ;  for  the  Queen-mother  of  France  baling 
oeen  in  England  about  two  years,  was  at  this  time  necessitated  to  re- 
turn; and  the  care  of  conducting  her  to  the  sea-side,  and  waiting  oa 
her  over,  was  committed  to  this  Earl;  who  afterwards  spent  some 
time  at  Utrecht,  but  in  the  winter  returned  to  England;  aod  by 
reason  of  his  special  services  and  great  merits,  as  also  in  respect  of 
bis  lineal  descent  from  Thomas  de  Brotherton  Earl  of  Norfolk,  (a 
younger  son  to  King  Edw.  I.)  was  by  letters  patent  dated  June  6,  SO 
Car.  I.  advanced  to  the  title  of  Earl  of  Norfolk :  shortly  after  whichji 
discerning  the  flames  of  war  to  encrease  daily,  his  age  and  infirmities 
also  rendering  him  unfit  for  any  further  employment,  he  obtained 
leave  of  the  King  to  travel ;  whereupon,  retiring  to  Padua  in  Italy, 
\ie  died  there,  Sept.  14,  1646,  in  the  6lst  year  of  his  age,  and  his 
forpse  being  brought  over,  was  buried  at  Arundel  in  Sussex.  He

This  most  noble  C^rl  wtfs  the  greatest  fayoorer  of  arts,  and  pr^' 
moter  of  sciences^  that  yie  have  met  witb^  He  bad  an  eaceueni 
knowledge  in  paihtitig,  sculpture^  oarviog,  buiIdiog»and  designing; 
his  collections  of  designs  iexce^ing  that  of  any  person  theu  Dving; 
ftnd  hfs  statues  were  equal  in  number,  value,  ana  antiquity,  to  those 
hi  the  houses  of  most  princes';  to  gain  which,  he  had  persons  manj 
^ikt%  etoif^tojed,  both  'in  ttaty,  Greece,  and  many  parts  of  JSaurme^ 
where  rarities  were  to  be  had ;  all  which,  were  l^  hint  placed  in  the 
garden,  and  certain  rooms  belonging  to  ArtmdMl  HoBseia  tkeStnaad^ 
aiid'ard  ncctmUelv  described  in  that  tract  .of  his,  intituled  Marmora 
JtrUfideKanii ;  ^m  will  remain  a  lasting  monument  of  his  highly  de- 
served fame  to  future  ages;  Henry  Duke  of  Norfolk,  his  grandsoiij 
bestowing  tb^m  on  the  ti  uiversity  of  Ojford^  they  were  ordeny  placed 
in  the  Wlls,  enclosing  the  stately  Theatre,  but  are  since  removed  to  a 
room  over  the  Bodletan  Library. 

Bis  paintings  likewise  were  numerous,  and  of  tbe  most  exceUeut 
masters*  having  more  of  that  exouisite  painter  Bam  Holben  than 
vrete  in  tjie  World  besides.  He  had  the  honour  to  be  the  first  persan 
of  quality  that  set  a  value  on  them  in  our  nation ;  being  also  the  per* 
son  that  brought  in  uniformity  in  building,  and  was  chief  com  mis* 
Bioner  to  see  it  performed  in  Londou ;  he  was  Fikewise  sumptuous  in 
his  household  stuff;  full  of  state  and  magnificence  in  his  entertain- 
ments, especially  of  strangers;  at  his  table  very  free  and  pleasanC 
'tie  was  more  learned  in  men  und  mannersi  than  in  books,  yet  under- 
ilood  tbe  Zatirt  tongue  very  well,  and  was  master  of  the  liaKan:  hd 
'  was  a  great  favourer  and  admirer  of  learned  men,  as  appeared  by  his 
intimacy  with  Mr.  Carnbdert,  Mr.  Seldon,  Sir  Robert  Cotton^  and  Sir 
Henry  Spelman^  Uie  lights  of  their  age.  He  was  a  promotier  of  order 
amd  ceremony,  aiid  kept  greater  distance  toward  his  SovBREiGKt 
than  any  person  at  court;  often  complainii^,  that  tbe  too  gjreat  affa« 
bilitvof  the  King,  and  ihelreftcA  garb  of  tbe  coort,  would  bring 
Tdgtity  into  contempt.  In  council  be  was  grave  and  succinct,  nttber 
discharging  his  conscience  and  honour^  than  com^lyin^  with  parti* 
cular  interests;  and  so  was  never  at  the  head  oi  business  or 
principal  in  fevour.  He  was  free  from  covetoosness^  and  so  much 
abov6  a  bribe  of  gratuity  (for  favours  done)  as  no  person  ever  dorst 
tempt  him  with  one.  He  was  in  his  religion  no  Ugot  or  Puritan,  and 
protessed  more  to  affect  moral  virtaes,  than  nice  qaestaons  and  foolish

/Aif€l  granted,  with  all  rights,  powers,  jurisdictions,  precedencies,  and 
authorities,  thereto  belonging,  8cc.  to  bim,  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body; 
and  for  default  of  such  issue,  to  the  heirs  male  of  the  body  of  the  Lord 
William  Howard  of  Nawortk  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  yonneest 
son  of  Thomas  Duke  of  Norfolk,  (who  was  beheaded  15  EUz,)  and  for 
default  of  such  issue,  to  Charks  Howard  Eari  of  Notyngham,  and  the 
lieirs  male  oF  his  body.  He  was  born  Jula  12, 16^8,  and  died  at  his 
house  in  Jrundel'Sireel,  Jan.  11, 1083.  He  married  to  his  first  wife, 
the  L^dy  Anns  Somerset,^  eldest  daughter  to  Edward  Marquis  of 
Worcester,  by  EHz.  Dormer  hid  first  wifci  and  by  her  he  had  two  sons 
and  three  daughters;  and  by  his  second  wife,  Jane,  daughter  of 
Robert  Bickerton,  Esq.*  gentleman  of  the  wine  cellar  to  Kin^  Car.  H. 
(a  lady  famed  for  her  beauty  and  accomplishment)  he  had  first.  Lord 
George  Howard,  who  married  Arrabella,  daughter  and  sole  heiress  to 
Sit  Edmund  Allen  of  Hatfield  Peverel  in  the  county  of  Eeset,  BarL 
widow  of  Francis  Thompson  of  Humbleton  in  the  county  of  York,  Esq. 
and  died  March  Q,  1720,  without  issue.  The  second  soti  was  Lord 
James  Howard,  who  died  a  bachelor,  being  drowned  Aug.  1702,  at- 
tempting to  ride  over  Sutton-Wash  in  Lincolnshire.  The  3d  ^on  was 
Lord  Frederick'Henry  Howard,  who  married  Catherine  daitghter  td 
Sir  JVancfi  Blake  ot  Oxfordshire,  relict  of  Sir  Richard  Kennedy  of 
Mount'Kennedy  in  Ireland,  Bart  and  died  March  16,  I72(i,  bia  lady 
surviving,  who  died  Jan.  23, 1731.  Ladv  Catherine,  and  Ladv  Anne,

11, 1654,  and  on  Jan.  91,  1677>  was  sammoned  to  parliament  by  writi 
by  the  title  of  Lord  Mowbb a y  ;  and  upon  the  death  of  PrinceiCi/perf  ^ 
was  made  constable  of  Windsor  castle,  warden  of  Windsor  forest,  and

Surrey,  and  Berks;  and  on  May  6, 1685,  1  James  II.  being  elected 
Knight  of  the  most  noble  Order  of  the  Garter,  he  was  installed  the  22d 
of  Ju/y  following.

CLAVER'S  OR  CLAVERING^S  MANOR, 

Was  originally  part  of  the  capital  manor  granted  by  the  Bygods  to 
John  deClavering,. from  whom  it  took  its  name,  and  was  hekl  of  it  at 
a  quarter  of  a  fee.  In  1£83,  William  le  Claver  or  Clavcring  of  Stirston, 
and  Kaiherine  his  wife,  and  Mites  le  Parker  of  Stirton,  and  Christian 
his  wife,  settled  it  on  Ralfde  Creping;  and  in  12S6,  Johnde  Faux  was 
lord,  and  hadyr^-srarren  allowed  to  it  in  eire.  It  after  belonged  to 
Johsg  le  Graunt,  in  1306,  to  John  JermUf  and  in  1308»  to  Henry  Page;

They  were  valued  as  one  benefice  at  30  marks, 
and  paid  45.  9d.  synodals,  and  procurations,  besides  55.  Peter-pence, 
and  4d,  ob.  oarvage ;  all  the  institutions  run  to  Forncet  only,  till  IA65, 
and  then  to  Forncet  utraque;  the  rectory  always  paying  double  insti- 
tution fees,  shows  it  to  have  been  an  ancient  consolidation ;.  though 
for  many  aees  St.  Peter's  church  hath  been  esteemed  a<i  a  chapel  of 
ease  to  St.  Afi^ri^,  the  mother-church ;  there  were  anciently  three  fi7d!p 
here,  those  of  St.  Mary  the  Virgin,  and  St.  Jo/w  the  Baptist  hekl  in 
St.  Mary's  church,  and  one  of  St.  Peter  held  in  his  church; '  The 
terriers  have  85  acres  of  glebe,  and  a  good  parsonagerhouse,  and  it 
)paysjirst'^fruits  and  yearly  tenths,  it  being  valued  at  %0L  in  the  King's 
books.  The  Prior  of  Bukenham's  temporals  were  taxed  at  4d.  those 
of  the  monks  of.Thetford  Us.

1  HIS  town  in  the  Confeasor's  time,  belonged  to  Bishop  Stigand,  and 

was  held  of  him  by  Aldwin  or  AiLwm;  but  at  the  Conqneror'a  sur-' 

vey,  it  was  in  three  parts ; '  the  head  or  principal  manor,  called  after* 

wards  Ch^rhall,  belonged  to  Roger  Bigoi,  who  infeoffed  Durand  in  it/ 

for  which  reascHi  it  was  always  held  of  the  Earl  of  Norfolk's  honoor 

of  Forncet,  at  one  fee.    It  was  then  a  league  long,  and  half  a  league 

broad,  paid  Qd.  geld  or  tax,  and  had  a  church  and  16  acres  of 

glebe;  the  advowson  of  which,  then  solely  belonged  to  thismanw; 

but  when  the  tithes  of  the  manor  called  afterwanb  Nether-hall,  were 

joined  to  it ;  the  lords  of  that  manor  presented  to  one  turn,  and  those 

of  Uiis  to  another;  but  when  the  moieties  were  separated,  and  one  of 

them  given  by  the  Sheltons  to  Ijangky  abbey,  and  the  other  remained 

with  Netherhall  manor,  till  that  fell  into  the  Shelions,  then  the  turn 

that  belonged  to  the  convent,  being  sold  to  John  Jenney,  senior,  Esq.

THE  MANOR  OF  NETHER-HALL,

Nicholas  deShcUon^  in  1215>  had  purchased  all  the  estate  of  JRbbert 
Maloysel  and  Alexander  his  son,  in  fVeybred,  and  was  then,  one  of  the 
rebelling  Barons  against  King  John,  and  upon  the  surrender  of  Frarn^ 
linghnm  castle  in  Suffolk,  he  submitted^  and  gave  his  son  Robert  as  a 
pledge  for  his  future  allegiance. 

In  \22,%  the  King  seized  Henry  de  SheUon's  lands,  because  be  was 
not  in  the  tVeUh  army,  and  he  was  forced  to  pay  4  marks  to  have  them 
restored. 

In  1223,  Ralf  be  Shelton  was  married  to  Catherine  daughter 
and  heiress  of  Henry  de  Ulegh,  with  whom  the  manor  of  Bumi^Ilkgh 
in  Suffolk  came  to  this  family,  and  attended  it  many  generations ;  her 
inheritance  was  large,  for  he  gave  18  murks  to  King  Henry  III.  and 
did  homage  to  that  King  for  three  whole  fees,  held  of  the  honour  of 
Will,  de  Helyun ;  this  i2a{^  owned  an  estate,  and  the  advowson  of 
Mundham. 

In  1235,  Robert  de  Shelton  held  one  fee  of  Robert^de  Tateshal,  and 
be  of  the  Earl-Marshal,  and  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  John  de  Shelton^  and 
be  of  the  Earl-MarshaL 

In  1239>  Robert  son  of  Henry  de  Shelton,  conveyed  an  estate  here 
to  Jordan  de  Shelton;  and  in  1424,  Henry  de  Shelton  held  3  fees;  and 
in  1244,  Ralfde  Shelton,  father  of  Henry,  was  dead.

Ilteye,  in  Suffolk,  the  manors  of  Scole  and  of  Bedingham  in  Norfolk; 
and 

RoBEBT  his  son  and  heir  was  above  25  .years  old,  who  had  livery 
of  them  all  at  his  father's  death,  and  in  128f),  had  liberty  offree-war- 
ren  allowed  to  them  in  eire.  This  Sir  Robert  settled  lands  in  llleye, 
to  maintain  divers  lights  in  that  church.  In  1302,  he  had  fees  in

Peter- 
pence,  and  3d,  carvage,  and  was  in  roedieties;  the  Abbot  of  Langley 
was  patron  of  one,  f^nd  that  rector  had  16  acres  of  land,  but  no 
house;  and  Sir  Richard  de  Boyhnd  was  patron  of  the  other,  having 
purchased  it  in  1277»  of  Ro^cr  de  Taseburgh,  and  the  Rector  of  that 
had  a  house  and  18  acres  of  land.  The  whole  now  lies  as  one  rectory 
in  thelCff7g*s  Booics,  valued  at  8/.  and  the  village  used  to  p^v  2/.  17«. 
to  every  tenth.  The  present  fabrick  was  built  by  Sir  Ralf  Shehon, 
Knt.'  and  is  a  fine  uniform  brick  building,  having  a  nave,  two  isles, 
and  chancel  leaded,  a  souare  tower,  and  one  bell.  JHh  name  is  ex- 
pressed often  in  the  windows,  viz.  tiat%  with  ai|  escalop  shel  and  a  tun^ 
which  cannot  fail  of  making  Sheltun.  There  is  now  a  handsome  new 
built  parsonage-house^  and  above  30  acres  of  glebe.

Here  was  a  chanel  dedicated  to  the  Firgin  Mary,  standing  b7  itself 
in  the  churchyarct,  at  the  east  end  of  the  chancel,  the  ruins  of  which 
may  still  be  seen.  William  LvKSTEB^'bltas  Bocheb,  by  his  will 
proved  May  7,  1493,  ordered  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  chapel  of 
the  blessed  Plrgin  Mary  at  Tibenham ;  he  gave  a  messuage  and  lands 
to  ihe  parish  church  oi  All-Saints  here,  ordering  the  church-wardens 
to  apply  the  neat  profit  to  repair  and  adorn  the  church  for  ever :  he 

?[ave  also,  nine  acres  of  freehold,  lying  at  Mil-hill  and  Rowe-Bushegi, 
or  the  constables  to  receive  the  rent,  and  with^the  neat  yearly  profit 
thereof,  to  pay  the  King's Jifteenihs  for  the  poorer  sort  of  people;  and 
when  there  are  no  fifteenths^  then  the  churcbowar^ens  are  to  receive 
it,  and  repair  and  beautify  the' church  with  it.  His  house  and  land, 
which  he  bought  of  Ifilliam  Wothorpe,  \f  the  brothers  and  sisters  of 
the  gilds  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Mary  will  buy  them,  they  to  have 
them  ]0/.  cheaper  than  any  one  else,  and  their  own  time  of  payment} 
if  they  Settle  it  on  a  priest  to  pray  for  th^  brethren  and  sisters  of  the 
gilds.    (Reg.  Hyrning,  fo.  1 36.) 

There  were  three  gilds  here,  the  brethren  and  sisters  of  w&lchj^ 
had  one  common  gild-hall,^  since  turned  into  a  schooLho\ise ;  viz.  the 
GILD  of  jiU'SaintSi  held  in  the  nave  of  the  church ;  that  of  St.  Thomas 
the  Martyr,  held  in  St.  Nicholas's  chapel  at  the  east  ^nd  qf  th^  south 
isle ;  and  that  of  the  fir^n  Mary,  held  in  her  chapel  in  the  church? 
yard.  These  gilds  had  divers  lauds  here>  which  at  their  dissolafioa 
were  seized  by  the  Crown,  where  they  continued  till  160M,  and  tbe« 
King  James  I.  granted  them  to  John  Eldred,  Esq  \  and  Joan  Ferdon^ 
gentlewoman,  and  their  heirs.    The  furniture  of  the  gUd^hadl  re-

A 
plain  proof  of  the  jolly  doings  at  these  ^'/cb/  But^  as  tne  poor  of  the 
parish  alwap  were  partakers  with  them/I  niuch  question  whether  their 
revenues  were  not  better  spent  then,  than  they  have  been,  since  tbey 
were  rapaciously  seized  from  the  parishes,  to  which  they  of  right  be- 
longed. 

In  1652,  the  town  lands  to  beautify  and  repair  the  chxtbch,  were 
let  at  above  28/.  per  annum. 

In  1606,  John  Blomefield  of  Norwich,  Gent,  bequeathed  to  the 
paving  of  St  Nicholases  chapel  in  Tibenham  church,  a  thousand  paring 
tiles,  or  money  to  the  value.    (Regr.  iZir,  fo.  449.)

In  1227,  it  was,  a  rectory ^  for  Rie.  te  Chaum  then  granted  two  parts 
of  the  advowson,  to  Augustine,  Prior  of  St.  Faith  at  Horsham,  who 
had  the  other  third  part  oefore,  in  right  of  (heir  lands  here  ;*  and  the 
church  was  appropriated  and  confirmed  to  them  by  John  of  Ojpford 
Bishop  of  Diorwick,  according  to  an  agreement  made  in  the  time  of 
IVilliam  his  predecessor,  saving  a  sufficient  maintenance  to  the  vicar: 
And  in  14€B,  the  prior  was  taxed  for  bis  qnritualities  at  23  marks,  and 
his  temporals  paia  IQd.  to  each  tenth.  At  the  Dissolution,  their  tem» 
porals  as  well  as  wirituab,  vested  in  the  Crown,  and  in  1610,  were 
granted  by  James  I.  to  George  Salter  and  John  Williams,  by  the  name 
of  the  revenues  and  lands  late  of  St.  FaitKs  Priory;  viz.  the  tenement 
called  the  Prioty-house,  and  yard,  and  32  acres  of  land ;  and  a  tene- 
ment and  11  acres  of  land  called  Annables;  and  the  tithe  wood  and 
hayf  of  the  rectory  of  Tibenham  aforesaid,  late  in  the  tenure  of  Tho^ 
nuu  Baker,  and  now  in  the  tenure  of  Nic.

(For  k  hath  gone  by  the  several  names  of  its  owners,)  is  the  ca(Ntal 
manor,  and  belonged  to  Alric,  a  thane  of  King  Edamrd  the  Confess 
^  sor,  and  had  then  three  carucates  of  land  belonging  to  it,  two  in  de- 
iiieao,.aad  one  in  the  tenants  hands;  who  had  liberty  to  sell  their 
lands,  if  thev  first  ofllered  them  to  sale  to  their  lord,  and  he  refiised 
them.  The  King  and  Earl  had  then  the  lete,  and  all  superiour  jurisdio* 
tion :'  and  at  the  Conqueror's  survey,  it  was  owned  by  £ooo  son  of 
Aiiniirui,^  the  founder  of  the  Tateshale  family ;  in  which  it  contiooed, 
till  it  was  joined  to  Bukenham^castk,  and  jpassed  exactly  as  that  casUe 
did,'  through  the  TateshaUs,  Orrebys,  Cli/tons,  Knevets,  &c.  till  it  was 
aold  by  the  Harveys,  to  Mr.  Shaw  of  Beslhorp,^  whose  daughter  and 
heiress  married  to  the  Lord  Biron,  who  now  owns  it. 

In  1257,  Sir  Rob,  de  Tateshale  had  a  charter  fox  free-warren  in  this 
manor,  from  K.  Hen.  III.  which  was  afterwards  confirmed  to  Com^ 
stantine  de  Clifton,  his  heir^  by  King  Ric.  II.  in  1274,  assise  of  breaid 
and  ale  overall  his  tenants  in  Tibenhamntid  Car/e^o»,  was  allowed 
him  by  Edw.  I.  In  1285,  all  these  privileges  were  allowed  in  eire^ 
Wttth  weyf,  and  a  timberel. 

In  1272,  it  was  found  that  this  manor  was  held  in  capite  of  the  King 
by  barony,  of  which  John  de  Ingham  held  a  fee  in  Ingham  and  Wor- 
ked, and  Margery  de  Creik  half  a  fee  in  Westhorp,  and  another  half 
fee  in  Hillington.  He  also  held  Shelfy  manor  in  Suffolk,  of  this  ba* 
lony  of  Tibenham.

ABBOTS  MANOR, 

Was  given  before  the  Conquestby  LsFWALD^aSajroit^to  theaibbey 
of  St.  Bennet  at  the  Holm  in  Norfolk ;  and  at  the  Conquest  was  worth 
255.  a  year.'  In  1218,  the  abbot,  by  fine  in  the  King's  court,  conveyecl 
to  Osbert  de  Dagworth,  a  messu£^e  and  140  acres  of  land,  and  diveis 
rents  in  Tibenham ;  and  in  1249>  ^dam  Fttzwalter  released  to  the  Abbot 
of  Holmy  a  messuage  and  carucate  of  land  in  Tibenham  for  ever ;  and 
in  1326,  Roland,  then  parson  of  Easi-Bradenham,  gave  to  the  abbot 
13.  acres  of  land  and  20  acres  of  wood,  parcel  of  the  manor  of  Tiben^ 
ham,  and  then  the  rents  of  assise  were  22s.  4d.  ob.  a  year ;  and  there 
was  a  manor-house,  and  136  acres  of  arable  land  worth  3^*  an  acre} 
two  acres  of  meadow  worth  25.  and  20  acres  of  wood ;  for  all  which 
temporals,  the  abbot  was  taxed  in  1428,  at  4/.  75.  4d.  ob.  The  whole 
revenues  went  with  the  abbey  of  Holm,  to  the  Bishop  of  Norwich^ 
whose  lessee  now  hath  it^  and  is  valued  as  at  p.  540,  vol.  iv. 

DAGWORTH'S  MANOR 

Was  part  of  the  Abbofs  manor  granted  as  above,  to  Osbert  de  Dag-' 
worth,  who  recovered  it  in  the  King's  court  against  the  abbot,  by 
proving  that  his  father,  and  Osbert  son  of  Hervi  de  Dagworth,  his 
grand-father,  was  seized  thereof  by  grant  of  Abbot  Thomas;  and  then 
the  said  Osbert  gave  it  to  the  monastery  of  St.  Olave's  at  Herringfleet 
in  Suffolk;  and  tne  prior  of  that  house  paid  75.  Id.  tax  for  it  in  1428. 
In  1392,  Rtc.  II.  licensed  Rog,  Rogers  to  grant  50  acres  of  land  here, 
to  Herringfleet  convent.  At  the  Dissolution,  this  manor  of  Tibenham 
was  given  by  King  Hen.  VIII.  to  Henry  Jerningham,  and  it  after  came 
to  the  Lord  Burgavenny. 

THE  MANOR  OF  TIBENHAM,  HASTYNGS,  or  LONGROWB, 

Belonged  to  the  Abbot  of  St.  Edmund's  Bury,  and  was  held  of  him 
by  Ricuard,^  being  raised  from  40,  to  6O5.  value.  At  the  Conqueror's 
survey,  the  village  was  a  league  and  an  half  long,  and  one  league  broad, 
and  paid  ISd.  geld  or  tax;'  and  it  passed  as  Hastyngs's  manor  in

Was  so  called  from  the  Chauns  or  Chains,  the  ancient  lord» 
thereof.  In  the  Conquer&r's  time  it  was  parcel  of  Fomtet  manor,  and 
belonged  to  Roger  Bisot,  as  at  p.  187,  214,  &c.  and  in  II98,  it  was 
Adam  FitZ'Robert's  afterwards  the  Fitz-Walters,*  of  whom  Henry  de 
Crostweyt  held  it  at  one  fee.  In  1 200,  Ralfde  Ckattm,  Cham,  or  Caam, 
held  it  at  one  fee ;  in  1227,  Ric.  le  Cham,  who  sold  two  parts  of  the  advow- 
8on,  as  before  mentioned.  In  1303,  it  was  found  that  William  de  Mw' 
bun  and  John  le  Wales  or  Wallis,  had  the  manor  late  Tho.  de  Chaun's, 
which  then  contained  30  messuages,  four  carucates  of  land,  two  acres 
of  meadow,  20  acres  of  pasture,  80  acres  of  wood,  a  windmill,  and  60r. 
ffir  anntwi  rent,  in  Tibenham,  Aslacton,  Muhon,  and  the.  towns  adja- 
cent. In  1312,  the  h^irs.of  Robert  de  Chaum  had  it,  and  William  dc 
Morbume,  parson  of  Sajjield,  settled  it,  on  Tho.  Bacun  of  Bacpnesthorp, 
and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  it  being  th^n  held  by  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Wtl* 
Ham  de  Colney,  for  life,  remainder  to  Eliz.  wife  of  I'ho.Bacun,  and  her 
heirs.  In  1 3 19  Roger  son  of  Tho.,  Bacon  of  Bacotusthorp,  settled  it  on 
Go^ryde  Rokele  and  Eliz.  his  wife  for  their  lives,  with  remainder  to 
his  right  heirs ;  aud  in  1334,  it  was  settled  after  the  death  of  Eliz.

Robert  3oxton>  Gent,  who  died  seized  of  them,  and' NbrM  or 
Great  Glemham  manor  in  Suffolk,  June  5,  1621,  leaving,  Robert  his 
son  and  heir^  ig  years  old  :  this  Robert,  was  grandson  to  Robert  BuX" 
ton  who  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Tibenham  in  1528,  .being  son  of 
John  Buxton,  Gent,  hy  Margaret  fFar/ierhis  wife,  who  was  buried 
here  in  1572.  In  l655j  John  Baxton  of  Chanons  was  lord,  and  was 
buried  here  in  l66o,  leaving  by  Margaret  Pert  his  wife,  one  of  the 
heiresses  of  Thomas  Confers  of  East- Bar  net  In  Hertfordshire,  Esq.' 
four  SODS,  RofiEBT,  John,  William,  and  Hbnrt/  and  Isabell, 
who  married  to  ilr,  Acton  ofBramford  in  Suffolk;  and  Eliz,  to  Mr. 
Thruston  of  Hoxne ;  John  nuxton,  the  secona  son,  lived  at  St.  ilfar- 
garet*s  in  Suffolk,  and  by  his  wife,  who  was  heiress  to  Mr.  Proctor  of 
Burstoni  he  had  three  sons,  Robert,  John,  and  Thomas,  who  was 
educated  at  Cambridge.

Hbhry  Buxton,  the  fourth  son,  was  unmarried  in  I699. 

RoBBRT  Buxton  of  Chanons,  the  eldest  son,  married  Hannah 
daughter  of  Robert  Wilton,  Esq.  of  Topcrofl  and  Wilby,  (see  p. 
.'364^  5,  vo\.  i.)  and  was  buried  at  Tibenham ;  John  Buxton,  hi^  eldest 
son,  dying  unmarried  at  Orleans  in  France,  where  he  was  buried,. 

RoBEETBuXTON,hi$  secoud  son,  succeeded  him,  and  married  Eliz^ 
daughter  of  Leonard  Gooch  of  Earsham  in  Norfolk ;  he  was  buried  at 
Rushford in  16q\,  and  Eliz.  Buxton  was  buried  by  him  in  1730.  (See 
vol.  1.  p.  295.)  His  brother  Charles  was  A.  B.  and  fellow  of  Oktre-hall 
in  Cambridge,  and  died  in  1 68t,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Edward's  church 
there,  being  22  years  old.  Margaret  (lis  sister  married  to  Henry  Kid* 
dington  of  Hociham,  as  at  p.  367^  vol.  i.  and  Hannah  her  sifter  was 
then  unmarried. 

John  Buxton,  son  of  Robert  Buxton  and  Eliz.  Gooch,  succeeded, 
and  was  buried  at  Rushworth  in  4731^  as  at  p.  295,  vol.  i.  leaving 
these  manors  to  Jnne  his  wife,  who  is  now  owner  of  them  for  life,  ana 

RoBBBT  Buxton,  Esq.  his  son,  who  is  now  unmarried,  is  heir. 

In  1570,  Knevet  and  Buxton,  in  right  of  their  manors  here,  were 
chief  lords  of  the  commons.  In  1 742,  the  tot^l  of  the  quitrents  of  the 
manors  of  Chanons,  Westhall,  Hackford,  and  Seekford,  were  IL  6s.  I  Id. 
ob.  per  annum.  The  site  of  the  manor  of  Chanons  is  now  called 
Chanons  Hall,  and  is  the  seat  of  the  Buxtons  ;  it  stands  about  a 
miie  south-east^of  the  churchy  and  is  a  good  old  regular  building, 
moated  in. 
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THE  MANORS  OF  WEST-HALL,  HACKFORD,  AND 
SECKFORD, 

Called  afterwards  Bacon's  manor^  belonged  to  Roger  Bigo^t 
manor  of  Fqrncet  $it  the  Conquest^  as  may  be  seen  under  Fomcet  at 
p.  223^4 ;  and  the  several  parts  before  their  union  belonged  to  different 
families ;  West-hall  was  held'  by  Bic.  de  Hadesco,  hj  the  4th  part 
of  a  fee,  in  £fo.  the  First's  time;  and  after  that>  was  iomed  to  Hack- 
ford's  manpr,  which  passed  as  Hackford's  manor  in  fVest-Herling,  as 
you  may  see  in  vol.  i.  p.  300,  and  from  thence  to  the  Seckfordsj  as  at 
p.  301,  and  was  by  one  of  them  sold  to  the  Bacons^i  and  joined  to 
Chanons  manor  as  before  mentioned. 


THE  MANORS  OF  SKEYTON-HALL,  alias  WHITWELL'S 

AND  LAUNDE'S, 

Are  now  joined  to  the  manors  of  Bunwell,  Carleton,  and  Tibenham 
cum  membris,  the  members  of  it  being  these  two  manorsj^  as  at  p*  128 
and  140. 

Sketton-Hall  manor^  alias  WhitwelFs,  took  its  name  from  Sir 
John  de  Skegeton,  lord  of  it  in  Edward  the  First's  time,  as  also  of  <Sfcey- 
ton-hall  in  bkeyton,  from  which  village  he  took  his  name.  In  1303, 
Ralfde  Skeyton  was  under  age,  and  a  ward  of  Sir  Fulk  Baunard,  Kni. 
of  whom  this  manor  was  held,  and  Richer  de  Whitwell  had  it  in  1261. 

Launoe's  manor,  in  1264|  belonged  to  Richard  Lemming  of  Tibcn^ 
ham,  who  forfeited  it  for  rebelling  aeainst  Hen,  III.  In  1278,  Robert 
de  Bukenham  had  it,  and  in  1283,  Will,  de  Cruce,  dt  la  Croyz,  or  at 
Cross,  owned  it.  In  1287,  John  de  Tibenham  had  assise  of  bread  and 
ale,  and  we^,  allowed  him  here.  In  1478,  John  Heydon  of  Baconcs^ 
thorp,  died  seized,  and  from  that  time  to  this,  they  have  passed  as  at 
p.  140,  Robert  Buxton,  Esq ;  being  now  lord. 

Alan  Earl  of  Richmond's  manor  oiCarleton^  extended  hither;  see

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MORINGTHORP, 

Commonly  called  Mournino-Thorp^  was  known  by  the  name 
of  Thobp  only  in  the  Confessor's  time ;  and  to  distingaish  it  from  the 
many  villages  of  that  name>  it  began  to  be  called  Moring-'thorp  about 
the  Conqueror's  time,  from  the  mere,  mare,  or  more,  it  was  situated  by. 
It  was  given  before  the  Confessor^s  survey,  to  the  abbey  of  St.  En- 
MUND  BtBury  in  Suffolk,  by  Thurketel^  a  Danish  thane  or  m>&/e* 
man,  along  with  the  town  of  Ca$tre  by  Norwich;^  and  the  abbot  held 
it  as  a  manor,  having  one  carucate  in  demean,  of  205.  a  year  value,  to 
which  belonged  a  church  and  20  acres  of  glebe ;  but  before  the  Con« 
queror's  survey,  the  whole,  (except  the  advowson,  lete,  and  some 
small  parcels  which  always  attended  the  abbey  to  its  dissolution)  was 
infeoffed  by  Abbot  Baldwin,  in  Robert  db  Vals'  or  Vaux,  who 
held*  it  of  the  abbey  by  knight's  service ;  it.  was  then  risen  to  309. 
value,  and  the  town  was  a  mile  long,  and  three  furlongs  broad#  and 
paid  id.  ob.  q.  to  the  geld  or  tax.

Tlie  temporals  belonging'  to  Buty  abbey  bere^  were  assigned  to  the 
use  of  the  sacrist  of  that  monastery,  and  w^re  taxed  at  4s.  6d.  The 
Prior  of  Dunmowe  in  Essex,  bad  a  mill,  lands,  and  rents,  of  Sos.  2d. 
per  annum.  The  temporals  of  the  Prior  of  Norwich,  were  taxed  at 
5Sb  1  idJ  and  those  of  the  Prior  of  fVimondham  abbey ,  at  Id.

the  Abbot  always  beio^  superiour  lord,  held  a  lete,  which  at  the  Disso- 
lution vested  in  the  Crown^  and  was  granted  to  the  Shcltons,  and 
added  to  the  manor^  which,  as  [  read  in  the  Register  of  the  Sacrist  of 
Bury  abbey  (fo.  49,)  was  settled  by  fine  levied  in  1 186,  on  Henry  son 
of  Joceiine,  who  had  it  of  the  Fauxes  by  the  Abbot's  consent ;  and  in 
1198,  Henry  settled  it  on  Wido  son  of  Roger,  and  nephew  of  Robert 
deShimpling,  in  which  family  it  continued  long^  all  of  them  releasing 
to  the  Abbots  all  right  in  the  advowson ;  Seman  the  priest  being  thea 
rector;  in  \202,  this  fVido,  Guido,  or  Guy,  had  assumed  the  sirname 
*  of  Thorp/  from  this  his  manor.  Inl2749  the  heir  of  Rbgerde  Shtrnp^ 
ling  had  it,  and  was  in  the  custody  of  Richard  de  BoyTond,  and  had 
assise  of  bread  and  ale,  and  frte-warren  allowed  to  ,the  manor.  Iq 
1286,  William  de  Schimplin^  nad  y'lQW  of  frankpledge  of  all  bis  tenants 
in  Moringthorp,  to  be  held  m  the  presence  of  the  bailiff  of  the  hundred, 
paying  the  King  by  him  \2d.  a  year,  and  also*  assise  of  bread  and  ale, 
and  we^rT;  and  in  ]287y  he  held  it  at  one  fee,  of  John  de  FalUbus  or 
Vaux  ot  Tharston,  which,  at  his  death  was  assigned  to  Petronel  his 
daughter  and  coheir,  wife  of  William  de  Ros,  and  they  held  it  of  the 
Abbo^  of  Bury.  In  1363,  Isabel  Shimpling  held  the  third  part  in 
dower,  and  conveyed  it  to  John  de  Esthall,  on  condition  to  marry  her,* 
but  he  not  performing  his  promise,  she  \va&  /6rced  to  sue  for  her  lands 
again;  and  in  an  action  brought  in  1401*  it  appeared,  that  JBqger 
Shimpling  died  seized  of  this,  and  ShimpUng  and  left  three  daughters 
and  heiresses ;  Isabel,  married  to  John  ^irtling,  Katerine,  to  fViU. 
EUnghamf  emdJoan,  to  whom  this  manor  was  alloted  inl412.

In  this  pariahj  and  ever  since>  it  hath  been  united  to  Boyland-HaU  in  • 
Moutning-thorp,  for  at  the  Conaaeror*9  survey^     . 

Boi ELu N  D,^  was  a  separate  ri7/>and  afterwards  wasainited,  part  of  it 
to  Freton^  and  the  greater  part  to  this  town ;  Torn  the  Dane  owned 
it  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor^  when  the  demeans  andmanor 
were  worth  2as.  and  Rai/Bairiard  had  it  at  the  Conqueror's  survey^ 
when  it  was  worth  409.  a  year^  and.  had  the  ioc  and  sac  belonging  to  it^ 
with  lete,''  and  all  other  lurisdictions;  and  it  passed  in  this  family  at 
Merion  and  Bunwell,*  till  they  sold  it  about  1  igO,  to  Rat/,  who  settled 
here,  and  took  the  name  of  Boyland  from  this  place :  in  1218,  Richard 
son  of  RalJ  de  Boyland ovtned  it;  and  in  1250,  Roger  de  Boyland huA 
jilice  his  wife  had  it,  and  Sir  lUcAard  de  Boyland,  their  son^  suo' 
ceeded  them;  he  built  Boyland^hall  in  Brainghamf  and  settled 
there,  as  at  p.  57,  vol.  i.  and  from  his  time  it  pas^  in  that  family^ 
and  continued  with  Boyland'HaU  in  Bresingnam^  till  about  1534/ 
and  then  it  was  purchased  by 

John  Garnish,  late  of  Mendlesham  in  Stifolk,  and  joined  to 
Mourning-thorp  manor^  which  he  purchased  as  before.

The  other  Sd  part  of  the  vil- 
lage of  fVacton-Parva  always  belonged  to  Fomcet,  and  a  Sd  part  of 
the  advowson,  till  it  was  lately  purchased  of  the  Duke  of  Norfolk, 
by  the  R^v.  Mr.  John  Soley,  rector  of  Stratton  St.  Mary,  who  hath 
also  the  other  3d  part  of  the  gift  of  Thomas^Bokenham  Tirrel^  lord  of 
the  manor  of  Park's  in  Great  Wacton,  to  which  it  lately  belonged, 
though  formerly  it  was  appendant  to  the  manor  of  Stratton^hall,  ac« 
cording  to  an  agreement  made  in  1288,  between  Roger  le  Bigqt  Earl 
of  Notfolk,  and  Gilbert  de  Borne  and  Eliz.  his  wife,  owners  of  Strat'^ 
ton^hall,  by  which  this  turn  was  settled  on  them  and  their  heirs.

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Hie  CRUBCR  was  dedicated  to  St.  Mary  the  Virgin^  and  when 
14oRWjCH  Domesday  was  inade>  the  rector  had  a  house  and  ]6  acres 
of  glebe;  the  revenues  were  so  smalj^  that  it  was  not  valued  in  the 
first  taxation,  but  at  the  second  it  was  valued  at  40s.  though  not 
taxed.  It  then  paid  \^d.  procurations,  Qd.  syuodals>  5d,  ob.  Peter- 
pence,  and  ^d.  ob.  carvage;  it  now  stands  in  me  King's  Books  thus :

§o  that  being  discharged,  it  pays  no  Jirsi  Jrtdts  nor  tcntlis,  and  is 
capable  of  augnuntation. 

In  IflOf),  this  parish  was  valued  by  itself,  at  2331.  13s  Sd.  per ' 
annum  to  the  taske  or  tax.  The  church  was  in  constant  use  till  about 
16(>0,  and  then  it  began  to  be  called  a  chapel,  and  in  1510,  was  re- 
turned to  be  in  decay,  and  in  15^0,  it  was  so  bad  that  service  began 
to  be  otuitted ;  and  ihen  there  was  a  design  of  rebuilding  it,  though 
it  never  look  place,  for  in  1522,  fViUiam  Cullj/ng  of  Wacton  St. 
Marift  was  buried  there,'  and  willed,  **  That  when  it  shall  pleiase  the 
''  Parissheners  af  the  seld  fVakton,  to  go  about  the  halowynge  of  their 
"  churche,  yf  that  they  wilj  doo  geve  the  Bishop  his  Dener  that  Day, 
''then  1  will  that  mine  Executors  shall  soo  geve  the  Bishop  bis- sty- 
''pende,  as  he  and  they  may  agree/'*  But  uotwithbtanding  this,  it 
fell  down  and  was  never  repaired.  It  stood  on  the  piece  of  giebe 
now  cail^  Dove-home" Acre  or  Chappel-yard;  but  the  foundations 
are  ploughed  over,  though  the  rector,  upon  every  instii uiion,  reads 
prajers  tnere  forenoon  and  afternoon,  as  in  other  rectories;  Uie  silver 
cup  which  l>eionged  here  is  now  the  only  cup  in  G reat^fVucton 
churcbj  as  the  inscription  on  it  shows. 

The  parish  is  now  so  far  swallawed  up  in  Great-Wacton^  that  the 
bounds  are  not  commonly  known,^  so  thai  all  the  tithes  are  received 
by  the  rector  of  Great-tV acton, ^  there  being  no  house,  church,  or 
parishioner,  it  is  an  absolute  sinecure.  The  rector  at  this  day  being 
possessed  of  nothing  but  about  1 6*  acres  oi glebe,  and  even  that,  pays 
ail  taxes,  tithes  and  rates,  to  fVaclon- Magna,  being  rated  at  5/.  10s. 
per  annum,  besides  4d.  ob.  synodals  to  the  Bishop,  and  is.  procura- 
tions to  the  archdeacon.

1715,  The  Rev.  John  Soley^  senior,  A.  M.  the  present  rector,  and 
PATRON  in  full  right,  was  presented  by  Will.  Staffk  of  Willing^ 
ham  in  Suffolk,  and  now  hdlds  it  united  to  Stratton  St.  Mary^ 
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Is  the  only  manor  in  this  parish,  except  the  parts  belonging  to 
Tomcet,  and  to  the  honour  of  Sichmona,^  (of  which  this  manor  is 
held,)  and  to  the  honpur  of  Eye,^  both  which  extended  hither ;  and 
the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  jbls  lord  ot  Fomcet,  and  the  lord  of  the  honour  of 
Richmond,  are  superiour  lords  of  the  commons  and  tvastes,  and  bad 
their  letes  here,  though  there  is  a  lete  belonging  to  this  manor,  the 
jurisdiction  of  which,  extends  to  the  tenants  of  the  manor  only,  ad 
the  other  letes  do  over  the  several  tenants  of  the  hotwurs. 

It  was  first  held  ]by  the  family  of  the  Wactons,  and  Stephen  dc 
Wacton,  who  had  it  in  1230,  was  the  last  lord  of  that  naipe  her^. 

In  1235,  Walter  de  Walys  owned  it,  who  was  succeeded  by  Thoi^as 
de  Camera  or  Chambers  ot  Baketon,  who  in  1285,  had  lete  or  view  of 
frankpledge,  and  amze  of  bread  and  al^  of  all  his  tenants  here,  by  the 
jKing's  grant  ;^  this  lete  belonged  to  the  King^s  hundred,  and  therefore 
the  lord  was  obliged  to  pay  Gdiper  annum  fee-farmi  for  it,  to  the 
bailif  of  the  hunared.  In  1298,  Thomas  son  of  IrilL  de  la  Chambrc 
aetded  it  on  WiUiom  Carleton,  who  resettled  it  on  the  said  Thomas' 
and  Isabell  his  wife, , in  tail:  it  had  then  130  acres,  one  mill,  and  iQr 
messuages  belonging  to  it,  and  extended  into  JUacton,  Stratton,  and 
Jtorncet.  In  131^  the  said  Thomas  was  lord,  and  after  him  it  came  to 
the  Pabks,  and  passed  with  the  manor  of  Parkas  in  Ariacton,  as  at 
Pt  }77j  8,  and  so  to  the  Dukes  of  Benhale  in  Suffolk,  and  after  the 
death  of  that  Sir  Edward  Dulfe  who  sold  Aslacton,  it  went  to 

Sir  John  Duke,  his  son,  who  served  as  member  of  parliament  for 
Orford  ia  SufiAk.

1 HI8  TiUi^  is  called  by  Tarious  names  io  old  evidenee,  as  STsma* 
TUNA,  or  Steres-Tovm,^  lluntun,  Testmf  Tbuntan,  and  Tharston;  and 
was  io  divers  parts  at  the  CAnquest^  several  of  them  belonging  to  the 
manor  of  Fomcet^*  of  which  the  capital  manor  was  always  held  at  one 
fee,  Uluric  held  it  of  Bishop  Strand  at  the  Confessor's  survey^  and 
Robert  db  Vallibus,  FabjOt  Vauz,  of  Roobr  Bigot  at  the  Con* 
qoeror's.^  The  church  had  40  acres  of  glebe  valued  at  3$.  per  anmmh

WELHOLME'S  on  WBLHAM'S  MANOR 

Laid  in  Stratton  St.  Michael,,  and  this  town,  for  which  see  p.  203. 
Before  the  Welholmes  removed  to  their  new  made  manor-^bouse  at 
Stratton,  they  dwelt  in  the  old  site  of  their  manor  by  HoLfi-hill  in  this 
parish,  to  which  belonged  an  ancient  free-cbapei  dedicated  to  St. 
Giles,  called  Holme  or  nelhoime*s  chapel ;  the  site  of  which  now  be* 
longs  to  (he  manor  of  Tharston:  and  on  account  of  tbis  it  is,  that  we 
often  meet  wilh  the  churches  of  Tharston  mentioned,  but  the  manor 
united  to  Stkatton-Hall. 

Xhe  advowson  of  tlie  rectory  of  the  church  of  St.  JUJary  the  Virgin 
at  Tharston  was  given  in  King  Stephen's  time,  to  the  priory  of  Pent- 
NEY  in  Norfolk,  by  Rob.  deVaux^  founder  of  that  bouse,  to  which  it 
was  appropriated  hefore  1273;*  it  was  first  valued  at  15,  after  at  18 
niarks,  and  had  a  house  and  40  acres  of  glebe.  The  ucarage  is  valued 
in  the  King's  Books,  by  the  name  of  Thubston,  at  5/.  is.  8^  and 
being  sworn  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  45/.  it  is  discharged  ofjirst* 
frtiits  and  tenths,  and  is  capable  of  augmentation.

Another  part  of  this  village  extended  into  Heustede  hundred,'  and 
was  held  of  Roger  Bigofs  manor,  at  the  SOtb  part  of  a  fee,  by  Rainulf 
or  Ralf 9  aiid  belonged  to  Ulfihe  Dane  in  the  Confessor's  time.  la 
1264,  Roger  le  Hayre^  Eyre,  or  Jyer,  was  found  to  be  a  rebel  against 
Kine  Henry  111.  and  to  hold  a  manor  in  Freton  of  100$.  value,  which 
the  King  seized ;  but  in  1276,  it  was  restored  to  William  It  Jyer;  ia 
1306,  Roger  Ryvet  had  it,  and  in  1432|  John  Storer^  and  after  Hoger 
Bcnnet,  bv  whom  it  was  sold  to  the  lord  of  Boy  land,  and  so  became 
joined  to  it. 

THE  MANOR  OF  BAVENTS  BURTOFT'S  akd 
HEMENHALE'S, 

Was  infeofied  by  the  lord  of  Forncet,  in  Peter  Fitz-Nicholas,  to  be 
held  of  Fomcet  at  the  4th  part  of  a  fee;  and  in  ligs,  he  settled  it  bj 
fine  on  Eustace  deBavent  and  his  heirs;  and  about  ISIO,  RalfdeFre'^ 
ton  and  John  his  son,  were  lords;  and  in  1245,  John  de  Burtoft,  who 
in  1^64  was  found  to  be  one  of  the  rebels  against  Henry  Hi.  but  ha- 
ving obtained  his  pardon  in  lt85,  Raffde  Burtoft  and  Margaret  his 
wife  possessed  it.  In  1307^  a  Ra^de  Burtofts  was  lord,  and  m  I31^> 
Sit  John  de  Sturmyn,  Knt.  who'  in  1327)  had  a  charter  for  a  weekly 
market  and  yearly  fair  here,  and  for  free-warren,  in  this  town,  Stratton, 
and  Moringthorp.^  In  1329i  Ralfde  Burtoft,  and  Margaret  hi^  wife 
sold  it  to  John  de  Hemenhale,  and  in  1331,  the  rest  of  their  lands  here;' 
in  1345i  Sir  Thomas  de  Hemenhale  had  it»  and  it  continued  in  that 
'  family  till  about  1400,  and  then  James  Rees  and  Edmund  Younghusband, 
held  the  lands  a(id  site  of  Hemenh alb's  alias  Burtoft's  manor  in 
Freton;  but  the  manor  continued  with  Hemenhale,  and  Lady  Lukym 
now  hath  it.^

HUNDRED  OF  EARSHAM. 


1  HIS  hundred  or  rather  half  hundred,  is  wholly  lo  the  ti^RftTt  of 
the  Duke  oi^orfolkj  and  joins  to  Diss  hundred  on  the  west,  Depwade 
and  Lodne  on  the  north,  and  Waveney  river  (which  divides  Norfolk 
and  S%^olk)  on  the  south;  the  east  end  of  it  terifiihating  upon  the 
town  oiBongeye  in  6'ij^o/A,  which  island,^  by  the  winding  of  tne  river, 
northward,  JuU  out  as  it  were  into  Norfolk. 

The  fee  of  it  is  appendant  to  the  manor  ofEarsham,  and  was  first 
granted  with  it,  to  Roger  Bigot  Earl  ofNorfoikrhj  King  fiic.  I. 
and  was  confirmed  to  Hugh  Bigot  bv  Henry  ijL.  when  he  made  hioi 
Earl  of  Norfolk,*  In  126y,  Roger  Bigot,  then  Earl,  held  it  as  parcel 
of  his  barony.  In  1285,  Robert  de  Tateshale,  lord  of  Bukenham-castle, 
sued  Roger  le  BigodEsLvl  of  Norfolk,  and  John  Grenecurtel,  his  war* 
rener,  or  game-keeper?  for  ih'is  half  hundred,  for  taking  away  his  dogs, 
and  two  hares,  from  the  eame-keeper  of  his  manor  of  Denton,  in  the 
half  hundred;  upon  whicn>  the  Earl  sets  forth  his  liberties,  and  shows, 
that  in  the  Confessor's  time«  Bishop  Stigand  had  the  soa  and  sac  of  all 
the  half  hundred,  except  Thorp,  which  belonged  to  St.  Edmutid's  at 
Bury,  Ptilhams,  to  St.  Etheldred  of  Ely,  and  such  parts  of  Redenhall 
fnd  Denton,  as  belonged  to  EarlJRa^who  had  the  soc,  sac,  and  all 
jariadiction  of  his  own  men  or  tenants  there,  when  be  forfeited ;  and 
when  the  grant  of  the  hundred  passed  to  his  ancestors,  they  then  had, 
as  he  now  hath,  free-tcarren  tlirough  the  whole  hundred ;  and  the 
letes,  or  superiour  jurisdiction  and  paramouutship^  in  his  own,  and  all 
other  persons  fees,  except  those  before  mentioned ;  with- view  of  frank- 
pledge, assise  of  bread  and  ale,  a  common  gallows,  infanglhef,  weyf,^ 
and  all  other  liberties    belonging  to  a  hundred.^    The  whole,   witt^

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Earsham  iiianor^  being  valued  at  30/.  and  held  of  the  Crown  by  a/etf- 
farm  of  40d.^  to  which  Robert  answered^  that  he  had  free^warren  also 
to  his  manor  of  Denton,  and  it  appearing  that  it  was  that  part  which 
belonged  to  Earl  Ralf,  it  was  agreed  between  the  parties^  at  the  instance 
of  JR.  de  Ingham,  and  his  {eWovfjuitktsitinerants  si  Norwich,  that  both 
should  hhvefree'Warren  in  Denton.  In  135^9  the  jury  for  the  hundred 
presented,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Bonoeye  used,  time  out  of  mind, 
'  to  repair  the,  btridges  between  Bongeye,  and  StgFolk,  and  thoi^  between 
Bongeye,  DUe/Unghamf  and  Earsham  in\Norfolk'.'' 

In  1374,  there  viere  free-rents  paid  to  the  hundred  from  Broekdish, 
lyncroji,  Prilleston,  Keveshale,  Sterston,  Rcdenhale,  Aldebergh,  and 
Jjenton.  The  perquisites  of  eleven  hundred-coui'ts  held  at  Harleston, 
were  5l.  Qs.  6d.  The  profits  of  the  nine  letes  belonging  to  the  hundred 
5L  Ss.  Id.  and  of  the  exAi  views  of  frankpledge  3L  17  s.'  The  profit  of 
Harleston  market  and  feirs,  3/.  lOs.  &c.  The  whole  received  this  year 
from  the  hundredand  accounted  for  to. the  head  manorof  Jbrncef,  was- 
46/.  155.  dd.  3q.  and  in  1537>  Rob.  Applbyard,  steward,  acconnlied 
for  the  projSts  received  of  the  bailiff  o{  the  hundred,  to  John  JSSo^^' 
8ART,  receiver-general,  much  the  same  as  6efore.

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THE  MANOR  OF  EARSHAM 

Was  the  chief  manor  of  the  hundired^  and  belonged  to  Stigand  the  ' 
Archbishop  at  the  Confessor^s  survey^ '  when  there  were  S  caracatea 
in  demean^  2  mills,  wood  safficient  to  maintain  dOO  swine,  3  saddle 
horses,  50  goats,  &c.  and  was  worth  11/.  being  then  a  mile  and  an 
half  long,  and  a  mile  broad,  and  paid  6d.  to  the  geld  or  tax.  At  the 
Conquest  it  belonged  to  the  Conqueror,  who  committed  the  manage- 
ment of  it  to  IVilham  de  NaierSf  The  soc  and  tac  belonged  to  it,  and 
the  whole  was  risen  to  40/.  lvalue.  There  were  then  belonging  to  this 
manor,  12  socmen  in  Denton;  Stigand  had  the  soc  of  nine  of  them  in 
Ebsham,  and  the  Abbot  of  St.  Eamund  had  the  soc  of  three  of  them, 
wbo  held  40  acres,  which  they  could  neither  give  nor  sell,  without 
license  from  that  church. 

'  From  tb^  time  it  was  granted  to  the  Norfolk  family  along  with  the 
half  hundred  from  the  Crown,  it  passed  with  Forncet  manor,  to  which 
I  refer  you;  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  being  lord  of  the  manor  and 
htmdred,  and  owner  of  the  parA  here,  which  is  now  disparked,  though 
in  35  Edw,  I.  it  was  well  stocked,  and  belonged  to  the  lodge  or  manor 
house,  which  had  286  acres  in  demean,  16  acres  of  meadow,-  and  the 
hall  dykes  or  Jishery,  a  watermill,  and  many  woods  and  fens  f  all  which 
were  kept  foi"  the  use  of  the  family  of  Roger  Bigot,  then  ford,  who 
chiefly  resided  at  his  adjacent  castle  of  Bongeye. 

There  was  a  manor  here,  which  formerly  belonged  to  William  de 
Fraxineto,  or  Freney,  who  gave  the  tithes  of  the  demeans  of  it  to  the 
monks  at  Castleacre;^  it  after  came  to  Rog.  de  Glanvile,  who  con- 
firmed that  donation,  as  did  Simon  Bishop  of  Notmch  in  1265;  but  it

ttier,  to  be  master  of  the  King's  falcons  and  gan^e  kept  at  Charing, 
with  the  manor  otBarrocIc  bj  Gravesend;  and  many  other  lands,  &c. 
in  consideration  of  his  great  services  done  to  him  from  his  in* 
fencj,  before  he  was  miSe  a  knight,  and  at  that  time,  and  after, 
when  prince  of  Wales,  and  since,  when  King  of  England;^  bat  being 
.  so  great  in  his  master's  favour,  it  raised  him  to  such  an  intolerable 
degree  of  pride,  and  its  consequence,  oppression,  that  he  incurred  the 
displeasure  of  the  whole  nation,  and  beine  attainted  in  parliament, 
was  beheaded  on  Towcr-hilt  in  1388 ;  but  this  manor  was  not  forfeited

When  Norwich  Domesday  was 
made,  the  rector  had  a  house  and  10  acres  of  land ;  the  house  stood 
near  the  summer-house  at  the  hall,  and  was  long  since  burnt  down, 
and  never  rebuilt;  tiie  terrier  hath  37  pieces  oi gtcbe;  it  was  valued  at 
16  marks,  and  paid  'lid.  synodals,  and  lOd.  Peter-pence;  and  the 
village  paid  46i.  clear  to  every  tenth.  Jt  is  in  the  liberty  of  the 
Duke  of  Norfolk,  who  in  right  of  his  hundred  of  Earsham,  is  lord 
paramount  here.

He  held  it  united  to  Little-Thorv,  which  at  his  death 
in  1739^  was  consolidated  to  Billing ford,vfhen  Mr.  Holt  presented 
The  Rev.  Mr.  John  Gibbs,  at  whose  resignation  in 
1742,  the  Rev.  Mr.  John  Barker,  the  present  rector,  was  presented 
by  Elizabeth  Holt,  widow,  mother,  and  then  sole  guardian,  to  Row* 
land  Holt  oi  Redgrave,  Esq.  the  present  patron. 

There  were  formerly  many  arms  of  the  Grices,  with  their  impale* 
ments  and  q^arterings,  both  in  the  hall  and  church  windows,  but  are 
npW'  some  of  them  removed,  and  the  re;st  so  broken  and  defaced,  that 
there  is  no  depending  on  them  for  the  exactness  of  the  several  coats*

THORP-ABBOTS, 


So  called  fo  distinguish  it  from  other  villages  of  this  name/  it  being 
for  many  ages^  part  of  the  possessions  of  the  Abbot  of  Bury,  and  of 
those  manors  that  were  appropriated  to  the  Jbbofs  own  use ;  and  from 
its  bein^  much  larger  than  the  other  neighbouring  vill  called  Thorp- 
Parva  in  Diss  hundred^  it  is  often  n^med  Tkorp-Slagna ;  and  of  late 
ye&rs>  Thorp-Carnwaleis,  from  its  lords. 

This  town  belonged  to  AiLPftic  Bishop  of  Elmham  in  King  Edgar's 
time^  (for  whom  see  vol.  iii.  p.  460,)  who  gave  it  to  Bury  aobey/  to 
"which  it  belonged  ever  since^  to  its  dissolution ;  the  abbots  of  that  house 
being  always  lords  and  patrons.  At  the  survey,  the  manor  had  two 
carucates  in  demean,  and  was  seven  furlongs  long>  and  six  broad,  and 
paid  4d.geld  or  tax/  The  church  had  12  acres  of  glebe,  then  worth 
&.  ayear;  and  the  Abbot  had  the  soAr^  or  superiour  jurisdiction  here 
exempt  from  the  hundred,  except  the  services  of  two  freemen  which 
belonged  to  Hersam;  and  in  all  returns  made  to  the  King,  the  Abbot 
is  said  to  hold. this  town  as  part  of  his  barony. 

In  1285,  Roger  Bigod  Earl  of  Norfolk,  as  Lord  of  Ersham  hundred, 
claimied  yrfea^arreit  here,  but  it  was  not  allowed  him,  the  Abbot  re- 
covering it  against  him,  proving  by  Domesday,  that  he  was  sole  lord, 
and  had  the  paramountskip  of  Thorp  in  right.of  his  church,  exempt 
^om  the  hundred :  about  this  time,  Robert  of  Thorp  held  it  by  lease  for 
life  from  the  Abbot;  and  it  appears,  that  he  had  a  cood  estate  in  the 
town,  for  in  1271,  he  purchased  of  Arnold  de  BedingfieU  and  Or- 
framnia  his  wife,  two  messuages,  a  mill,  120  acres  of  land,  4  acres  of 
meadow,  10  acres  of  wood,  here  and  in  Preleston. 

In  1425,  fVill.  Curteys,  then  abbot,  leased  it  to  WilLGrice  of 
Brockdish  for  10  years,  at  22  marks  a  year.    At  the  Dissolution,. it  was

This  Giles  married  Eleanor  daughter  of  John  Robins,  Gent,  of  fVor^ 
eestershire.  and  they  conveyed  it  to  Robert  Southwell  £sq.  who  in 
1546,  sold  it  to 

Thomas  Cornwalbis,  Esq.  and  his  heirs:  he  was  afterwards 
knighted,  and  became  a  man  of  great  figure  and  reputation ;  an  ac- 
count of  him  and  bis  descendants  (who  have  been  lords  here)  may  be 
seen  in  the  4th  volume  of  the  Peerage,  edit.  London  1741,  p.  175,  to 
which  I  refer  you.  ' 

The  Right  Hon.  Chables  CoBNWALEis,Lord  Comwaleis  of  Eye, 
and  Baronet,  constable  of  the  Tower  of  London,  lord  lieutenant  of  the 
Tower  hamlets,  and  one  of  the  lords  of  his  Majesty's  most  honourable 
privy  council,  is  now  lord  and  patron,  and  hath  the  lete  here. 

His  arms  are  quarterly,  1  and  4,  sable,  guttd  d'eau,  on  a  fess  arg, 
three  comish  choughs  proper. 

Crest,  on  a  wreath  a  mount  vert,  thereon  a  stag  lodged  org.  attired 
or,  with  a  garland  of  laurel  proper,  about  his  neck.

In  Domesday  we  find,  that  the  church  is  dedicated  to  All  the  Saints^ 
and  the  rector  had  a  house  and  nine  acres  of  land,  that  it  was  valued 
at  15  marks,'  paid  2s.  synoda]s,  7s.  Id.  ob.  procurations,  and  id.  ob. 
Peter-pence.  The  vicarage  was  dissolved  and  fallen,  into  the  rectory. 
The  Abbot  of  Bury  was  taxed  for  his  temporals  here,  viz.  the  manor, 
demeans,  mill,  sika  cedua,  8cc.  at  20/.  44.  Id.  and  the  vUl^^  p&id  36s.

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Is  the  next  adjoiniug  town  eastward,  through  which  the  great  road 
passQs  to  Yarmouth;  on  the  left  hand  of  which,  itands  the  chijrch, 
ojEi  a  hill  by  itself,  there  being  no  house  near  it  bat  the  parsonage, 
which  join9  to  the  east  side  of  the  churchyard.  The  advowson  always 
belonffed  to  the  Earl's  manor  here>  with  which  it  now  continues. 

In  Norwich  Domesday  we  read,  that  the  rector  had  a  house  and  SO 
acres  of  land,  that  it  was  then  valued  at  ]5^inarks,  and  paid  as  it  now 
doth  for  symdaU  Is.  9d. procurations  &.  8rf,  and  IScf.  Peter-pen^e^  It 
stands  in  the  Kino's  Books  thus:

And  consequently  peLysfirst^frmtSfBind  is  incapable  of  augmentation. 
The  church  stands  included  in  the  glebe,  whicti  is  much  the  same  in 
quantity  as  it  was  when  the  aforesaid  survey  Was  la)cen.  It  is  in  Nor- 
folk archdeaconry s 'Re'du'Svla^l  deanery,  znd  Duke  of  NoRfOLic^i 
HbertVy  though  he  hath  no  Ute,  warren^  paramountship,  or  superiour 
jurisdiction  at  all  in  this  town,  the  whole  being  sold  hy  the  jfamiiy  along 
with  the  manors  of  the  town. 

In  16Q3,  tiiere  were  103  communicants  here,  and  not;^  there  are  50 
families,  and  about  500  inhabitants ;  it  was  laid  to  the  ancient  tenths 
at  4/.  but  had  a  constaiit  deduction  of  145.  on  account  of  lands  be- 
longing to  the  religious,  so  that  the  certain  payment  to  each  tenth, 
Was3/.  6i.  . 

The  Prior  of  St.  Faith  at  Horsham  owned  lands  here,  which  were 
taxed  at  ^%.  Qd,  iH  1498.  - 

The  Prior  of  Thetford  mpnks  had  lands  here  of  the  gift  of  Richard 
de  Ctidomo  or  Caam,^  who  gave  them  his  land  in  Brokedis,  and  a  wood 
sufficient  to  maintain  20  swine,  in  the  time  of  King  Henry  I.  when 
William  Biqot,  sewer  to  that  King,  gave  to  this  priory  all  the  land 
of  SUeham,  which  from  those  monks  is  now  called  Monks-hall  manor, 
and  tlie  water-mill  there ;  all  which  Herbert  Bishop  of  Normch  con- 
veyed to  his  father,  in  exchange  for  other  lands,  he  being  to  hold  it  in 
as  anple  a  manner  as  ever  Herbert  the  chaplain  did ;  and  in  JSic.  the 
Second's  tiine^  the  monks  bought  a  piece  of  marsh  ground  in  Brokedis^ 
to  make  a  way  to  their  mill,  which  being  not  contained  in  the  erant  of 
Monks'hall  manor  from  Hen.  VIII.  to  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  nilliam 
Grice,  Esq.  and  Charles  Newcomen,  who  had  a  srant  ot  such  lands  as 
they  could  find  concealsd  from  the  Crown,  aeizea  on  this  as  such ;  and 
upon  their  so  doing,  the  owner  of  the  mill  was  obliged  to  purchase  it 
of  them,  by  tbe  name  of  Thetford-MilUWay,  and  it  bath  ever  since 
belonged  to,  and  is  constantly  repaired  by  the  owner  thereof*

The  church  is  dedicated  to'  the  honour  of  the  apostles  St,  Pdler 
and  Paul,  and  hath  a  square  tower  about  1 6  yards  high,part  of  which 
was  rebuilt  with  briek  in  17 14 ;  there  are  five  bells ;  the  third,  which  is 
said  to  have  been  brought  from  Pulham  in  exchange,  hath  this  on  it ;

The  nave,  chancel,  and  sonth  isle  are  leaded,  tlie  south  porch  tiled, 
and  the  north  porch  is  ruinated.  The  roof  of  this  chancel  is  remark- 
able for  its  principals,  which  are  whole  trees  without  any  joint,  from 
side  to  side,  and  bent  in  such  a  riding  manner,  as  to  be  agreeable  to 
the  roof.  The  chamcel  is  SO  feet  long  and  20  broad,  the  nave  is  54 
feet  long  and  32  broad,  and  the  south  isle  is  of  the  same  length,  and 
10  feet  broad. 

At  the  west  end  of  the  nave  is  a  black  marble  thus  inscribed. 

Here  lyeth  buried  the  Body  of  Richard  fVythe  Gent,  who  de- 

narted  this  Life  the  6  of  iS^^^  1671  >  who  lived  64  Years  and  4 

iKlonths  and  9  Da^s. 

This  family  have  resided  here  till  lately,  ever  since  Edw.  the  Third's 

time,  and  had  a  considerable  estate  here,  and  the  adjacent  tillages.

In  1465|  Jtffry  fVurticheof  Broekdish  was  buried  here,  and  in  1469 
John  Wurliche  was  interred  in  the  nave,  and  left  a  le^cy  to  pave  the 
bottom  of  the  steeple.  In  1518,  Henry  Bokenham  of  BrochUsh  was 
buried  in  the  church,  as  were  many  of  the  Spnldingt^  ffUkes^  How- 
ardSf  Grices,  Tendrings,  and  Laurences;  Who  were  all  con«derabIe 
owners  and  families  of  distinction  in  this  town. 

The  chapel  at  the  east  end  of  the  south  isle  was  made  by  Sir  Salf 
Tendring  of  Broekdish,  Knt.  whose  arms  remain  in  its  east  window  at 
this  day,  once  with,  and  once  without^  a  crescent  az»  on  the  fess,  viz. 
az.  a  fess  between  two  chevrons  ar^. 

His  altar  monument  stands  against  the  east  walU  north  and  soathi 
and  hath  a  sort  of  cupola  over  it,  with  a  holj^*water  stope  by  it,  and  a 
pedestal  for  the  image  of  the  saint  to  which  it  was  dedicated,  to  stand 
on,  so  that  it  served  Dot h  for  a  tomb  and  an  altar;  the  brass  plates  of 
arms  and  circumscription  are  lost. 

On  the  north  side,  between  the  chapel  and  nave,  stands  another 
altar  tomb,  covered  with  a  most  curioas  marble  disrobed  of  many  brass 
plates  of  arms  and  its  circumscription,  as  are  several  other  atones  in 
the  nave,  isle,  and  chancel.  This  is  the  tomb  of  John  Temdring  of 
Brochdish-h^,  Esq.  who  lived  there  in  14Q3>  and  died  in  1436^  leaving 
five  daughters  his  neirs,  so  that  he  was  the  last  male  of  this  branch  of 
the  Taidrings.     Cecily  his  wife  is  buried  by  him.

The  town  takes  its  name  from  its  situation  on  the  fVavtney  or  Wag' 
Aew£rye,  which  divides  this  county  from  that  of  Stffiolk ;  the  chatinel  of 
which  is  now  deep  and  broad^  though  nothing  to  what  it  was  at  that 
time,  as  is  evident  from  the  names  of  places  upon  this  riv^r,  as  the  op- 
posite vill,  now  called  SiUham,  (oftentimes  Wrote  SnyUhdlm^  evtn  to 
Edw>  the  Third's  time)  shows ;  for  I  make  no  doabt>  bat  it  Was  then 
navigable  for  large  boats  and  barges  to  sail  up  hither^  aad  continued 
so^  till  the  sea  by  retiring  at  Yarmouth,  and  its  course  being  stapt  near 
Lowestoft,  had  not  that  influence  on  the  river  so  far  up>  as  it  nad  be- 
fore ;  which  occasioned  the  water  to  retire^  and  leave  much  imttd  dr^ 
on  either  side  of  the  channel ;  though  it  is  so  eood  a  stream,  that  it 
might  with  ease,  even  now,  be  made  navigable  nither;  and  it'  Would 
be  a  good  work>  and  very  advantageous  to  all  the  adjacent  country.

being  freehold,  on  every  death  or  alienation,  the  new  tenant  pays  a 
relief  of  a  year's  freehold  rent,  added  to  the  current  year :  The  annual 
free-rent,  without  such  reliefs,  amounting  to  above  3/.  per  annum.

This  manor  nlways  attended  the  manor  of  Fameti  after  it  was  granted 
fitmi  the  Crown  to  the  Bygods,  along  with  the  half  handred  offors- 
haM,  Air  which  reason  I  shall  refer  yon  to  my  account  of  that  manor 
at  pv  fi€S>  4.  It  was  mostly  phtt  of  the  do#er  of  the  ladies  of  the  ae* 
veral  noble  families  that  it  passed  iiMroogh,  and  the  livitts  was  eene* 
rally  given  th  their  domeMick  ehaplainA.  In  3  Edwatd  1.  the  Abbol 
of  ^>y  tried  an  action  with  Roger  B^fod,  then  lord  and  pataron,  fbr 
the  patronage ;'  pleading  that  a  part  ofthe  town  belonged  to  his  hcmsej 
and  though  ihey  had  inteoffied  their  manor  here  in  the  family  of  the 
Bfvekdisnes,  yet  the  right  in  the  advowson  remained  in  him ;  tot  it 
appearing  that  the  advowson  nevet  belonged  to  the  Abbot's  manor^ 
before  the  feofment  was  made^  but  that  it  wholly  was  appendant  ever 
sintee  the  Omfessor's  time,  to  the  BarFa  manor,  the  Abbot  w^  oaatt 
notwithstanding  which  in  1335,  Sir  JoAn  Wingfitld,  Knt.  BXkAThcMnm 
his  brother,  WUtiam  dthampet  and  Mice  his  wife,  and  ColAerJue  her 
sister,  owners  of  Brockdishe^s  manor,  revived  the  claim  to  the  ad  vow* 
son ;  and  Tkonuit  de  Wingjidd,  and  lady  Eleanor  wife  of  Sir  John 
IVif^jkld,  presented  here,  and  p«l  up  their  arms  in  the  obardi  win^- 
dows,  as  patrona,  Which  stilt  mrnaia ;  but  Mury  C!oinitess  IfarMa/, 
who  then  held  this  manor  in  dower,  bronght  her  qmrnre  ifnpedii,  ami 
^ected  their  clerk ;  since  whv^  time,  it  ooostantlv  attended  thb  ma^ 
nor,  being  always  appendant  thereto*  In  15  Earn.  L  JiMer  Bigtft^ 
then  lord,  had/rfemKirrcfi  in  all  thia  town,  as  belongitoff  to  this  manoi^ 
having  not  only  all  the  royatties  of  the  town,  bolt  also  the  iumse  of

Anthony  lb  Gricb  of  Brockdish,  Esq.*  who  married  iUargaref, 
daughter  of  John  Wingfield,  Esq.  of  Dunham,  who  lived  in  the  placb, 
and  died  there  in  155S,  and  lies  buried  in  the  church,  by  whom  his 
wife  also  was  interred  in  156^.  His  brother  Gilbert  Grice  of  Yar- 
mouth, Gent.'  first  agreed  with  the  Duke  for  Brockdish,  but  died  be* 
fore  it  wtfs  completed;  so  that  ^n^ny,  who  was  bound  with  bim 
for  performance  of  the  covenants,  went  on  with  the  purchase  for  his

there  for  ever :  his  will  is  proved  in  1433.  There  are  alwavs  to  be  12 
feoffees,  of  sack  as  dwell,  or  are  owners  in  the  parish,  and  when  the 
mtuority  of  them  are  dead,  the  survivors  are  to  nil  up  the  vacancies.

John  Thruiton 
his  nephew,  Thomas  Barker,  and  the  inhabitants  of  Hoxne  in  Suff'olk, 
one  annuity  or  clear  yearly  rent-charge  of  6s.  8d.  issuing  out  of  six  acres 
ofland  and  pasture  in  Hoir/ie,  in  a  close  called  C^i&^o/i's-c/ose,  one  head 
abutting  on  a  way  leading  from  Heckfield-Green  to  Moles-Cross,  to- 
wards the  east;  to  the  only  use  and  behoof  of  the  poor  of  Brockdish,  to 
be  paid  on  the  first  of  November  in  Hoxne  churcn-porch,  between  12 
andf  4  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  with  power  to  dislraid  and 
enter  immediately  for  non-payment;  the  said  six  acres  are  warranted 
to  be  freehold,  and  clear  of  all  incumbrances,  except  another  renf« 
charge  of  lSs,4d.  granted  to  Hoxne  poor,  to  be  paid  at  the  same  day 
and  place 

In  1592,  John  Howard  of  Brockdish  sold  to  the  inhabitants  there,  a 

cottage  called  Laune'Sf  lying  between  the  glebes  on  all  parts;  this 

.  hath  been  dilapidated  many  y^ars,  but  the  site  still  belongs  to  the  parish.

To  the 
organs  m^er  4d.  and  for  the  chalice  2&.  1557^  paid  for  carriage  of 
the  Bible  to  Bocnam  l^d.  for  deliverance  of  the  small  books  at  Harl^ 
stonel5d.;  the  Eiig/isA  Bibles  and  all  relipous  Protestant  tracts  usually 
at  this  time  left  in  the  churches  for  the  information  and  instru(:tion  of 
the  common  people,  being  now  called  in  by  the  Papist  Queen.  Paid 
for  two  images  making  5s.;  for  painting  them  1 6d.  for  irons  for  them  Sd. 
But  in  1558,  as  soon  as  Queen  Elizabeth  ascended  the  throne,  ail  these 
Popish  images,  8lc.  were  removed  out  of  the  church.  Paid  for  sink- 
ing the  altar  4d.;  carrjrin^  out  the  altar  5d!.,-  mending  the  commu- 
nion table  Sd. ;  1561,  paid  tor  theX.

8^.;  for  a  lock  to  the  crossC'house,  &c.;  1565,  fordiggine 
the  ground  and  levelling  the  low  altar,  {viz.  in  the  south  chapel,)  and 
mending  the  pavement,  v  For  makyng  the  communion  cup  at  Harl' 
ston  5s.  Ad.  besides  6s.  2d>  worth  of  silver  more  than  the  old  chalice 
weyed.  1569,  paid  to  Belward  the  Dean  for  certifying  there  is  no 
cover  to  the  cup,  Brf.  1657,  layd  out  19s.  4</.  for  the  relief  of  Attk" 
burgh,  visited  with  the  plague.  Laid  out  17s.  for  the  repair  of  the 
Brockdish  pwci  of  Sileham  bridge,  leading  over  the  river  to  Siteham 
church.  Tnis  bridge  is  now  down,  through  the  negligence  of  both 
the  parishes,  though  it  was  of  equal  service  to  both,  anci  half  of  it  re- 
paired by  each  of  them.  In  l6l8,  the  church  was  wholly  new  paved 
and  repaired;  and  in  I619,  the  pulpit  and  desk  new  made,  new  hooks, 
pulpit-cloth,  altar-cloth,  5cc.  bought.

Was  held  of  the  honour  of  Peverel^  at  ohie  fee,  by  t^arincm,  wbbsfe 
luccessour,  Jlun,  assumed  the  riame  of  Riveshale,  or  Rushale,  from 
this  his  lordship;  hissoo^  Miles  de  IRivesJiale, \ord  bere^  gave  in  free 
alms  to  the  monks  at  lierwich,^  JO  acres  of  land/  and  a  ploughed  fields 
which  were  appropriated  to  the  office  of  sacrisi  in  that  church :  he 
was  succeeded  by  Sir  Hen.  de  Biveskale,  Knt.  and  he  by  a  son  of  his 
own  name,  a  knieht  also,  who  had  two  wives,  the  first  was  Helen, 
daughter  and  coneir  of  tVittiam  son  of  fValter  de  Heprcorth,  with 
whom  he  had  a  part  of  Hepworth  manor  in  Suffolk;  and  after  her 
death,  he  married  Amyy  who  in  1^84  was  his  widow,  and  bad  her 
dower,  viz,  the  third  part  of  the  inaaor.  In  126S>  he  obtained  a  char- 
ter oi free-warren  for  this  InaAor,  and  that  of  Semere  in  Suffolk,  of  King 
Henry  III.  John  de  RiveshaUf  Knt.  his  son  and  heir,  about  1285, 
married  fFt/iww,  daughter  of  jRn/^'son  o(  William  de  Peven$e,vr\\^\9BB 
B  \ridid%,  And  lady  here  and  tft  HepMtth.  In  1^90,  their  son  atid  licSr, 
JohiAe  RiveshMe,  was  itt  cttStodv  of  lltfe  Abbot  t)f  Btiry,  of  Whom  tWs 
nmnor  wtis  said  to  be  originally  iicMl,  the  t^everels  holding  h  of  the 
Ala^oT.  ¥te  was  lord  hete  hi  IS) 5,  and  senled  Wtdi  his  arito  6li  ft 
shield,  and  h\s  »an)e  rbund  it,  viz.  a  ct^ss  and  label  of  five.^  Ht  left 
Wine^a  his  daughter  his  sole  neir^s,  ^ho  bcW  il  itt  one  fee  in  1345 ; 
and  by  her  marriage  with  Sir  Oliver  Ifithe,  carried  it  out  of  theJRives- 
hall  family,  which  continued  here  some  time  after  this,  for  Ric.  de 
Riveshall,  ner  uncle,  in  l3S^8,  married  Meiud,  daughter  and  heiress  of 
Ric,  BuisJie,  and  left  issue ;  and  William  de  Riveshall,  her  other  uncle^ 
left  issue  also,  Alice,  n  daughter  and  heiress,  to  whom  Aenry  de  iUves- 
A^tf  was  gtt^rdia^  and  heir. 

Sh:  Oliver  Wkhe  being  ihtfs  t)Ossefised  t)F  tf)is,  purcfavsed  the  other 
manors  of  Fnuce*s,  BrancheX  and  SturmyrCs^  in  this  town  und  i^f£- 
Aii/7»,at>d  joined  th^m  to  ttnJyalUliuU ;  lihe  demeam of  thifm  being  ex- 
cepted, hliviYrg  pfeLssed  'separate  to  tftiistlay :  the  demeans  of  Srattc^^s 
in  Ruri^U  lihakhtg  one  farm,  and  those  ih  Pitlfnifn  tfnother ;  bdfih 
wfa'rdi  me  now  Icnoitrn  by  their  iatrdent  tiaines.

THE  PRIORY 

Is  ^/arm^house,  owned  by  the  Ballards  of  MeiingAam;  it  is  so  called 
as  belonging  anciently  to  the  priory  of  JBukenham^^  to  which  it  was 
^iven  by  Richard  son  of  Uobcrt  dc  Senglcn,  with  his  whole  tenement 
in  Rusall,  and  lAncroJi  a  hamlet  thereto;  as  may  be  9ew  in  vol.  i.p. 
385,  9;  Sir  Hemy  de  Sivcsbale  and  Sir  John  bi»  soOy  Knts.  being  wit- 
nesses to  the  gift.  In  1401,  tbe  Prior  of  Bukenham  held  it  at  the  4.tb 
part  of  a  fee«  of  the  heirs  of  Robert  Fitz-Roser,  and  be  of  the  King; 
and  was  taxed  for  his  temporals  at  3/.  ts»  In  1408,  he  held  it  of  the 
manor  of  Hor$f6rd,  then  belonging  to  Henry  Lord  Dacret  ;*  at  the 
Dissalution  U  went  to  the  Crown,  and  was  granted  by  PAi%  and 
Maruy  to  Thonui$^  sou  and  heir  of  Thomia  Gamdycp  and  was  held  by 
Afitnony  Gawdue  and  Anne  his  wife^  who  conveyed  it  to  Sir  Sassing^ 
bourn  Oawdye/ILnu 

THE  RECTORY,  or  IANGLEY  MANOR^ 

Consisted  of  two  parts«  the  first  was  the  manor  ^originally  belonging  to 
the  rectory,  before  its  appropriation ;  the  other  was  a  manor  owaea  by 
Wulnar^  Betekarl,  and  after  b^  Warner,  and  then  by  'Busface  dp  Ho, 
his  heir,  whose  daughter  Imbrta,  befere  1 195,  was  married  to  Baldwin 
de  Burets  the  then  lord :  this  was  after  given  to  the  Abbot  .of  Langtey, 
and  joined  to  tbe  impropriation;  but  now,  the  whole  lialh  been  Jons; 
since  manumised,  and  no  court  kept  for  these  manors.  The  Abb^ 
held  it  at  half  a  tee  of  Robert  Fit z* Roger,  as  of  Horseford,  atid  so  of 
Eye  honour,  and  was  taxed  for  his  temporals  at  SL  6s..  This  was  given 
in  divers  parcels  to  this  abbey.  In  1202,  Roesia,  daughter  of  itegi^ 
nald  de  Rivaktde,  ^ve  to  GrUbeoft  Abbot  of  iLa»ghy,to9Xiy  lands  and 
rents  in  this  parish.  In  l^i2d,  Jsatha,  widow  of  miles  de  Riveshale, 
settled  40  acres  and  rents,  on  Hugh  Abbot  of  Langley,  In  1246, 
Stephen  de  Brokedish  settled  lands  here,  on  Abbot  Hu^h;  and  in  1427, 
the  Abbot  of  Langley  was  prosecuted  for  piirc5b«ising  and  ho)4iiBg*20O 
acnes  of  lani  }n  JRuBhaUof  tay^ee;  bat  upon  provtng^lbat  atl  liis  lay- 
fees  here,  were  joined  to  his  spiritual  impropriale*rectonv,  avid  taxed 
with  it  asxptri^ua/s^tindtbat  fte  was  oessed^for  it-with  tne  cieigy,  tie 
was  acquitted. 

The  Prior  of  St.  Faith  at  Horsham  had  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  <he 
founder's  gift  in  this  parish :  in  1272,  it. was ^^feHfrned-as  held  of  that 
house  by  Robert  Fitz-Rogerj  as  oi  Eye  honour^  it  was  afterwards 
found  to  be 'held  of*the  Lord  Docrej,  as  of  ^bts  manor  of  HorsefMl; 
was  first  taxed  at  305.  after  as  spirttaats  at  405.  and  so-paid  45.  ^tenths ; 
all  the  tithes  belonghig  to<it  being  paid  to  St.  Faith's,  md  not  tO'^e 

'  £  FeocUrio  Honoris  de  HoassroaDi  penes  P.  L.  N.  Norroy. 
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rector  or  vicar  *  This  house  was  taz^  at  25s.  5d.  for  their  temporals 
in  Rushall;  being  vested  io  the  Crown,  King  Henry  VIII.  in  the  36th 
year  of  his  reign,  granted  all  the  lands,  rents,  and  possessions,  belong- 
ing to  th^  priory  of /forsAam,  late  in  the  teoare  of  Catherine  Branchc, 
to  John  Carnffl  and  his  heirs. 

The  BBCTORT  was  given  to  the  abbey  of  Langlty  in  Norfolk,  and 
was  appropriated  to  that  house ;  fVill.  the  priest  bein^  the  only  rector 
of  it  that  I  have  found  mentioned.  In  the  old  taxation,  the  Abbot  of 
Langlcy  was  taxed  for  his  manor  and  lands  at  6  marks ;  the  rectory 
was  valued  at  15,  and  in  the  new  valuation  at  26  marlcs :- there  was  a 
house,  manor,  and  carucate  of  land  before  the  impropriation ;  the 
vicarage  endowed  was  valued  at  five  marks,  but  was  not  taxed ;  it  paid 
2s.  synodals,  and  \2d.  Peter-pence,  and  the  vill  paid  40$.  a  year  clear 
to  each  tenth.  The  vicarage  is  discharged  o(  fint-frtiits  and  tenths, 
and  is  capable  of  augmentation ;  it  stands  thus  in  the  King's  Books, 

4/.  RusuALL  vicarage.  -  «  -  -  50/.  clear  yearly  value. 

In  1548,  King  Edw.  VI.  granted  to  John  Pykarel  and  John  Bar- 
nard,Xhe  tithes, glebes,  &c.  with  the  appurtenances  of  Rushall  rec^ 
tory,  late  parcehof  Langley  monastery,  paying  20s.  per  annum  to  the 
vicar,  and  Is.  per  annum  for  procurations  to  the  Archdeacon  of  Nor^ 
folk:  in  Queen  £/iza5eM*«  time,  a  confirmation  of  it  passed  to  the 
Clerts,  and  in  l603,  Sir  £ifoar  J  presented  to  the  vicarage,  as  an  ap- 
purtenant to  the  rectory :  it  was  afterwards  conveyed  to  Tho.  Sher* 
mood,  who  in  James  the  First's  time  sold  about  70  acres  with  the  par* 
sonage-house,  to  one  Ket,  but  excepted  the  tithes,  &;c.  and  fixed 
6s,  8a. per  annum  to  the  vicar  for'his  dividend  of  the  20s.  a  year ;  it  be- 
longed after  that,  to  the  Redes,  and  then  to  WilliamLong,  in  right  of 
his  wife ;  and  he  sold  it  to  the  Bransbys,  and  being  sold  by  Mr.  James 
Bransby  o{  Shotesham,  to  Immanuel  college  in  Cambridge,  they  are 
now  rented  of  that  society  at  85/.  10s.  per  annum.  The  smalt  tithes 
belong  to  the  vicar.

1620,  John  Thirlely,  presented  by  the  trown ;  he  held  it  with  iVag' 
brtde  vicarage  by  union,  and  was  the  last  vicar,  it  being  served  by 
seouestration  till  the  year  1733,  when 

The  Rev.  Mr.  John  Tracey,  B.  A.  the  present  vicar,  was  institated^ 
being  presented  in  right  of  tne  Crown,  by  virtue  of  the  lapse. 

The  advowson  of  the  vicarage  now  belongs  to  Immamul  college,  as 
appendant  to  the  impropriate  rectory. 

The  CHURCH  is  dedicated  to  the  Virgin  Mary,  hath  a  steeple  round 
at  bottom  and  octangular  at  top,  and  only  one  bell,  two  bemg  lately 
sold,  with  the  lead  that  covered  the  church,  towards  repairing  it;  so 
that  the  nave,  chancel,  aad  sooth  porch,  are  tiled.  There  was  a  small 
chapel  on  the  north  side  of  the  nave,  which  is  now  demolished ;  in 
which  there  was  an  altar^  image,  an6gild,  held ;  all  in  the  honour  of 
the  Holy  Trinity ;  to  sustain,  which,  there  was  a  close  eiven  at  JSoit- 
weli'CrqftJ^  Grimes  Meadow  was  given  in  1473,  by  John  Braimch, 
to  find  a  light  always  burning  before  the  image  of  the  Virgin  in  the 
chancel,  where  he  is  buried ;  his  stone  lies  in  the  middle  of  it,  but  hath 
lost  an  effigies  in  armour  standing  on  a  lion,  and  four  shields ;  Marion 
his  wife,  aud  Richard  and  John  his  sons,  had  good  estates  in  the 
town. 

There  are  no  copyholds  but  such  as  are  held  of  the  manors  that  are 
in  other  places  and  extend  hither,  as  Semerc^s  in  Mendham,  Gunshaw*s 
ifkStarston,  Mancierk's  in  Dickleburgh,Sic.

BetDg  granted  from  the  Bioods  to  be  held  of  Fomcet  at  one  fee,  was 
ovrned  by  Bartholomew  Evereus,  or  Devereux,  lord  also  of  Hardwickf 
and  eSi^vhy  RogtrDtvtrcuXt  and  in  1308,  hy  Ralf  Dtvereux  and 
Diomse  his  wife;  and  was  soon  afler  sold  to  Jama  nerwardstoket  and 
J^ff^^  ^  Waterbedhti  son  of  Sir  Jtfftry  de  Stoke,  Knt.  in  1332,  re* 
leased  it  to  Sir  John  dt  HerwardesioH,  rector  of  Pulham,  who  in  1341 
confirmed  it  to  John  de  Herwardestoket  his  brother,  citizen  of  London, 
who  sealed  witli  ^L  an  eagle  displayed  or^  on  bis  shield,  and  his  nanie 
round  it;  he  sold  it  to  Robert  de  Bumpstede,  citizen  of  Norwich,  and 
Sobert  and  Thomas  his  sons;  and  they  to  fVilliam  and  Roger  Pj/coi, 
Stephen  Horn,  vicar  of  Ilketshall  St.  Andrew,  and  Richard  Dautris, 
feoffees  to  Roger  Eycot,  whose  son.  Sir  Barth.  Pycot,  Knt.  was  lord 
in  1373 ;  in  13879  diehard  Picot  sold  it  to  Bic.  It  Maukere  and  John 
Caryolf  of  Redcnhall,  who  reconvened  it,  in  131)5,  to  the  said«jRfc« 
Picot  of  Starston,  John  Caltofi,  and  Robert  Rous  of  Dyninzton,  his 
feoffees;  and  in  1406,  it  was  vested  in  Sir  Rob.  Berney,  £it.  and 
others,  conditionally,  ihsLi  if  Jnne  wife  of  Richard  Picot  should  claim 
any  dower  out  of  BUdUing  manor,  that  then  the  feoffees  should  enter 
upon  this.

BECKHALL  MANOR 

Is  so  called  from  the  site  of  it,  (long  since  demolished,)  being  near 
the  bek  or  rivulet  that  runs  through  this  village.  It  was  very  anciently 
in  William  de  Bavile's  hands,  who  held  it  at  one  fee  of  Fojitcet  tnanor. 
In  l£g6,  William  delnaham  had  it;  in  1306,  Eliz.  de  Ingham;  in 
IdOd,  John  ie  Ingham  died  lord,  and  Oliver  de  Ingham,  His  son,  suc- 
ceeded ;  in  IddO,  being  then  a  knight,  he  settled  it  on  John  de  Ingham/ 
his  son,  and  Katherine  his  wife,  and  their  heirs,  reserving  five  marks 
per  annum  for  life ;  in  1342, Sir  Oliver  was  returned  lord,  and  in  1358, 
Isabel  de  Ingham  was  lady ;  and  it  passed  with  Ingham  in  Norfolk  to 
the  Stapletons,  and  was  settled  by  Sir  Miles^Stapleton,  Knt.  and  Dame 
Joan  his  wife,  on  John  his  son,  and  Isolda  his  ^ife,  and  their  heirs ; 
in  1418,  Sir  Miles  Stapleton,  Knt.  was  lord,  and  Sir  Brian  his  soti  and 
heir  was  40  years  old ;  he  died  seized  in  1438,  leaving  it  to  Sir  Mil&

BOUTON^S,  OR  BOLTON'S  MANOR, 

Passed  in  a  great  measure  like  the  manor  of  the  same  name  in  Bard^ 
vicft,  which  see  at  p.  220.  In  1285,  William  leClaver  and  Katherine^ 
his  wife  had  it;  in  1318,  William  his  son  and  heir,  whose  daughter 
and  heiressj  Maud,  married  to  Walter  de  Burwood,  whose  widow  she 
was  in  1362.  It  was  sold  by  Wilt.  Gresham,  Esq.  tp  Peter  Gleane  of 
Norwich,  at  which  time  it  had  do  house,  hut  several  copyhold  teuaots 
belonging  to  it. 

GUNSHAWS  MANOR  IN  STARSTON,  NEDHAM,  &c 

Was  anciently  held  bv  William  de  Jrches  of  John  de  Mendham,  at  half 
a  fee ;  it  formerly  belonged  to  the  Heylochsy  and  was  purchased  of  the 
Wisemam  about  Charles  the  First's  time,  by  one  Mr.  Stiles  of  Coding 
ham,  whose  wife  married  a  second  husband,  and  held  it  for  life. 

It  hath  a  farm-house  and  about  561.  per  anyium  besides  the  roynfty 
and  mapy  copyhold  tenant3«  (t  is  now  owned  by  Mr.  Hun  oi^uti" 
nfold  in  S^olk. 

The  several  manors  of  Seyimer^s  and  Huntingrfield^s  in  Mendham, 
GunshawU  and  Burt's  in  Nedham,  Pulham,  &c.  KiAPat/one^s  in  Denion^ 
extend  hither. 

The  CHURCH  is  dedicated  to  St.  M  ahg  arbt  ;  the  rector  hath  a  good 
house  and  about  43  acres  of  glebe;  there  are  no  customs,  all  tithes  being 
due  in  their  proper  kind.  It  is  undischarged  of  tenths  ^x^djirst-fruits^ 
and  stands  thus  in  the  King's  Books,

In  the  old  Fajor  it  was  valued  at  30  marks,  and  paid  2i.  synodals,

lands  here,  and  the  tithes  arising  from  them^  were  anciently  valued  at 
2Qt.  but  was  afterwards  compounded  for  perpetually  at  6s.  per  ammm, 
and  in  ]6l2,  was  paid  by  the  rector  to  the  lord  oXAslacton  manor,  in 
right  q(  Thetford priory ;  at  the  same  time  also,  the  recior  {>aid  a  pen* 
sion  of  3s.  4d.  to  Mendham  priory,  as  a  perpetual  composition  for  the 
tithes  of  that  part  of  their  manor  oHiuntingJieldCs,  which  extended 
hither  \  for  which  lands^  that  house  was  taxed  at  245.  2d.  ob.    The

HARLESTON, 

A.NCIENTLT  called  Herolf'ston  and  Herolveston,  from  Hbbolp, 
one  of  the  Danish  leader3  that  came  with  Swain  King  of  Denmark, 
into  these  parts,  about  the  year  1010,  in  order  to  subdue  the  Ea^t^ 
Angle$,  ana  bring  them  under  their  power ;  which  they  did  so  effec- 
taaiiy,  as  to  seize  their  possessions :  and  most  likeljr  it  is,  that  Herojlf 
settled  here,  and  gave  name  to  the  place,'  which  is,  and  always  was, 
of  small  extent ;  for  it  never  contained  more  than  25  acres  of  land  in 
its  bounds,  which  at  the  Conqueror's  survey,  was  divided  (as  it  now 
continues)  into  two  parts ;  13  acres  of  it  held  by  Fbodo,*  being  added

On  this  spot 
af  ground  formeriy  ttood  Heboi^f's  «^o«r,  or  ^rms,  (a»  I  take  it,) 
where  Richard  de  Hebolvbstov,  about  1109, settled, and  ^^  bis 
sirname  from  hence;  from  whom  descended  the  famous  Sir  John 
Herolveston,  ao  often  mentioned  in  oqr  JSw&V&chrpQJol^s  for  bis 
Taliant  prowess  in  martial  exploits,  and  particularly  for  being  a  great 
instrument  in  auelfing  the  grand  rebeffioh  in  these  counties  in  Bichard 
the  Second's  time  ;t  of  whom  much  way  be  seen  In  JPVoiwart,'  Ho* 
lingshed/  and  Stow^s  Chronicles;'  from  fitm  descended  the  faniily  of 
the  H'arlestons;  of  good  aeeonnt  in  both  counties:'  they  had 
estates  in  Shimpling  in  Sufolk,  settled  at  Norwich,  and  afterwards  at 
Mtfteshttii  in  mrfSk;  and  Afchbishop  Pmrker  nHurried  one  of  ibem, 
as  at  vol.  iii.  p.  d06,  IS,  14. 

This  town  natfa  a  wetkiy  market  «n  WiAiudaf;^  mid  iw»  fam  in  a 

J  ear;  one  is  held  on  Midtuumur  dty,  being  tile  naiicihf  qf  St. 
OHfi  ike  Baptist,  lo  whom  the  c/mpgl  i%  dedioatad ;  ao  4hat  this  is  the 
feast,  wake,  or  dedicatsMs  day;  and  the  oM^  was  0aated  bf  Kiof 
Henry  III.  in  the  year  1259,  to  Roger  le  Big^d  Earl  of  HoffM,  aid 
Mmr^h^d  of  England,  to  last  eight  days,  namely,  the  tigU,  and  4lay  of 
the  decollation  of  St.  JoHir  the  Bantid,^  and  sis  days  aflar  i^  add  Ike 
said  Earl  had  a  hundred  coprt  hela  here  every  three  weeks,  and  Ifae 
toll  of  the  market  and  fairs,  assise  of  bread  and  ale,  free-warren  and 
weyf.  In  1570,  there  was  a  rebellion  intended  to  have  begun  here,  as 
you  may  see  in  vol.  i.  p.  d44>  pedigree;  and  vol.  iii.  p.  284. 

The  chapel  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  was  a  free  chapel,  founded  in 
all  probability  by  Sir  John  de  Herolfston,  for. his  own  use;  it  never 
had  any  institution,  but  W|is  always  dependent  upon  its  mother- 
church  at  Redenhall;  the  vector  of  which,  serves  here  one  part  of  the 
day  every  Sunday;  it  hath  administration  of  both  sacraments  be- 
longing to  it,  but  not  burial ;  the  street  surrounds  it,  so  that  there  is 
BO  convenience  for  that  purpose :  at  the  east  end  is  the  marktt^ms,

In  I39O,  Hoger  de  Bois,  Knt.  and  others,  aliened 
divers  tenements  in  Harleston,  to  the  Abbess  of  Brusyerd,  llamon 
de  Pecratum,  or  Pecche,^  cave  lOs.  yearly  in  rents  in  Herotfsione  to 
Bury  abbey ;  Geffry  Pecche  20«.  and  Gilbert  Pecche  other  rents.  In

The  CHVRCH  is  dedicated  in  honour  of  the  Assumption  of  the  blessed 

Virgin  Maky,  and   is  a  good  regular  building;  having  its  north 

porch»  nave«  and  two  isles, leaded,  and  chancel  tiled.     It  was  rebuilt 

of  freestone,  by   Ihomas  of  Brotherton  Earl  of  Norfolk;  and   the

ShcUon,  then  rector;  and  cm 
the  southeast  spire,  there  is  aH  escallop  ghel  and  a  ttm,  carved  on  the 
stone,  as  a  rebui  or  device  for  his  name;  Sir  John  Shelton,  Kat.  was 
also  a  contributor  to  the  work.  In  \Q\0,  it  was  split  firom  top  to  bot- 
tom by  a  tempest/  so  as  to  be  obliged  to  be  anchored  np  as  it  bow 
remains;  though  it  was  done  so  elFectaally,  that  it  is  scarce  anj 
damage  to  its  beauty  or  strength ;  there  was  this  carved  on  the  north- 
west spire. 

This  Spire  was  demolished  in  the  Year  168O,  and  rebuilt  in  the 
Year  \6B],hf  Hen.  Fenn  and  John  Dove,  Church-IVardens,  John 
Fenton  and  Edmund  Knights,  Masons. 

The  arms  of  Brothertofi  and  Mowbray,  and  the  rose,  the  badge  of 
Brotherton,  and  the  leopard's  face,  the  bad^e  of  De  la  Pole^  are  often 
on  the  stones.  On  the  west  doors  are  carved  a  hammer  and  horseshoe, 
and  a  shoe  and  pincers,  as  rebusses  for  the  names  of  Smith  and  Ham^  , 
mersmith,  probably  the  donors  of  tbem.

The  church  is  new  seated  throughout,  and  kept  as  neat  and  decent, 
as  I  have  any  where  seen.  In  the  east  chancel  window,  De  la  Pole 
quarters  Wingfield  in  the  garter.  Erpingham  in  a  garter.  Brandon 
quartering  Bourchier  in  a  garter.  In  the  sooth  window  gu/.  an  eagle 
displayed  or ;  and  Brewse. 

in  1504,  Thomas  Pyers  of  Harleston  gave  20  marks  to  make  the 
funte  new.  The  roode  or  principal  im^e  of  our  Saviour  on  the  cross, 
which  stood  on  the  rood-loft  between  the  chancel,  was  a  remarkable 
one  in  those  days ;  in  1506,  Agnes  Stanforth  of  Wortwale,  hath  this

tlieehtrrch  is  situate  near  the  ifiidst  of  the  parish,  so  diat  it  mi^ht 
be  equal  to  fhe  tenants  of  the  several  manors,  being  equidistant  also 
from  its  two  priacipal  baoriefalof  Harkstoh  and  Woriwak,  near  a  mile 
from  each. 

Reuknhal  takes  its  tiaine  from  Rada  the  Dane,  who  was  lord  in 
the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor^  and  held  it  of  E»ric,  the  ante- 
cessor of  Robert  Malet,  lord  of  the  honour  of  Eye.  It  was  then  Sl.per 
annum,  but  rose  to  8/*  value,  and  was  a  mile  and  half  long,  and  baa  a 
flnile  and  three  perches  broad,  and  paid  lOd.  to  the  Dane  geld.  It  ex- 
tended into  Alburgh  and  Stanton;  in  the  former, there  were  15  free- 
men, and  9  in  the  latter,  and  £0  in  this  town;  whose  rents  were  4/. 
per  annum,  but  they  were  after  separated  from  this  manor,  and  added 
to  Earl  RALF*sAtiff(/reJ  of  Earsham :  :Ivo  Tallebois,  after  the  Carl's  for- 
feiture, got  them  for  some  time ;  but  being  restored,  they  have  con- 
tinued ever  since  with  the  hundred.'  Kshop  William  claimed  20 
acres  as  held  of  him  by  a  freeman ;  and  J^neli  held  80  acres :  a  free- 
man of  Etffie*!  had  a  part  of  the  town,  which  the/o/cpner  to  .the  Earl 
afterwards  held,  and  his  manor  called  Hawkbr's,^  was  free  from  all 
services  to  the  caphal  hall  or  manor,  and  afterwards  held  of  the  King

There  are  now  only  two  lords  here ;  RedenhaU  cum  Hartattm,  the 

lettt  hundred  court,  market,  fain,  tolls,  free-warrtn,  and  all  superiaur- 

jurkdiction  of  the  whole  town,  belong  to  his  Grace  theDuKB  of  Nor- 

fblk^  and  have  passed  with  the  EarU  and  Dukes  of  Naif  oik,  along 

with  Fotmcet  manor ;  to  which  I  refer  yon. 

The  other  manors  are  now  joined  and  belong  to  John  Woo  an  df 
OamA/^kaJl,  Esq.  viz.  the  manors  of  RedenhaU,  ColdhamJudl,  Hol^ 
brook^hall,  Merks,  and  Hawkers. 

Tbev  were  all  in  the  Btoods  as  one  vianor,  and  by  them  parted 
•nd  sold  to  difieient  penons. 
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And  half  the  advowson,  was  owned  by  Henry  de  Jgnttit,  or  Anews; 
and  half  by  Richard  de  Argentine  in  Henry  the  Second's  time. 

This  Henry  was  son  of  Walter,  son  of  that  Agnblt^  who  held  80 
acres  here  at  the  Conqueror's  survey ;  in  1 196,  being  a  rebel  to  King 
Miehard  L  that  King  seized  all  his  lands,  and  granted  them  for  200 
marks,  to  Ralfde  Lenham,  saving  to  Mabel  de  Agnis,  her  dowerj  and 
to  Peter  de  Leonibus  his  goods,  and  com  sown  on  tfie  land ;  and  in 
1 199>  Walter  himself  confirmed  the  grant.  In  1200,  Roger  de  LeU' 
ham  owned  one  moiety,  and  Henry  de  Agnelk,  son  of  Walter,  settled 
it  on  him  bv  fine ;  in  1211^  Petronel  his  widow,  settled  it  for  her  life^ 
on  Roger  Butvant ;  at  her  death,  Roger  de  Lenham  her  son  had  it, 
whose  widow  Joan,  in  1225,  had  her  dower  assigned,  and  remarried  to 
Reginald  de  Argentein.  In  1247^  Sir  Nic,  de  Lenham  was  lord,  and 
in  1256,  had  a  charter  for  free-barren  here,  and  at  Terling  in  Essex  ; 
upon  which,  Roser  le  Bigot  Earl  of  Norfolk,  lord  of  the  hundred,  and 
snperiour  lord  of  the  fee  of  the  whole  town,  sned  him,  and  seized  on 
this  manor^  because  he  had  leased  it  for  I6  years  to  the  Queen,  whose 
attorneys'  the  Earl  ejected.  The  manor  being  held  of  him  by  5/.  yearly 
rent,  and  other  services ;  and  though  the  lease  was  made  to  the  Queen, 
it  was  in  effect  the  same,  as  if  it  had  been  to  the  King;  so  that  no  dis* 
tress  could  be  taken,  but  upon  the  King*s  granting  him  letters  patent^ 
iJiat  the  lease  should  not  be  to  the  disherison  of  him  or  his  heirs^  but 
that  he  might  distrain  for  the  rents  and  services,  the  Earl  confirmed  it. 
In  1257»  this  Nicholas,  and  Isolda  de  Lenham  his  wife,  sold  all  his 
possessions  here  to  Peter  de  Subaudia  or  Savoy,  who  the  same  year 
aettled  them  on  Ingeram  de  Femes  and  Isabel  his  wife,  with  nine  score 
pounds  ;;er  annum  in  Netksted,  Ketleburgh,  6ic.  and  in  1238>  they  re* 
conveyed  them  to  Peter,  wiUi  250  marks^  land^  and  the  advowson  of 
Geuton,  Thorp,  &c.

Jiis  wife^  and  their  heirs^  to  be  held  by  the  service  of  two  fees.  Bor- 
tholamew  de  Yatingdon,  bis  brother^  inherited^  who  in  1280,  setded  his 
moietv  on  Master  Henry  de  Branteston  and  Beatrice  his  wife,  with  re^ 
mainder  to  Hugh  de  oranteston  and  Margaret  his  wife,  and  their 
heirs ;  and  in  1284,  John  de  AgneuM  sued  them  as  heir  of  that  family, 
but  did  not  recover  it 

The  other  moiety  continned  in  the  Argentein  family,  thoa|[h  in 
1206,  William  de  Curcun  gave  20  marks  to  Kin^  John  to  have  it:  in 
1281,  Giles  de  Argentein  held  here  and  in  Tkirmng^  four  fees  of  Rich^ 
mond  honour;  his  grapdfather  Richard  having  married  Joan,  widow 
of  Roger  de  Lenham ;  and  this  Giles  conveyed  it  to  Master  Henry  de 
Branteston,  who  had  the  whole  manor  and  moiety  of  the  advowson, 
and  tliis  part  was  held  of  the  honour  of  Richmond}    In  1298,  /iIugA 
de  Branteston^  brother  of  Henry,  died  seized,  and  left  it  to  Margaret, 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Bartholomew  de  Yatingdon,  his  widow,  who 
held  one  moiety  of  the  Earl  of  Norfolk,  and  the  other  of  the  Earl  of 
Richmond;  and  in  1300,  Henry  de  Branteston  and  Margery  his  wife 
had  it,  who  was  a  widow  this  year.     Osbert  de  Clinton,  lord  here  in 
2S\7,  and  Joan  his  wife,  conveyed  it  from  Joan  and  her  heirs,  (who 
I  suppose  was  a  Branteston,)  to  Thomas  de  Brotherton  Earl  of  Nor-^ 
folk.  Marshal  of  England^  and  his  heirs;  who  in  1325,  jointly  with 
Alice  his  wife,  settled  it  on  Will,  de  Neuport,  rector  here,  and  Richard 
de  Bursted,  rector  of  Stonham,  as  trustees  for  the  heirs  of  Alice;  and 
Alice,  one  of  her  daughters  and  coheirs,  married  to  Sir  Edw.  de  Mon^ 
teacute,  or  Montague,  who  owned  it  in  1344,  and  mortgaged  it  to  John 
de  Coloigne  and  I'homas  de  Holbech,  merchants  of  London,  by  the 
King's  patent  and  license;  and  in  1360,  Edward wn  of  EdwardMofs^ 
tague,  and  Alice  his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  aad  heiresses  of  Tho^ 
mas  de  Brotherton  Earl  of  Norfolk,  held  it;  and  Etheldred  his  sister 
was  found  his  heir  by  one  inauisition,  and  Joan  the  wife  of  William  de 
Ufford  Earl  of  Stj^o/A,  daugnter  and  one  of  the  heiresses  of  the  said 
Edward SLud  Alice,  by  another;  but  she  did  not  inherit  it;  for  in  1365, 
at  the  death  of  Edward,  son  and  heir  of  Edward  Montague,  Etheldred 
Ills  sister  had  it;  and  in  1390,  she  was  married  to  Hugh  de  StraulcUp 
KnU  and  John  was  their  son  and  heir  :  the  capital  messuage  or  hall, 
had  384  acres  of  land,  8  acres  of  Aieadow,  8  of  pasture,  62  acres  of 
wood  and  a  water-mill  belonging  to  it;  and  in  1414,  ^\\  John  son  of 
Sir  Hv^h  was  lord;  it  after  belonged  to  William  de  la  Pole  Earl  of 
Suffolk,  9nd  lord  of  Wingfield  castle,  and  in  1485,  Will.  Catesbic 
owned  it,  who  was  attainted  in  1  H.  VII.  and  that  King  granted  it 
to  Sir  William  Norreys,  Knt.  and  'his  heirs  male.     In  1558,  it  was 
granted  to  Tipper  andDawe,  and  soon  after  belonged  to  the  Gawdies, 
and  so  it  came  joined  to

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THE  MANOR  OF  HOLEBROOK,  or  GAWDY-HALL, 

Wh  I  c  h  was  held  of  the  honour  of  Richmond  at  half  a  fee ;  this  an- 
cieotly  belonged  to  the  Turbeviles  of  Devonshire,  and  Henry  de  Turbe'- 
vile  WM  lord  in  1£2S;  it  took  its  name  from  the  situation  of  the 
manor-house,  being  in  a  hole  by  the  brook  side ;  the  hills  adjoining 
still  retain  the  name  of  Holebrook- Hills,  and  are  on  the  left  hand  of 
the  road  leading  from  Harteston  to  Yarmouth,  near  to  Wortwale  dove,- 
but  this  was  pulled  down  by  the  Gawdies^  when  the  house  called 
Gawdy-hqli  was  built,  in  which  John  H'^ogan,  Esq.  the  present  lord, 
now  dwells. 

In  1226»  Ralf,  and  in  1£30,  Walter  de  Tarbevile  were  lords;  this 
Walter  served  King  Henry  ill.  with  three  knights,  for  one  whole 
year,  to  Poictou,  to  be  released  of  150  marks  due  to  that  King.  la 
1959»  Roger  de  Thirkelby,  one  of  the  justices  itinerants,  lords  h^re, 
was  dead,  and  left  Simon  Abbot  of  Langleu, and  Hugh  Bigod,  his  exe- 
cutors; and  this  manor,  and  houses  in  Castre  in  Norfolk,  to  Walter 
de  Thirkelby,  his  brother  and  heir.  In  13)3,  Robert  Tendevile  of 
Harleston,  and  Julian  bis  wife,  seem  to  have  it ;  and  probably  it  con- 
tinued in  this  family  a  whole  century,  for  in  1414,  Richard  Tyndale 
o£  Dean  in  Northamptonshire,  son  and  heir  of  John  Tundale,  owned 
it;^  a,nd  William  was  his  brother  and  heir;  which  m'//.  in  1420, 
settled  it  in  trust  on  Henry  Bishop  of  Winchester,  Sir  Lewes  Robesart, 
and  others;  and  it  continued  in  the  family  till  1543,  and  then  Tho* 
Tyndale  and,  Osbert  Mundeford,  Esqrs.  conveyed  it  to  Robert  Bacon 
of  Specteshall,  Esq.^  and  in  1551,  the  title  was  completed  :  in  1570, 
his  son  and  heir,  Edward  Bacon,  Esq.  had  it,  and  sold  it  to  Thomas 
Gawdy^  Esq.  and  so  it  became  joined  to 


THE  MANOR  OF  COLDHAM-HALL, 

Which  was  held  of  the  Earls  of  Norfolk,  and  to  which  the  moiety 
of  the  advowson  belonged,  till  sold  from  it.  In  1239,  Warine  de  Re-' 
denhaU,  lord  of  it,  impleaded  Roger   Bigot  Earl  of  Norfolk,  to 

Eermit  him  to  enjoy  certain  liberties  belonging  to  this  manor,  which 
e  held  of  him.  In  1303,  Simjon  de  Cqldham  of  Redenhall,  and 
Emma  his  wife,  (from  .whom  it  took  its  present  name,)  sold  the 
moiety  of  the  advowson  which  belonged  to  it,  and  the  manor 
(except  an  hundred  shillings,  land,  and  some  rents,  afterwards  called 
Merks  manor,)  to  Sir  William  de  Burps,  Knt.  and  his  heirs;  and  in 
1309,  the  said  William,  and  Master  'Thomas  de  Burgis,  sold  the  moiety 
of  the  advowson  to  Thomas  de  Brotherton  Earl  of  Norfolk,  (patron  of 
the  other  moiety,)  and  the  mznox  to  John  deRiveshdle,  or  Rushall, 
and  his  heirs.  It  afterwards  belonged  to  the  De  la  Poles,  and  conti- 
nued iu  the  EmU  of  Suffolk,  till  the  attainder  of  CAar/cs  Duke  of

Suffolk;  and  in  1551,  was  granted  byPAi/i/iand  Mary,  io  Edward 
Lord  North ;  and  afterwards  it  was  purchased  by  tbe  Gawdic$. 

in  15 IO9  John  Gawdie  of  Harleston  was  buried  in  RedenhaU  cborcb, 
and  gave  his  estate  to  Thomas  Gawdye  the  younger.  Iii  1523,  Tho. 
Gatcdy  of  fVortwell,  Gent,  obtained  a  manumfssioB  of  idl  his  Itods 
in  Mtndham,  Metfield,  and  fVithersdale,  held  of  the  manors  of  Met- 

field  priory  and  Kingshall,  of  Simon  Prior  of  Mendham.  In  1545, 
Thomas  Gawdu  of  Redetihall,  senior,  was  buried,  lea^ng  jfgnes  his 
wife,  Jtfm^i  Marsham  of  Norwich,  merchant,  and  Jo*«  Calk  of  Bafe, 

•  bis  executors.  In  1556,  Thomas  Gatcdy,  junior,  Esq.  of  Harleston, 
was  buried  in  Redenkall  church  by  his  ftrst  wife,  and  EHz^bcth  bis 
relict  was  buried  by  him  in  1563;  he  left  TAomurs  and  Fronds,  and 
three  daughters,  Eliz.  Southall,  Margaret  Jldrick,  and  Catherine. 
In  1570,  Thomas  their  eldest  son  pnrchaaed  Weybrede  manor  of 
William  Calthorp,  Esq.  and  in  1582,  he  sold  this  manor  to  Sir  Tko. 
Gamlye,Kni.  and  be  settled  it  on  William  Brend,  trustee  to  Eliz. 
daughter  of  Helwise  his  first  wife,  and  her  heirs:  be  married  Dnanca, 
his  second  wife,  and  was  one  of  the  Kind's  judges,  but  dying  in  158S, 
was  buried  here,  being  seized  of  Claxlon,  Hillingtoff,  Kockland,  Po* 
ringland,  8tc.  leaving 

Ttemy  Gawdy,  Esq.  his  son  and  beir,  then  26  years  of  age ;  and  in 
l6l5.  Sir  Henry  and  CHpesby  Gawdy,  Knts.  were  lords.  In  1633,  Sir 
Tho.  Gawdiej  Rnt.;  and  it  was  mortgaged  by  Charles  Gawdie,  E^.  to 
Tobias  Frere,  who  afterwards  purchased  it ;  in  1654,  he  was  one  of 
the  justices  of  peace  for  Norfolk,  jn  seauestrator,  and  member  in  par- 
liament, and  was  buried  here  in  1655,  leaving  Susanna  bis  widow,  and 
Tobias  his  son  and  heir;  his  widow  (as  I  am  informed)  married  John 
ffogan,  Esq.  who  was  lord  here  io  1*688,  and  now  John  Wogan,  Esq.* 
is  lord  of  all  tbe  aforesaid  manors,  which  are  now  joined  with 

THE, MAN  OR  OF  MERKS, 

Which  was  p^ri  of  Coldham-hall  manor,  th^t  continijied  in/theJGEr- 
denhall  family  as  aforesaid,  and  was  sold  to  John  de  Marleburgh,  of 
whom  John  de  Redenhall  purchased  it  in  1313,  and  held  it  of  tbe 
Earl  of  Norfolk  at  the  8th  part  of  a  fee ;  in  1344,  Henry  de  Reden^ 
hall  and  Margaret  his  wife  conveyed  great  part  of  it  to  Thomas  son 
of  Peter  del  Brok,  and  others,  with  remainder  to  their  heirs ;  and  in 
1358,  Robert  de  Redenhall,  rector  of  Bike  in  Suffolk  had  it ;  it  came 
after  that,  to  James  Ormond  Earl  of  Wilts,  and  at  his  attainder,  to  the 
Grown ;  and  was  granted  by  Edtvard  IV.  with  the  manors  of  Mpr^fis 
in  Waldingjield,  and  those  of  Overhall  and  SilvMcrs  in  Bures  in 
Suffolk,  to  oir  Tho.  Waldegrave ;  and  passing  through  divers  hands, 
in  the  year  1551,  it  was  purchased  by  Rob.  Bacon,  and  joined  as 
aforesaia. 

HAWKER^S  MANOR 

First  belonged  to  Edbic,  of  whom  it  was  held  in  the  Confesaor's 
time  by  one  of  his  freemen,  when  it  was  worth  20s.  per  annum.  After 
Oe  Cooquesi,  RalfGwader  or  Waytt  Earl  of  Nbr/olk,  had  il,  and

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MW  it  to  be  held  free  of  hjs  capita}  maRori  to  R^tr  his  hawker  or 
JmUoner;  who  held  it  free  ftoili  «U  service  but  that  of  falconer, 
when  the  King  had  the  capilal^  manor  by  Earl  Maif*a  forfeiture^ 
and  whesGiM/ftf^  |6  when  he  had  iDtrHsted  the  cace  of  it»  claimed 
services  e(  him»  he  appealed  to  the  Kioe  (of  whoi^i  he  held  it 
fra/f)  as  his  protector^  and  was  discharged  accordinglj ;  and  from 
this  teonre,  the  manor  and  lorde  also^  took  th^ir  names.  The  record 
called  Tetta  de  NevH  tells  m,  that  Warine  k  OUricer,  or  hawker,  soa 
of  the  said  Roger,  held  it  by  the  grand  serjeani^  of  keeping  eLgothawh 
&r  the  King's  ase^  and  carrying  it  eiFery  year  to  the  Kjn^  at  his  M»« 
jesty's  eoBt.^  This  Wamne  adoed  much  to  the  manor^  oy  purchase 
from  Maud  dt  Beeimehamp  in  l£d9»  and  was  succeeded  by  Robert  his 
son  ;*  and  he  in  \n&,  fay  Peter  It  Oatricer  or  Hawkere,  his  son  and 
beir;  whose  tenure  was  found  to  be  grand  serf eanty,  being  obliged 
to  keep  a  goshawk  from  Michaelmas  to  lent,  and  to  mute  it,  and  carry  it 
to  ihe  King,  of  whom  he  was  to  receive  10/.  per  annum  for  so  doing : 
he  died  seized  in  1337f  leaving  it  to  Robert  le  Hawker,  his  son,  and 
Alice  his  wife;  he  died  in  1373,  leaving  Richard  his  son  under  age, 
who  bad  livery  of  his  estate  in  1380,  when  the  manors-house  had  144 
acres  of  demean,  and  the  manor  was  found  to  extend  into  Jlburgh, 
and  other  adjacent  towns;  he  was  succeeded  by  John  his  son  and 
heir,  and  he  by  Richard,  whose  son  Rog»  died  about  1436 ;  and  soon 
after  it  passed  to  Robert  Clifton,  cousin  to  Sir  John  Clifton  of  Bu^ 
kenham  castle;  for  in  1447^  Sir  John  willed,  that  Robert  his  cousin 
should  have  his  manors  of  Topcroft  and  Denton,  on  condition  he 
made  an  estate  to  Sir  John's  executors,  of  his  manors  of  Hawkere* s 
and  Shelly,  which  the  said  Robert  had,  in  exchange  for  the  manors  of 
Topcroft  and  Denton;*  and  from  that  time  it  passed  with  Topcroft 
and  Denton,  all  which,  in  1481,  Thomas  Bretdu,  m  right  of  Elizabeth 
bis  wife,  had  assigned  to  him  as  parcel  of  the  lands  of  Robert  de 
Clifton ;  and  it  continued  with  the  said  manors  (to  which  I  refer  you) 
till  16S1,  and  in  that  year,  John  Brewst,  Gent,  sold  his  manor  of 
Hawker's  cum  Shaddock's,  to  Tobias  Frere,  Esq.  and  his  heir ;  and  in 
1627,  John  Brewse  and  Ihbias  Frere,  convened  it  to  Sir  Clipesby 
Gatx^,  Knt.  and  Mary  his  wife,  and  ibeir  heirs;  and  so  it  became 
joined  to  the  other  manors. 

WORTWELL  MANOR 

Was,  soon  after  the  Conquest,  in  a  fansilv  called  Peceatum  or  Pecche: 
in  1 196,  Gilbert  Pecche,  a  benefactor  to  Bury  abbey,  held  two  fees  of 
that  hoose  in  WortweU,  Harleston,  and  Drenkeston  in  Sufolk.  The 
next  owner  that  I  find,  was  in  1298,  when  it  belonged  to  William

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Carliol  and  Jgnes  his  wife ;  and  in  1299,  to  Skhard  Carliol ;  in  1345, 
Rkliard  Carliol,  Henry,  and  John  hisJbrolhers,  were  returned  lords, 
and  the  manor  then  extended  into  Jlburgh:  this  family  lived  iu  the 
manor-house  for  several  descents.  In  1401,  Richard  Carliol  held  it 
at  the  fouith  part  of  a  fee,  as  parcel  of  the  barony  oiTateshaU.  In 
1428,  Robert  Warner  was  lord ;  in  which  family  it  continued  till 
1546,  when  John,  third  son  to  Brian  Holland  of  Wortwell,  mamed 
Anne,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Bo Acr/  Warner  oiWins£tld,vi\\h  whom 
he  had  this  manor ;  this  John  came  and  settled  at  fForftre//-A<itf,  and 
purchased  the  greatest  part  (if  not  the  whole)  of  the  copyhold  ;  and 
It  hath  continued  in  his  family  to  this  day,  it  being  now  owned  by 
Isabella-Diana  and  Charlotte  Holland,  sole  heiresses  of  Sir  WiUiam 
Holland,  Bart,  deceased;  the  account  and  pedigree  of  which  fapuly 
may  be  seen  at  large  \n  vol.  i.  p.  344. 
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NEDHAM    IN    MENDHAM. 

Nedham,  adjoins  east  to  Brockdish,  on  the  great  road  ;  and  is  ori- 
ginally a  HAMLET  and  chapelry  to  Mbndham,  which  is  avenr  ex- 
tensive place;  the  parish  church  stands  just  over  the  river,  and  so  is 
in  Suffolk;  but  this  hamlet  and  the  adjacent  part  between  it  and  the 
parish  church,  on  the  Norfolk  side,  were  no  less  than  two  miles  and 
five  furlongs  lone,  and  seven  furlongs  broad,  at  the  Conqueror's  sur- 
vey, and  paid  7a.  to  the  geld  or  tax ;  and  the  part  on  the  Norfolk 
side  (exclusive  of  the  bounds  of  this  ancient  namlet)  was  called 
ScoTFORD,  or  the  part  at  Xheford,  (over  which  there  is  a  good  brick 
bridge  built,  called  Shotfobd  bridge  at  this  day,)  and  for  many  ages 
had  a  rector  presented  to  it,  who  served  in  the  church  oiMendham, 
by  the  name  of  the  rector  of  Shotfobd /?or^zoii  in  Mendham, 

Part  of  Heroheston  or  Harle^ton  then  belonged  ioMendham  also; 
and  now,  that  part  of  the  town  opposite  to  the  south  side  of  the 
ehapel,  oi)  which  the  publick-house  called  the  Pye  stands,  is  in , 
Mendham. 

Meudham  parish  church  is  dedicated  to  Jll  the  Saints,  and  was 
originally  a  rectory,  one  turn  of  which,  was  in  Sir  William  de Hunting- 
field,  founder  of  the  priory  here,  to  which  he  gave  it,  and  the  other 
in  Sir  Thomas  de  Nedham,  who  gave  it  to  William  Prior  of  the  Holy 
Trinity  at  Ipswich,  and  the  convent  there,  to  which  it  was  appropriated 
by  Thomas  de  Blundeville  Bishop  of  Norwich,  m  1227,  when  i\\^  vicar- 
age was  settled  to  consist  pf  a  messuage  and  24  acres  of  land,  6  acres 
of  meadow  and  marsh,  with  all  the  alterage  belonging  to  the  church, 
and  the  tithes  of  the  mills,  hay,  turf,  and^'sA,  and  all  sorts  ofpul^i 
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and  I0t.per  annum  rent ;  viz^  froip  the  Lady  E^e  de  Archu  half  a  mark, 
&c.'  and  the  said  Prior  was  to  pay  all  dues  to  the  bishap  and  arch' 
deacon, except  synodaU;^  and  Henry  de  Dtss^xhaphin,  the  first  t^tcar 
here,  was  presented  by  the  Prior  of  Ipswich.  The  account  of  this 
church  in  Norwich  Domesday  is  thus;  the  Prior  of  the  Holy  Trinity 
of  Ipswich  hath  the  moiety  of  the  church  of  Mendham,  appropriated 
to  bis  convent,  and  bath  a  house  and  two  carucates  of  land,  and  re- 
ceives the  tithes  of  the  demeans  of  Sir  Thomas  de  Nedham;  this  was 
valued  formerly  at  15  marks.  The  Prior  of  Mendham  hath  the  other 
moiety,  and  receives  the  tithes  of  Sir  ^t7/tam*JeHtfit^;^^/il,.  and 
hifl^  moiety  is  valued  at  ten  marks.  Sir  Thomas  de  Clare  is  patron  of 
the  third  part^  which  the  vicar  holds  of  the  fee  of  Cocl^eld,  and  is 
valued  at  five  marks. 

The  chapel  of  St.  Peter  at  Nedham  was  in  all  probability  founded 
by  the  Nedham  family,  and  most  likely,  by  Sir  Thomas  de  Nedham 
himself,  for  his  own  tenants ;  and  being  so  far  from  the  motherrchurch 
of  Mendham,  was  made  parochial,  ana  hath  separate  bounds,  ofiicers, 
administration  of  sacraments,  and  burial ;  it  is  under  the  episcopal,  hut 
exempt  from  the  arcAtVtiico/i^// jurisdiction ;  for  it  pays  neither  s^o- 
dais,  procurations^  nor  Peter-pence :  and  in  1329,  a  perpetual  compo- 
sition  and  agreement  was  made  between  the  parishioners  of  the 
mother-churdi  of  Mendham,  and  those  of  the  chapel  of  Nedham;  hj 
wbichj  in  lieu  of  all  reparations  and  dues  to  the  parish  of  Mendham, 
they  agreed  to  pay  \Sd.  every  Easter-^ay,  towards  the  repairs  of 
Mendham  church,  as  an  acknowledgment  that 'they  were  members 
of  it.    In  1411,  tlie  parishioners  of  Nedham,  complained  to  Pope 
John  XXIII.  that  their  chapel  was  not  well  served,  thoush  the  Prior 
of  Mendham  was  well  paid  bis  tithes;  upon  which,  a  Ati/i  directed  to 
Alexander  de  Totington  Bishop  of  Norwich,  issued ;'  commanding  him 
to  oblige  the  Prior  of  Mendham  to  find,  and  give  security  to  him,  that 
that  convent  would  always  find  sl  parochial  chaplain  resident  in  Ned* 
ham,  well  and  duly  to  serve  the  chapel  there :  and  ever  since,  the  im- 
propriator of  Mendham  nominates  the  parish  chaplain.    In  l60d,  it 
was  returned  that 

Mr.  Andrevo  Wily,  clerk,  was  curate,  that  there  were  220  communi- 
cants, and  that  it  was  an  impropriation;  the  herbages  being  reserved 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  minister,  who  hath  now  the  vicarial  tithes, 
amounting  to  about  \4l.per  annum^  for  which  it  is  served  once  every 
fortnight; 

The  (lev.  Mn  John  Tracey  being  the  present  curate.  - 

The  steeple  is  round  at  bottom  and  octangular  at  top,  and  hath 
four  bells  in  it;  the  south  porch  and  nave  are  tiled;  there  are  several

This  chapdry  hath  a  Utt  held  in  it  by  the  Duke  of  Norfbik^s  steward^ 
it  being  in  his  Grace's  liberty,  who  is  lord  paramount  in  right  ef  bin 
hundr^  of  Eanham,  over  all  the  Norfolk  mri  of  Mendham;  and  ia 
]£85,  Roger  Bigot,  tlien  lord  of  the  himdredg  had  free-warren  allowed 
him  here. 

The  abbot  and  convent  of  SiUan  in  Suffolk  had  Ajiiheryt  and 
water-mill  called  Fryer^i  MM,  in  this  place  ;^  which  was  iet  with  their 

f  range  and  m^nor  of  fVeybrede  in  Suffolk;  which  in  l6l  1^  belonged  tA 
George  Hering  bif  Norwich. 


This  A4im/f^  originally  belonged  to  the  Abbot  of  Buiy,'  and  „ 
iofeoffed  by  one  Srodo  at  the  Conquest,  whose  deaoendanls  took  the 
sirname  of  Nbdham,  and  contrary  to  the  common  rule,  gave  their 
name  to  this  place;  it  should  seem  that  the  family  extin^islied  in 
several  heiresses,  by  the  many  parts  or  manors  it  was  divided  into; 
and  now  there  are  four  manors  atill  subsisting  here* 

The/ini  is  a  very  small  one,  called  SitEHAM  ComitiSi  ex  Parte 
Norfolk ;  and  was  originally  part  of  the  EarFB  manor  of  Sitekam,  from

The  secoiti  is  called  Dbni9on^S|  or  Dbnston*»  tnanor:  thU  w« 
given  to  the  priory  of  Mendham,  to  which  it  belonged  till  its 
Iliiaaolatiaii. 

This  tnonatlery  was  founded  in  King  S^h^s  time,  by  Will,  son  of 
Bog.  de  BwUimfoM,  with  the  approbation  of  jRo^^r  his  son  a»d  heir, 
who  gave  the  whole  isle  oiMtnamm^  called  Medenham,  oitkie  village 
^meadows,  to  the  monks  ofCoitleacrt,  cm  condition  tbey  should  erect 
a  church  of  stone,  and  biuld  a  convent  by  it,  and  place  at  least  eight 
of  their  monks  there:  in  the  place  oaUed  Huast^  or  Btmningsiirsi, 
being  then  a  woodtf  isk  on  the  Siffolk  side  of  the  river ;  accordioglr, 
monks  being  placed  there^  the  founder  ordeied  that  they  shooM 
be  sobject  to  Castkacre  monks,  as  a  cell  to.  that  house,  in  the  same 
manner  as  Coflteocre  itself  sras,  to  the  moiiastery  of  Su  Pancra$  at 
Iaw€$  in  SfuJS^ ;  and  that  to  the  church  of  Cltmi  or  Clugnjf  in  Fnmotz 
bat  after  the  death  ^thefoonder,  the  Prior  of  Casitmiare  oovcaanted 
-with  Rogif^de  Mtmtingfidd  his  son,  (who  was  also  a  great  benefactor,) 
to  msMilaiB  at  least  ^bt  monks  at  Miendkam,  and  not  to  depose  the 
JPrior  there,  unless  for  disobedience^  inoontiaenoe^  or  dilapidations  of 
the  house. 

Their  founder  gave  the  whole  island  of  St.  Mary  of  Mendham,  with  . 
U/t^esAagf  and  the Orffiig;ei  there;  and  many  other  lands,  rents,  and 
homages;  and  all  his  lands  in  G-ocA^^/ne,  and  his  homagers  there, 
which  were  all  to  be  employed  by  the  Prior,  to  the  maintenance  of 
Mtndham  monks,  except  half  a  mark  of  silver  to  be  paid  yearly  to  the 
priory  of  Castleacre,  as  an  acknowledgment  of  their  dependmg  as  a 
cell  to  that  monastery :  ^  he  gave  them  also,  St.  Margaret* s  church  at 
lAmtede,  and  St.  Peter's  there;  the  moiety  of  the  church  of  Trideling; 
an  aldercatr  and  1 1  acres  by  die  mill,  of  Thomas  de  Mendham ;  and  the 
third  part  of  the  tithes  of  his  demeans  in  Suttorp;  and  55.  rent  in  Bra^ 
denfum;  together  with  all  his  right  in  the  church  of  Mendham :  to  all 
which,  Willi  AM  the  D^an  of  RBDENHALL,and  others,  were  witnesses. 
'And  Stephen  de  Saukeville  released  all  his  right  in  Hurst.    In  1£39, 
Richard  son  of  Benedict ,  after  his  decease,  settled  a  messuage  and  6o 
acres  of  land  on  this  priory.     In  1386,  Sir  Robert  de  Swillington,  KnU 
Sir  Roger  Bois,  Knt.  John  Pyeshale,  clerks  and  Robert  de  Jshfield, 
settled  the  patronage  of  this  monastery,  on  Isabel  Countess  of  5ij^/ft« 
'This  house  and  all  its  revenues,  were  given  by  King  Henry  Vlfl.  to* 
gether  with  the  lands  of  the  dissolved  priories  of  Anker^ick  in  LJnWit- 
sAiVf,  and  Little  Marlow  in  Buckingkamshir£,  to  the  then  newly  restored 
siapasteryat  Bishamor  Butlesham  in  Berkshire,  in  1537/  by  iway 
ol*  augmentation  to  the  value  of  66l/.  14s.  0(2.  per  annum  for  the  main^ 
tenance  of  an  abbot  and  13  monks  of  the  Betiediotine  order,    Sutihat 
inonastevy  was  short-lived  and  soon  fell;  and  this  hQuse,  &c.  10  4539, 
was^i^ted  to  Charles  Duke  of  Suffolk,  and  with  it,  this  manor  ofX>eit* 
:$ton*s,  which,2d  Sd  PhUip  and  Mary,  was  conveyed  to  Richard  Fresisvs 
'j|^.rapd  ^iMe  his  wife,  and  he  was  lord  of  itin  15G7 ;  and  it  con  tinned

The  prior  was  taxed  for  all  his  temporals  in  Mendham  on  the  Norfolk 
iide^  at4/.  I£s.lli2. 

From  the  rolls  of  this  manor,  I  find  the  following  Priors  of  Mend- 
ham,  to  have  kept  courts  here. 

Crem ;  he  died  this  year, 
and  Sir  Rag.  deHaniwg field,  patron  of  the  priory,  kept  a  court  duriog 
the  vacancy.

1523,  Simoiv  Robert  Howton,  sub-prior, 
and  Sir  Ric.  Pain,  monk. 

The  third  manor  is  called  Qourt's  and  was  owned  W  Daniel  Bourt 
in  1345,  and  afler  by  Jolm  le  Siraunge  ^nd. Thomas  de  Hales,  who  held 
it  at  half  a  fee  of  the  hem  of  Roger  ae  Hunting  field ;  it  after  belonged 
to  the  Grices  of  Brockdish,  for  which  family  I  refer  vou  thither.  In 
1600,  Thomas  Pawlet,  Esq.  conveyed  it  to  Thomas  tjeigh  and  John 
Godfrey ;  and  it  now  belongs  to  Sir  Edmund  Bacon  of  Gillingham, 
Bart. 

The  fourth  manor  is  called  Gunshaw's,  which  see  at  p.  348. 
To  this  hamlet,  }o\n'Si  the  aforesaid  portion  of  Mendham,  called

Robert  de  narwoode;  afterwards  the  noble  Sir  Miles  Stapleton, 
Knt.  having  the  whole  a^vowson,  gave  it  to  Mendhamprioty ;  and  on 
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the  SAotytdy,  iSM,  it  was  appropriated  to  the  monastery  of  the 
blessed  Firgin  Mary  tit  Metidkam,  and  no  ticarage  ordiiined^  so  that 
the  Prior  received  all  tithes  whatever  of  the  whole  portion,  paying  a 
pension  of  65.  Sd.  yearly  to  the  Bishop,  and  finding  a  ehapUnn  to  per^ 
form  a  third  part  of  the  service  in  MendkaM  church :  which  service 
was  after  tnmed  into  that  of  a  (^hantnr  f^st,  who  was  to  officiate  in 
St.  M^f^t  chapel  on  the  east  side  of  Mendham  charcfayard ;  and  that 
service  ceased  m  Edward  the  Sixth's  time,  and  the  chavel  was  granted 
by  the  CroWn  iiito  lay  hands,  and  is  now  ased  as  a  malt-house. 


THE  MANOR  OF  SEMERETS, 

At  the  Cottqtieror's  survey,  belonged  to  tlbgtr  of  Poietou,  third  son  of 
Roger  de  Montgomefy  Earl  of  Arundel^  ami  was  held  rn  the  Conies* 
sor^  titne  by  a  freeman  natfied  ULPaii:*  it  was  then  valued  at  10s. 
and  after  at  SO.  It  divided  intb  two  parts,  one  belonged  in  131 1,  to 
Alice  and  Edmund  de  Sando  Mauro  or  Seymor,  Knt.  ana  Joitn  hiawife^ 
from  which  family  it  took  its  name:  this  &\t  Edmund,  in  1335,  infeofi*ed 
it  with  the  manors  of  Sileham  and  E$ham,  and  their  advowsons,  in  Sir 
John  Wingfield,  Knt.  as  trustee ;  and  Laurence  Seymour,  panon  of  ttitfe 
united  churches  of  Sileham  and  Edmrnj  and  jRa^hts  brotner,  released 
all  their  ri^ht;  and  the  next  year.  Sir  John  rele^ued  them  to  John 
son  and  heir  c^  Sir  Edward  Seymour,  Knt.  It  appears,  that  in  1291, 
John  de  Brampton  held  the  other  part  of  EUzabeth  de  Ingham  at  half 
a  fee,  and  that  it  then  divided,  the  one  half  continuing  in  the  Inghams, 
of  which  Sir  John  Ingham^  Knt.  was  lord,  and  Maroya  or  Mariona, 
his  widow,  in  112  J  7*  In  1331,  Sir  Oliver  Ingham,  KnI.  and  it  passed 
with  that  family,  till  Sir  Miles  Stapleton  gave  it  to  Mendham  priory, 
when  it  became  joined  to  Dbnston's  in  Sedham.  The  other  part, 
now  Semere^s  manor,  was  sold  to  Sir  John  Wingfield  by  Laurence  dt 
Seymor;  and  in  1349,  John  Garlek  and  Sara  his  wife  conveyed  their 
third  parts  of  Sile/uim,  Esham,  and  this  manor,  and  their  advowson,  to 
him.  In  \46l,Edw.  Hales  was  lord;  in  1551,  it  was  sold  to  Henry 
Fhteman,  and  it  is  now  owned  by  John  Kcfrich  of  Bury  M.  D.

This  Richard,  in  1534/  appears  to  be  treasurer,  and  a  great  ia- 
Tourite  of  Charles  Brandon  l)uke  of  Stjcffblk;  and  an  intimate  ac- 
quaintance of  Sir  Rob.  Budde,  who  was  master  otWingfield  college, 
and  chaplain  to  his  grace ;  and  by  his  interest  it  was,  that  he  obtained 
several  great  grants  from  the  Crown  f  among  which,  he  had  Denston's 
manor  in  Nedham,  and  many  lands  belonging  to  Mendham  priory :  be 
was  afterwards  kniehted,  and  lies  buried  with  Dame  Anue  Coke  his 
wife,  in  Mendham  chancel,  for  whom  there  is  a  monument  a^nst  the 
east  part  of  the  north  wall,  with  the  arms  of  Freston  impaling  Coke, 
whico  shows  that  he  outlived  his  wife,  and  died  in  1557 ;  ancl  was  suc- 
ceeded by

There  is  an  nnder  manor  or  frec^ienement,  called  Midlbtoit* 
BALL,  in  this  town,  which  belonffs  to  Mrs.  fVkitaker,  and  is  a  ^;ood  old 
seat^  here  Richard  de  MidletonlWed  in  1373,  and  fVilliam  his  son  in 
1390,  who  was  succeeded  by  fViltiam  his  son ;  on  whose  marriaM  in 
139^,  it  was  settled  on  Maij^aret  his  wife,  with  estates  in  South-Elm* 
ham  and  Redenhale :  this  family  always  sealed  with  a  fess  erm.  be- 
tween three  croslets;  and  it  continued  in  it  a  long  time.  In  1457, 
William  Midleton  owned  it,  and  Robert  Midleton  in  1467,  who  lived 
here  in  1491.  In  1558,  Henry  Reppts  of  Mendham  died  seized  of  it, 
and  of  Thorny  manor  in  Stow  in  Suffolk,  and  gave  them  to  Jnne 
Wodehouse,  alias  Reppes,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  John  Reppes,  son 
of  his  brother  Francu,  remainder  to  John  Reppes  his  brother,  &c.  In 
156€,  Rie.  fVhetley,  rector  of  Homer^eU,  leased  his  rectory  to  BaS' 
singbouni  Gawdy  of  Midleton^hall  in  Mendham,  Esq.  by  whom  it  wi^, 
sold,  and  so  became  joined  to  the  other  manors. 

There  is  an  ancient  seat  here  called  Oakbn-btll,  (but  no  manor,) 
in  which  the  family  of  the  Batbmakb  have  resided  ever  since  the 
time  of  fVitliam^Bateman  Bishop  of  Normch;  and  fViUiam  Bateman, 
only  son  of  William  Bateman,  Gent,  of  Mendham,  lately  deceased, 
now  dwells  there :  (see  vol.  iii.  p.  506;)  most  of  this  family  have  had 
the  chmtian  name  of  William,  ever  since  the  Bishop's  time.

The  Rev.  Mr.  John  Mendham,  vicar 
of  fVeybredf,  hath  it  now ;  and  I  am  informed,  there  is  a  good  house 
and  glebe  given  to  the  serving  minister  since  the  Reformation. 

The  chapel  is  dedicated  to  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  hath  a  square

Was  anciently  of  the  fee  of  the  abbot  of  Holm,  of  whom  it  was  held 
in  the  time  ot  Richard  1.  at  half  a  fee/by  Hugh  Burd;  after  which, 
it  was  escheated  to  the  Crown,  and  was  granted  to  Thomas  be 
BaotHBRTON,  son  to  King  Edward  I.  who  married  Alice,  daujghter 
of  Sir  Roger  Hales  of  Harwich^  Knt.  whose  sister  Joan/  married  to 
Sir  John  Germtn  or  Jermy,  Knt.;  and  in  13£5,  the  said  Thomas 
conveyed  to  his  brother-in-law,  Sir  John  Jermy,  Knt.  two  parts  of 
this  manor,  and  the  third  part  to  his  wife,  for  the  assignment  of  her 
dower.  In  1859,  Sir  John  Germy,  Knt.  held  it  at  a  quarter  of  a  fee 
of  the  manor  of  King's-hall  in  Mendham.  In  \SS5,  Sir  fVilL  Jermy, 
Knt.  was  buried  here;  Elizabeth  his  wife  survived  him.  In  1428, Sir 
John  Jermy,  Knt.  and  Margaret  Mounteney  his  wife^  owned  this  and 
Withtrsdate  manors;  and  he  it  was,  that  rebuilt  this  church  and 
manor-house,  where  he  placed  the  matches  of  his  family  in  the  win- 
dows ;  and  his  own  arms  are  carved  several  Umes  on  the  timber  of  the 
roof,  and  are  still  in  several  windows^  and  in  stoqe  on  the  font;  he 
died  in  '1487i  End  was  buried  at  the  north-east  corner  of  die  chancel ;

By  his  win  in  Register  Aleyn,  fo.  SSO,  which  is  dated  at  Bukenham- 
Ferry,  Oct,  "l^.  1487 » he  appointed  to  be  buried  here,  and  gave  a 
leffaqy  to  this  church,  and  those  of  Bukenham-Ferry  and  Hasingham, 
ofwhicb  he  was  patron;  he  ordered  100  marks  to  be  distributed  to 
the  poor  on  his  burial  day,  and  gave  tlie  manor  and  advowsons  of 
Bukenham  and  Hannghamf  to  be  sold,  after  his  wife  Margarei*s 
death :  he  gave  200  marks  to  the  Abbot  of  St«  Sennet  at  the  Holm 
in  Ludham,  to  found  a  chantry, priest  to  sing  mass  daily  there,  for  him 
and  his  family  for  ever;  he  is  called  Sir  John  Jermy,  senior,  Knt. 

Sir  John  Jermy, Junior,  Knt.  his  son  and  heir,  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Will.  Wroth  of  Enfield,  Esq.  and  had  two  sons;  from 
Thomas,  the  younger  son,  descended  the  Jermys  of  Bayfield  in 
Hoffolk,  under  which  place  I  design  aa  ample  account  of  the  family.

he  married  Isabel^  daughter  of  John  Hopton,  Esq.  and  lies  buried  in 
the  chancel  by  his  grandfather^  with  this  on  a  brass  plate  on  his  stone ;

1253,  Henry  de  Wertgham,  Dean  of  St.  Martin  k'Grandio  LanAm, 
presented  by  the  King,  on  account  of  the  vacancy  of  the  see  of  E/y, 
-to  which  the  advowson  belongs.'  Henry  III.  at  the  death  of  IViltiam 
de  Kilkenny  Bishop  of  Ely,  would  have  prevailed  upon  Efy  mobks  lo 
hate  chosen  this  Henry  de  fVengkam,  then  his -ckaneellor^Uy  thataee; 
but  cbuld  not  persuade  thebi :  upon  which,  the  King  spoiled  the  woods 
and  parks  of  the'bishoprick,  ilnd  applied  to  the  Popef  bat  IVengM^ms 
neter  stirred  at  all  in  the  matter,  but  confessed  Hugh  de  BaSkam, 
whom  the  monks  had  elected,  more  worthy  than  himself:  it  isslto 
•aaid,  thdt  the  suit  on  his  behalf  Was  commebced  by  the  KuigA^itboiit 
his  khowled^e;  and  that  When  he  saw  his  Majesty  so  earnest; and dteal 
so  violently  in  it,  be  went  to  him,  and  humbly  besoo|;bt  hkn  to  let  the 
monks  alone,  and  cease  further  soliciting  them  by  his  armed  and  im- 
perious requests ;  for  (saith  he)  after  invocation  of  the  name  of  Gob, 
the  grace  and  direction  of  bis  holy  Spirit,  they  have  chosen  a  man 
more  worthy  than  myself,  and  Gop  forbid,  that  I  should,  as  it  were 
by  force,  invade  that  noble  bishoprick,  and  usurp  the  ministry  of  the 
same,  with  a  seared  or  cauterised  conscience :  upon  which,  the  King 
acquiesced  in  his  request,  and  in  1259,  he  was  made  Bishop  of  London  ;

This  Bishop  disobliging  the  niflg,  in  vl354, 
had  I)  writ  of  ne  exeoM  reenum''  sent  him,  commandiug  him,  on  for- 
feiture of  all  that  be  could  forfeit  to  the  King,  to  stay  io£i^&fiid,«nd 
come  in  person  to  the  parliament,  which  he  had  refnsed  to  do;  Bud 
therefore  the  King  seized  this  advowson,  and  on  the  vataocy  of  this 
rectory,  about 

19^7*  gave  it  to  William  de  Wykhatn,  son  of  JoJbi  PeM  and  SibiU 
bis  wife,  of  Tichford,  near  Wick£am  in  Hampshire,  from  which  pUoe 
he  assumed  his  name.  Godwin  in  bis  Catalogveof  JSisA^,  p.  286,  giiys 
us  a  iarge  account  of  the  birth,  parts,  fortune,  and  great  rise  ot  tbb 
man ;  wbo  was  parson  of  St.  Martinis  in  London,  then  dean  of  Su 
Martin  le  Grand,  successively  archdeacon  of  lineoln,  Northmnpt^, 
taidBuekingham:  besides  these  ecclesiastical  pi^fernlients,  the  pto^ 
vostship  ofJVells,  a  number  of  benefices,  and  12  prebends,  in  sevcial 
churches,  be  held  many  temporml  officee^  as  the  secvctaryMp,  the  keen* 
inf  of  theprtt^ seal,  the  mastership  of  wards,  the  treasurerMpofihe 
Km^'s  revenues  in  France,  and  divers  others ;  but  the  yearly  revenues 
of  his  spiritual  promotions^  ouly,  as  they  were  then  rated  in  the  Kin^s 
Books,  amounted  unto  876/.  I3s.  4d.  In  1356,  he  watf  prostMied  m 
the  Fope's  consistory  at  Rome,  for  ill^ally  facUing  this  benefice,with  so 
many,  that  bad  cure  of  souls ;  but  to  nopurpose,  for  King  Eshp.  Ill.ivbo 
^ave  it  him,  and  did  evefy  thing  for  bim  be  desired,  immediatehr  con-

PuLHAM  signifies  the  village ' of  ppe7f,^ or  ^tatfdhig.i waters:  the 
earliest  account  we  meet  with  of  this  town,  Js,^  that  it  belonged  to 
WALDCHisT/a  5ajro;l,  who  forfeited  all  that  he  had  to  King'Edmund, 
who  was^lord  of  it>.aitd  left  it  to'Kitag  JI^A^red  or  £dred  bis  brother,' 
who  ga^6  it*(o  Eadgioe  bi$  mother ;  at  whose  death  It  rc^erte^io  him, 
and  at  his  death  went  to  Kins  Edwy,  artd  after  him  to  liM^iEdgar 
his  brother,  who  sold  it  to  fVutan,  and  at  his  death  to  Ethelwold 
Bishop  ofWimhisttr,^  for*  40/.  arid  he  gave  it  to  the  abbey  of  St.

was  worth  i5<J.  a  year;  half  of  it  was  to  be  plou^ed  yearly  by  4 
ploughs  of  six  oxen  and  two  scotts;  there  were  also  96  acres  andan 
nalfof  meadow  land,  worth  4^.  an  acre;  38  acres  efftecerat  pasture 
(or  Lammas  land)  worth  ISd^  an  acre ;  every  acre  of  (his  manor,  «c« 
cordingto  its  .custom,  beins  measured  by  the  perch  of  18  feet  and  an 
half.

Among  the  freemen  of  the  manori  Sir  Adam  de  Tifieshah  or  Tt^- 
sAa/e>  Knt.  held  36  acres;  Sir  Roger  de  ThirkeUty  £0  acres  and  two 
men ;  the  parson  of  Pulham  one  meadow,  and  the  prior  of  Ely  30 
acr^Sj  late  Osbert  de  Stradesete's ;  Richard  de  Kittkshaw  two  cam* 
cuttes;  Will.  Howard  divers  lands,  &c.  and  the  whole  was  divided  into 
four  Utes  or  divisions,  at  each  of  which,  the  tenants  inhabiting  the 
several  divisions  appeared ;  Ea$t  or  Up-lete,  West^lete,  Suth4ete,  and 
Cidlardes,  or  Norih'leie. 

In  1286,  the  Bishop  of  Ely  claimed  the  following  privileEes  to  this 
jnanor,  and  they  were  allowed  in  Eire,  viz.  ir^alr^enthef,  outfin/fenthrf, 
view  oijrankpledge,  assise  of  bread  and  ale,  pleas  de  namio  veltio,9Xid 
to  have  a  prison,  and  carry  and  re»carry  his  prisoners  any  where  be- 
fore the  Ajng's  justices;  and  to  have  theories  and  amerciaments  of  all 
his  tenants,  ancf  all  the  goods  and  chattels  of  Jelons  and /i^toes,  with 
the  return  of  writs,  and  all  other  liberties  belonging  to  his  see  of  Ely, 
together  with/ree-«uirren,  according  to  Henry  the  Third's  charter. 

In  143 1 ,  Pulham  was  returned  to  be  within  the  liberty  of  the  Bishop  of 
£/tf,aud  under  the  inrisdiction  othvs  bailiff,  Hmry  Sharyngton;  it  being 
held  in  demean  of  the  King,  asparcel  of  the  Bishop's  barony,  and  so  con* 
tinned  till  the  first  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  then  it  came  to  the  Crown, 
by  virtue  of  an  excbanse  made  with  that  see;  and  it  continued  there 
some  time;  it  being  above  102/.  per  annum,  besides  the  woods,  in 
1558,  but  was  soon  leased  out  at  13/.  6s.  per  annum,  and  many  of  the 
woods  and  demeans  granted  to  divers  persons ;  but  in  1609,  the  citi- 
zens of  London  held  it  in  fee-farm,  when  the  free  and  copyhold  rents 
were  7l/.  Ss.  9d.  per  annum,  and  the  farm  of  the  lands  37/.  iOi.  7d. 
but  that  lease  being  out  in  1622,  Richard  Ashrrorth,  senior,  1^.

About  1681 9  Thomas  Say^r,  justice  of  the  peace,  John  Saver,  GenU

and  Bukenham  Nova,  Gents*  and  others,  were  returned  as  lords.  But 
now  the  whole  is  vested  in 

John  Sayer  of  £ye,  Esq.  the  profits  of  one^fifteenth  part  being 
employed  as  an  endowment  to  the  schoolmaster,  who  keeps  school  in 
St.  Jameses  chapel  here.  ' 

This  John  is  descended  from  an  ancient  family  resident  at  Pulham 
for  several  hundred  years;  and  the  old  register,  which  begins  in 
1539,  shows  us,  that  it  was  as  numerous  as  any  I  have  met  with,  there 
being  great  number  of  their  births,  marriages,  and  burials,  entered 
there :  and  it  appears,  that  the  several  branches  have  been  all  of  them 
considerable  owners  in  this  parish :  I  find,  they  have  spelt  their 
names  differently  in  different  ages,  as  Sawyer,  Saver,  and  Saer,  which 
last  I  take  to  be  their  proper ^ame,  forSABRor  daier,  wasancientlv 
a  common  christian  name;  but  I  shall  only  trace  here,  that  brancu 
from  which  the  present  lord  of  the  town  is'descended.

In  this  town,  (for  f^oth  Pulhams  make  but  one  town,)  is  only  the 
manor  of  Pulham,  commonly  caHed  Pul/mm  manour,  which  hereto- 
fore bdonged  to  the  BisHOPRiCK  [or  church]  of  Ely ,  eveo  from 
the  time  of  the  Saxons,  about  800  yeare  since,  until  the  reign  of 
Qaeen  Elizabeth,  who  took  it  into  her  own  hands  with  divers  other 
hianors,  and  is  now  in  possession  of  the  King  [Jac.  L]  as  her  next 
find  immediate  hek :  the  King  keepeth  court  and  Uctj  and  hath  in  it, 
weyf,  felons  goods,  &c.  hanking,  hunting^Jishing^  iScc.  The  extraor- 
dinary service  of  the  tenants  is  reveship,  heywarMiip,  and  cuUycr-ship ; 
whoever  are  cullyers  or  collectors,  gather  the  rents  of  the  other  tenants, 
and  pay  them  to  the  reeves,  and  they  at  the  au^t  to  tiie  receiver;

PuLHAM-HARKET  holl  is  a  good  old  housc,  enclosed  with  a  high 
wall  of  brick  embattled,  and  was  formerly  the  mansion-bouse,  of 
the  Pbbcies,  a  yonnger  branch  of  the  Northumberland  family;  in 
1543,  Mary,  daughter  of  Henry  Persv,  Gent,  was  buried  in  St.  Maiy's 
church  fit  Pulham:  in  1564,  Alice  Percy  was  married  to  John  m* 
.kcttham,  and  it  seems,  as  if  another  daughter  was  married  to  a  Bran^ 
ton,  for  this  estate  was  owned  by  William  Brampton,  a  strenuous  man 
on  the  Kind's  side  in  KeiVs  rebellion,  by  whom  a  great  part  of  the 
present  building  was  erected,  and  it  continued  in  that  family,  tills 
William  Brampton  sold  it  to  Philip  Rosier,  who  left  it  to  Peter  Rosier 
his  brother,  late  high-sheriff  of  Norfolk,  who  died  here  in  1745.  (See

DENTON, 

1  AKB8  its  name  from  the  Saxon  word  ben,  a  cave,  or  hollow  place 
between  two  hills,  which  exactly  answers  to  its  situation :'  the  pre- 
sent church  stands  on  a  high  hill,  and  the  parsonaee-house  on  the 
north  side  of  the  churchyard,  in  the  very  den  or  hollow^  from  which 
the  village  is  named.  Ine  superiour  jurisdiction  over  diversyrefme/i 
of  this  town,  from  the  time  of  the  Conquest  to  this  day,  hath  passed 
with  the  hundred  ofEarsham  ;*  but  the  chief  manor  of  DctUon,  was 
held  of  Bishop  Stigand  by  Alfriz,  in  the  Confessor's  time,'  and  by 
EuDO  son  oiSpiruwin  at  the  Conqueror's  survey;  when  it  was  worth 
^L  per  annum  the  town  being  (hen  a  mile  lone,  and  four  furlongs 
broad,  and  paid  18J.  geld.  This  came  iofVilnam  de  Albany,  who 
joined  it  to  Bukenham  castle,  with  which  it  passed  many  ages/as  you 
may  see  at  vol.  i.  p.  369,  &c.  Another  part  which  formerly  belonged 
to  Bury  abbey^  was  held  by  Tarmoht,  and  after  by  the  said  Eudo;^ 
this  constituted  that  manor  called  Payom^s  in  Denton.

heritance from  bis  father,  joined  it  to  Topcroft  cum  Denton  manor^ 
with  which  it  still  remains.

with  Margaret^  daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir  John  Bernak^  it  went  to 
her  husband  John  Stonham,  Esq.  and  so  to  the  Greys;  Jo/m  Grey, 
Esq.  of  Topcrofii  was  the  first  that  owned  it  of  that  family ;  he  kft  it 
to  Robert  Grey  his  son  and  heir,  who  sold  .it  to  John  Stanhawe  of 
Bedingham,  whose  son  Ralf  Stanhawe  was  lord  in  1409,  and  before 
1447>  sold  it  to  Robert  Clifion,  Esq.  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  who 
joined  it  to  his  other  manors,  with  which  it  still  remains.

WESTHALL,  on  PAYONffS  MANOR  IN  DENTON, 

Was  fbrmerly  a  considerable  one,  extendiuR  into  divets  towns.  It 
was  in  two  parts,  in  l£d9,  Stmhen  de  BrokediA  granted  bis  pan 
(which  contamed  a  carucate  of  lend)  to  John  son  of  Hafiwm,  and 
Maud  his  wife,  who  in  1S40  was  called  John  ds  Drnton  ;  in  1656, 
hb  plaimed  to  be  snperiotir  lord  of  his  awn  fee,  excluding  the  Earl 
MarAal,  who  had  only  the  wyfs  of  it  in  right  of  the  bnndred.  Jtoget 
dt  Dentm  succeeded,  and  in  }3§7,  fVill.de  Wotton  had  it;  and  in 
1545,  Rob.  de  Occult,  and  then  it  became  Joined  to  the  principal  part 
of  the  manor,  which  was  infeofied  by  Boav  abbot  in  the  Btgods,  and 
by  them  in  the  Boises  of  Fer^etd,  and  passed  with  that  manor,  as  yen 
iee  in  vol.  i.  p.  74,  kc.  In  1545,  Sir  John  Howard  had  it;  in  1401, 
Gilbert  Praunsham  w&i  lord ;  and  it  was  soon  afker  purchased  bv 
Stephen  Payon  of  Denton,  and  left  to  William  Payone,  nrom  whom  it 
looK  its  nkme:  the  next  owner  I  meet  with,  was  John  Benggs^  parton 
of  Seaming,  who  released  it  to  Robert  Rom  of  Denningion,  Sir  IViU. 
Phelip,  Knt.  Sir  John  Carbonel,  Ric.  Pykot,  and  Rokert  Park,  to  the 
use  of  lite.  Pykot ;  and  so  it  became  joined  to  Sttn^stan-^haU  manor,  to 
which  I  refer  you. 

This  CHURCH  is  dedicated  to  the  VirsinVlAKY,  who  had  her  imii^e 
in  the  chancel,  with  a  light  burning  before  it.  Domefday  of  Norwich 
tells  us,  that  it  was  valued  at  36  marks,  that  the  rector  had  a  house  and 
carucate  of  land,  and  paid  Qs.

The  Corogfaphy  says,  there  are 
80  acres  of  glebe  inclosed,  and  wooded,  lying  rouno  the  house  williin 
itself,  and  hath  a  pretty  manor,  having  about  20  copyholders,  and  siie 
marks  a  year  quitrents,  the  fines  being  at  the  will  of  the  loiil.  This 
town  paid  4/«  lOs.  clear,  to  every  tenth.

poor  person  with  a  Common-Prayer-Book ;  and  the  rest  to  be  distri-

among  socn  poor  housekeepers  only,  as  constantly  keep  their  chorch, 
and  freouently  receive  the  Sacrament;  the  profits  to  be  received  and 
applied  by  the  rector  of  Denton  for  the  time  being,  for  ever.

HUNDRED  OF  HENSTEDE. 


1  HE  hundred  of  Hbnstedb,  anciently  (balled  H£nestedAj  or 
Hbin BSTEDS,  in  Domesday  Book^  takes  its  name  from  the  Saxon  wordtf 
pitte,  a  husbandmani  and  jfteSa  a  place  or  mansion;  and  so  signifies 
the  place  or  dwelling  for  the  husbandmen,  which  shows  as  if  this  part 
was  caltivated  before  the  adjacent  part  of  the  country,  which  is  no 
wonder^  if  we  consider  that  the  old  Roman  Castriim  of  Castre  is  in  it, 
which  was  a  defence  for  them  against  all  invaders. 

In  the  Confessor's  time,  the  Abbot  of  St.  Bennet  at  the  Holm  had 
ti  freeman,  who  held  5  acres^  8cc.'  the  rest  of  the  hundred  being  the 
King's^  at  both  the  Confessor's  and  Conqueror's  Surveys,  all  the 
churches  were  valued  in  their  several  manors.  The^e  of  the  hundred 
is,  and  always  was  in  the  Crown^  and  have  in  different  ages  been 
leased  out  to  divers  persons,  as  in  ld27>  John  to  de  Clavering,  lord  of 
Horseford,  and  it  continued  with  that  honour  some  time;  it  was  then 
worth  8/.  per  annum,  <*  without  oppressing  the  couhlru,"  (as  the  words 
of  the  records  say)  and  the  EarUMarshal,  by  his  odiltff,  held  pheaa 
De  vetito  Namio  (withernam)  and  had  free- warren  in  all  his  demeans 
in  the  hundred:  the  town  of  Amringhale  was  exempt  from  theAjiis^ 
jiredf  as  belonging  to  the  Prior  of  Norwich;  as  also,  the  towns  of 
Trous  and  Newton,  on  the  same  account :  King  James  I.  demised  it 
to  Sir  Charles  Comwaleis,  Knt.  Charles,  eldest  son  of  Sir  William 
Comwakis,  Kni.  and  Thomas  Comwaleis,  second  son  of  Sir  Charles, 
for  their  lives,  and  the  longest  liver  of  them,  with  all  its  rights,  court 
letes,  felons  floods,  &c.  at  the  yearly  rent  of  six  pounds  and  nine  pence 
halfpenny  tarthing,  or  10/.  increased  rent  for  the  whole  hundred, 
which  paid  yearly,  clear  of  all  deductions,  66/.  9<.  £(/.  to  every  tenth, 
and  is  all  in  the  deanery  of  Brook,  and  archdeaconry  of  Norfolk.

So  called  from  Alma  rig,  its  Saxon  owncrr  i  this  manor  wi»  m  I 
to  Thorp  by  Norwich;  at  the  survey  it  belonged  to  the  Cooqiieiori 
ftnd  was  under  Godric*s  mana^mcnt ;  th^  vilfege  was  five  fbrloogs 
Ibngy  and  three  broad,  and  paid  Bd,  to  the  getd  or  la\'.*  It  contiouM 
fti  l^e  Crown  till  given  to  one  Flahaid,  with  the  manor  of  Lakenham, 
and  bis  son  Alan  gave  it  to  the  eh  arch  of  Norwich;  and  it  was 
settled  by  Bishop  Herbert,  with  the  King's  consent,  on  dbe  pri9r  and 
monks  there.  In  U06,  8th  of  King  John,  Robert,  the  chaplain  of 
Atneringhale,  settled  70  acres  of  land  here,  and  aeveo  acres  in  TrovBte- 
Newton^  on  the  prior  and  convent,  after  his  own,  and  his  wife  E^irUtt 
death,  and  the  death  of  their  son  John.

far  less  than  that :  the  country  people  now  call  it  Castor-caUU^  am 
the  part  of  the  tower  by  the  water,  whi^n  it  stood  higher  than  it  does 
now,  might  give  rise  to  its  beins  so  called,  i  take  it,  when  the  Ro^ 
pmns  in  general  Quitted  this  land,  which  was  about  the  year  418  after 
Chbist,  that  this  camp,  being  deserted  in  a  good  measure,  the  re- 
maining Romans  and  natives  joining  together,  became  one  people, 
and  the  situation  where  Norwich  now  is,  being  much  better  than

hands  of  the  Saxon,  'Enslis/i,  and  Danish  kings,  both  before,  in,  and

NETHERHALL  MANOR 

Was  a  part  of  this  and  the  adjacent  village  ofMerhe^hall^  (for  w\iich 
eee  p. 46,)  which  was  given  by  the  Conqueror  to  Ralfde  Beaufo,^  as 
«ras  the  Merkeshall  part*  which  belonged  to  GoimUi  and  soon  after 
to  the  Bigods  Earls  of  Norfolk,  in  which  family  they  continued ;  ai;Kl  . 
when  the  settlement  t^ns  made  by  Roger  Bigod  on  King  Edward  t. 
this  manor,  with  the  kie  and  assise  of  bread  and  ale,  of  all  the  tenan^ 
was  excepted*  and  in  1303,  was  sold  by  Roger  U  Bigod  and  JHce  his 
wife,  with  Merkeshall  advowsop^  Co  Walter  de  Langton  Bishop  of 
Cavenirg  and  Litc^eld,  and  bis  heirs;  and  in  1501$,  the  Bishop  pol4 
it  to  Cues  de  Munpynzon,  and  lady  Christian  his  wife,  with  the  ad-* 
vowson  oi MerskahallfViYxicYk  belonged  to  it^andjo'med  it  to  JMcr/cef- 
hall  manor,  as  vou  may  see  at  pi.  47,  and  coptinned  with  it  till  it  was 
purchased  bv  2ho.  Pettus,  and  was  joined  to  Cgstor-Overrhall,  y^iih 
which  It  still  remains.  This  town  is  ijiow  in  tbe  liberty  of  the  Dulcje  of 
Norfolk.    (See  vol.  i.  p.  837.) 

The  Chorography  of  Norfolk  says^  that  the  lord  Qf  Over-hall  bath 
court  baron  and  lete,  weyf,  sfray,  {cc.  atod  that  the  fine  is  4^.  an  jacre.

Strict  is  the  way  to  heaven,  and  strait  the  Gate, 
Few  enter  in,  because  they  strive  too  late. 
Be  therefore  ready  now,  as  you  would  dye. 
Our  W6rks  are  Seeds,  sown  for  eternity. 

In  1501,  Stephen  Stamford  was  buried  between  the  font  and  the 
church-door. 
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1  HSHE  are  two  villages  of  this  name^  one  called  Easi,  or  Great" 
Poringland,  and  the  other.  West,  or  Little^Poriti^land ;  both  of  them 
are  in  the  liberty  of  the  Duke  of  Nobfolk,  and  formerly  were  bat 
one  villi^,  the  whole  of  which  (except  the  parts  of  other  manon 
which  extended  hither)  came  into  the  hands  of  Roo.  Bki^ot/  and 
have  continued  in  the  Norfolk  families  ever  since,  descending  in  the 
tame  manner  as  Fomcet  manor^  tx>  which  I  refer  you. 

But  the  adv'owBons  and  other  parts  which  were  granted  off  by  the 
JStgofs,  constituted  other  manors  lying  in  both  parishes,  of  which  I 
shall  tr^at  separately.  It  is  plain,  that  the  church  of  Great  Forkni 
(as  it  is  commonly  called)  was  founded  before  the  Confessor's  time, 
for  in  his  survey  we  find  it  mentioned,  as  having  then  12  acres  of 

S'ebe  worth  one  'shilling  an  acre,  of  which  Ulketbl,  a  Done,  was 
en  patron,  as  belonging  to  the  manor  of  Framlingham; .  to  which, 
the  cnief  part  of  this  town  alwtiys  was,  and  now  is,  appendant :  the 
atyle  of  the  court  anciently  being  Framlingham  ex  parte  Pobimo- 

LAND. 

At  the  Conqueror's  survey  the  towns  were  a  mile  and  a  quarter 
long,  and  a  mile  broad,  and  paid  12c{.  to  the  geld  or  tax.  In  1383, 
Hoger  It  Bigot,  superiour  loro  of  both  the  Porlands,  claimed  view  of 
Jrmikpledge,  assise  of  bread  and  ale,  and  free-warren  over  all  his 
tenants;  and  afterwards  tlie  Earl-Marshal,  lord  here,  was  sued  for  ex- 
ceeding the  bounds  of  ^ix^free-tcarren  in  Porland^Parva,  by  extend- 
ing it  above  half  a  mile  towards  Shotesham,  when  it  did  not  really

The  advowson  of  the  church  of  GrtaUPorland^  which  helonged  to 
the  Earl's  manor  of  Porland^Magna^  an  a  member  of  his  manor  of 
FramUngham^Earlf  was  given  witli  divers  lands  by  the  Bygod  family^ 
to  Clemtfit  de  Porland,  whose  son  Roger  de  Poriand  and  Joan  his 
wife,  gave  it  in  Henry  the  Third's  time,  to  the  monks  of  St.  Mary  at 
Thetford;*  in  which  bouse  it  continued  UU  its  dissolution,  and  then 
was  granted  with  it  to  the  Duke  of  Norfolk.' 

This  family  sirnamed  of  the  town,  continued  here  many  genera- 
tions ;  John  de  Poringland  and  Kathcrine  his  wife  owned  the  estate 
of  that  family  in  1268,  and  in  1319,  Roger  de  Porringland  and  Mar-^ 
garei  his  wife  had  it;  and  after  them,  Alexander  their  son;  from 
whom  descended  Robert  de  Poriand,  a  monk  of  Norwich,^  and  brother 
Ate.  de  Poriand  a  mj  friar  there;'  as  also,  another  6f  the  same 
name,  vicar  of  St.  ^tapfien's:^  this  estate  came  to  the  FaUolfs,  and 
was  sold  by  Thomas  Pastolf,  Gent,  in  1594,  to  Thomas  'Bransbye, 
Gent/  which  family  continued  some  time  here*

The  present  fabrick  (except  the  steeiple^  which  is  much  older)  was 
l^gun  about  1400j  and  finished  about  1432;  the  windows  were  glazed 
at  the  expense  of  divers  benefactors,  whose  effigies  and  namesj  with 
their  arms,  were  originaUly  fitted  in  tbem>  though  now  mueh  defaced.

In  the  sooth  windows,  St.  Laurence.  Brothi^rton's  arms.  A  maa 
and  woman  kneeling,  but  their  subscriptions  lost,  ail  but  VLfttCif  ttafi. 
There  is  a  fine  bust  of  the  Holy  Virgin  crowned ;  and  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  east  chancel  gable  in  the  churchyard,  are  three  nichesj  in 
one  of  theo^  part  of  an  effigies  of  the  Triitity  still  remaina. 

The  RECTORY  is  in  Norfolk  arcndeaconry^  and  Brook  deaneryj

Ad.  per 
anmum,  wbieb  is  now  paid  to  the  Doke  of  NotFOLK  in  right  of  that 
bouse.  It  paid  l£dL  Peler^nce^  and  8d.  carvage ;  and  the  town  paid 
li.  Ss»  dear  to  6bcIi  tenih,  besideB  5t.  paid  by  die.  Prioress  of  Carrom 
for  her  temporals  hae,  and  7t.  by  the  chamberlab  of  the  monastery 
of  Si.  Ednmaifs  Bury  for  his  temporab,  which  were  part  of  Brook 
manor,  thai  extended  hither.  When  NorwUh  Doniesday  was  made, 
the  rector  had  10  acres  of  glebe,  but  no  house,  though  now  there  is  a 
very  mean  cottage,  10  acres  and  an  half  of  glebe,  and  two  pieces 
without  contents ;  there  ts  a  piece  of  glebe  about  half  a  mile  southward 
of  the  church,  towards  if oa^e,  called  ilte  Old  Churchyard,  where  tbe 
parish  charch  originally  stood,  before  it  was  removed  for  convenience 
to  the  site  ef  the  present  church,  which  seems  to  have  been  done 
about  William  Bii/vs^s  time. 

The  family  of  tbe  Hares  Bxed  here,  and  owned  a  ^ood .estate  ia 
1344,  which  John,  son  of  Raff  Hare  and  Catherine  his  wife,  purchased 
of  Rob.  T^ke  and  Catherine  his  wife. 

In  l5QSi^  ThomoA  Hure,  by  bis  will,  tied  his  close  under  tbe  south 
side  of  the  Park,  to  find  a  mass  with  dirige  and  requiem  without  end. 

In  1503,  John  P»at  of  this  town  gave  two  acres  of  land  in  Paring-: 
land  Field,  at  Car^mere,  to  keep  a  light  burning  before  the  image  of 
our  Xadj^  of  Pe/e,  in  the  church,  and  12  acres  more  (now  the  town* 
lands)  lying  in  eleven  pieces  (all  of  which  are  plainly  described)  to 
the  church-wardens  and  parisbiouers  for  ever,  pa  condition  they  pay 
the  rector  yearly  for  ever  Ad,  on  Advent  Sunday  to  say  mass  for  the 
dead,  iand  for  his  soul  in  particular;  and  also  cause  the  bells  to  be 
rung  that  day;  and  the  rest  of  the  profits  to  be  disposed  of  by  tbe 
church->wardens,  '<  Pro  taxis  Domini  Regis,  et  alijs  oneribia^  predktis.

Ever.since  the^rs^  union,  the  parishes  joined  in  choosing  officers, 
(as  they  do  now  as  to  overseers),  nut  since  the  consolidation  of  it  to 
Howe,  they  pay  their  church  rate  to  Howe,  as  well  as  all  their  tithes, 
and  choose  one  constable  and  one  survwr  for  themselves;  Grea$- 
Porland  is  valued  to  the  tax  at  421/.  and  Little  Porland  at  £50/#' 
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Was  part  of  both  tbe  Uyi^nk,  ^bi^b  Ax[.  J^^of  gave  to  Roh.  Fitz.- 
Roger  Hetke,  or  de  Clavering,  y/ho  in  lig8  founded  jLoa^/i^  abbey, 
to  which  he  gave  it;^  and  the  abbots  always  held  it  of  Fomcet  manor 
till  the  Dissolution;   and  in  1543,  King  Henry  VIII.  granted  the

This  village  is  now  in  the  liberty  of  the  Duke  ©^'Norfolk,  who  is 
lord  of  it,  as  a  member  to  his  manor  oiFramlinghum  Eari;  and  it 
hath  passed  with  that  from  early  times.  In  1285,  Jiog.  le  B^oi  Earl 
of  Nwfolk,  claimed  to  his  manor  of  Biskele,  a  member  of  Pramlitig" 
b(tm  Parva,  view  KAfrankpledge^  assise  of  bread  and  ale  of  all  bis  own 
tenants  in  Biskele,  and  it  was  allowed  him  in  eirc :  the  advowson  al- 
ways attended  the  manor,  which  wholly  at  first  belonged  io  Roger 
Bifot,  who  granted  off  divers  parts  to  be  held  of  his  barony.  Bismp

U/ketel  the  Dane 
bad  then  another  part,  and  AnsUc  a  freeman  another;*  all  whicl^ 
after  a  long  contest  in  the  hundred  court  with  Godric  the  mcr, 
Roser  Bigot  recovered,  and  had  his  manor  completed  by  divers  parts, 
in  Surlinghamf  Rokeiund,  and  Bramerton,  being  added  to  it« 

The  first  part  that  he  granted  off,  was  to  Saibr  or  3aer  db  Bis- 
KBLE  and  Ada  hb  wife,  who  survived  him,  mid  William  deBiskek 
inherited,  who  was  dead  before  1233,  for  then  Hu^eline  his  widow, 
.xeleased  all  her  right  to  the  Prioress  of  Carrow,  which  house  held  it 
to  the  Dissolution ;  and  now  it  belongs  to  Carrow  abbey  manor,  and 
was' always  held  of  Forncet  manor  at  half  a  fee ;  the  rrioress  being 
taxed  for  it  at  52s.  and  Sd.  temporal  rents  here;  but  in  IdOQ^ Charles 
Comwaleis,  Knt.  in  right  of  the  wife  of  Sir  Ralf  Shelton,  Knt.  sod 
and.  heir  of  Sir  John  JShehoUt  Knt,  owners  of  Carrow,  sold  part  of 
them  to  Ric.  Osborn,  Gent.    The  Prioress  had  Bfald-^oune  here.

Sir  Edward  Ward,  Bart,  succeeded  his  father  in  the  honour  and 
estate ;  he  v^ba  fellow  commoner ,  of  Caiiu  college  in  Cambridge^  and 
dying  single  in  1742,  was  interred  in  the  chancel ;  for  whom  there  is

.  implanted  in  his  Soul  by  Nature,  improved  by  Education,  matu- 
•  red  by  practice ;  a  large  and  diffusive  Benevolence  distinguished 
him  to  the  World ;  to  his  Friends,- Faith  and  Constancy  invio- 
lable, to  his  Relations,  the  purest  Affection ;  and  to  his  Mother, 
Piety  and  Tenderness  beyond  Example :  At  the  University  of 
Cambridge  for  the  space  of  three  Years,  he  pursued  his  Studies, 
with  Diligence  and  Success,  and  being  ready  to  enter  into  the 
"publick  and  busjr  Scene  of  Life,  fully  prepared  to  satisfy  the 
Expectation  of  his  Cx>untry,  the -Hopes  of  his  Friends,  and  the 
fond  Wishes  of  a  Parent,  a  malignant  Fever  put  an  end  to  his 
Life,  in  the  21st  Year  of  his  Age. 

He  died  Apr.  7th,  1742.

^th  6ther  manors,  on  Pehf  Jrdetiife  th^if  trustee ;  For  in  U7d,  Sir 
JaAn  Coppledick  paid  his  relief  for  t^6  fees ;  and  in  1435,  Sir  John 
Coppledick,  Knt.  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  sold  it  to  Nichola$  Hare  and 
others,  when  it  extended  into  Kirby-bedon,  Trouse,  Lakenham,Bixley, 
Framlingham,  Yelverton,  Vhnfon  Swg>e»CofJ,  Nrnton-FlotmaHf  Rock- 
land, Bramerton  and  Surlingham;  and  in  1546,  by  the  name  of  Sir 
Mc.  Uare,  Knt.  he  and  Robert  Hare  had  a  grant  ofSaham's  in  Kir^ 
by-bedon,  and  of  the  impropriate  rectory  and  advowson  o(  IVitlingham, 
and  so  it  came  joined  to  the  manor;  and  in  Id^Q^Roberi  Hare  set- 
tled on  Sir  Nicholas  Hure^  KaU  atid  MiUs  Aark,  mt  son  and  heir, 
this  manor,  impropriation,  and  advowson,  with  the  manor  and  third 
part  of  the  advowson  of  Kirby-bedon :  this  Miles  was  lord  in  1559, 
when  he  paid  his  relief  for  two  fees,  which  this  manor  was  held  by, 
to  Rob.

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Boger  fitZ'Oibert,  who  then  held  the  manor  in  dower ;  bat  npon 
proof  that  IVilL  de  Cunon,  Fitz-Osberfs  predecessor^  always  presented 
single,  it  was  confirmed  absolutely  to  themanor ;  and  was  after  given 
hyJPeter  Fitz^Otbert,*  lord  here,  to  the  canons  of  St.  OUivent  Iltring^ 
jket'm  Suffolk  of  his  father's  foundation,  and  was  immediately  appro- 
priated to  their  hoase>  and  having  no  vicarage  endowed,  they  took 
the  annual  profits,  and  paid  a  chaplain  or  eurateior  serving  the  churchj 
till  the  Dissolution,  when  it  was  granted  to  Sir  Nicholas  Hare,  Knt. 
and  from  that  time  to  this,  hath  passed  with  the  manor,  with  which 
it  now  remains. 

Norwich  Domesday  tells  us,  that  it  had  a  house  and  1(2  acres  of 
glebe  was  valued  at  five  marks  and  an  half,  and  was  appropriated  to 
the  Prior  of  St.  Olave,  the  synodals  being  l6d.  the  procurations  6k.  Qd. 
the  Peter*pence  5d«  and  carvage  4d.  ob.  and  the  vill  paid  509.  to  each 
tenth.  The  Prior  of  NormchMd  a  portion  of  tithes  here,  out  of  the 
demeans  of  Roger  Fitz^Osbert,  which  was  confirmed  by  Bishop  Btun* 
devyle,  and  settled  on  the  celerer  of  the  monastery ;  they  were  first 
valued  at  40s.  after  reduced, to  &s,  only;  and  in  1513,  the  Prior  of  St. 
Olave  compounded  for  them,  with  the  Prior  of  NortmtA,  at  \2s.per 
annum.    The  Prioress  of  Carrow  had  temporals  here  taxed  at  Ss.  10c/. 

In  1598,  Mr.  Stcbbing  was  curate,  and  it  was  returned  as  ekverpe" 
tual  curacy.  In  l603,  in  the  Answers  of  the  Parsons^  among  others  is 
this  entered,  Tho»  Cranforth  is  curate,  it  is  an  impropriation,  of  which 
Mr.  Hare  is  proprietary,  and  pays  to  the  curate  a  stipend  of  4/.  per 
annum,  there  are  40  communicants  in  this  parish,  which  is  in  Brook 
deanery.  In  l609»  James  Smith  was  curate.  In  the  Revision  of  the 
Archdeaconry  ofNorfolkf  made  in  1630,  it  paid  the  aforesaid  lynocfab 
and  procurations,  and  Laurence  Towuley,  curate,  received  a  clear 
stipend  of  4/.  per  annum. 

But  soon  after,  the cAurcA  being  dilapidated  (for  now  the  walls  only, 
and  a  square  tower  remain)  it  was  joined  to  Kirby^bedon  (the  manor 
of  which,  belonged  at  that  time,  to  the  same  owner)  and  continued 
wiUi  it  many  years ;  and  the  rector  of  that  church  received  the  sti* 
pend  and  other  ecclesiastical  dues,  and  then  performed  the  duty,  bj 
burying  the  parishioners  at  Kirby,  &c.  ^  but  1  am  intbrmed,  that  it  is 
lately  joined  to  Trowse,  though  by  what  authority  I  know  not.

This  manor  belonged  to  GooRic  the  sewer^  and  Alnot  the  Saxon, 
when  the  survey  was  taken;*  in  1215,  Roger  de  Feteri  Pontc  or 
Fipond,  had  it;  it  was  sometime  owned  by  John  de  Earlham,  from 
whom  it  took  its  present  name.  In  1272,  it  had  assise  of  bread  and 
ale,  and  WilL  de  Carleot,  a  minor,  in  the  custody  of  Sir  Ric.  de  Boy» 
land,  had  it;  in  1^85,  Sir  TAo,  de  Hel^eton  or  titllington,  owned  it, 
and  joined  his  manor  of  Little  Breche  jn  RocWand,  to  it,,  which  halh 
passed  with  it  ever  siitce. 

In  1315,  Tho.  de  Helgeton  was  lord ;  and  in  1381,  John  Latimer  of 
Norwich:  in  1401,  Nic.  Briant,  or  Brian,  held  half  a  fee  here;  in 
1404  RalfDacre,  and  in  1409  Tho.  Dacre  held  it.  In  14^9,  Thomas 
Baxter,  alderman  of  Norwich,  willed  it  to  be  sold ;  and  in  1446  Tho. 
Lucas  of  Holkham,  Esq.  gave  it  to  Etheldred  iiis  wife,  and  after  her 
death  to  Elizabeth  bis  aaughter.  In  1520,  Kat,  Bosard,  widow,  di^d,. 
and  left  it  to  Margery  her  daughter,  then  the  wife  of  Thomas  Naunton, 
Esq.  and  Will.  Naunton  their  son,  had  it  after  them.

Bramerton  Hall  is  a  good  house,  situated  pleasantly  enough, 
against  the  east  side  of  Bramerton  heath ;  it  was  built  by  the  CoRi es, 
which  have  been  owners  of  estates  here,  ever  since  1403,  wben 
Robert  Corib  first  settled  here,  having  purchased  an  estate  of 
William  Langton  of  Bramerton,  and  JV/aMa  his^wife :  the  next  I  meet 
with  was  fVilliam,  whose  second  son  Francis  Corie  of  Bramerton, 
married  Grace,  daughter  of  Mr.  Broune  of  Tacolneston^  and  had^^^ 
Thomas  Corie  of  Bramerton,  who  by  Barbara,  daughter  of  Ric,  Fer'^^<C^ 
rers  of  Noranch,  had  five  sons  and  one  daughter;^  of  which,  fViltiam 
Corie  of  Norwich,  the  5th  son,  married  Joan,  daughter  of  Christopher 
Soame  of  Norwich,  £sq.  and  had  Thomas  Corie  of  Norwich,  stnd  two 
daughters;  Mary,  married  to  Fyrmyne  Le  Neve  of  Ring/and  in 
Noj^b/A:,  grandfather  to  Peter  le  Neve,  Norfou;  and  Anne,  the 
other  daughter,  married  to  George  Grundie,  goldsmith,  of  Norwich, 
and  had  issue :  their  brother  Thomas  aforesaid,  married  Rose,  daughter 
of  fVilliam  Tudenham,  of  Hale  in  Norfolk,  and  had  Thomas  Corie  of 
Norwich,  Gent,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Chris" 
topker  Layer  of  Norwich,  Esq.  (see  vol.  iv.  p.  231,)  and  Anne  and 
Rose,  who  both  died  unmarried ;  they  had  two  sons  and  one  daughter, 
of  which  Francis  and  Bridget  died  single,  and  fVilliam,  their  eldest 
son,  a  barrister  at  law,  married  Judith,  daughter  of  fVilliam  COfpim, 
of  fVotton  in  Norfolk,  who  remarried  to  Theophilus  fVilliams,  rector 
of  East'Herling,  but  having  no  issue,  this  branch  of  the  Cowries  ex- 
tinguished.

lords  of  the  capital  manor;  that  it  should  take  its  name  from  its

KIRBV-BIDON  MANOR. 

This  ma^MT  cominiied  in  the  Bidons  after  Curson^s  dea(b,  wbo  held 
it  of  Roeer  Bigot  at  the  survey,  till  Hu^h  Bigod  Earl  of  Nor/otk 
tnfeoflisd  it,  with  many  others,  no  less  than  seven  whole  khi^mfees, ' 
so  HsLBNALO  Bs  Bibcn/  who  held  also  one  fee  in  ffadle^  la 
BerkMre,  of  the  honour  of  Warengeford.  This  Halbnod  gave  the 
church  of  Hockham,  with  the  consent  of  Jgnes  daughter  of  Patn 
Fitz^Jokn,  his  wife,"  to  the  abbe}'  of  Osnty;  in  1168,  he  and  bis  wife 

granted  a  mark  a  year  rent  in  Sutton,  to  Musenden  abbey ;  and  that 
ley  were  persons  of  the  first  rank  in  those  times,  appeAr^  fron^  the 
witnesses  to  this  deed  of  gift,^dam  son  of  fVilL  de  Sutton,  his  princi- 
pal clerk  or  chaplain :  nenedict  his  chaplain,  Nic.  de  BrunsteA  his 
sewer,  &c.  William  Bishop  of  Norwich  confirmed  it;  Humfry  de 
.  Bidmn  was  lord;  and  in  1170,  John  de  Bidun  held  an  honour  con-

times  callea)  held  his  part. 

4,  Maud,  whose  son  Robert  lUz-Jeffry  was  dead,  but  Thonm 
*  FitX'Robertf  his  son,  enjoyed  his  part. 

5,  Eembngabd,  whose  two  sons,  first  John,  sirnamed  de  Gatetendp 
was  dead,  but  had  issue,  John  de  Gatesetid,  \un\oT,  his  son,  whose  son, 
Rie.  de  Gatesend,  held  his  share.  2d,  Ridmrd,  whose  son  John  was 
living,  and  enjoyed  his  part. 

But  several  of  tliese  parts  were  united  again  very  soon;  for  in 
1256,  John,  son  of  John  de  Gatesend,  had  purchased  so,  that  he  was 
lord  of  one  moiety.  Before  1277,  Hugh  de  Polstbd  had  one  part 
of  Qaiesden's  moiety  or  manor,  and  James  de  Creike  another,  hot 
about 

1302,  John  de  Saham  had  this  moiety  .or  manor,  and  the  whole 
advowson ;  from  whom  it  took  the  name  of  Saham's,  which  it  still 
retains.  John  was  succeeded  by  Hervy  de  Saham,  who  occurs  lord 
and  patron  in  1320;  and  in  1332,  Rob  de  Elmham,  Christian, 
daughter  of  John  de  Saham,  Ric.  Merkaunt  of  6'aAafii,  Jgnes,  widow 
of  ntlliam  de  Horpling,  and  Tho.  de  Hillington,  were  jomt  lords  and 
patrons. 

It  after  belonged  to  John  Slurmy,  and  then  to  Hervy  Rockhotr, 
whose  trustee,  Tho.  Panton,  was  lord  in  1394;  this  Hervy  was  citizea 
and  goldsmith  of  London,  and  presented  here  in  1412,  and  in  U^, 
Rob  WiUMEGBYB  had  it.  In  1437,  John  Bacon  o(  Baconesthorp, 
and  Maud  his  wife,  presented,  and  in  1482,  John  Burges  and  Mar- 
garet  fVyrmegay  had  some  time  before  infeoffed  John  Blake,  Esq. 
and  about  1503,  it  was  purchased  by  James  Hobart,  Knt.'  In  150G, 
Will,  Lincoln  of  Norwich,  Gent,  was  buried  in  the  Black  Friars  there, 
and  it  appears  by  his  will,  that  Rob.  Wyrmegay  had  married  his 
sister,  for  in  it  is  this  clause :  '  I  will  that  my  executors  endeavonr  to 
recover  tbe  third  part  of  the  manor  of  Saham's  in  Kirb^,  which  was 
my  sister  fVorme^ay's  right/  In  1553,  Sir  James  settled  it  on  his  son, 
Miles  Hobar'  who  had  livery  in  1571,  but  only  of  two  thirds,  for  in 
1546,  Sir  Nic.  Hare,  Knt.  and  Rob  Hare  his  son,  had  a  third  part; 
in  1550,  Michael,  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Nicholas,  had  it,  and  in  1551,

Hobart,  Knt.  and  Michael 
Hare,  Esq.  were  lords  and  patrons;  but  in  1604,  Owen  Shepherd, 
Esq^aslord  and  patron.  In  1610,  the  manor  was  settled  in  trust 
on  fVilL  Spencer,  and  WilL  Palmer,  Gents,  by  the  said  Owen,  wh6 
lefk  it  to  Rob.  Shbphbro  of  fVicklingham,  Esq.  who  was  lord  ia 
]660,  as  was  Ambrou  Shepherd^  Esq.  in  1693,  when  the  tliree  manors, 
of  Sarah's,  Osb&kne's,  and  Wodshousb,  were  all  united,  and  ia 
1712»  belonged  to 

William  Bbookb,  clerk,  rector  here,  who  was  succeeded  by  his 
eldest  son,  .  ^ 

William  Brookb,  Esq.  recorder  of  Norwich,  the  present  lord,  a» 
also  patron  of  the  church  of  St.  Andrew. 

The  capital  mafior^house,  and  the  demeans,  were  sold  by  Robert 
Shepherd,  Esq.  to  Mr.  Cock  of  Norwich,  who  sold  them  to  Capt.  Nic. 
Mockwood,  who  conveyed  them  to  the 

Bebnbys,  who  have  resided  here.ever  since;  it  being  now  the  seat 
of  Sir  Hanson  Bbbnet,  Bart,  of  which  ancient  family  i  shall  treat 
at  large,  under  Berton^Bendish  in  Claclose  hundred. 


WODEHOUSE  MANOR  IN  KIRKEBY 

Was  originally  a  moiety  of  Bidon's  or  Saham's  manor;  Thomas 
FitZ'Robert^  son  of  Maud  de  Bidun,  having  purchased  several  parts, 
obtained  at  last  a  division,  and  made  it  a  separate  manor ;  he  came 
and  dwelt  by  the  wood  here,  and  so  called  it  Wodehouse  manor,  and 
assumed  the  sirname  of  De  Bosco  or  Da  Bois  of  Kirby,  on  that 
account;  by  which  name,  in  1280,  he  had  the  lete  here,  and  all 
liberties  of  a  lete :  but  in  1285,  the  King  recovered  it,  and  let  it  to 
him  in  fee-farm  for  ever  at  6d.  a  year,  pavable  to  his  hupdred  of 
Hemtede :  he  was  returned  by  the  name  of  Tho,  Fiiz-Robert,  to  hold 
)his  manor,  and  that  of  Stowoidon,  and  lands  in  Thompson,  of  Batd^ 
tcin  IVuke,  as  of  his  manor  of  Brunne  in  Cambridgeshire,  at  one  fee^ 
Tn  1301,  Thomas  de  Bosco  of  Kirbjf'bedon,  and  Maud  his  wife,  settled 
it  on  Robert  dc  Hales  their  trustee,  to  the  use  of  themselves  for  Ufe, 
remainder  to  their  heirs;  and  Johndc  Bosco,  who  is  often  called  John 
Atwood,  their  son,  inherited  it;  whose  daughter  and  heiress  married 
to  Wabd,  as  you  may  see  under  Bixley,  The  manor  had  10  acres 
in  demean,  3  acres  of  meadow,  5/.  quitrents,  and  g  messuages  held  of 
it:  and  it  extended  in  Apeton,  Bramerton,  Rockland,  Yelvertonf 
fVicklingliam,  Framlingham,  Trowse,  Bixley,  Ameritighale,  Lakenr 
ham,  Caster,  and  Borland.  In  1401,  John  VV^ardb  held  it  of 
Thomas  Mowbray  at  half  a  fee;  in  1372,  Bow.  Waud.  In  1586,,  the 
manor  of  Kirby  Wodehouse,  alias  fVard's,  was  conveyed  by  Stephen 
Coppin,  Gent,  and  John  Hewke,  to  Thomas  Godsaive,  Esq.  and  John^ 
Holland,  Gent,  and  afterwards  was  purchi-ised  by  the  lord  of  Saham's 
manor,  and  joined  to  it,  and  so  continues.

CipMMONLT  called  Holston,  is  in  the  liberty  of  the  Duke  q/*  Nor- 
folk, as  a  member  of  Framimham,  and  takes  its  name  from  its 
situation  in  a  great  hollow  or  hole :  at  the  survey  the  village  wad  balF 
a  mile  long  and  3  furlongs  broad,  and  paid  8J.  geld.  The  moiety  of 
the  town,  and  the  advowsoa  of  the  church,  belonged  to  Roser  Bigofg 
manor  of  Framin^ham  ;^  and  the  other  moiety  of  the  church  and 
town,  constituted  HoLVESToN,  alias  Vaox's  manor,  so  called  from 
Etf^rd  de  Faux,  lord  of  it  at  the  Conquest,  who  held  it  under  Godric,

heath,  right  between  them,  on  the  very  pitch  of  the  hill,  from  which 
place,  the  road  to  the  heath  is  mended  with  its  ruins,  which  were 
pulled  dowh  in  memory  of  many  now  living,  for  that  purpose,  the 
road  formerly  joined  to  tlie  south-east  part  of  the  churchy ard,  which 
jt  doth  not  now  touch  by  about  50  yards.

In  1358,  Thomas  Pbrcy  Bishop  of  Nortvich,  on  Ormesby'i  death, 
at  the  request  of  Sir  Walter,  perpetually  united  this  mediety  to  that  of 
Rockland;  and  Roger  Gpdmne,  then  rector  there,  had  possession  of  it 
Oct.  6,  and  it  was  certi&ed  that  this  mediety  was  valued  at  two  marh 
only. 

In  1285,  RoGBR  LB  Bygod  Earl  of  Norfolk  had  view  of  frank- 
pledge  and  assize  of  bread  and  ale  of  all  his  tenants  here.  But  that 
part  of  the  vill  not  held  by  the  Norfolk  family,  as*  a  member  of  JFram- 
iingham,  belonging  to  the  ancient  family  ot  the  Holvatons  or  Vut- 
ve^totiSf  who  took  their  name  from  the  town,  of  which  Sir  John  dc 
Hokesion,  Knt.  of  Norwich,  in  1349,  was  patron  of  Hardin^ham, 
and  in  1390,  feoffee  for  the  manor  and  advowson  of  Flixton  in  Lh 
thingland,  for  Sir  John  Fastolff,  Knt.  his  son  William  de  UueSton  of 
Heverland,  Esq.  had  a  daughter  Catherine,  married  in  1420  to  Henry 
Cat,  Esq.  About  1549,  William  Halse  of  Heverland  died  iseized,  and 
lefl  ihis  manor  to  Margt.  Eliz.  and  Cath.  his  daughters  and  heiresses, 
with  those  of  Heverland,  Montjoy,  &c.  And  aflerwacds  Sir  Thonm 
Cawdtf  of  Claxton  purchased  it^  and  was  lord  in  1570,  and  it  conti- 
nued m  that  family  till  it  was  sold  to  the 

Jays  ;  Suckling  Jay  was  lord  in  1663,  and  died  in  1677  ;  his  son, 
John  Jay, 'Eao.  was  loitl  inl669,^  and  at  his  death  made  SxtCha^Tirrdl 
•  of  Heron  in  Essex,  his  executor,  who  sold  it  to  Mr.  Mareon.  Johk 
Mabcon,  Esq.  of  Hoheston,  barrister  at  law,  lord  and  patron  of 
Edgefield,  died  in  1723,  axkd  Rebecca  his  relict,  daughter  of  Sir  Beth 
Jamin  Wrench,  Knt.  and  now  widow  of  Cdonel  Harbord,  holds  it  for 
life,  and  Mr.  John  Marcph,  attorney  at  law  in  Swaffham,  son  of 
\0^und  Mareon,  late  of  Fomcet,  cousin  to  the  said  John,  is  heir  ia 
leversion. 

In  1323,  the  Earl  of  Pem&rooA:,  At mbr  db  Valbncb,  held  the 
mediety  of  this  advowson,  as  belonging  to  the  fees  of  the  barony  of 
Jdontchenty,  together  with  hia  manor  of  Burgh- Jpeton,  which  this 
mediety  bath  always  attended^  being  annexed  to  that.advowson.

1  H  IS  parish  is  in  the  liberty  of  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  as  a  mem* 
bar  to  Framlinghain  manor,  which  hath  the  superiour  jarisdiction 
over  the  town.^  It  belonged  tolia^Barl  o(  Uorjfblk  wnen  he  ab- 
jured the  realm,  and  after  to  Roger  Bigot.  In  the  Confessor's  time 
ALTNOTH,a  Saron,  and  Alurbd,  had  it  under  Bishop  Siigand.  YeU 
verton  was  then  half  a  mile  long,  and  four  furlongs  broad,  and  paid 
lOd,  ob,  to  the  geld;  but  it  is  now  much  larger,  for  the  vill of  Applb-^ 
TON,  now  called  Alpinoton,*  is  joined  to  this  town,  though  it  was 
then  a  separate  village  belonging  to  Edwin  in  the  Confessor^,  and  to 
RooBR  Bigot  in  the  Conqueror's  time,  and  was  of  more  annual 
value  than  all  Ydverton.

In  1285,  Roger  le  Bigot  Earl  of  Norfolk  had  the  lete  view  of  frank- 
pledge, and  assize  of  bread  and  ale,  and  freewarrea  in  Yehcrion,BS^ 
member  of  his  manor  of  Framlingham,  with  which  it  hath  passed  to 
this  day. 

At  the  Conquest  there  was  a  church,  and  20  acres  of  glebe,  valaed 
Bi^Od.  the  advowson  of  which,  belonged  to  Framin^ham  manor,  but 
was  granted  off  with  a  quarter  of  a  fee,  by  the  Btgods,  and  coosti*

ham,  who  were  the  heirs  of  Sir  Ralf  at  Wode  of  Saham ;  in  1349,  bir 
Oliver  Wythe  was  lord  and  patron,  and  it  came  afterwards  to

The  Rants.  The  first  of  which  foniily  that  I  find  mentioned,  as  - 
having  estates  in  this  .county  was  Henry  Rant,  who  lived  in  1444^ . 
from  whom  descended,  Robert  Rant  of  Norwich,  buried  in  St.  Ste^ 
phen's  church  there,  as  in  vol.  iv.  p.  I51i,  as  was  Humfry  Rant,* 
noiary-pidflick,  and  Katbrine  his  wife,  who  first  settled  at  Yelverton, 
and  died  in  \G09j  being  succeeded  byWiLLiAM;RANT,  M.  D.  hjs 
son  who  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas  Ward  of  Bixley,&nd 
dving  in  l627,  was  buried  in  St.  Stephen*s  church  aforesaid,  leaving 
HuMPRY  Rant,  barrister  at  law,  his  eldest  son,  who  married  Anne, 
daughter  of  Sir  Anthony  Drury  of  Best  horp,  Knt.  for  whom  there 
is  a  handsome  mural  monument  of  white  marble,  with  the  arms  of 
Rant,  and  crest  of  a  lion  jejant,  apd  Rant  and  Drury  impaled; 
the  representation  of  a  curtain  drawn  back,  discovers  this  inscription. 

Here  under  lieth  interred  the  Bodies  of  Humphrey  Rant, 
Esq.  Barrister  at  Law,  and  also  of  Anne  his  Wife,  he  was  the 
Eldest  Son  of  William  Rant  of  this  Town,  Dr.  of  Physick, 
Add  the  Eldest  Daughter  of  Sir  Anthony  Drury  of  Besihorp 
in  the  County  of  Norfolk,  Knt.  who  liv^  together  in  Marriage 
lovingly  and  comfortably,  for  about  35  Years,  in  whiph  Time 
were  Dorn  to  them,  5  Sons,  and  '2  Daughters,  viz.  William,  Hum* 
frey,  who  died  in  the  sixth  Year  of  his  Age,  and  was  here  buried, 
Bridget^  Anne,  Hnmfrey,  Anthony,  and  Thomas,  when  after- 
wards, having  finished  tneil-  Days  here  upon  Earth,  they  Both 
departed  this  Life,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  166  i.  He  Aged  64# 
and  She  6d  Years,  and  were  here  laid  to  rest.

aDd  that  of  Yetverton,  he  was  a  benefactor^  and 'gave  €0s.  yearly  rent 
to  keep  bis  anniversary  in  the  hospital^  and  feed  the  clerks,  brethren, 
sistem,  and  and  sick  poor,  that  day,  and  tied  houses  in  St.  Peter 
Mancrofi  for  it. 

In  1479;  Tho.  fVyoth,  rector,  was  barted  in  the  chancel,  before  the 
principal  image  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  there,  which  stood  against  the 
east  wall,  at  the  north  side  of  the  altar,  he  gave  a  legacy  to  the  giU 
of  St.  John  Baptist  held  in  this  churchy  and  20s.  towards  the  new  roof 
of  the  church. 

This  advowson  being  forfeited  to  the  Crown,  was  granted  by  King 
Henrjf  VII.  to  John  Earl  of  Ox  ford,  and  his  heirs  male  of  his  body, 
and  upon  fidlnne  thereof,  it  came  to  the  Crown,  where  the  patronage 
hath  continued  ever  since.

In  ]6o6,it 
was  returned,  that  the  advowson  bemg  granted  under  limitation,  the 
reversion  was  now  in  the  Crown,  and  on  a  quare  impedit,  it  was  de- 
termined to  be  so,  and  in  1591,  the  Qubbk  presented 
Joseph  Dawes.    In  l608,  the  King  presented 
Darnel  Hawse,  who  was  succeeded  in 
l63i),  by  Tho.  Baldwyn,  and  he  in 

1654,  by  Christopher  Blanks,  who  in  l66l  was  instituted  on  the 
lying's  presentation.     In 

I6g8,  T/^o.  Hacon  had  it,  and  was  succeeded  in 
1733, by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Charles  Wadsworth,  the  present  rector,  who 
holds  it  united  to  the  consolidated  rectory  of  the  medieties  oi  Howe 
with  PoringlandrParva. 

There  is  one  acre  of  land  given  to  repair  the  church ;  this  town  is 
left;  out  of  Saxton*s  map  of  the  county ;  it  paid  2/.  10s.  clear  to  each 
tenth,  besides  6s.  from  the  lands  of  the  religious  here.  The  Abbot  of 
Langele's  temporals  being  valued  at  26s.  4d.  ob.  and  the  chamberer's 
of  St.  Edmunas  Bury  at  2s.  3^.  ob.  qr.  In  1557 ,  John  FeUowe  of 
^Norwich,  Gent,  gave  2  acres  of  ground  cMed  Thirse  Meadow,  with 
the  consent  of  Cecily  his  wife  and  John  his  son,  to  the  Dban  anc| 
chapter  of  Norwich. 

The  CHURCH  is  33  feet  long,  and  22  broad.  The  south  ble  and 
chapel  at  iis  east  end,  are  46  feet  long,  and  13  broad,  and  are  both 
leaded;  the  chancel  is  31  feet  lone,  and  16  broad,  and  is  thatched. 
The  steeple  was  rebuilt  in  1674,  oy  Thomas  Thetford :  it  is  50  feet 
high,  and  contains  three  bells.

SAXLINGHAM. 


1  HIS  and  most  other  towns,  begining  with  th6  words,  Saij* s,  Seaxb, 
or  Sax,  such  as  Saxham,  Saxmundham,  8cc.  had  Iheir  names,  in  all 
probability^  from  one  or  more  persons  of  the  name  of  Sax^  among  the 
Saxons,  which  name  continued  till  after  the  Conquest,  as  appears 
from  the  Consuetudinary  of  Bury  Abbey ^  where  Richard,  son  of  Sax, 
is  meationed  after  that  time. 

The  town  is  commonly  divided  into  two  parts,  called  Nethergaie, 
«nd  Overgate,  or  Thorp;  the  manors  were  called  NetherhalUFerdons, 
and  Ovcmail  or  Thorphall,  and  have  been  united  for  some  time  past ; 
to  the  former  the  advowson  of  Saxlingham^Nethcrgate  belonged,  and. 
to  the  latter  that  of  Saxlingham'Thorp^

This  family  were  originany  of  SuFFOtK,  and  in  1272,  BAftTHOLO- 
MBW  L%  W 1TB  and  Jilice  his  wife  had  an  estate  at  Stoke  Neyland 
in  that  county;  and  soon  after  William,  son  and  heirofRa/fle  White 
of  Saxlingkam  in  Norfolk,  and  Elten  his  wife,*'had  lands  in  5Ao/es- 
ham;  and  in  1388,  Raff  White  hsid  it,  whose  son  Robert  White,  Esq. 

,of  Shotesham,  vfas  father  to  the  aforesaid  Sir  John  Whits,  Knt. 

.who  was  the  raiser  of  this  family,  by  his  martial  exploits :  in  1401,  he 
was  the  very  first  person  named  in  the  commission,  by  Hen.  IV.  bo 
^  raise  the  aid  to  marry  the  fling's  eldest  daughter;  in  1403,  he  and 
Margarft  {or  Margery)  bis  first  wife  lived  in  Tunstall  in  Suffolk,  and 
owned  a  manor  in  On'ord;  he  was  a  commander  Under  the  £arl  of 
Dorset  at  the  siege  oftiarfteu^  and  in  1 3 1 7,  at  the  siese  of  Roan  in  Not* 
mandy,  he  rode  up  to  the  gate  of  that  city,  and  challenged  the  bastard 
Darly,  a  French  officer,  to  break  a  lance,  who  accepting  his  challenge, 

.at  the  first  course  ran  Sir  John  through,  who  by  his  falling  from  his 

.horse, was  presently  draped  into  the  town,  and  in  a  few  hours  died

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Peter  Hovel  of  Swanntngton,  and  relict  of  John  Bui  otNofwieh;  he 
had  John  Whiie  of  Fteithham,  lord  of  Mmdtnton  or  Mayion  manor 
there,  which  his  father  gave  him,  who  with  jllice  hia  wife,  daughter' 
and  heirets  of  Robeti  Bumkam  of  I^fu,  are  interred  la  R'eienham 
charch,  lesyin^Mayton  to  Margaret  their  daughter  and  heiress^  who 
was  buried  ^jr  them  in  1431,  leaving  issu^  by  Oile$  St.  Lowe,  Esq.  her 
husband ;  one  daughter,  Elizabeth, married  to  Htnry  Slatham,  Esq. 
who  died  in  1481,  and  left  Joan  their  daughter  and  sole  heir,  married 
Id  John  Sackeoereli. 

But  this  manor  went  to  the  eldest  son  by  Sir  John's  first  ^ife,  oh. 
BoBSKT  White,  Esq.  who  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  Wt7« 
Bam  Apifleyard  and  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  of  R^ert  Ckre  of 
Ormesby,  £sq.  left  Bartholomew  fVhite,  Esq.  ofShotesham  his  eldest 
son  and  heir;  this  Elizabeth  was  buried  in  Shotesham  St.  Mary,  in 
the  chancel  there,  in  1442,  and  \oh  Margaret  A ff  ley ard  her  sister, 
Emma  Bray  her  sister,  Mr.  Jpplcyard  her  brother,  and  Bartholomem 
White  her  son,  her  executors,  and  gave  legacies  to  Elizabeth  her 
daughter,  Henry  White  her  second  son,  and  William  White,  lord  of 
Thmrp  Parva,  her  third  son.  for  whose  descendants,  see  vol.  i.  p. 
189. 

In  1440,  Sir  Simon  Felbrigg,  Knt.  released  to  Bartholomew  and  his 
heirs,  this  manor,  with  the  several  knights  fees  held  of  it,  with  the 
advbwson  of  Filbt,  all  which  he  had  settled  on  him  in  trust,  jointly  * 
with  William  Jppleyard,  John  Lancaster,  William  and  Robert  Clere, 
Bartholomew  Jppleyard,  John  Uoton  and  John  Alderford  deceased. 
This  Bartholom^,  in  1466,  fouoaed  the  chisel  on  the  nprlh  side  of 
the  charch  of  Shotesham  St.  Jfary,  and  placed  his  own  effigies,  and 
those  of  Joan  Daltong  his  first  wire,  by  whom  he  had  no  issue,  and 
of  AKce  Shuldham  his  second  wife,  (who  all  lie  interred  in  it,  under 
stones  now  robbed  of  their  brass  plates)  and  under  them,  placed  this 
inscription,

He  had  his  own  arms  nngle  on  his  surcoat^  and  each  of  his  wives 
had  tlieirs.  He  died  in  1495,  and  then  held  this  manor,  of  the  manor 
of  Fomcet  at  one  fee*,  sc.  half  a  fee  in  Shoteshams,  and  half  a  fee  in 
Crouch'Sioke,  or  Stoke^Holy-Cross. 

Simon  White,  Esq.  his  son  and  heir,  succeeded,  and  died  al^ut 
1603,  leaving  by  his  wife,  daughter  oiHoldich  qS Didlington,  Esq. 

Edward  White  of  Filby,  Esq.  his  son  and  heir,  after  of  Shotesham, 
and  London,  councellor  at  law,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Tho.  Foxmere  of  Bromesihorp;  by  bis  will,  dated  Jiiita  17, 1521,he  be- 
queathed a  legacy  to  the  poor,  for  undeserved  fees,  and  dying  the  Sth 
of  July  following,  was  buried  in  St.  Mary's  chancel^  under  a  stone 
Vfhich  bath  a  brass  plate  on  it,  thus  inscribed,

Anne  White,  his  only  sister,  inherited,  who  was  then  n|arried  to 
Henry  Doyly  of  Pondhotl  in  Suffolk,  Esq.  wiio  became  lord  t>f  all 
these  manors  in  her  right,  except  a  messuage  called  KitU,  and  88 
acres  of  land  which  were  severed  from  the  manor,  and  belonged  to 
John  White,  alias  Holh,^  who  held  it  at  the  I2tb  part  of  a  fee  of 
'  Shotesham  manor,  which  paid  for  it  to  Fomcet  manor.  This  part  at

RoBBBT,  the  eldest  son,  succeeded,  as  Lord  High  Constable^  and 
Baron  of  Hocknorton :  he  married  Edith,  daughter  of  the  Lord  Grejf" 
stock,  and  built  the  abbey  of  Missenden  in  Buckinghamshire,  and  amply 
endowed  it;  and  in  1I£9,  at  the  earnest  request  of  his  wife,  founded 
the  famous  abbey  of  Osney,  by  Oxford,  and  settled  lar^  revenues  oa 
it ;  and  at  his  death  left  his  honours  and  fortunes  to  his  eldest  soo, 

Lord  Henry  IKOyly,  Baron  of  Hocknorton,  and  the  King's  Con^ 
stable,  who  married  Margery,  daughter  of  Humphry  Bohun  Earl  of 
Hereford,  and  had  five  children  by  her,  denru,  and  llobert;  Margery, 
who  at  last  was  heir  to  her  brqthers;  anotner  daughter  married  to 
Maurice  de  Gaunt  (from  whom  descended  the  Gaunts  Earls  of  Lin^ 
coin,)  and  a  third  daughter  married  to  Iliomas  Lord  Daventry.

Sir  William  D^yly,  eldest  son  and  heir,  was  kniffbted  in  1664, 
in  the  lifetime  of  bis  father;  and  in  1666,  was  admitted  to  the  office 
of  one  of  the  foar  tellers  id  the  Exchequer  in  the  room  of  William 
Pj/fikeney ;  he  was  commonly  called  Sir  tfilliam  the  younger,  and  at 
his  father's  death  succeeded  to  the  honour  and  estate,  which  he  very 
much  impaired,  by  disposing  of  the  manors  of  Shoteshamhall,  Swans, 
Tofthall,  with  the  lease  of  St.  Benet's  manor  in  Shotesham*s,  Black' 
Jfbrdhall,  alias  Stoke  Holy  Cross  manor,  with  Rosceline*s  and  Gostetyns, 
in  Poringland'Magna  and  Parva,  and  Stoke;  to  Samubl  Vkbdon, 
sometime  undersheriff  of  Nor/b/A.  He  married  Mary,  daughter  of 
Mr.  Hadley,^  a  grocer  of  London,  sister  to  the  first  lady  oi- Arthur 
Earl  of  Torrington,  by  whom  he  had  five  sons,  £dmund,  Aenry,  Had* 
ley,  Robert,  and  Philip,  besides  daughters. 

Sir  Edmund  D'Oyly,  Bart,  eldest  son  and  siiccessonr  to  his  father, 
married  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Philip  Beding field,  Esq.  of  Ditching- 
'ham  in  Norfilk,  and  by  ner  had  two  sons  atidone daughter.

BEET  Davy,  Esq.  trustee  to  Sir  Edmmd  Doyly,  sold  the  manors^  of 
.Shotesham-Hall,  TofihaU,  and  Swam  in  Shoie$ham,  Biackworih-Hall, 
otherwise  Blackford^Uall,  alias  Stoke  Holy  Cross  manor,  with  the 
manors  jof  Boitlings  and  Gostlings,  in  Porlands  and  Stoke,  to  Cheis- 
TOPHBE  Glbbs  of  Norwich,  worsted  weaver,  and  his  heirs;  but  the 
lands  and  estate  continued  in  Sir  Edmund.  In  1739  Christopher  Bar'- 
nard  of  Yarmouth  was  lord,  ^nd  hb  widow  now  holds  it  for  life,  and 
-at  her  decease  it  goes  to  her  husband's  two  sbters,  who  are  both 
married.

Belonged  4o  Bishop  Stigand,  and  at  the  Conquest  to  Roger  Bigoi^ 
and  Ralf  Fitz  Walter  held  it  of  him,  as  a  manor  containing  2  carucates 
of  land,  worth  at  the  first  survey  40f*  and  at  the  second  4/.  per  annum. 
Upper  Shotesium  was  then  a  mile  and  half  long,  and  half  a  mile  br^id,

THE  MANOR  OF  SHOTESHAM  ST.  BENET'S 

Was  verv  extensive  at  fir^t,  for  it  coctaiaed  the  greatest  nart  oflJute 
or  Low Shoetsham,  the  large  hamlet  of  Grenesvill,  (wnich  is  now 
included  in  Shote^m  and  Stoke,)  and  that  part  which  belonged  to  the 
Bishop  of  Baieux,^  and  was  held  by  Jlurca,  in  the  Confessor's  time. 
King  Canute^  when  he  founded  the  abbey  of  St.  Bentut  at  Holmf 
gave  one  part  to  find  the  monks  with  provisions ; '  this  was  St.  £u- 
lo^A'f  church  and  parish,  for  the  church  and  parish  ofSt.JlfaWta 
Was  given  by  one  Brtctricta,  Saxon  *  with  Grehesvill  hamlet;  ^  which

St. Martin  tiod  St. Butiolph's  parbhesi 
being  a  mile  and  half  long,  paid  to  the  obld1&2.;  anotiier  part  which 
was  the  abbot's^  was  granted  by  the  convent  to  fTofterGjifartf,  who  gave 
it  to  0(2i/«e  tobeheldof  him^  and  at  the  Conquest^  Walter,  the  succes- 
sour  ofOdine,  had  it;*  but  this  part  was  soon  joined  by  theraujr^sto 
iSAoto/«am-/fatfmanor>  with  the  Convent's  approbation.  In  Henry  the 
Second's  time  this  manor  was  allowed  to  enjoy  all  the  liberties  granted 
to  the  monastery  of  Holm  by  the  several  kings  of  the  realm,  and 
consequently  had  all  royalties  in  itself,  as  liberty  of/ree^warren,  view 
ofJratikpUdge,  freedom  from  all  tolls  by  land  and  by  water,  in  cities, 
burghs,  counties^  markets,  and  fairs,  with  soc  and  sac,  infangenti^f, 
grithbrich,  wardpeni,  &c.  it  being  held  in  capite  as  parcel  of  the  Ab- 
bot's barony.  In  Henry  the  Third's  time,  the  Abbot  had  «20  acres  of 
arable  land  in  demean,  valued  then  at  fourpence  halfpenny  an  acre 
fer  annum,  five  acres  of  meadow  valued  at  Bd.  an  acre,  and  he  was 
afterwards  in  14£8  taxed  for  all  his  temporais  here^  at  14  It.  15s.  6d. 
It  continued  in  the  monastery  till  the  exchange,  and  then  came  to 
the  SEB,  (as  at  vol.  iv.  p.  540,)  and  now  belongs  to  the  bishoprick  of 
Norwich,  of  which  it  hath  been  held  by  lease  ever  since ;  the  several 
lorda  i^  Shotesham  manors  having  been  lessees.  Part  of  Grenesvile*s 
manor  is  in  Stoke, 
The  fine  of  St.  Benefs  manor  is  4s.  an  acre  certain. 

The  abbot  of  langley's  manor  hebEj 

was  held  of  the  manor  of  Forncetj  and  was  formerly  part  of  the  manor 
of  HoB^or  HowB,  as  it  is  now  called,  that  extended  hither,  and  was 
given  to  that  house  by  Richard  de  Iloe,  of  which  it  was  after  held  by 
&r  Richard  de  Boyland.  It  was  after  held  of  the  abbey  by  divers 
families,  as  by  William  Gavel  in  1401,  and  after  by  the  Gawsells,  &c. 
The  Abbot  of  Langleye  had  this  and  other  temporals  here^  for  which 
he  was  taxed  at  385.  M. 

Of  the  four  parii^hes  in  this  village  I  shall  begin  with 

The  church  of  All-Saints,  called  high  or  Great  Shotesliam  chufcb, 
which  was  given  by  Sir  Robert  de  Vaux,  founder  of  Pentney  priory 
in  Norfolk,'^  to  that  house  when  he  founded  it,  and  so  it  became  sepat- 
rated  from  Shotesham-Hall  manor,  which  it  constantly  had  attended 
to  that  time;  and  Ralph  de  Hoe  released  all  his  right  in  it;  the  same 
founder  also  gave  to  that  house,  a  mill  al  Shotesham  and  15  acres,  of 
land  late  belongine  to  the  church ;  and  the  advowson  of  St.Boto^h's 
church  here,  and  the  prior  got  the  church  of  All-Saints  appropriated 
to  his  house,  and  Was  taxed  for  its  spirit uats  appropriated,  at  12  roarks^ 
and  always  presented  to  the  endowed  vicarage,  till  the  Dissolution,

The  CHURCH  of  St.  Maby  in  Utile  or  Low  Shotesham,  belonged 
formerly  in  an  alternate  presentation,  to  the  manors  afShotesham-Hall, 
and  St.  Benefs  ;  and  in  1 187  there  was  a  great  contest  about  it,  before 
the  Bishop  of  NbnrtcA  had  Ralph  Glanvile^jnElices  itinerants,  between 
Half  Abbot  of  HolMj  who  claimed  it  as  a  chapel  belonging  to  his 
church  of  St.  Martin,  and  Robert  de  Vaux  released  all  right  in 
Sl  Martin's  to  the  Abbot,  and  he,  all  his  right  in  St.  Mary's  to 
Robert,  and  all  the  lands  in  both  parishes  were  to  be  parted  equally, 
and  a  moiety  settled  on  each  church,  and  the  lands  of  Faux*s  fee 
to  belong  all  to  St.  Mary  and  those  of  the  Abbot's  fee  to  St.  Martin; 
each  was  to  be  a  mother-church ;  and  for  this  agreementEo&er^  gave 
the  Abbot  as  much  land  in  Shotesham  as  was  worth  25.  a  year  in  rent. 
In  1287  this  advowson  on  the  partition  of  the  estate  of  John  de  Vaux 
w&s  assigned  to  the  part  of  maud  de  Roos,  second  daughter  and  co- 
heir of  the  said  John  ;  and  inlSl  1,  William  de  Roos  otHamlake, 
and  lifatid  his  wife,  settled  this  advowsQU  and  a  carucateof  land  here, 
on  IliCHARD  Prior  of  St.  Mary  Magdahn  of  P<«f»ey  and  his  sue- 
cessours  for  ever;  it  appears,  that  tfe  land  belonged  to  the  church,* 
for  that  house  was  taxed  atSd.  only  for  .their  temporals^  and  at  10

reserving  power  to  him  and  his  successours^  to  endow  a  vicarage  and 
collate  uie  vicars  to  it  for  ever. 

And  the  year  following,  th^  same  Prior^  on  pretence  of  the  small- 
ness  of  the  revenues  of  St.  ButolpK$  parish,  got  that  also  appropri- 
ated^ and  agreed  that  the  Bishop  should  endow  and  collate  to  the 
vicarage^  and  both  vicarages  being  perpetually  annexed,  in  131 1,  the 
Bishop  endowed  them,  and  appointed  one  vicAB  for  both  the  parishes;' 
the  Prior  was  to  have  all  the  great  tithes,  and  part  of  the  glebe«  on 
condition  he  repaired  the  chancels ;  the  r/ccrr  was  to  have  a  house  and 
land^  and  a  house  over  against  St.  Butolph's  churchy  and  was  to  pay 
all  the  synodals  and  procurations ;  and  in 

131}^  3d  July,  Thomas  de  Cleydone,  priest,  was  instituted  to  the 
'  yiCARAGB  of  the  churches  of  St.  Mary  and  St,  BtUolph,  at  the  Bishop 
of  Norwich's  collation,  and  in  Not?,  following,  JVil.  de  Chevtlej-priesU 
In  1327  Richard  de  Hakeford,  priest,  changed  this  vicarage  for  Cation, 
lyith  Robert  de  Langele^  who  resigned  it.  13512,  Sir  William  Valentine 
of  Borercell,  priest.  In  138 1 ,  John  Forster  of  Whiston,  &c.  and  so  the 
advowson  continued  in  the  bishoprick,  till  the  exchange  in  Henry  the 
Eighth's  time,  and  then  fell  to  the  Crown,  as  did  the  impropriation  at 
the  dissolution  oiPcntney  priory  ;  and  both  continued  there,  till  1552, 
and  then  KmgEdward'VL  granted  the  impropriations^  and  the  ad- 
vowsons  of  the  wcarflges,  to  William  Nec/ow,  and  William  Mingat^ 
Gent,  in  whose  family  it  continued  till 

1731,  when  William  Mingay,  Gent,  presented  the  Rev.  Mr.  Join 
Manister,  the  present  vicar,  to  the  consolidated  vicarage  of  St.  Mary 
and  St.  Butolph,  and  to  the  vicarage  oi  All^SaintSy  -which  last  he 
holds  by  a  personal  union  with  the  former;  but  the  impropriations 
and  advowsons  are  sipce  sold  to  William  Fellows  of  Skotesham, 
Esq.  who  now  owns  them. 

The  CHURCH  of  SLMary  is  40  feet  long,  and  \9  broad,  and  the 
church  is  20  fi^t  long;  it  bath  a  square  tower  60  feet  high,  and  but 
one  bell. 

Ii)  the  east  window  of  the  chancel  are  the  effigies  in  the  glass,  of 
John  Prisot,  chief  justice  of  the  Common  PUns^  and  of  Bartbolo- 
mew  Whitfi^  and  his  wives,  who  built  the  chancel,  and  put  up  that 
l^v'indow  in  I486,  for  under  them  is  this  inscription,

In  the  north  chapel^  under  a  raised  tomb^  lies  buried  Simon  IVhite, 
Esq.  who  died  about  1505. 

The  windows  were  fonnerlj  very  richly  adorned  with  arms,  roost 
of  which  are  now  lost ;  but  from  Mr.  Amtii^s  MS.^  marked  L.  26. 
fo«  3,  we  have  the  following  account  of  them  : 

White,  Prisot,'  White  and  Clipesby,  jippleyard,  Thoulz, 
vert,  seven  escalops  arg.  &c. 

Norwich  Domesday  tells  us,  that  St.  Mary,  when  a  rectory,  had  a 
house  and  20  acres  of  glebe,  and  paid  6d.  synodah,  and  6s.  8a.  procu^ 
rations,and  when  it  became  a  vicarage  it  was  valued  with  that  of  St. 
BoTOLPH,  at  6/t.  and  so  it  stands  now  in  the  King^s  Books,  and  being 
sworn  now  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  ^li.  it  is  discharged  of  jfirst 
fruits  and  tenths,  and  is  capable  of  augmentation.  In  \W3  Christo- 
pher Greenwood  was  vicar  of  all  the  vicarages,  and  returned  70  com- 
municants in  St.  Mary  and  ButolpKs  parish,  and  that  Sir  Henry 
Gawdy,  Knt.  was  patron.     In   1630,  John  Bolt,  vicar,  paid  dd. 

gmodah  and  6s.  8^/.  archdeacon's  procurations,  and  25.  synodals  for 
UButolpKs,  an4  65.  8e2.  archdeacon's  procurations,  and  Henry 
Minoay,  Gent,  was  then  patron.  There  was  anciently  a  gild  of  SL 
Mary,  in  this  church. 

Thomas  db  Blumvyle  Bishop  of  jVoro^icA confirmed  the  charter 
of  John  de  Grey,  Bishop  there,  of  a  portion  of  the  tithes  of  this 

{>arish,  to  the  monks  of  Norwich  cathedral,  who  were  taxed  at  30f. 
or  them;  the  celerer  had  a  portion  of  d«.  4cf.  out  of  it;  and  their 
temporals  here  were  taxed  at '35. 4d. 

Mr.  fVoolmer  was  sometime  vicar,  as  was  Mr.  Pitcairne. 

Berengarius,  who  heldTopcROFT  and  Howe  of  the  Abbot  of 
Bury,  had  20  acres  and  three  bordars,  belonging  to  his  manor  of 
Howe,  in  all  which  he  was  infeoffed  by  Abbot  Baldwin,  in  King  IfiU 
Ham  the  Conqueror's  time,  for  which  temporals  the  chamberer  €^Bury 
was  taxed  at  7&. 

There  is  a  very  agreeable  cold-bath  in  the  parish  of  St,  Mary^ 
fitted  up  for  publick  benefit,  at  the  expense  of  Will.  Fellows^  Eb^, 
of  Shotesham.

Hiere  were  many  arms  io  ihe  windows  ofJShoteiham^H,  mhich 
ktands  near  St.  Mar^s  chnrch^  and  was  thereat  o^the  Doyjlxbs;  aa^

ditchf  Yeherton,  Froxmere,  Cocket,  Prisot,  and  Xane,  WoonHOUSE 
tnSi  WmTE,Clopton,FroxmeresiT^  Cornwalli$,Clere  and  TrMte^fuc. 

Thomas  Lawbence  of  SLAlban's  tiall  in  Oxford,  A.M.'  an 
apothecary's  son  in  London,  afterwards  of  Merton  College ;  after  be 
iiad  taken  his  degree^  studied  pTiyuck,  and  practised  that  faculty  in 
Norfolk,  afid  was  of  some  eminence  tbere^  especially  upon  his  wniing 
mnd  pnMishingy 

*Mbrcubius  Centraus^  or  a  Discourse  of  SubterraneaJ  Cokle, 
Muscle,  and  Oyster  Shells,  found  in  the  Digging  of  a  Wellj  at  Sk 
WiixiAK  Doylies  in  Norfolk,  many  feet  un£r  ground,  and  at  a 
considerable  distance  from  the  sea.  Sent  in  a  letter  to  Tho  Browne, 
M.D.  Printed  at  London  1664  in  5  sheets  in  octavo.  He  died  in 
l^foEFOJLK  some  years  after. 

The  CHURCH  of  St.  Butolph  is  now  totally  demolished,  being  pulled 
down  at  the  Reformation  ;  the  ruins  of  the  steeple  show  that  it  was 
square,  the  churchyard  was  ploughed  up  when  I  saw  it ;  it  jabuts 
southward  to  a  hollow  way  leading  eastward  over  the  river  to 
High  Shoiesham  church,  being  the  very  corner  piece  at  the  turn  of 
that  way. 

It  was  apj)ropriflted  with  St.  Mary's  to  the  priory  of  Pentnejf,  and 
'both  became  one  vicarage,  as  is  before  observed,  the  whole  glebe  and 
liouse  belonging  to  this  church,'  except  Fisher*s  Croft,  was  reserved 
to  the  vicar.  Nobwich  Domesday  ielis  us,  that  there  was  a  bouse 
and  SO.acres  of  land.

Master  Richard  db  Boylan d  was  rector  here  in  Edward  the 
First's  time ;  in  1308  Clement  de  fVentleton,  subdeacon  ;  in  1334,  fVil* 
liam  de  Homng,  clerk ;  in  1340,  Adam  de  tVeUwyck,  priest ;  in  1408^ 
Sir  William  Crane,  priest.  See;  in  1422,  Thomas  at  Water,  rector,  was 
buried  in  the  church ;  in  l603,  Robert  Grey  answered  that  there 
were  40  communicants  in  the  parish,  and  that  Edmund  Doyly,  £sq* 
was  patron,  by  lease  from  th^  Bishop  of  Norwich.  1630,  Oliver  Har* 
risok  held  it  by  union  with  Stoke  vtcarase;  in  I6g3  it  was  held  with 
Hdesley  iQ  Suffolk  by  union ;  in  1706,  Hichard  Laughton,  clerk,  had 
it,  and  now  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fbancis  Mossoon  is  rector.  The  ruia3 
of  the  church  may  be  seen  not  far  distant  from  St.  Mary's. 

The  Prioress  of  C arrow  was  taxed  for  temporals  at  69.  The  Prior 
of  Mendham  for  spirituals  at  7s.  6d.  and  6s.  8a.  a  year  was  paid  to  the 
pBiORBss  of  Bungty  out  of  a  tenement  called  Shreves. 

There  is  piece  of  land  called  chapel-yard,  late  parcel  of  the 
possessions  of  the  priory  of  Hickling,  ^here  h  freechapel  stood  for- 
merly, of  which  I  have  no  further  account  in  any  evideaces  that  I 
have  seen. 

All  the  parishes  were  valued  together  to  the  tenths,  as  one  towil 
and  paid  gift;  6s.  Sd.  clear.  - 

The  ancient  family  of  the  Mingays  hath  been  here  for  a  long 
time,  as  also  that  of  the  Bransbys  which  anciently  came  from  th^ 
neighbouring  village  of  Poringland-Magna^ 
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Commonly  called  Stokb-Holy-Cross,  anciently  Cruche  Sioke,

In  1229,  Robert  D£  Curzun  granted  it  to  Simon  de  What^cld, 
and  in  1267»  Reginald  de  la  Wadt  and  Alice  his  wife  conveyed  it  to 
Adam  Abbot  of  St.  Benntt  at  the  Holm;  when  it  contained  a  capital 
messuage^  a  caracate  of  land,  and  ld<.  id.  annual  rent,  in  Stokt  and  . 
Greynemll^on  condition  the  Abbot  shonld  find  Rtginald,  during  bis 
life,  fi  robes  or  SO  shillings  sterlingi  one  at  Christmas,  the  other  at 
Easter,  and  every  week  14  loaves,  and  8  fiaggons  of  ale,  such  as  the 
monks  drank ;  and  to  Alice,  if  she  outlived  Keginald,  7  like  loaves  and 
9  fiaggons  of  ale ;  and  thus  this  manor  became  joined  to 


THE  MANOR  OF  GREENESVILL,  or  GRANGVILLES 

ROCKELLS, 

Which  belonged  to  the  Abbot  of  Holm,  and  contained  that  part  of 
Oreenemll  hamlet  whidh  laid  in  Stoke;  this  manor  was  confirmed 
to  St.  Benefs,  by  several  kings  and  popes,  but  Abbot  Conrade,  who 
lived  in  Henry  the  First's  time,  grantea  to  William  Curzun  the 
land  of  Greingville  in  fee,  who  thereupon  sware  fealty  to  the  church, 
ietnd  to  pajr  TO  selli  of  wheat ;'  and  he  also  gave  two  parts  of  the 
tithes  or  his  land  at  Blackworth,  and  BiFridestone  or  Freton  to  that 
monasteiT,  and  William  his  successonr  confirmed  it;  and  Daniel 
Abbot  of  Holm  granted  it  in  fee  to  Robert  Picot  and  Beatrice  his 
wife,  for  the  same  rent ;  but  Ralf  Curzun,  about  the  time  of  Hen.  II. 
had  it,  and  acknowledged  that  he  held  it  in  fee  of  the  Abbot,  and 
that  if  William  Cursun  of  Wichingham  should  recover  it  against  him, 
he  would  not  sue  the  Abbot  ;^  he  gave  also  to  the  abbey  2  sheaves  of 
the  tithes  of  his  demeans  here,  which  was  held  by  Sir  Robert  Cursun 
in  1239.  This  Robert,  in  1218,.8old  half  the  manor  to  Richaro 
,  pE  RuPELLA,  or  RoKBLB,  viz,  h^f  a  carucate  of  land,  8cc.  contain- 
ing an  hudred  acres,  to  be  held  by  him  and  his  heirs  of  the  said  Robert 
And  bis  heirs,  by  the  yearly  rent  of  30  combs  of  wheat,  and  the  sale 
Was  inroUed  before  the  itinerant  justices  in  Eire  at  Norwich,  the 
Sunday  next  after  th^  feast  of  St.  Agatha,  among  whom  were  Ralph 
Germyn,  Walter  de  Verdon,  TUchard  de  Seinges,  and  John  de  Worths 
Mtede,  and  others;  and  Sir  Richard,  at  the  same  time,  released  to  the 
Abbot  of  Holm  all  his  right  in  two  sheaves  of  the  tithe  corn  of  the  de- 
means of  this  manor^  the  Abbot,  as  chief  lord  of  the  fee,  consenting 
to  the  alienation.  Soon  after  this.  Sir  Richard  granted  it  to  Reginald 
de  Karevilla,  or  Carvill,  in  marriage  with  his  daughter  Alice,  and  they 
afterwards  conveyed  it  again  to  ^e  Abbot  ofSt.Bennet,  who  settled  it 
on  Sir  Wil.  de  Ja  Rokele,\nl.  whose  son.  Sir  Rich,  de  la  Rokele,  Knt/ 
in  l^,had  license  of  King  Edw.  I.  to  exchange  this  manor  for  that 
iofWoodhall  in  Sandringham,  which  was  accordingly  done,  aiid  the 
Abbot^released  his  ri^t  to  Rokete  in  his  possessions  in  Appleton,  San^ 
iringham,  Nemton,  andn^o^fe<oii,andso  Ujeybecameunited  %oRokele*s 
manor  in  Appkton.  In  19712  the  other  moiety  was  sold  by  Rob.  Cu  rsu  s

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of  Town  Berningham,  and  Ralfhis  son^  to  Sir  Simon  sod  of  Richard 
Brtiunche,  and  it  is  said  to  lie  m  Cruchstoke  and  Casire,  and  the  Abbot 
of  St.  Benntt  confirmed  the  sale^  on  condition  he  was  paid  yearly  50 
combs  of  wheat ;  and  if  it  should  happen  that  Sir  Wil.  de  la  Rokele,  Knt. 
should  recover  the  manor  of  Grengevill  in  the  King's  court,  namdv, 
that  part  of  it  which  he  had  of  the  eift  of  Regifutld  de  la  fVade, 
against  the  said  Abbot,  Uien  the  said  Simon  need  not  pay  the  corn, 
to  the  said  Sir  William  de  la  Rokele,  as  was  used  to  be  paid  to  Sir 
Robert  de  la  Rokele  his  father. 

In  1279i  Sir  Simon  de  Grinvile,  or  Sir  Simon  Braunch  of  Grirwile, 
died  seized,  and  was  succeeded  by  Peter  Braunchef  who  in  1215  had 
Ute  and  view  oi frankpledge  allowed  him  here. 

The  other  part  of  the  town  called^ 


STOKE  MANOR, 

Belonged  to  Gilbert  Pecche,  and  after  that,  to  the  By  dun  family,  and 
then  to  the  Bur^ates,  and  Sir  Baldwyn  de  Burgate,  Knt.  lord  of  it, 
and  Rose  his  wife, gave  many  lands  hereto  St.  Bennefs abbey ;  and  in 
1272,  John  de  TyveUshall  held  it  of  Giles  de  fVachesham,  of  the  manor 
of  Thuriton  in  !^uffolk,  which  was  then  owned  by  Giles  son  of  the 
said  Giles,  at  a  quarter  of  a  fee;  in  1285,  William  de  Moniclumif 
was  lord,  and  he  and  his  tenants  were  summoned  to  do  their  suit  to 
the  King's  hundred  of.  Hensted,  though  he  had  a  lete  to  hb  own 
manor. 

This  year  all  these  manors  of  Stoke  and  Grekesvill  united, 
and  Andrew  de  Uengham  conveyed  them  to  Henry  de  Norwich  aod 
Catherine  his  wife,  andun  1297,  the  Abbot  of  Holm  let  all  his 
revenues  here  for  life,  to  Sir  Walter  de  Norwich,  with  the  vbbb- 
CHAPEL,  by  the  site  of  this  manor  of  GRBBNESVit,  with  chapel-land 
aod  chapel-^Lcre,  with  the  wood,  and  56  acres  of  demeans  joming  to 
the  site. 

.  In  1301  there  was  an  extent  made  of  this  manor,  for  Sir  Walter 
BE  Norwich,  then  lord;*  by  which  it  appears,  that  the  Prior  of 
HiCKLiNG  had  20  acres  of  land,  and  paid  to  the  lord  25.  M.  aod  4 
MINE*  of  wheat ;  and  the  Abbot  of  St.  Bennet  held  53  acres  of  land, 
and  the  rents  were  35s.  lOd.  besides  the  corn-rents,  which  were  g 
quarters  and  an  half  and  2  fifth  parts  of  a  bushel. 

In  1302,  King  Edward  I.  granted  to  Sir  John  be  Norwich, 
Knt.  and  his  heirs,  free^warren  in  all  his  demeans,  in  Cruchestoktf 
Howe,  Shoiesham,  Porineland,  Sculthorp,  Lyng  and  Great  Massing" 
ham  in  Norfolk,  Bromfield,  Walpol,  Melles,  Wenhaston,  Thorington, 
Shipmedowe,  Metyngham,  Ilketesnale,  Redesham,  and  Daltpigho  in 
Suffolk  ;  and  soon  after  this.  Sir  Walter  purchased  all  he  could  in 
this  neighbourhood ;  for  in  1306,  Sir  Richard  de  Boyland  granted  to

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him  and  his  heirs  all  the  lands  and  tenements  belonging  to  bis  manor 
of  HoE)  lying  in  Shotesham,  there  being  25  tenants  ana  their  services^ . 
all  which  he  added  to  this  manor :  the  same  year  Reginald  son  of 
Nicholas  de  ShoUsham  sold  him  all  his  meadows  and  marshes  between 
the  watermill  and  Merkeshall  Bridge,  and  William  son  of  Peter  But 
of  Norwich,  an  estate  in  BlackwoAth  village,  in  Cruchestoke 
parish,  and  lands  by  Grenesvill  Hill,  inGrenesoul  Village  in  Cko- 
CHE8TOKB  afofesaid,  and  land  abutting  on  the  way  called  Ykbn- 
bloesgatb;  in  1308,  Thomas  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Pe^fr  Rosceline, 
Knt  granted  to  Sir  Walter  de  Norwich  the  yearly  rent  of  6/.  llJ.  8d. 
to  be  received  of  his  tenants  in  Porifigland'Magna  and  Parva,  Cra* 
chestokc,  Shotesham*s,  and  other  adjoming  towns,  by  deed  dated  at 
Blackworth  in  Stoke,  and  thus  Roscelines  manor  became  wholly  joined 
to  this,  though  Thomas  Rosceline,  upon  suing  for  it,  was  returned  lord 
of  Rosceline*s  manor  in  1315.  In  1322,  St.  Walter  Norwich,  Knt. 
and  Catherine  his  wife,  owned  Blackworth  in  Stoke,  and  the  several 
manors  and  fees  joined  to  it,  and  this  year  the  settlement  of  the 
NorwicVs  estate  was  made,  and  by  fine  levied  between  Sir  John  de 
Norwich,  querent,  and  Remigius,  parson  of  Hcngham,  and  Walter  de 
Thmston,  parson  of  Sculthorp,  detorciants;  the  manors  of  Sculthorp^ 
Ling,  How<!,  and  Blackzfforth,  with  the  advowsons  of  LiN^,*  Scul- 
if^^f*  and  Howe,  after  the  decease  of  Katherine  widow  of  Sir  Walter 
de  Norwich,  Knt.  and  of  Joan  widow  of  Alexander  de  Clavering,  were 
all  settled  on  Sir  John  de  Norwich  and  his  heirs  male,  remainder  on 
Thomas  de  Norwich,  with  remainder  to  Roger  brother  of  Thomas} 

In  1343,  Nicholas  son  and  heir  of  John  de  Suffield,  granted  divers 
lands  to  Sir  John  Norwich,  Knt.;  and  in  1353  Henry  de  Kenton, 
parson  of  Swanton^Abbots,  did  the  lilce;  in  1356,  King  Edward  III. 
confirmed  to  Sir  John  Norwich,  Knt.  his  chartbb  of  free-warren  in 
all  his  manors  and  demeans.  In  1372,  Sir  John  settled  this  and  other 
xnanors  in  trust,  on  Sir  John  Plais,  Sir  Robert  Howard,  Sir  Roger 
Boys,  Knts.  and  others.  In  1374  this  manor  and  Metingham  castle^ 
and  other  manors,  at  the  death  of  Sir  John  Horwicr,  junior,  Knt. 
descended  to  Kathebinb  Bbewse  bis  cousin  and  heir,  she  being 
daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas,  brother  to  Sir  JohK  Norwich  the 
elder,  father  of  Sir  Walter,  father  of  the  last  Sir  John,  and  she  settled 
it  on  her  feoffees,  with  her  other  estate,  as  at  p.  138.  This  Catherine, 
in  1378,  took  upon  her  a  religious  habit,  and  became  a  nun  at  Dert^ 
Jbrd,  and  Margaret  her  aunt  became  her  heir,  who  first  married  to 
Sir  Thomas  Caily,  Knt.  and  then  to  Robert  Ufford  Earl  of  Suffolk, 
whose  son,^  William  Ufford  Earl  of  Suffolk,  inherited,  and  was  lord 
of  this  manor,  and  died  in  1381,  and  it  passed  from  the  Suffolk  family 
to  the  BiLLiNGFORi>s,and  Jambs  Billingfobd,  clerk  of  the  crown, 
who  had  an  ant)uity  of  20/t.  per  annum  belonging  to  that  office,  was 
lord  here,  and  of  Stapleford  in  Hertfordshire  in  1388;  and  in  1476, 
one  of  the  same  name  had  it,  with  the  manors  of  Over  and  Netherhall 
in  Toft  Monacorum;  in  1558,  Edmund  Billingford  of  Stoke-holy" 
Cross,  Esq.  was  buried  in  the  chancel,  by  the  tomb  of  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  and  Catherine  his  wife  survived  him,  Thomas  his  son  inherited ;

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he  had  a  daughter  married  to  Ge&rg$  SkefiM,^  a  brother  imbmI 
Sichard,  John  Jpplyard  of  Dunston.  and  Thomas  Grtaham,  being 
his  cousins;  in  1571  his  son  Thomas  was  lord,  and  married  ^fuie 
daughter  .of  Sir  Edmund  Jenny  of  Knodeshall  in  Suffolk,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Edmund  BiUingford,  who  married  EUzabetk  Felion,  » 
colieiressj  and  bad  Thomar,  who  first  married  Jlffs.  Harmam,  and 
then  Mrs.  Brown  ;^  in  16IO,  Thomas  Billingford  settled  Blackworth 
manor,  and  Roscelines,  &c.  oh  Samuel  St^c  and  Edmund  Purdye, 
who  held  it  with  Stoke  manor,  then  called  old  Halhted  manor,  of  the 
manor  of  Forncet,  at  4<I«  per  annum  for  castleward  or  forewatch,  and 
the  said  manor  was  further  held  ofBamineham  qaanor,  by  a  pound  of 
pepper  yearly;  and  soon  after  Edward  Soylt,  Esq.  purchased  the 
manor  of  Blackworth-hallf  with  the  members  belonging  to  it,  vis. 
the  manors  of  Stoke-holy^Cross,  or  Old-halbtede,  RoteeSnes,  Roekele^, 
and  Grenesvilles,  or  Grangevilks,  &c.  and  it  hath  passed  ever  aince^ 
as  the  manor  of  Shotesham,  which  see  at  p.  507,  8. 

This  manor  hath  lbte>  ^cyf,  and  stray,  the  fines  are  at  the  lord's 
will,  and  the  woman's  dowry  is  one  moiety* 

The  Prior  of  Norwich  had  large  revenues  here,*  in  lands  and 
rents  of  divers  ancient  donations  to  that  monasteiy,  and  the  advow- 
son  of  the  church  was  given  and  impropriated  very  early,  for  John 
son  of  Oliver  de  Faux,  lord  here,  acknowledged  by  deed  under  his 
seal,  to  the  Prior  and  convent,  that  he  had  no  right  in  any  part  of 
the  advowson,  on  account  of  any  feofament  made  him  by  John  de 
Waxtunesham,  his  ancestors  having  lone  before  given  the  advowson  to 
the  monastery,  to  which  house  it  had  been  then  lone  appropiated. 
Richard  de  SnaringeSy''  John  son  of  Sir  John  de  Gatesden,  Knt.  Johts 
son  of  Sir  John  deNerford,  Knt.  and  Lady  Petronel  his  mother,  fVal- 
ter  Penning  and  Bertrice  his  wife,  William  Karman,  Ralf  son  of  TAo. 
X  de  Rickingale,  Thomas  de  Nerfbrd  brother  of  John,  and  Jfgnes  his  wife, 

^  who  was  formerly  the  wife  of  John  de  Mantravers,  and  many  others, 

'>  were  benefactors ;  in  1S20  Brother  Ralfde  Hemesltf,  Prior  of  St.  Mary 

at  Hickliug,  exchanged  lands  wilh  the  Prior  ol  Norwich,  who  was 
taxed  for  all  his  latios  and  temporal  rents,  at  SU.  Qd.  without  those 
of  the  Abbot  of  Holm,  which  were  taxed  separately  at  I3d,  The 
whole  town  and  hamlets  being  charged  to  each  tenth  at  12//.  but  had 
a  deduction  of  2/i.  ISs.  4d.  allowed  on  account  of  the  lands  of  the 
religious  here,  they  being  taxed  by  themselves. 

The  RECTORY  was  appropriated  to  ihie  chamberer's,  or  chamber^ 
Iain's  office  in  the  priory  of  Norwich,^  and  had  a  vicarage  presen- 
tative,  and  afterwards  endowed,  but  was  never  taxed,  so  that  it  is  not 
mentioned  in  the  King's  Books;  and  indeed  the  town  itself  is  left 
out  in  Saxton's  map  of  the  county  ;  the  Priors  of  Norwich  always 
presented  to  the  vicarage,  till  the  Dissolution,  and  then  it  was  granted 
to  the  dean  and  chapter, ^  who  are  impropriators  and  vatrons  of  the 
vicarage  at  this  time;  in  Norwich  Domesday,  the  c/ifli?*fcerer,  who

jton  It  is  tbas  entered :  to  the  parumage  belong  i&  acres  of  glebe, 
and  the  tithe  corn  only ;  to  the  ipicamffe,  M  acret  of  glebe^  and  all 
other  tithesj  and  the  spirituah  of  the  Prior  of  Norwich  were  rallied 
at  16  marks^  and  the  tenmorah  of  the  Abbot  of  Langley,  at  At.  Id.  It 
formerly  paid  29.  synodats,  bat  no  procuruikms  to  Ute  archdeacon,  it 
being  one  of  the  peculiars  belonging  to  the  dban  and  ghaftbb  ; 
thoagh  now  it  seems  otherwise^  for  in  the  Revidon  of  the  Arehduh 
eonry  of  Nobvolk,  in  iboo,  it  is  thus  entered, ' 

Stoke-Holt-Cboss  vicarage;  Elizabeth  BuBman,  widoWj  is 
patroness  and  piroprietary  (by  lease,  I  suppose,  from  the  dean  and 
obapteo)  Oliver  Harrison,  clerk,  who  also  holds  Shotesham  by  a  per- 
sonal union,  is  vicar.  The  vicarage  is  valued  at  6A.  pays  lOi.  teathe, 
and  I5d.  procurations  at  the  Bishop's  visitation,  £s.  synodab,  and  6c. 
Bd.  AJLCHDHAcov's procurations.  But  notwithstanding  this,  I  do  not 
ever  find  the  vicarage  to  have  been  in  the  King's  Books,  and  instead 
of  6ve  pounds  it  was  never  estimated  before  the  Reformation  at  but  5 
marks,  and  not  at  all,  that  I  can  find  since ;  but  being  not  mentioned 
in  the  Falor,  it  is  cajiabic  of  augmeution,  if  sworn  to  be  under  SOLper 
annum  clear;  but  it  appearing^  by  Mr.  Ecton's  last  Falor,  publishea  in 
1742,  not  to  be  certified  as  yet ;  till  that  be  done,  it  is  incapable  of  that 
advantage. 

In  1550  the  dean  and  chapter  paid  to  the  Bishop  of  Nobwich  6i« 
Sd.  per  annum  for  a  parcel  of  titiies  in  this  town  lately  belonging  to 
the  sacrist  of  Holm  abbey.  There  was  a  gild  held  in  this  church,  in 
honour  of  the  holy-cboss.^ 

In  1342,  Sir  John  Atte  Cherche  of  Swe^nesterp  was  vicar;  in  1349, 
Thomas  Curteys;  1372,  John  Hacoun,  &c. 

William  Miller,  vicar  in  1597,  Christopher  Jffen,  who  returned  6& 
communicants  in  1603,  was  buried  in  1606.  John  Alden  buried  in 
1609,  Oliver  Harrison  buried  1658,  William  5f9itM,  vicar,  1693. 

On  the  outside  of  ihe  south  wall  of  the  church  is  a  mural  monu- 
ment with  this,

The  CHUBCH  stands  on  a  very  great  eminence;  the  west  part  of  the 
nave  (which  is  53  feet  long)  is  tiled  and  the  east  part  leaded;  the 
ichancei  is  tiled,  and  is  23  feet  long,  and  20  feet  broad,  as  is  the  nave ;

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it  bdth  a  aoatb'  porch  tiled,  bot  no  isles;  tbe  steeple  is  square^  about 
50  feet  high,  and  hath  three  bells.  The  arms  of  Calthobp  impallog 
AsTLSY  were  in  the  windows,  bat  are  now  gone. 

Within  the  altar  ruls,  lie  Dorothy  ^  daughter  of  John  Bumum, 
Gen.  and  Catherine  his  wife,  born  in  l649»  buried  in  l653jt  cuad  also 
John  son  of  John  Johnson,  Gent,  and  Mary  his  wife  oh.
